^«<Ttian  art*  to  be  in  any  wise  ivd  by  the  now  incoming 
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administration.  I  add^  too,  that  all  the  protection  which,  consis- 
tently with  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  can  be  given,  will  be 
cheerfully  given  to  all  the  States  when  lawfuUy  demanded,  for 
whatever  cause — as  cheerfully  to  one  section  as  to  another. 

There  is  much  controversy  about  the  delivering  up  of  fugitives 
from  service  or  labor.  The  clause  I  now  read  is  as  plainly  written 
in  the  Constitution  as  any  other  of  its  provisions: 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  State,  under  the  laws  thereof, 
escapiilg  into  another,  shall  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation 
therein  oe  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall  be  delivered 
up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or  labor  may  be  due. 

It  is  scarcely  questioned  that  this  provision  was  intended  by 
those  who  made  it  for  the  reclaiming  of  what  we  call  fugitive 
daves;  and  the  intention  of  the  lawgiver  is  the  law.  All  members 
of  Congress  swear  their  support  to  flie  whole  Constitution — to  this 
provision  as  much  as  to  any  other.  To  the  proposition,  then,  tJiat 
slaves  whose  cases  come  within  the  terms  oi  this  clause  ^' shall  be 
delivered  up,"  their  oaths  are  unanimous.  Now,  if  they  would 
make  the  effort  in  good  temper,  could  they  not  with  nearly  equal 
unanimity  frame  and  pass  a  law  by  means  of  which  to  keep  good 
that  unanimous  oath  t 

There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  whether  this  clause  should 
be  enforced  by  national  or  by  State  authority;  but  siu^ly  that 
difference  is  not  a  very  material  one.  If  the  slave  is  to  be  gQ^rrdu- 
dered,  it  can  be  of  but  little  consequence  to  him  or  to  others  by  which 
authority  it  is  done.  And  should  any  one  in  any  case  be  content  that 
his  oath  shall  ^o  unkept  on  a  merely  unsubstantial  controversy  as 
to  how  it  shall  be  kept? 

Again,  in  any  law  upon  this  subject,  ought  not  all  the  safeguards 
of  liberty  known  in  civilized  and  humane  jurisprudence  to  be  intro- 
duced, so  that  a  free  man  be  not,  in  any  case,  surrendered  as  a 
slave  T  And  might  it  not  be  well  at  the  same  time  to  provide  by 
law  for  the  enfomement  of  that  clause  in  the  Constitution  which 
guarantees  that  * Jthe  citizen  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States^? 

I  take  the  official  oath  to-day  with  no  mental  reservations,  and 
with  no  purpose  to  construe  the  Constitution  or  laws  by  any  hyper- 
critical rules.  And  while  I  do  not  choose  now  to  specify  particular 
acts  of  Congress  as  proper  to  be  enforced,  I  do  suggest  that  it  will 
be  much  safer  for  afi,  both  in  official  and  private  stations,  to  con- 
form to  and  abide  by  all  those  acts  which  stand  unrepealed,  than 
to  violate  any  of  them,  trusting  to  find  impunity  in  having  them 
held  to  be  unconstitutional. 

It  is  seventy-two  years  since  the  first  inauguration  of  a  President 
under  our  National  Constitution.  During  that  period  fifteen  differ- 
ent and  greatly  distinguished  citizens  have,  in  succession,  admin- 
istered the  executive  branch  of  the  government.  They  have 
conduced  it  through  nfkny  perils,  and  generally  with  great  suc- 
cess, l^et,  with  all  this  scope  of  precedent,  I  now  enter  upon  the 
same  task  for  the  brief  constitutional  term  of  four  years  under

,.jLH>t^  there  wall  be  no  invasion,  no  using  of  force  against 
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or  among  the  people  anywhere.  Where  hostility  to  the  United 
States,  in  any  interior  locality,  shall  be  so  great  and  universal  as 
to  prevent  competent  resident  citizens  from  holding  the  Federal 
offices,  there  will  be  no  attempt  to  force  obnoxious  strangers  among 
the  people  for  that  object.  While  the  strict  le^  right  may  exist 
in  the  government  to  enforce  the  exercise  of  t£ese  offices,  the  at- 
tempt to  do  so  would  be  so  irritating,  and  so  nearlv  impracticable 
withal,  that  I  deem  it  better  to  forego  for  the  time  the  uses  of  such 
offices. 

The  mails,  unless  repelled,  will  continue  to  be  furnished  in  all 
parts  of  the  Union.  So  far  as  possible,  the  people  everywhere  shall 
have  that  sense  of  perfect  security  which  is  most  favorable  to  calm 
thought  and  reflection.  The  course  here  indicated  will  be  followed 
unless  current  events  and  experience  shall  show  a  modification  or 
change  to  be  proper^  and  in  every  case  and  exigency  my  best  dis- 
cretion will  be  exercised  according  to  circumstances  actually  exist- 
ing, and  with  a  view  and  a  hope  of  a  peaceful  solution  of  the 
national  troubles  and  the  restoration  of  fVatemal  sympathies  and 
affections. 

That  there  are  persons  in  one  section  or  another  who  seek  to 
destroy  the  Union  at  all  events,  and  are  ^lad  of  any  pretext  to  do 
it,  I  will  neither  affirm  nor  deny;  but  if  there  be  such,  I  need 
address  no  word  to  them.  To  those,  however,  who  really  love  the 
Union  may  I  not  speak  t 

Before  entering  upon  so  grave  a  matter  as  the  destruction  of  our 
national  fabric,  with  all  its  benefits,  its  memories,  and  its  hopes, 
would  it  not  be  wise  to  ascertain  precisely  why  we  do  itt  Will  you 
hazard  so  desperate  a  step  while  there  is  any  possibility  that  any 
portion  of  the  ills  vou  fly  from  have  no  real  existence  t  Will  you, 
while  the  certain  ills  you  fly  to  are  greater  than  all  the  real  ones  you

All  profess  to  be  content  in  the  Union  if  all  constitutional  rights 
can  be  maintained.    Is  it  true,  then,  that  any  right,  plainly  written 
in  the  Constitution,  has  been  denied!    I  think  not.    Happily  the 
human  mind  is  so  constituted  that  no  party  can  reach  to  me  auda- 
I  city  of  doin^  this.     Think,  if  you  can,  of  a  single  instance  in  which 
Ui  plainly  written  pro\n8ion  of  the  Constitution  has  ever  been  denied. 
I  If  by  the  mere  force  of  numbers  a  majority  should  deprive  a  mi- 
^  nority  of  any  clearly  written  constitutional  nght,  it  might,  in  a  moral 
point  of  view,  justify  revolution — certainly  would  if  such  a  right 
were  a  vital  one.    But  such  is  not  our  case.     All  the  vital  rights 
of  minorities  and  of  individuals  are  so  plainly  assured  to  them  by 
affirmations  and  negations,  guarantees  and  prohibitions,  in  the  Con- 
stitution, that  controversies  never  arise  concerning  them/  Jut  no 
organic  law  can  ever  be  framed  with  a  provision  specifically  appli- 
cable to  every  question  which  may  occur  in  practical  adminis^a- 
tion^)  No  foresight  can  anticipate,  nor  any  document  of  reasonable 
length  contain,  express  provisions  for  all  possible  questions.    Shall 
fugitives  from  labor  ])e  surrendered  by  national  or  by  State  au- 
thority!    The  Constitution  does  not  expressly  say.    May  Congress 
prohibit  slaver^'  in  the  Territories?    The  Constitution  does  not  ex- 
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sly  sa^v.   Must  Congress  pi-otect  slavery  in  the  Territories!   Thai 
titubon  does  not  expressly  say.

Is  it  to  make  war  by  opening  its  batteries  and  attempting  to  demolish  the 
defenses  of  the  Carolinians t  Can  it  demolish  tbem  if  it  tries!  If  it 
cannot f  what  is  the  advantage  we  shall  have  gained  f  If  it  can,  bow  will 
it  serve  to  cheek  or  prevent  disunion  f  In  either  CAse  it  seems  to  me  that 
we  will  have  inaugurated  a  civil  war  by  our  own  act,  without  an  adequate 
object,  after  which  reunion  will  be  hopeless,  at  least  under  this  admmis- 
tration,  or  in  any  other  way  than  by  a  popular  disavowal  both  of  the  war 
and  of  the  administration  which  unnecessarily  commenced  it.  Fraternity 
is  the  element  of  union ;  war,  the  very  element  of  disunion.  Fraternity, 
if  practiced  by  this  administration,  will  rescue  the  Union  from  all  its 
dangers.  If  tLis  administration,  on  the  other  hand,  takes  up  the  sword, 
then  an  opposite  party  will  offer  the  ohve-bi-anch,  and  will,  as  it  ought, 
profit  by  the  restoration  of  peace  and  union* 

I  may  be  asked  whether  I  would  in  no  case,  and  at  no  time,  advise 
force  —  whether  I  propose  to  give  up  everything?  I  reply,  no.  I  would 
not  initiate  war  to  regain  a  useless  and  unnecessary  position  on  the  soil 
of  the  seceding  States*  1  would  not  provoke  war  in  any  way  now.  I 
would  resort  to  force  to  protect  tiie  collection  of  the  revenue,  because 
this  is  a  necessary  as  well  as  a  logitijmite  minor  object.  Even  then  it 
shotild  l>e  only  a  naval  force  that  I  woidd  employ  for  that  necessarj'  pur- 
pose, while  1  would  defer  mihtAi-y  action  on  (and  until  a  case  should 
arise  when  we  would  hold  the  defense.  In  that  case  we  should  have  the 
spirit  of  the  counlTy  and  the  approval  of  mankind  on  our  side.  In  the 
other,  we  should  imperil  peace  and  union,  because  we  had  not  the  courage 
to  practise  pfudence  ami  moderation  at  the  cost  of  temporary  misappre- 
hension. Ii  this  counsel  seems  to  be  impassive  and  even  unpatriotic,  I 
console  myself  by  the  reflection  that  it  is  such  as  Chatham  gave  to  his 
country  under  circumstances  not  widely  diiS^erent.

No 
vessel  can  lay  near  the  fort  without  being  exposed  to  continual  fire,  and 
the  harbor  could,  and  probably  would,  whenever  necessary,  be  effectually 
closed,  as  one  channel  has  already  been*  A  projected  attack  in  large 
force  would  draw  to  tliis  liarbor  all  the  avaiiaole  resources  in  men  and 
material  of  the  contiguous  States,  Biitteries  of  guns  of  heavy  caliber 
would  be  inultipHed  i-apidly  and  indetinitely ;  at  least  twenty  thousand 
menj  good  marki^nien  and  trained  for  months  past  with  a  view  to  this  very 
contmgencv,  would  be  concentrated  here  before  the  attacking  force  could 
leave  Nortnern  ports,  Tlie  harbor  would  be  closed ;  a  lanchng  must  be 
effected  at  some  distance  from  our  pruns,  which  coultj  give  no  aid.  Charles- 
ton harbor  would  be  a  Sebastopol  in  such  a  conflict,  and  unlimited  means 
would  probably  be  required  to  insure  success,  before  which  tim%  the  gar- 
rison  at  Fort  Sumter  would  be  starved  out.^ 

General  Scott,  in  his  reply  to  the  question  addressed  to  him  by  the  Presi- 
dent on  the  12th  instant,  what  amount  of  means,  and  of  what  description, 
in  ailcliticm  to  those  already  at  command,  would  he  requii'ed  to  supply 
and  reinforce  the  fort,  says,  "  I  should  need  a  fleet  of  war  vessels  and 
transports,  which,  in  the  scattered  disposition  of  the  na^'3^  (as  understood), 
could  not  be  collected  in  less  than  four  months ;  five  thousand  additional 
regular  troops,  and  twenty  thousand  volunteers  —  that  is,  a  force  sufficient 
to  take  all  the  batteries,  both  in  the  harbor  (including  Fort  Moultrie)  as 
well  as  in  the  approach  or  outer  bay.  To  raise,  organize,  and  discipline 
sueli  Ml  army  (not  to  speak  of  necessary  legislation  by  Congress,  not  now 
in  session)  would  require  from  six  to  eight  months.  As  a  practical  mili- 
tary question,  the  time  for  succoring  Fort  Sumter  with  any  means  at  hand 
had  passed  away  nearly  a  month  ago.  Since  then,  a  surrender  under 
assamt  or  from  atxirvation  has  been  merely  a  question  of  time." 

It  is  true  there  are  those  whose  opinions  are  entitled  to  respectful  con- 
sideration, who  entertain  the  belief  that  Fort  Sumter  could  yet  be  succored 
to  a  limited  extent  without  the  employment  of  the  large  army  and  naval 
forces  believed  to  be  necessary  by  tne  army  oflicers  whose  opinions  I  have 
already  quoted.  Captain  Ward  of  the  navy,  an  officer  of  acknowledged 
merit,  a  month  ago  believed  it  to  be  practicable  to  supply  the  fort  with 
men  and  provisions  to  a  limited  extent,  without  the  employment  of  any 
very  large  military  or  naval  force.  Ho  then  proposed  to  employ  four  or 
more  small  steamers  belonging  to  the  Coast  fiurv^ey  to  accomplish  the  pur- 
pose, and  we  have  the  opinion  of  (fcneral  Scott  that  he  has  no  doubt  that 
Captiiin  Ward,  at  that  time,  would  have  succeeded  with  his  proposed  ex- 
pedition, but  was  not  allowed  by  the  late  President  to  attempt  the  execu- 
tion of  his  plan.  Now  it  is  pronounced,  from  tlie  change  of  eircumstance-s, 
impracticable  by  Major  Anderson  and  all  the  other  officers  of  the  fort, 
AS  well  as  by  Generals  Scott  and  Totten;  and  in  this  opinion  Captain 
Ward,  after  full  consultation  with  the  latter  named  officers  and  the  super- 
intendent of  the  Coast  Survey,  I  understand  now  reluctantly  concurs, 

Mr.  Fox,  another  gentleman  of  experience  as  a  seaman,  who,  having

An  impression  has  gone  abrf>ad  that  Sumter  is  to  be  evacuated,  and  the 
shock  caused  by  that  announcement  has  done  its  work.  The  public  mind 
is  becoming  tranquihzed  under  it,  and  will  become  fully  reconciled  to  it 
when  the  causes  wliicli  have  led  to  that  necessity  shall  have  been  made 
public,  and  are  rightly  understood.  They  are  attributable  to  no  act  of 
those  who  now  administer  the  government. 

By  sending  or  attempting  to  send  provisions  into  Bnmter,  w\\\  not  war 
be  precipitated  f  It  may  be  impossible  to  escape  it  under  any  course  of 
pohcy  tlmt  may  be  pursued,  but  I  am  not  prepared  to  advise  a  course  that 
woidd  provoke  hostilities.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the  dignity, 
strength,  or  character  of  the  government  wdl  be  promoted  bv  an  attempt 
to  jprovision  Sumter  in  the  manner  proposed,  even  shoula  it  suooeed, 
while  a  failure  would  be  attended  witn  untold  disaster.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  yester- 
day, re<juesting  my  opinion  in  writing  upon  the  question  whether,

rireumstances  is  it  wise  to  attempt  itf 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  opinions  of  Generals  Scott  and  Tot- 
ten,  and  txWf  thos^e  of  Commodore  Stringhaui  and  Mr.  Fox,  as  presented  to 
the  President  and  his  cabinet  on  yestenlay,  I  have  arrived  at  the  conclu- 
sion thiit  the  probabilities  are  in  fevor  of  the  success  of  the  proposed  en- 
terprise so  far  as  to  secure  the  landing  of  the  vessels  at  the  fortj  but  there 
would  be  great  danger  of  their  destruction  and  the  loss  of  many  hves  before 
their  cargoes  could  be  secured  within  the  fort. 

It  would  bo  impossible,  m  my  judgment-^  to  fit  out  and  conduct  the  ex- 
pedition with  such  secrecy  as  to  keep  those  who  have  control  of  the  harbor 
of  Charleston  in  ignorance  of  tlieir  object,  and  of  the  mode  and  time  of 
their  approach.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  interrogatory,  whether  in  my  opinion  it  is  wise  to 
provision  Fort  Sumter  under  present  circumstances,  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing considerations  in  favor  of  provisioning  that  fort. 

The  ambitious  leaders  of  the  late  Democratic  party  nave  availed  them- 
selves of  the  disappointment  attendant  upon  aefeat  in  the  late  presi- 
dential election  to  loand  a  military  government  in  the  seceding  States. 
To  the  connivance  of  the  late  administration  it  is  due  alone  that  this 
rebellion  has  been  enabled  to  attain  its  present  proportions.  It  has  g^wn 
by  this  complicity  into  the  form  of  an  organizea  government  in  seven 
States,  and  up  to  this  moment  nothing  has  ^en  done  to  check  its  progress 
or  prevent  its  being  regarded  either  at  home  or  abroad  as  a  sucoMsfnl 
revolution.  Every  hour  of  acquiescence  in  this  condition  of  things,  and 
especially  every  new  conquest  made  by  the  rebels,  strengthens  their  nisnds 
at  home  and  their  claims  to  recognition  as  an  independent  people  abroad. 
It  has  been  from  the  beginning,  and  still  is,  treated  practically  as  a  lawful 
proceeding,  and  the  honest  ana  Union-loving  people  in  those  States  must 
ny  a  continuance  of  this  policy  become  reconciled  to  the  new  government, 
and,  though  founded  in  wrong,  come  to  regard  it  as  a  rightful  government. 

1.  in  common  with  all  my  associates  in  your  council,  agree  that  we  must 
look  to  the  people  in  these  States  for  the  overthrow  of  this  rebellion,  and 
that  it  is  proper  to  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Federal  Government  only 
so  far  as  to  maintain  its  authority  to  collect  the  revenue  and  mAJntain  pos- 
session of  the  public  property  in  the  States,  and  that  this  should  be  oone 
with  as  little  bloodshed  as  possible.  How  is  this  to  be  carried  into  effect  t 
That  it  is  by  measures  that  will  inspire  respect  for  the  power  of  tiie  eov- 
ernment,  and  the  firmness  of  those  who  aominister  it,  does  not  admit  of 
debate. 

It  is  obvious  that  rebellion  was  checked  in  1833  b^  the  promptitude  of 
the  President  in  taking  measures  which  made  it  manifest  tliuAt  it  could  not 
1)0  attempted  with  impunity,  and  that  it  has  grown  to  its  present  formida- 
ble proportions  only  because  similar  measures  were  not  taken. 

Tne  action  of  the  President  in  1833  inspired  respect,  whilst  in  1860  the 
rolM*ls  were  encouraged  by  the  contempt  they  felt  for  the  incumbent  of 
the  presidency. 

Hut  it  was  not  alone  upon  Mr.  Buchanan^s  weakness  the  rebels  relied 
for  success.  They  for  the  most  part  believe  that  the  Northern  men  are 
deficient  in  the  courage  necessary  to  maintain  the  government.  It  is  this 
prevalent  error  in  the  South  which  induces  so  large  a  portion  of  the  peo- 
ple there  to  suspect  the  good  faith  of  the  people  of  the  North,  and  enables 
tho  dtmiagogues  so  successfully  to  inculcate  the  notion  that  the  object  of 
the  Northern  people  is  to  abolish  slavery,  and  make  the  negroes  the  equals 
of  tlio  whit4>A.  Doubtiiif^  the  manhood  of  Northern  men,  they  discredit 
th«>ir  (liHclaimors  of  this  purpose  to  humiliate  and  injure  them.

Opinian  on  Fori  Sumter  from  the  Attorney- Generai. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  requested  my  opinion,  in  writ- 
ing, upon  the  following  question : 

^'Assuming  it  to  be  pjossible  to  now  provision  Fort  Sumter,  under  all 
the  drcumstanoes  is  it  vdse  to  attempt  it  t  ^ 

This  is  not  a  question  of  lawful  right  or  physical  power,  but  of  pru- 
dence and  patriotLsm  only.  The  right  is,  in  my  mind,  unquestionable, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  government  has  the  power  and  the 
means  not  only  to  provision  the  fort,  but  also,  if  the  exigency  required, 
to  man  it  with  its  war  complement  of  650  men,  so  as  to  make  it  im- 
pregnable to  any  local  force  that  could  be  brought  against  it.  Assumiuj^ 
all  this,  we  come  back  to  the  question,  ''  Under  all  the  circumstances,  is  it 
wise  "  now  to  provision  the  fort  t 

The  wisdom  of  the  act  must  be  tested  by  the  value  of  the  object  to  be 
(gained,  and  by  the  hazards  to  be  encountered  in  the  enterprise.  The  ob- 
ject to  be  gamed  by  the  supply  of  provisious  is  not  to  streng^en  the 
fortress  so  as  to  command  tne  harbor  and  enforce  the  laws,  but  only  to 
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rolang  the  labors  and  priyatious  of  the  brave  little  garriBon  that  has  m 
onsr  lield  it  with  patient  courage. 

Tlie  possession  of  the  fort,  as  we  now  hold  it,  does  not  enable  ns  to  col- 
lect the  revenue  or  enforce  the  laws  of  commercial  navig^ation.  It  may 
indeed  involve  a  point  of  honor  or  a  point  of  pride,  but  I  do  not  see  any 
^reat  national  interest  involved  in  the  bare  fact  of  holding  the  fort  as  we 
now  hold  it  — and  to  hold  it  at  all  we  must  supply  it  with  provisions — ^and 
it  seems  to  me  tliat  we  ma^,  in  bnmanity  and  patriotism,  safely  waive  tlie 
point  of  pride  in  the  consciousness  tiiat  we  have  the  power,  ana  laek  noth- 
ing but  the  will,  to  hold  Fort  Btimter  in  such  condition  as  to  oommand  the 
harbor  of  Charleston,  cut  oflf  all  its  commerce,  and  even  lay  the  city  in 
ashe«^ 

The  hazards  to  be  met  are  many  and  obvious*  If  the  attempt  be  made 
in  rapid  boats,  light  enough  to  pass  the  bar  in  safety,  still  they  must  pass 
under  the  fire  of  Fort  Moultrie  and  the  batteries  on  ^lorris  Island.  They 
might  poflsiblv  escape  that  danger,  but  they  cannot  hope  to  escape  the 
armed  guard-boata  which  ply  all  uig^ht  from  the  fort  to  the  outer  edge  of 
the  bar.  These  armed  guard-boats  would  be  sure  to  take  or  destroy  om 
unarmed  tugs,  unless  repelled  by  force,  either  from  our  ships  outside  the 
bar  or  from  Fort  Sumter  within  —  and  that  is  war.  True,  war  already 
exists  by  the  act  of  South  Carolina ;  but  this  government  has  thus  far 
magnanimously  forborne  to  retort  the  outrage.  And  I  am  willing  to  for- 
bear yet  longer,  in  the  hope  of  a  peaceful  solution  of  our  present  difiicul- 
tieft*  I  am  most  unwilling  to  strike  —  I  will  not  say  the  first  blow,  for 
South  Carolina  has  already  struck  that^ — but  I  am  unwilling,  **  under  all 
the  circumstances,^  at  this  moment  to  do  any  act  which  may  have  tbe  sem- 
blanee  before  the  world  of  beginning  a  civil  war,  the  terrible  conse- 
quences of  which  would,  I  think,  find  no  parallel  in  modem  times :  for  I 
am  convinced  that  flagrant  civil  war  in  the  Southern  States  would  soon 
become  a  social  war,  and  that  could  hardly  fail  to  bring  on  a  servile  war, 
the  horrors  of  which  need  not  be  dwelt  upon. 

To  avoid  these  evils  I  would  make  great  sacHfioes,  and  Fort  Sumter  is 
one ;  but  if  war  be  forced  upon  us  bv  causeless  and  pertinacious  rebellion^ 
I  am  for  resisting  it  with  all  the  might  of  the  nation. 

I  am  persuaded^  moreover,  that  in  several  of  the  mi^^ded  States  a 
large  proportion  of  the  people  are  really  lovers  of  the  Umon,  and  anxious 
to  be  safely  baek  under  the  protection  of  its  fiag.  A  reaction  has  already 
beguUf  and  if  enoouraged  oy  wise,  moderate^  and  firm  measures  on  the 
part  of  this  povemment,  I  persuade  myself  that  the  nation  wiU  be  restored 
to  its  integrity  without  the  effusion  of  blood. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  willing  to  evacuate  Fort  Sumter,  rather  than  be 
an  active  party  in  the  beginning  of  civQ  war.  The  port  of  Charleston  is, 
comparatively,  a  smuU  tfing.  If  the  present  diMeulties  should  eouiinue 
and  grow,  I  am  convinced  that  the  real  struggle  wiU  be  at  the  Missiinsippi ; 
for  it  is  not  politically  possible  for  any  foreign  power  to  hold  the  mouth 
of  that  river  against  the  people  of  the 'middle  and  upper  valley. 

If  Fort  Sumter  mQ8t  be  evacuated,  then  it  is  my  decided  opinion  that 
the  more  s<juthem  forts,  Pickens,  Key  Weist,  et«.,  should,  mthout  delay, 
be  put  in  condition  of  easy  defense  against  all  assailants ;  and  that  the 
whole  ooast,  from  South  Carolina  to  Texas,  should  be  as  well  guarded  as 
the  power  of  the  na^  will  enable  us. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  do  not  think  it  wise  now  to  attempt  to  provision 
Fort  Sumter.

March  29, 1861.— Opinions  Written  by  Members  op  the  Cabinet 
AT  the  Verbal  Request  of  the  President,  at  a  Cabinet  Meet- 
ing HELD  TO  Determine  the  Question  op  Sending  an  Expedi- 
tion TO  Relieve  Fort  Sumter. 

Mr.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State,  wrote: 

First.  The  despatch  of  an  expedition  to  supply  or  reinforce  Snmter 
would  provoke  an  attack,  and  so  involve  a  war  at  that  point. 

The  fact  of  preparation  for  such  an  expedition  would  Inevitably  tran- 
spire, and  woxild  therefore  precipitate  the  war,  and  probably  delist  the 
object.  I  do  not  think  it  wise  to  provoke  a  civil  war  beg^inning  at  Charles- 
ton, and  in  rescue  of  an  untenable  position. 

Therefore  I  advise  against  the  expedition  in  every  view. 

Second,  I  would  call  in  Captain  M.  C.  Meigs  forthwith.  Aided  by  his 
counsel,  I  would  at  once,  ana  at  every  cost,  prepare  for  a  war  at  Pensa- 
cola  and  Texas:  to  be  taken,  however,  only  as  a  consequence  of  maintain- 
ing  the  possessions  and  authority  of  the  United  States. 

Third,  I  would  instruct  Major  Anderson  to  retire  from  Sumter  forth- 
with. 

Mr.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  wrote: 

If  war  is  to  be  the  consequence  of  an  attempt  to  provision  Fort  Sumteri 
war  will  just  as  certainly  result  from  the  attempt  to  maintain  possession 
of  Fort  Pickens. 

I  am  clearly  in  favor  of  maintaining  Fort  Pickens,  and  just  as  clearly 
in  favor  of  provisioning  Fort  Sumter. 

If  that  attempt  be  resisted  by  military  force.  Fort  Sumter  should,  in  my 
judgment,  be  reinforced. 

If  war  is  to  be  the  result,  I  perceive  no  reason  why  it  may  not  be  best 
begrun  in  conse<jucnce  of  military  resistance  to  the  efforts  of  the  adminis- 
tration to  sustam  troops  of  the  Union,  stationed  under  the  authoritj  of 
the  government,  in  a  fort  of  the  Union,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  semoe. 

Mr.  Welles,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  wrote : 

I  concur  in  the  proposition  to  send  an  armed  force  off  Charleston  with 
supplies  of  provisions  and  reinforcements  for  the  ^rrison  at  Fort  Sum- 
ter, and  of  communicating  at  the  proper  time  the  mtentions  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  i)ro\'ision  the  fort  peaceably  if  unmolested.  There  is  uttle 
probability  that  this  will  be  permitted  if  the  opposing  forces  can  prevent 
it.  An  attempt  to  force  in  provisions  without  reinforcing  the  garrison  at 
the  same  time  might  not  be  adWsable ;  but  armed  resistance  to  a  peace- 
able attempt  to  send  provisions  to  one  of  our  own  forts  vnll  justify  the 
government  in  using  all  the  power  at  its  command  to  reinforce  the 
garrison  and  furnish  the  necessary  supplies.

My  dear  Sir :  Since  parting  with  you  I  have  been  consideringyonr 

Saper  dated  this  day,  and  entitled  "Some  Thoughts  for  the  Fresi- 
ent's  Consideration."  The  first  proiK>sition  in  it  is,  "  JWr^f,  We  are 
at  the  end  of  a  month's  admimstration,  and  yet  without  a  poUcy 
either  domestic  or  foreign." 

At  the  beginning  of  that  month,  in  the  inaugural,  I  said :  '^  The 
power  confided  to  me  will  be  used  to  hold,  occupy,  and  possess  the 
property  and  places  belonging  to  the  government^  and  to  collect 
the  duties  and  imposts."  This  had  your  distinct  approvEd  at  tiie 
time  J  and,  taken  in  connection  i^dth  the  order  I  immediately  gave 
General  Scott,  directing  him  to  employ  every  means  in  his  power 
to  strengthen  and  hold  the  forts,  comprises  the  exact  domestic 
policy  you  now  urge,  with  the  single  exception  that  it  does  not  pro- 
pose to  abandon  Port  Sumter. 

Again,  I  do  not  perceive  how  the  reinforcement  of  Port  Sumter 
would  be  done  on  a  slavery  or  a  party  issue,  while  that  of  Port 
Pickens  would  be  on  a  more  national  and  patriotic  one. 

The  news  received  yesterday  in  regard  to  St.  Domingo  certainly 
brings  a  new  item  within  the  rang^  of  our  foreign  poncy;  but  up 
to  that  time  we  have  been  preparing  circulars  and  instractions  to 
ministers  and  the  like,  all  in  perfect  narmony,  without  even  a  sug- 
gestion that  we  had  no  foreign  policy. 

Upon  your  closing  propositions — that  "whatever  policy  we  adopt, 
there  must  l>e  an  energetic  prosecution  of  it. 

"  For  this  purpose  it  must  be  somebody's  business  to  pursue  and 
direct  it  incessantly. 

"  Either  the  President  must  do  it  himself,  and  be  all  the  while 
active  in  it,  or 

"Devolve  it  on  some  member  of  his  cabinet.  Once  adopted, 
debates  on  it  must  end,  and  all  agree  and  abide" — I  remark  that 
if  this  must  be  done,  I  must  do  it.  When  a  general  line  of  policy 
is  ad()i)tcd,  I  apprehend  there  is  no  danger  of  its  being  changed 
without  good  reason,  or  continuing  to  be  a  subject  of  unnecessary 
debate ;  still,  upon  points  arising  m  its  progress  I  wish,  and  sup- 
pose I  am  entitled  to  have,  the  advice  of  all  the  cabinet.

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April  15,  1861.— Proclamation  calling  75,000  Militia^  and 
Convening  Congress  in  Extra  Session. 

Bt  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America: 
A  Proclamation. 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  for  some  time 
past  and  now  are  opposed,  and  the  execution  thereof  obstmcted,  in 
the  States  of  Soutn  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana,  and  Texas,  by  combinations  too  powerful  to  be 
suppressed  by  the  ordinary  course  of  ludicial  proceedings^  or  by 
the  powers  vested  in  the  marshals  by  law : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United 
States,  in  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  tiie  Constitution  and 
the  laws,  have  thought  fit  to  call  forth,  and  hereby  do  call  forth, 
the  militia  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  to  the  aggregate 
number  of  seventy-five  thousand,  in  order  to  suppress  said 
combinations,  and  to  cause  the  laws  to  be  duly  executed. 

The  details  for  this  object  will  be  immediately  communicated  to 
the  State  authorities  throug:h  the  War  Department. 

I  appeal  to  all  loyal  citizens  to  favor,  facilitate,  and  aid  this 
effort  to  maintain  the  honor,  the  integrity,  and  the  existence  of  our 
National  Union,  and  the  perpetuity  of  popular  government;  and 
to  redress  wrongs  already  long  enough  endured. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  the  first  service  assigned  to  the 
forces  hereby  called  forth  will  probably  be  to  repossess  the  forts, 
places,  and  property  which  have  been  seized  from  the  Union ;  and 
m  every  event  the  utmost  care  will  be  observed,  consistently  with 
the  objects  aforesaid,  to  avoid  any  devastation,  any  destruction 
of  or  mterference  with  property,  or  any  disturbance  of  peaceful 
citizens  in  any  part  of  the  country. 

And  I  hereby  command  the  persons  composing  the  combinations 
aforesaid  to  disperse  and  retire  peacefully  to  their  respective 
abodes  within  twenty  days  from  date. 

Deeming  that  the  present  condition  of  public  affairs  presents  an 
extraordinary  occasion,  I  do  hereby,  in  virtue  of  the  power  in  me 
vested  by  the  Constitution,  convene  both  Houses  of  Congress.

Lieutenant-General  Scott. 

My  dear  Sir:  The  Maryland  le^slature  assembles  to-morrow 
at  Annapolis,  and  not  improbably  will  take  action  to  arm  the  peo- 
ple of  that  State  against  tne  United  States.  The  question  has  been 
submitted  to  and  considered  by  me,  whether  it  would  not  be  justi- 
fiable, upon  the  ground  of  necessary  defense,  for  you,  as  geneim-in- 
chief  of  the  United  States  army,  to  arrest  or  disperse  the  members 
of  that  body.  I  think  it  would  not  be  justifiable  nor  efficient  for 
the  desired  object. 

Firsty  they  have  a  clearly  leg^  ri^ht  to  assemble ;  and  we  cannot 
know  in  advance  that  their  action  mil  not  be  lawful  and  peaceful 
And  if  we  wait  until  they  shall  have  acted,  their  arrest  or  dispersion 
will  not  lessen  the  effect  of  their  action. 

Secondly^  we  cannot  permanently  prevent  their  action.  If  we 
arrest  them,  we  c^mnot  long  hold  them  as  prisoners :  and,  when 
liberated,  they  will  immediately  reassemble  and  take  tneir  action; 
and  precisely  the  same  if  we  simply  disperse  them — tiiey  will  im- 
mediately reassemble  in  some  other  place. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  it  is  only  left  to  the  commanding  gen- 
eral to  watch  and  await  their  action,  which,  if  it  shall  be  to  arm 
their  people  aj^ainst  the  United  States,  he  is  to  adopt  the  most 
prompt  and  efllcient  means  to  counteract,  even,  if  necessary^  to  the 
Dombardment  of  their  cities,  and,  in  the  extremest  necessity,  the 
suspension  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus.

Note. —  It  is  quite  impossible  to  reproduce  in  type  the  exact  form  of  the 
manuscript  of  the  despatch  with  all  its  interlineations  and  corrections ;  but 
the  following  shows  those  made  by  Mr.  Lincoln.  Such  additional  verbal 
alterations  of  Mr.  Seward's  as  merely  corrected  ordinar^r  shps  of  the  pen  m 
errors  of  the  copyist  are  not  noted.  When  the  President  returned  the 
manuscript  to  his  hands,  Mr.  Seward  somewhat  changed  the  form  ^  tiie 
despatch  by  prefixing  to  it  two  short  introductory  paragraphs  in  which  he 
embodied  m  his  own  phraseolo^  the  President's  direction  that  the  paper 
was  to  be  merely  a  coimdential  instruction,  not  to  be  read  or  shown  to  any 
one,  and  that  he  should  not  in  advance  say  anything  inconsistent  with  its 
spirit.  This  also  rendered  unnecessary  the  President's  direction  to  omit 
the  last  two  paragraphs,  and  accordingly  they  remained  in  the  despatch  as 
finally  sent. 

All  words  by  Mr.  Lincoln  in  notes  or  in  text  are  in  italics.  All  matter 
between  braclrets  was  marked  out.

Depaetment  of  State,  Washinqton,  May  21, 1861, 

Sir:  Mr.  Dallas,  in  a  brief  despatch  of  May  2d  (No.  333),  tells  us 
that  Lord  John  Russell  recently  requested  an  interview  with  him 
on  account  of  the  solicitude  which  nis  lordship  felt  concerning  the 
effect  of  certain  measures  represented  as  likely  to  be  adopted  by  the 
President.  In  that  conversation  the  British  secretary  told  Mr.  Dal- 
las that  the  three  representatives  of  the  Southern  Confederacy  were 
then  in  London,  that  Lord  John  Russell  had  not  yet  seen  them,  but 
that  he  was  not  unwilling  to  see  them  unofficially.  He  further  in- 
formed Mr.  Dallas  that  an  understanding  exists  between  the  British 
and  French  governments  which  would  lead  both  to  take  one  and 
the  same  course  as  to  recognition.  His  lordship  then  referred  to 
the  rumor  of  a  meditated  blockade  by  us  of  Southern  ports,  and  a 
discontinuance  of  them  as  ports  of  entry.  Mr.  Dallas  answered  that 
he  knew  nothing  on  those  topics,  and  therefore  could  sav  nothing. 
He  added  that  you  were  expected  to  arrive  in  two  weeks.  Upon 
this  statement  Lord  John  Russell  acquiesced  in  the  expediency  of 
waiting  for  the  full  knowledge  you  were  expected  to  bring.

Now,  after  long  forbearance,  designed  to  soothe  discontent  and 
avert  the  need  of  civil  war,  the  laud  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  have  been  put  in  motion  to  repress  the  insurrection.  The 
true  character  of  the  pretended  new  State  is  at  once  revealed.  It  is 
seen  to  be  a  power  existing  in  pronunciamento  only.  It  has  never 
won  a  field.  It  has  obtained  no  forts  that  were  not  virtually  be- 
trayed into  its  hands  or  seized  in  breach  of  trust.  It  commands 
not  a  single  port  on  the  coast  nor  any  highway  out  from  its  pre- 
tended capital  by  land.  Under  these  circumstances  Great  Britain 
is  called  upon  to  intervene  and  give  it  body  and  independence  by 
resisting  oar  measures  of  suppression.  British  recognition  would  l>e 
British  intervention  to  create  within  our  own  territory  a  hostile 
state  by  overthrowing  this  republic  itself.  [When  this  act  of  in- 
tervention is  distinctly  performed^  we  from  that  hour  shall  cease  to 
be  friends,  and  become  once  more,  as  we  have  twice  before  been 
forced  to  be,  enemies  of  Great  Britain,]* 

As  to  the  treatment  of  privateers  in  the  insurgent  service,  you 
wiU  say  that  this  is  a  qaeation  exclusively  our  own.  We  treat  them 
as  jpirates.  They  are  our  own  citizens,  or  persons  employed  by  our 
citizens,  preying  on  the  commerce  of  our  country.  If  Great  Biitain 
shaU  choose* to  recognize  them  as  lawful  belligerents,  and  give  them 
shelter  from  our  pursuit  and  pnnisbment,  the  laws  of  nations  afford 
an  adequate  and  proper  i-emedv  [and  we  shall  avail  ouraelves  of  it. 
And  while  yon  need  not  sau  tku  in  adrance^  be  sure  that  you  say 
nothing  inconsintent  mth  t7.] 

Happily,  however,  her  Britannic  Majesty's  government  can  avoid 
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lU  these  difficulties.  It  invited  ns  in  18.56  to  at»cede  to  the  declara- 
Kon  of  the  Congress  of  Paris^  of  which  V)i>dy  Great  Britain  was  her- 
■clf  a  member,  abolishing  pnvateering  everywhere  in  all  cases  and 
■orever.  You  already  have  our  authority  to  propose  to  her  our  ac- 
Bessioa  to  that  declaration.  If  she  refuse  t^  receive  it,  it  can  only 
Wbe  because  she  is  wilUng  to  become  the  patron  of  privateering  when 
aimed  at  our  devastation. 

These  positions  are  not  elaborately  defended  now,  because  to  vin- 
dicate them  would  imply  a  possibility  of  our  waiving  them. 

^  We  are  not  insensible  of  the  grave  importance  of  this  occasion. 

We  see  how,  upon  the  result  of  the  debate  in  which  we  are  engaged, 

a  war  may  ensue  between  the  United  States  and  one,  two,  or  even 

more  European  nations-    War  in  any  case  is  as  exceptionable  from 

the  habits  as  it  is  revolting  from  the  sentiments  of  the  American 

people*    But  if  it  come,  it  will  be  fully  seen  that  it  results  from  the 

action  of  Great  Britain,  not  our  own;  that  Great  Britain  will  have 

decided  to  fraternize  with  our  domestic  enemy,  either  without  wait- 

iog  to  hear  from  you  our  remonstrances  and  our  warnings,  or  after 

"ng  heard  them.    War  in  defense  of  national  life  is  not  immoral, 

war  in  defense  of  independence  is  an  inevitable  part  of  the  dis- 

ne  of  nations.

If  she 

different  course,  she  will  (!aleulate  for  herself  the  ultimate  as 

i  the  immediate  consequences,  and  will  consider  what  p^jsition 

hold  when  she  shall  have  forever  lost  the  sympathies  and 

affections  of  the  only  nation  on  whose  sympathit^s  and  affections 

httt  a  natural  claim.    In  making  that  calculation  she  wiO  do 

well  to  remember  that  in  the  controversy  she  proposes  to  open 

we  shall  be  actuated  by  neither  pride,  nor  passion,  nor  cupidity, 

nor  ambition ;  but  we  shall  st^nd  simply  on  the  principle  of  self- 

preaerratiou,  and  that  our  cause  will  mvolve  the  independence  of 

natioQS  and  the  rights  of  human  nature.

To  the  Father  and  Mother  of  Colonel  Elmer  E.  Ellsworth. 

My  dear  /Sir  and  Madam :  In  the  untimely  loss  of  your  noble  soil 
our  affliction  here  is  scarcely  less  than  your  own.  So  maoh  ^ 
promised  usefulness  to  one's  coimtry,  and  of  bright  hopes  for  onc^s 
self  and  friends,  have  rarely  been  so  suddenly  dashed  as  in  his  falL 
In  size,  in  years,  and  in  youthful  appearance  a  boy  only,  his  power 
to  command  men  was  surpassingly  great.  This  power,  conibined 
with  a  fine  intellect,  an  inaomitable  energy,  and  a  taste  altogether 
military,  constituted  in  him,  as  seemed  to  me,  the  best  natural  talent 
in  that  department  I  ever  knew. 

And  yet  he  was  singularly  modest  and  deferential  in  social  inter- 
course. My  acquaintance  with  him  began  less  than  two  years  ago; 
yet  throuffb  the  latter  half  of  the  intervening  period  it  was  as  inti- 
mate as  the  disparity  of  our  ages  and  my  engrossing  engagements 
would  permit  To  me  he  appeared  to  have  no  mduJgences  or 
pastimes;  and  I  never  heard  nim  utter  a  profane  or  an  intem- 
perate word.  What  was  conclusive  of  his  good  heart,  he  never 
lorgot  his  parents.  The  honors  he  labored  for  so  laudably,  and 
for  which  in  the  sad  end  he  so  gallantly  gave  his  life,  he  meant  for 
them  no  less  than  for  himself. 

In  the  hope  that  it  may  be  no  intrusion  upon  the  sacredness  of 
your  sorrow,  I  have  ventured  to  address  you  this  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  my  young  friend  and  your  brave  and  early  faJlen  child. 

May  God  give  you  that  consolation  which  is  beyond  all  earthly 
power.

CMUvened  on  an  extraordinary  occasion,  as  authorized  by  the 
itution,  your  attention  is  not  called  to  any  ordinary  subject  of 
ation. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  presidential  term,  four  months 
ago,  the  functions  of  the  Federal  Government  were  found  to  be 
generaUy  suspended  within  the  several  States  of  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi^  Louisiana,  and  Florida,  excepting 
onlv  those  of  the  Post-office  Department. 

Within  these  States  all  the  torts,  arsenals,  dockyards,  custom- 
hoQseSy  and  the  like,  including  the  movable  and  stationary  property 
in  and  about  them,  had  been  seized,  and  were  held  in  open  nostility 
to  this  government,  excepting  only  Port^  Pickens,  Taylor,  and  Jeffer- 
son, on  and  near  the  Florida  coast,  and  Fort  Sumter,  in  Charleston 
Harbor,  South  Carolina.  The  forts  thus  seized  had  been  put  in 
improved  condition,  new  ones  had  been  built,  and  armed  forces  had 

ieen  organized  and  were  organizing,  all  avowedly  with  the  same 
Dstile  purpose. 
The  forts  remaining  in  the  possession  of  the  Federal  Government 
I  and   near  these  States   were  either  besieged  or  menaced  by 
rarlike  preparations,  and  especially  Fort  Sumter  was  nearly  sur-

t.     The  navy  was  scattered  in  distant  seas,  lea\nng  but  a  very 
I  part  of  it  within  the  immediate  reach  of  the  government. 
rVH  of  the  Federal  army  and  navy  had  resigned  in  gi*eat  numbei's ; 
and  of  those  resigning  a  lai'ge  proportion  had  taken  up  arms  against 
fin*  cr<»vHrument.     Simultaneously,  and  in  connection  with  all  this, 
'  '!*e  t^  sever  the  Federal  Union  was  openly  avowed.    In  ac- 
with  this  purpose,  an  ordinance  had  been  adopted  in  each 
Statt-s,  declaring  the  States  respectively  to  be  separated 
irom  inr  Natiomd  Union.

isable.    This  choice  was  made 
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and  was  declared  in  the  inangnral  address.  The  policy  chosen 
looked  to  the  exhaustion  of  all  peaceful  measures  before  a  resort  to 
any  stronger  ones.  It  Bought  only  to  hold  the  public  places  and 
property  not  alrea<ly  wrested  from  the  government,  and  to  collect 
the  revenue,  relpng  for  the  rest  on  time,  discussion,  and  the  b^ot- 
box.  It  promised  a  continuance  of  the  mails,  at  government  expense, 
to  the  very  people  who  were  resisting  the  government ;  and  it  gave 
repeated  pledges  against  any  disturbance  to  any  of  the  people,  or 
any  of  their  rights.  Of  all  that  which  a  President  might  constitu- 
tionally and  iustifiablv  do  in  such  a  case,  everj^hing  was  forborne 
without  which  it  was  beUeved  possible  to  keep  the  government  on 

foot. 

On  the  5th  of  March  (the  present  incumbent^s  first  full  day  in 
office),  a  letter  of  Major  Anderson,  commanding  at  Fort  Sumter, 
written  on  the  28th  of  February  and  received  at  the  War  Departr 
ment  on  the  4th  of  March,  was*  by  that  department  placed  in  his 
hands.  This  letter  expressed  the  professional  opinion  of  the  writer 
that  reinforcements  could  not  be  thrown  into  tliat  fort  within  Uie 
time  for  his  relief,  rendered  necessary  by  the  limited  supply  of  pro- 
visions, and  with  a  \'iew  of  h (hiding  possession  of  the  same,  wifli  a 
force  of  less  than  twenty  thousand  good  and  well-disciplined  men. 
This  opinion  was  concurred  in  by  all  the  officers  of  his  command, 
and  their  memoranda  on  the  snbject  were  made  inclosures  of  Major 
Anderson-s  letter.  The  whole  was  immediately  laid  before  Lieuten- 
ant-General Scott,  who  at  once  concurred  with  Major  Anderson  in 
opinion.  On  reflecticm,  however,  he  took  full  time,  consulting  with 
otJier  officers,  both  of  the  army  and  the  navy,  and  at  the  end  of 
four  days  came  reluctantly  but  decidedly  to  the  same  conclusion  as 
before.  He  also  stated  at  the  same  time  that  no  such  sufficient  force 
was  then  at  the  control  of  the  govern  men  t,  or  could  be  raised  and 
brought  to  the  ground  within  the  time  when  the  provisions  in  the 
fort  would  be  exhausted.  In  a  pnrelv  militar}^  point  of  view,  this 
reduced  the  duty  of  the  administration  in  the  case  to,  the  mere 
matter  of  getting  the  garrison  safely  out  of  the  fort. 

It  was  believed,  however,  that  to  so  abandon  that  position,  under 
the  circumstances,  would  !>e  utterly  ruinous:  that  the  necessity  un- 
der which  it  was  to  be  done  would  not  be  fully  understood ;  that  by 
many  it  would  be  construed  as  a  part  of  a  voluntary  policy;  that  at 
home  it  would  discourage  the  friends  of  the  Union,  embolden  its 
adversaries,  and  go  far  to  insure  to  the  latter  a  recognition  abroad ; 
that,  in  fact,  it  would  be  our  national  destruction  consummated. 
This  could  not  be  allowed.  Starvation  was  not  j^et  upon  the  garri- 
son, and  ere  it  would  be  reached  Fort  Pickens  might  be  reinforced. 
This  last  would  be  a  clear  indication  of  policy,  and  would  better 
enable  the  country  to  accept  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Sumter  as  a 
militaiy  necessity*  An  order  was  at  once  directed  to  be  sent  for  the 
landing  of  the  troops  from  the  steamship  Brooklyn  into  Fort  Pick- 
ens. This  order  coiJd  not  go  by  land,  but  must  take  the  longer  and 
slower  routa  by  sea.  The  first  return  news  from  the  order  was  re- 
eeived  just  one  week  before  the  fall  of  Fort  Sumter.  The  news  it.- 
eelf  was  that  the  officer  commanding  the  Sabine,  to  which  vessel  the 
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troops  had  bean  transferred  from  the  Brooklyn^  acting  upon  some 
quasi  armistice  of  the  late  administration  (and  of  the  existence  of 
rhich  the  present  administration,  up  to  the  time  the  order  was  de-

Xorth  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
and  Ar^rtr-^aks — :ii-*  U=i*>n  senriaient  was  nearly  repressed  and 
silen^^ed.  The  >.H>:ir«e  taken  in  Virginia  was  the  inost  remarkable 
— perhapis  the  moisc  important.  A  convention  elected  by  the  peo- 
ide  of  t£a:  Stare  to  c^>ELsider  this  very  ijnestion  of  dismpting  flie 
Federal  Union  was  in  session  at  the  capiUd  of  Viiginia  TOien  Fort 
Samter  feU.  To  this  body  the  people  had  chosen  a  large  majority 
of  professed  Union  men.'  Alm<^t  immediately  after  the  mil  of 
Snmter.  many  members  of  that  majority  went  over  to  the  origmal 
disunion  minority,  and  with  them  adopted  an  ordinance  for  with- 
drawing the  State  from  the  Union.  Whether  this  change  was 
wrought  by  their  great  approval  of  the  assault  upon  Sumter,  or 
their  ^at*  resentment  at  the  government's  resistance  to  that  as- 
sault, is  not  definitely  known.  Although  they  submitted  the  ordi- 
nance for  ratification  to  a  vote  of  the  peopled  to  be  taken  on  a  day 
then  somewhat  more  than  a  month  distant,  the  convention  and  the 
legislature  (which  was  also  in  session  at  the  same  time  and  place),  witii 
leading  men  of  the  State  not  members  of  either,  immediately  com- 
menced acting  as  if  the  State  were  already  out  or  the  Union.  They 
pushed  military  preparations  vigorously  forward  all  over  the  State. 
They  seized  the  United  States  armory  at  Harper's  Ferry,  and  tie 
na\y-yard  at  Gosport,  near  Norfolk.  They  received  —  perhaps 
invited — into  their  State  large  bodies  of  troops,  with  their  wa^ 
like  appointments,  from  the  so-called  seceded  States.  They  form- 
ally entered  into  a  treaty  of  temporary  alliance  and  cooperation 
with  the  so-called  "Confederate  States.''  and  sent  members  to 
their  congress  at  Montgomery.    And,  finally,  they  permitted  the

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^mrectioiiaty  gov^erument  to  be  tranafeiTod  to  flieir  d^ital  9t 
Richmond. 

The  people  of  Virginia  hare  tliuB  allowed  ti^  giant  iMUfJPBelkm 
to  make  its  nest  within  her  borders^  and  tUs  govenmieiit  liAB  BO 
clioice  left  but  to  deal  with  it  where  it  flnd^  iL  AsiA  it  luw  tt^  IMS 
regret  as  the  loyal  citizens  have,  in  dne  form,  olailBecl  its pfOtecrtioii. 
Those  loyal  citizens  this  government  is  boona  to  reoogtuio  and  pio* 
tectj  as  feing  Virginia. 

In  the  border  States,  so  calledi — in  fact^  the  Ifiddle  SttttoSi— there 
are  those  who  favor  a  poliey  which  they  call  ''armed  nentnlity^; 
that  iSf  an  arming  of  tho:se  mates  to  prevent  tiie  TToien  foseee  paea* 
ing  one  way,  or  the  dieimion  the  other ^  over  tiieir  flofflL  Thia  would 
be  disanion  completed.  Figuratively  speaking,  it  would  be  tt^ 
building  of  an  impassable  wall  along  the  line  or  aepaiwtion— and 
^^et  not  quit€  an  iinpa^ssable  one,  for  under  the  gone  of  neatralitgr 
it  would  tie  the  hands  of  Union  men  and  fredy  pass  SQppUea  ttina 
among  them  to  the  insurreetiontsts,  which  it  eoalaiU)t  do  as  an  open 
enemy.  At  a  stroke  it  would  take  all  the  IvonUe  off  tiie  liaadBi  of 
seee^sion^  except  only  what  proceeds  from  the  external  Uoekads*  R  ^ 
would  do  for  tne  disunion  ists  that  which,  of  all  tilings  the^  most  de- 
sire—  feed  thetn  well,  and  give  them  disunion  without  a  slrugrie  ef 
their  own.  It  recognises  no  fidelity  to  the  Oonstitntaony  no  dSHgih 
tton  to  maintain  the  Union ;  and  while  very  many  who  have  fsvoirad 
it  are  doubtless  loyal  citizeus,  it  is,  neverthdess^  very  injazions  in 
M    effect 

I       Becmrring  to  the  action  of  the  government^  it  may  he  Stated  that 
fc »t  fifgt  a  call  was  made  for  75,000  militia;  and, TMUI7  toBoming 
B^^iS|  A  proclamation  was  issued  for  closing  the  pcvll  Of  the  hunov 
f  rectionnrv  elistns^ts  by  procee<lin^s?  iu  the  natore  of  bloekade.     So 
far  all  was  believed  to  be  strictly  legal.    At  tibis  point  the  insurrec- 
tionists announced  their  purpose  to  enter  upon  the  practice  of  pri- 
vateering. 

Other  calls  were  made  for  volunteers  to  serve  for  three  years, 
unless  sooner  discharged,  and  also  for  large  additions  to  the  regular 
army  and  navy.  These  measures,  whether  strictly  legal  or  not. 
were  ventured  upon,  under  what  appeared  to  be  a  popular  demand 
and  a  pubUc  necessity j  trusting  then,  as  now,  that  Congress  would 
readily  ratify  them.  It  is  believed  tnat  nothing  has  been  done  be- 
yond the  constitutional  competency  of  Congress. 

Soon  after  the  first  call  for  mintia,  it  was  considered  a  duty  to 
authorize  the  commanding  general  in  proper  cases,  according  to  his^ 
discretion^  to  suspend  the  privile^  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus^  or, 
in  other  words,  to  arrest  and  detwn,  without  resort  to  the  ordinary ; 
processes  and  forms  of  law,  such  individuals  as  he  might  deem! 
dangerous  to  the  public  safety.  This  authority  has  purposely 
been  exercised  but  veir  sparingly.  Nevertheless,  the  legality  and* 
propriety  of  what  has  been  done  under  it  are  questioned,  and  the 
attention  of  the  country  has  been  called  to  the  proposition  that  one 
who  has  sworn  to  '^take  care  that  the  laws  be  faimfullv  executed": 
should  not  himself  violate  them.  Of  course  some  consideration  was 
given  to  the  questions  of  power  and  propriety  before  this  matter^ 
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was  acted  upon.    The  whole  of  the  laws  which  were  required  to  be 
faithfully  executed  were  being  resisted  and  failing  of  execution 
jin  nearly  one  third  of  the  States.    Must  thev  be  allowed  to  finally 
lifail  of  execution,  even  had  it  been  perfectly  clear  that  by  the  use  of 
/the  means  necessary  to  their  execution  some  single  law,  made  in 
I  such  extreme  tendeniess  of  the  citizen's  liberty  that,  praotieally,  it 
relieves  more  of  the  guilty  than  of  the  innocent,  should  to  a  very 
J  Umited  extent  be  violated  *f    To  state  the  question  more  directlv, 
fl  are  all  the  laws  but  one  to  go  unexecuted,  and  the  government  itself 
■  go  to  pieces  lest  that  one  be  violated  T    Even  in  such  a  ease,  would 
j  not  the  official  oath  be  broken  if  the  government  should  be  over- 
I  thrown,  when  it  was  believed  that  disregarding  the  single  law  would 
f  tend  to  preserve  it  T    But  it  was  not  believed  that  this  question  was 
presented.    It  was  not  believed  that  any  law  was  violated.  The  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  that  "  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  kabem 
corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or 
invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require  it/^  is  equivalent  to  a  provi- 
sion—  is  a  provision — that  such  privilege  maybe  suspended  when, 
in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safetv  does  require  it.   It 
was  decided  that  we  have  a  case  of  rebellionjand  tliat  the  public  safety 
does  require  the  qualified  suspension  of  the  privilege  of  the  writ 
which  was  authorized  to  be  made.    Now  it  is  insisted  that  Congress, 
and  not  the  executive,  is  vested  with  this  power.     But  the  Consti- 
tution itself  is  silent  as  to  which  or  who  is  to  exercise  the  power; 
and  as  the  provision  was  plainly  made  for  a  dangerous  emergeucv, 
it  cannot  be  believed  the  framers  of  the  instrument  intended  tliat  m 
every  case  the  danger  should  run  its  course  until  Congress  could  be 
called  together,  the  very  assembliug  of  which  might  be  prevented, 
as  was  intended  in  this  case,  by  the  rebellion. 

No  more  extended  argumentis  now  offered,  as  an  opinion  at  some 
length  will  probablv  be  presented  by  the  attorney-gen eraL  Whether 
there  shall  be  anv  legislation  upon  the  subject,  and  if  any,  what,  is 
submitted  entirely  to  the  better  judgment  of  Congress. 

The  forbearance  of  this  government  had  been  so  extraordinary 
and  so  long  continued  as  to  lead  some  f oi'eign  nations  to  shape  thefr 
action  as  if  they  supptised  the  eai'ly  destruction  of  our  National 
Union  was  probable.  While  this,  on  discovery,  gave  the  executive 
some  concern,  he  is  now  happy  to  say  that  the  sovereignty  and  rights 
of  the  United  States  are  now  everywhere  practicallv  respected  bj 
foreign  powers;  and  a  general  sympathy  with  tiie  country  is 
manifested  throughout  the  world. 

The  reports  of  tbe  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury,  War,  and  the  Navy 
will  give  the  information  in  detail  deemed  necessary  and  convenient 
for  your  deliberation  and  action ;  wliile  the  executive  and  all  the 
departments  will  stand  ready  to  supply  omissions,  or  to  communi- 
cate new  facts  considered!  important  for  you  to  know. 

It  is  now  recommended  that  you  give  the  legal  means  for  making 
this  contest  a  short  and  decisive  one :  that  you  place  at  the  control 
of  the  government  for  the  work  at  least  four  hundred  thousand 
men  and  ♦400,000,000.  Tliat  number  of  men  is  about  one  t^^nth  of 
those  of  proper  ages  within  the  regions  where,  apparently,  all  are 
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I  willing  to  engage;  and  the  sum  is  less  than  a  twenty-third  part  of 
I  the  money  v^^ue  owned  by  the  men  who  seem  ready  to  devote  the 
L^hole.  A  debt  of  $6CkO,000,000  now  is  a  less  sum  per  head  than 
^Bas  the  debt  of  our  Bevohitiou  when  we  came  out  of  that  struggle  ^^ 
^^Bid  the  money  value  in  the  country  now  be^rs  even  a  greater  pro- 
H^rtion  to  what  it  was  then  than  does  the  population.  8urely  each 
fman  has  as  strong  a  motive  now  to  preserve  our  liberties  as  each 
j     had  tlieu  to  estabush  them. 

I         A  right  result  at  this  time  will  be  worth  more  to  the  world  than 
I     ten  times  the  men  and  ten  times  the  money.  The  evidence  reaching 
u^  from  the  country  leaves  no  doubt  that  the  material  for  the  work 
abundant,  and  that  it  needs  only  the  hand   of  legislation  to 
ive  it  legal  sanction,  and  the  hand  of  the  executive  iAi  gjive  it  prac- 
|cal  shape  and  efficiency.     One  of  the  greatest  perplexities  or  the 
^verument  is  to  avoid  receiving  troops  faster  than  it  can  provide 
)r  them*     In  a  word,  the  people  wiU  save  their  government  if  the 
jvemment  itself  will  do  its  part  only  indifferentfv  welL 
It  might  seem,  at  0njt  thought,  to  be  of  little  difference  whether 
^e  present  movement  at  the  South  be  called  ** secession''  or  '*rebel- 
\J'  The  movers,  however,  well  understand  the  difference.  At  the 
inning  they  knew  they  could  never  raise  theii*  treason  to  any 
etable  maj^nitude  by  any  name  which  implies  violation  of  law. 
knew  their  people  possessed  as  much  of  moral  sense,  as  much 
motion  to  law  and  order,  and  as  much  pride  in  and  revexence 
he  history  and  government  of  their  common  country  as  any 
ther  civilized  and  patriotic  people.    They  knew  they  could  make  no 
acement  directly  in  the  teeth  of  these  strong  and  noble  senti- 
L    Accordiugly,  they  commenced  by  an  insidious  debauching 
public  minoL    They  invented  an  ingenious  sophism  which,  if 
>ncededy  was  followed  by  perfectly  logical  steps,  through  all  the 
EicidentSf  to  the  complete  destruction  of  the  Union.     The  sophism 
jelf  is  that  any  State  of  the  Union  may  consistently  with  the  Na- 
onal  Constitution,  and  therefore  lawfully   and  peacefully,  with- 
iw  from  the  Union  without  the  consent  of  the  Union  or  of  any 
'  State.    The  little  disguise  that  the  supposed  right  is  to  be  ex- 
aoly  for  just  cause,  themselves  to  be  the  sole  judges  of  its 
■MMvci.  ts  too  thin  t.o  merit  any  notice* 

With  rebellion  thus  sugar-coated  they  have  been  drugging  the

ThU  »ophism  derives  much,  perhaps  the  whole,  of  its  currency 

>m  Uia  assumption  that  there  is  some  omnipotent  and  sacred  su* 

emacy  pertaining  to  a  State — to  each  State  of  our  Federal  Union. 

or  Slates  have  neither  more  nor  less  power  than  that  reserved  to 

tlieill  in  the  Union  by  the  Constitution  —  no  one  of  them  ever  hav- 

'  beea  a  State  out  of  the  Union.     The  original  ones  passed  into 

JnioQ  even  before  they  cast  off  their  British  colonial  dcpen* 
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dence ;  and  the  new  ones  each  came  into  the  Union  directly  from  a 
condition  of  dependence,  excepting  Texas.  And  even  Texas,  in  its 
temporary  independence,  was  never  designated  a  State,  The  new 
ones  only  took  the  desigmition  of  Stat-es  on  coraing  into  the  Union, 
while  that  name  was  lirst  adojjted  for  the  old  ones  in  and  by  the 
Declaration  of  Independence-  Therein  the  "United  Colonies"  were 
declared  to  be  "free  and  independent  States";  but  even  then  the  ob- 
ject plainly  was  not  to  declare  their  independence  of  one  another 
or  of  the  Union,  but  directly  the  contrary,  as  their  nintual  pledge 
and  their  mutual  a-ction  before,  at  the  time,  and  afterward,  abund- 
antly show.  The  express  pligliting  of  faith  by  each  and  all  of  the  ori- 
ginal thirteen  in  the  Articles  of  Confederation,  two  yeai*s  later,  that 
the  Union  shall  be  perpetual,  is  most  conclusive.  Having  never  been 
Stat-es  either  in  substance  or  in  name  outside  of  the  Union,  whence 
this  niagieal  omnipotence  of  "State  Rights,'*  asserting  a  claim  of 
power  t^  lawfully  destroy  the  Union  itself!  Much  is  said  about  the 
** sovereignty  "  of  the  Stat-es;  but  the  word  even  is  not  in  the  National 
Constitution,  nor,  as  is  believed,  in  any  of  the  Stat«  constitutions. 
Wliat  is  "sovereignty"  in  the  political  sense  of  the  term!  Would 
it  be  far  wrong  to  define  it  *'  a  political  community  without  a  political 
superior'^ !  Tested  by  this,  oo  one  of  our  States  except  Texas  ever 
was  a  sovereignty.  And  even  Texas  gave  up  the  character  on  com* 
ing  int^i  the  Union  j  by  which  act  she  acknowledged  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  laws  and  treaties  of  the  United  States 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  for  her  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land.  The  States  have  their  status  in  the  Union,  and 
they  have  no  other  legal  status.  If  they  break  from  this,  thev  can 
only  do  so  against  law  and  by  revolution.  The  Union,  anS  not 
themselves  separately,  procured  their  independence  and  their  liberty. 
By  conquest  or  purchase  the  Union  gave  each  of  them  whatever  of 
independence  or  liberty  it  has.  The  Union  is  older  than  any  of  the 
States^  and,  in  fact,  it  created  them  as  States.  Originally  some 
dependent  colonies  made  the  Union,  and,  in  turn,  the  Union  threw 
ofr  their  old  dependence  for  them,  and  made  them  States,  such  as 
they  are.  Not  one  of  them  ever  had  a  State  coustitution  indepen- 
dent of  the  Union ♦  Of  course,  it  is  not  forgotten  that  all  the  new 
States  framed  their  constitutions  before  they  entered  the  Union  — 
nevertheless,  dependent  upon  and  preparatory  to  coming  into  the 
Union. 

Unquestionably  the  States  have  the  powers  and  rights  reserved  to 
them  in  and  by  the  National  Constitution ;  but  among  these  surely 
are  not  included  all  conceivable  powers,  however  mischievous  or  de- 
gtmctive,  but,  at  most,  such  only  as  were  known  in  the  world  at  the 
time  as  govemmontal  powers ;  and  certainly  a  power  t-o  destroy  the 
government  itself  had  never  been  known  as  a  governmental  as  a 
merely  administrative  power.  This  relative  matter  of  national  i>ower 
and  Stat^  rights,  as  a  principle,  is  no  other  than  the  principle  of 
generality  and  locality.  Whatever  concerns  the  whole  should  be 
confided  to  the  w^hole  — to  the  General  Government ;  while  w^hatever 
concerns  only  the  State  should  be  left  exclusivelv  to  the  State.  This 
is  all  there  is  of  original  principle  about  it.     Whether  the  National 
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nstitution  iu  defining  boundaries  between  the  two  has  applied 
e  principle  with  exact  accuracy,  is  not  to  be  questioned*  We  are 
I  bound  Dy  that  defining,  without  question. 

What  is  now  combated  is  the  position  that  secession  is  consistent 
ith  the  Constitution  —  is  lawful  and  peaceful.  It  is  not  eontended[| 
lat  there  is  any  express  law  for  it ;  and  nothing  should  ever  be  im-j 
ied  as  law  which  leads  to  unjust  or  absurd  consequences.  The] 
tion  purchased  with  raoney  the  countries  out  of  which  several  of 
ese  States  were  formed.  Is  it  just  that  they  shall  eo  off  without 
»ve  find  without  refunding  ?  The  nation  paid  very  large  sums  (in 
■  '^,1  believe,  nearly  a  hundred  millions)  to  relieve  Florida 

i^nnal  tribes.     Is  it  just  that  she  shall  now  be  off  with- 
t  cxjonent  or  without  making  any  return  f    The  nation  is  now  in 
bt  for  money  applied  to  the  benefit  of  these  so-called  seceding 
^at€8  in  common  with  the  rest.    Is  it  just  either  that  creditors  shall 
unpaid  or  the  remaining  States  pay  the  whole?    A  part  of  the 
esent  national  debt  was  contracted  to  pay  the  old  debts  of  Texas, 
it  just  that  she  shall  leave  and  pay  no  part  of  this  herself! 
Again^  if  one  State  may  secede,  so  may  another;  and  when  all 
all  have  seceded,  none  is  left  to  pay  the  debts.     Is  this  quit^  just 
creditors!     Did  we  notify  them  of  this  sage  view  of  ours  when 
borrowed  their  money!    If  we  now  recognize  this  doctrine  by 
owinsr  the  seeeders  to  go  in  peace,  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  we 
hers  choose  to  go  or  to  extort  terms  upon  which  they 
1  1  to  remain. 

The  seeeders  insist  that  our  Constitution  admits  of  secession, 
have  assumed  to  make  a  national  constitution  of  their  own,  in 
of  necessity  they  have  either  discarded  or  retained  the  right 
sion  as  they  insist  it  exists  in  ours.  If  they  have  discarded 
they  thereby  admit  that  on  principle  it  ought  not  to  be  in  ours, 
they  have  retained  it  by  their  own  construction  of  oui^s,  they  show 
t  to  be  consistent  they  must  secede  from  one  another  whenever 
ey  shall  find  it  the  easiest  way  of  settling  their  debts,  or  effecting 
y  other  selfish  or  unjust  object.

what  the  seeeders  claim  to  do,  unless,  indeed,  thev  make  i\u 
that  the  one,  because  it  is  a  minority,  may  rightfully  do  what 
hers,  because  they  are  a  majority,  may  not  righlfullj'  do. 
jpoliticians  are  suhtle  and  profound  on  tike  rights  of  mmori* 
^    ^1     .  -  j*^,  u^^f  pjirtial  to  that  power  whicli  made  the  Constitution 
td  foni  the  pn^arable  eaUing  itself  "We,  the  People.'^ 

It  amy  well  Im  tmt>stioned  whether  there  is  to-day  a  majority 
tbe  l€^ly  «|naUhed  voters  of  any  State,  except  perhaps  South 
Uim.  '  >r  of  disunion.     There  is  much  reason  to  believe 

tJat  I  ken  are  the  majority  in  many,  if  not  in  every  other 
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one,  of  the  so-called  seceded  States.  The  contrary  has  not  been 
demonstrated  in  any  one  of  them.  It  is  ventured  to  affirm  this  even 
of  Virginia  and  Tennessee ;  for  the  result  of  an  election  held  in 
military  camps,  where  the  bayonets  are  all  on  one  side  of  the  ques- 
tion voted  upon,  can  scarcely  be  considered  as  demonstrating  popu- 
lar sentiment.  At  such  an  election,  all  that  large  class  who  are  at 
once  for  the  Union  and  against  coercion  would  be  ooereed  to  vote 
against  the  Union. 

It  may  be  affii'med  without  extravagance  that  Uie  free  institu- 
tions we  enjov  have  developed  the  powers  and  improved  the  condi- 
tion of  our  whole  ^jeople  beyond  any  example  in  the  world.  Of  this 
we  now  have  a  stnkiog  anJ  an  impressive  illustration.  So  large  an 
army  as  the  government  has  now  on  foot  was  never  before  known^ 
without  a  soldier  in  it  but  who  has  taken  his  place  there  of  his  own 
free  choice.  But  more  than  this,  there  are  many  single  reffimenta 
whose  members,  one  and  another,  possess  full  f»ractieal  Knowledge  of 
all  the  arts,  sciences,  professions,  and  whatever  else,  whether  useful  or 
elegant,  is  known  in  the  world ;  and  there  is  sc^ireely  one  from  which 
there  could  not  be  selected  a  President,  a  cabinet,  a  congress,  and 
perhaps  a  court,  abundantly  competent  to  administer  the  govern- 
ment itself.  Nor  do  I  say  this  is  not  true  also  in  the  armj  of 
our  late  friends,  now  adversaries  in  this  contest;  but  if  it  is, 
so  much  better  the  reason  why  the  government  which  has  con- 
ferred such  benefits  on  both  them  and  us  should  not  be  broken  up* 
Whoever  in  any  section  proposes  to  abandon  such  a  government 
would  do  well  to  consider  in  deference  to  what  principle  it  is  that 
he  does  it — what  better  be  is  likely  to  get  in  its  stead — whether  tlie 
substitute  will  give,  or  be  intended  to  give,  so  much  of  good  to  the 
people  T  There  are  some  foreshadowings  on  this  subject.  Our  ad- 
versaries have  adopted  some  declarations  of  independence  in  which, 
unlike  the  good  old  one,  penned  by  Jefferson,  they  omit  the  words 
**  all  men  are  created  equal*"  Why  t  They  have  adonted  a  tempo- 
rary national  constitution,  in  the  preamble  of  which,  unlike  our 
good  old  one,  signed  bv  Washington,  they  omit  **  We,  the  People," 
and  substitute,  **  We,  the  deputies  of  the  sovereign  and  indepen- 
dent States/*  Why!  Whv  this  delitierate  pressing  out  of  view  the 
rights  of  men  and  the  authority  of  the  people ! 

This  is  essentially  a  people's  contest*  On  the  side  of  the  Union  it 
is  a  struggle  for  maintaining  in  the  world  that  form  and  substance 
of  government  whose  leading  object  is  to  elevate  the  condition  of 
men — to  lift  artificial  weights  from  all  shoulders;  to  clear  the  paths 
of  laudable  pursuit  for  all  j  to  afford  aU  an  unfettered  start,  and  a 
fair  chance  m  the  race  of  life.  Yielding  to  partial  and  temporary 
departures,  from  necessity,  this  is  the  leading  object  of  the  govern- 
ment for  whose  existence  we  contend. 

I  am  most  happy  to  believe  that  the  plain  people  understand  and 
appreciate  this.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  while  in  this,  the  govern- 
ment's hour  of  trial,  large  numbers  of  those  in  the  army  and  navj^ 
who  have  been  favored  with  the  offices  have  resigned  and  proved 
fake  to  the  hand  which  ha<l  pampered  them,  not  one  common  soldier 
or  common  sailor  is  known  to  have  deserted  his  flag. 
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r  Great  honor  is  due  to  those  officers  who  remained  true,  despite  the 
ampl^  of  their  treacherous  associates ;  but  the  greatest  honor,  and 
inoe^  ^illt  fact  of  all,  is  the  unanimous  firmness  of  the  common 

soldi  J  common  sailors.     To  the  last  man,  so  far  as  known, 

&sy  liave  tiaoeeosfullj  resisted  the  traitorous  efforts  of  those  whose 
commaads^  but  an  hour  before,  they  obeyed  as  absolute  law.  This 
is  the  patriotic  instinct  of  the  plain  people.  They  understand,  with- 
out an  argument,  that  the  destroying  of  the  government  which  was 
made  by  Washington  means  no  good  t-o  them. 

■  Our  i>opular  government  has  often  been  called  an  experiment 
■Two  pf»ints  in  it  our  people  have  already  settled  —  the  successful 
Bstablishing  and  the  successful  administering  of  it.  One  still  re- 
fcains — its  successful  maintenance  against  a  formidable  internal 
Bttempt  to  overthrow  it.  It  is  now  for  them  to  demonstrate  to  the 
urorld  that  those  who  cau  fairly  carry  an  election  can  also  suppress  a 
febeUion ;  that  ballots  are  the  rightful  and  peaceful  successors  of  bul- 
Mte;  and  that  when  ballots  have  fairly  and  constitutionally  decided, 
Btiffrff  can  be  no  successful  appeal  baclc  to  bullets ;  that  there  can  be 
nu>  successful  appeal,  except  to  ballots  themselves,  at  succeeding 

elfietions.  Such  will  be  a  great  lesson  of  peace :  teaching  men  that 
what  they  cannot  take  by  an  election,  neitner  can  they  take  it  by  a 
war;  teaching  all  the  folly  of  being  the  beginners  of  a  war, 
^^^st  there  be  some  uneasiness  in  the  minds  of  candid  men  as  to 
^^B  is  to  be  the  course  of  the  government  toward  the  Southern 
HKes  after  the  rebellion  shall  have  been  suppressed,  the  executive 
Baafna  it  proper  to  say  it  will  be  his  purpose  then,  as  ever,  to  be 
fcoiided  by  the  Constitution  and  the  laws ;  and  that  he  probably  will 
Bave  no  different  understanding  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Bedsral  Government  relatively  to  the  rights  of  the  States  and  the

l^^te  desires  to  preserve  the  government,  that  it  may  be  administered 
B^bn  as  it  was  administerea  by  the  men  who  made  it.  Loyal  eiti- 
Hw  everywhere  have  the  right  to  claim  this  of  their  government, 
Bad  Ibe  flpovemment  has  no  right  to  withhold  or  neglect  it.  It  is  not 
^ereeived  that  in  giving  it  there  is  any  coercion,  any  conquest,  or 
any  toUagation^  in  any  just  sense  of  those  terms. 

■  The  Oonstitution  pro^^des,  and  all  the  States  have  accepted  the 
Bro^isiom  that  **  the  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  eveir  State  in 
Bi|B  Union  a  republican  form  of  government."  But  if  a  State  may 
^BkiUy  go  out  of  the  Union,  ha\ing  done  so,  it  may  also  discard 

ma  repablican  form  of  government  j  so  that  to  prevent  its  going  out 

jaaa  indispensable  means  to  the  end  of  maintaining  the  guarantee 

^^fetioned;  and  when  an  end  is  lawful  and  obligatory,  the  indis- 

^^Bablc  means  to  it  are  also  lawful  and  obligatory. 

Fit  waa  with  the  deepest  regret  that  the  executive  found  the  duty 

If  eiDliloying  the  war  power  in  defense  of  the  government  forced 

Bpon  liim*    He  could  but  perform  this  duty  or  surrender  the  ex- 

QSpraeo  of  the  government.  No  compromise  by  public  servants  could, 

ill  ^ia  caaov  be  a  cure ;  not  that  compromises  are  not  often  proper^ 

but  that  no  popcdar  government  can  long  survive  a  marked  prece- 
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dent  that  those  who  carr^  an  election  can  only  save  the  government 
from  immediate  destruction  byjriving  up  the  main  point  upon  which 
the  people  gave  the  election.  The  people  themselves,  ana  not  their 
servants,  can  safely  reverse  their  own  deliberate  decisions. 

As  a  private  citizen  the  executive  could  not  have  consented  that 
these  institutions  shall  perish;  much  less  could  he,  in  betn^al  of  so 
vast  and  so  sacred  a  trust  as  the  free  people  have  confided  to  hint 
He  felt  that  he  had  no  moral  right  to  shrink,  nor  even  to  oonnt  tlie 
chances  of  his  own  life  in  what  might  follow.  In  full  view  of  his 
ffreat  responsibility  he  has,  so  far,  done  what  he  has  deemed  his 
duty.  You  will  now,  according  to  your  own  judgment^  perform 
yours.  He  sincerely  hopes  that  your  views  and  your  actions  may  so 
accord  with  his,  as  to  assure  all  faithful  citizens  who  have  been  dis- 
turbed in  their  rights  of  a  certain  and  speedy  restoration  to  them, 
under  the  Constitution  and  the  laws. 

And  having  thus  chosen  our  course,  without  guile  and  with  pure 
purpose,  let  us  renew  our  trust  in  God,  and  go  forward  without  fear 
ana  with  manly  hearts.  Abrattam  Lincoln.

It  is  my  duty,  as  I  conceive,  to  suppress  an  insurrection  existing 
within  the  United  States.

The  regiment,  being  established  at  that  point,  will  by  suitable 
patrols  feel  the  way  along  the  road  to  Falls  Church  and  Vienna, 
moving,  however,  with  eaation,  and  making  it  a  special  duty  to 
guard  effectually  the  railroad  bridges  and  look  to  the  track/ 

The  regiment  will  go  supplied  for  a  tour  of  duty  of  twenty-four 
hours,  and  will  move  on  the  arrival  at  your  camp  of  a  train  of  cars 
ord^*ed  for  that  purpose,  and  will  relieve  all  the  troops  of  Colonel 
Hunter's  brigade  now  guarding  the  line.

But  to  say  the 

fihall  no  longer  belong  to  the  owner,  or  his  heirs  forever,  and 

as  weE  when  the  farm  is  not  needed  for  military  purposes  as 

it  is,  is  purely  political,  without  the  savor  of  military  law  about 

it.

— eonfijseate  the  lands  and  free  the  slaves  of  loyal  people,  as  well  as 

loyal  ones.     And  going  the  whole  figure,  1  have  no  doubt, 

be  more  popular  with  some  thoughtless  people  than  that 

rluch  baa  been  done  I    But  I  cannot  assume  this  reckless  position, 

allow  others  to  assume  it  on  my  responsibility. 
You  speak  of  it  as  being  the  only  means  of  saving  the  govern- 
!nt.     On  the  contrary,  it  is  itself  the  sun-ender  of  the  government. 
n  it  be  pretended  that  it  is  any  longer  the  Government  of  the 
Eiited  States — ^  any  government  of  constitution  and  laws — wherein 
general  or  a  president  may  make  permanent  rules  of  property  by 
proclamation  t     I  do  not  say  Congress  might  not  witli  propnety 
naoa  a  law  on  the  point,  just  such  as  Creneral  Fremont  proclaimed. 
1  do  not  say  I  might  not,  as  a  member  of  Congress,  vote  for  it. 
What  I  object  to  is,  that  I,  as  President,  shall  expressly  or  im- 
pliedly seize  and  exercise  the  permanent  legislative  functions  of  the 
government.

pany of  our  volunteers  threw  down  their  arms  and  disbanded.  I 
was  so  assured  as  to  think  it  probable  that  the  very  arms  we  had 
fami^ied  Kentucky  would  be  turned  against  us.  I  think  to  lose 
Eeiitiiokj  ta  nearly  the  same  as  to  lose  the  whole  game.  Ken  tuck  v 
gOOBf  we  cannot  hold  Missouri,  nor,  as  I  think,  Maryland.  These  all 
against  aa,  and  tlie  job  on  our  hands  is  too  large  for  us.  We  would 
at  wdl  consent  to  separation  at  once,  including  the  surrender  of  this

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must  not  understand  I  took  my  oonrse  on  the  proclamation  because 
of  Kentucky.  I  took  the  same  ground  in  a  private  letter  to  (General 
Fr6mont  before  I  heard  from  ^ntucky. 

You  think  I  am  inconsistent  because  I  did  not  also  forbid  General 
Fremont  to  shoot  men  under  the  proclamation.  I  understand  that 
part  to  be  within  military  law,  but  I  also  think,  and  so  privately 
wrote  General  Fremont,  that  it  is  impolitic  in  thiSi  that  our  advert 
saries  have  the  power,  and  will  certainly  exercise  it,  to  shoot  as  manj 
of  our  men  as  we  shoot  of  theirs.  I  did  not  say  this  in  the  pubhc 
letter,  because  it  is  a  subject  I  prefer  not  to  discuss  in  the  hearing 
of  our  enemies. 

There  has  been  no  thought  of  removing  General  Fremont  on  any 
ground  connected  with  his  proclamation,  and  if  there  has  been  any 
wish  for  his  removal  on  any  ground,  our  mutual  friend  Sam.  Glover 
can  probably  tell  you  what  it  was.  I  hope  no  real  necessity  for  it 
exists  on  any  ground.

Washington,  D.  C,  September  29,  1861. 
His  Excellency,  Governor  O.  P.  Morton  : 

Your  letter  by  the  hand  of  Mr.  Prunk  was  received  yesterdajr.  I 
write  this  letter  because  I  wish  you  to  believe  of  us  (as  we  certainly 
believe  of  you)  that  we  are  doing  the  very  best  we  can.  You  do  not 
receive  arms  from  us  as  fast  as  you  need  them ;  but  it  is  because  we 
have  not  near  enough  to  meet  all  the  pressing  demands,  and  we  are 
obliged  to  share  around  what  we  have,  sending  the  larger  share  to 
the  points  which  appear  to  need  them  most.  We  have  great  hope 
that  our  own  supply  will  be  ample  before  long,  so  that  you  and  all 
others  can  have  as  many  as  you  need.  I  see  an  article  in  an  Indian- 
apolis newspaper  denouncing  me  for  not  answering  your  letter  sent 
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il  messenger  two  or  three  weeks  ago*    I  did  make  what  I 
lit  the  beat  answer  to  that  letter.   As  I  remember,  it  asked  for 

m  h^Skvy  ^ans  to  be  distributed,  with  some  troops,  at  LawTence* 
mrg,  Biadison,  New  Albany^  and  EvansviUe;  and  I  ordered  the 
fXmB  and  directed  you  to  send  the  troops,  if  you  had  them*  iis  to 
Kentuekyf  you  do  not  estimate  that  State  as  more  important  than  I 
do,  but  I  am  compelled  to  watch  all  points.  While  I  write  this  1  am, 
if  not  in  range,  at  leavSt  in  hearing  of  cannon-shot  from  an  army  of 
enemies  more  than  100,000  strong.  I  do  not  expect  them  to  capture 
this  city  j  but  I  know  they  would  if  I  were  to  send  the  men  and 
arms  from  here  to  defend  Louisville,  of  which  there  is  not  a  single 
hogtile  armed  soldier  within  forty  miles,  nor  any  force  known  to  be 
moving  upon  it  from  any  distance.  It  is  true  the  army  in  our  front 
may  naake  a  half -circle  around  southward  and  move  on  Louisville, 
but  when  they  do  we  will  make  a  half-circle  around  uort^hward  and 
meet  them ;  and  in  the  mean  time  we  will  get  up  what  forces  we  can 
from  other  sources  to  also  meet  them, 

hope  ZoUicoffer  has  left  Cumberland  Gap  (though  I  fear  he  has 
\>t)j  because,  if  he  has,  I  rather  infer  he  did  it  because  of  his  dread 
Camp  Dick  Robinson,  reinforced  from  Cincinnati,  moving  on 
,  tfa^  because  of  his  intention  to  move  on  Louisville.  But  if  he 
\  go  round  and  reinforce  Buckner,  let  Dick  Robinson  come  round 
„jid  reinforce  Sherman,  and  the  thing  is  substantially  as  it  was 
when  ZollicoflTer  left  Cumberland  Gap.  I  state  this  as  an  illustration; 
>r,  in  fact,  I  think  if  tJie  Gap  is  left  open  to  us  Dick  Robinson 
liould  take  it  and  hold  it;  while  Indiana  and  the  vicinity  of  Louis- 
s  in  Kentucky  can  reinforce  Sherman  faster  than  Zolucoffer  can 
aer. 
Ycm  requested  that  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wood  of  the  army  should 
be  appoioted  a  brigadier-general.  I  will  only  say  that  verj^  formid- 
able objection  has  Deen  made  to  this  from  Indiana.

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sion  of  the  railroad  from  Louisville  to  NashyiUe,  Tenn.,  so  far  as 
Muldraugh's  HUl,  about  forty  miles,  and  the  rebeb  have  possession 
of  that  road  all  south  of  there.  At  the  Hill  we  have  a  force  of  8000, 
under  General  Sherman,  and  about  an  equal  force  of  rebels  is  a 
v^  short  distance  south,  under  General  Buckner. 

We  have  a  large  force  at  Paducah,  and  a  smaller  at  Fort  Holt 
both  on  the  Kentucky  side,  with  some  at  Bird's  Point,  GairOy  Mouna 
Cit^,  Evansville,  and  New  Albany,  all  on  the  other  side,  and  all 
which,  with  the  gun-boats  on  the  river,  are  perhaps  sufficient  to 
guard  the  Ohio  from  Louisville  to  its  mouth. 

About  supplies  of  troops,  mjr  general  idea  is  that  all  from  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Missouri  and  Kansas,  not  now 
elsewhere,  be  left  to  Fremont.  Ail  from  Indiana  and  Ificnigany  not 
now  elsewhere,  be  sent  to  Anderson  at  Louisville.  All  from  Ohio 
needed  in  western  Virginia  be  sent  there,  and  any  remainder  be 
sent  to  Mitchel  at  Cincinnati,  for  Anderson.  All  east  of  the  moun- 
tains be  appropriated  to  McClellan  and  to  the  coast. 

As  to  movements,  my  idea  is  that  the  one  for  the  coast  and  that 
on  Cumberland  Gap  be  simultaneous,  and  that  in  the  mean  time 
preparation,  vigilant  watching^and  the  defensive  only  be  acted  upon : 
this,  however,  not  to  apply  to  Fremont's  operations  m  northern  and 
middle  Missouri.  That  before  these  movements  Thomas  and  Sher- 
man shall  respectively  watch  but  not  attack  Zollicoffer  and  Buck- 
ner. That  wnen  the  coast  and  G«p  movements  shall  be  ready 
Sherman  is  merely  to  stand  fast,  while  all  at  Cincinnati  and  all  at 
Louisville,  with  all  on  the  line,  concentrate  rapidlv  at  Lexington, 
and  thence  to  Thomas's  camp,  joining  him,  and  the  whole  thence 
upon  the  Gap.  It  is  for  the  military  men  to  decide  whether  they 
can  find  a  pass  through  the  mountains  at  or  near  the  G«p  which 
cannot  be  defended  by  the  enemy  with  a  greatly  inferior  force,  and 
what  is  to  be  done  in  regard  to  this. 

The  coast  and  Gap  movements  made,  Gtonerals  McClellan  and  Fre- 
mont, in  their  respective  departments,  will  avail  tiiemsdves  of  any 
advantages  the  diversions  may  present.

To  THE  COMMANDEB  OP  THE  DePABTMENT  OP  THE  WeST. 

Sir :  The  command  of  the  Department  of  the  West  hayiuj;  de- 
volved upon  you,  I  propose  to  offer  you  a  few  suggestions.  ESiow- 
in^  how  nazardous  it  is  to  bind  down  a  distant  commander  in  the 
field  to  specific  lines  and  operations,  as  so  much  always  depends  on 
a  knowledge  of  localities  and  passing  events,  it  is  intend^,  there- 
fore, to  leave  a  considerable  margin  for  the  exercise  of  your  judgment 
and  discretion. 

The  main  rebel  army  (Price's)  west  of  the  Mississippi  is  believed 
to  have  passed  Dade  County  in  full  retreat  upon  northwestern  Arkan- 
sas, leaving  Missouri  almost  freed  from  the  enemy,  excepting  in  the 
southeast  of  the  State.  Assuming  this  basis  of  fact,  it  seems  desir- 
able, as  you  are  not  likely  to  overtake  Price,  and  are  in  daneer  of 
making  too  long  a  line  from  your  own  base  of  supplies  ana  rein- 
forcements, that  you  should  give  up  the  pursuit,  nalt  your  main 
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ly^  divide  it  into  two  corps  of  observation,  one  occupying  Sedalia 
the  other  RoUa,  the  present  termini  of  i^aih^oads ;  then  recruit 

coadition  of  both  eoi-pg  by  reestablishing  ant]  improving  their 
diBcipline  and  instructions,  perfecting  their  clothing  and  equip- 
meatB^  and  proWding  less  nncoint'ortable  quarters.  Of  course  both 
rulroads  must  he  guarded  and  kept  opeu^  judiciously  employing 
iust  so  much  force  as  is  uwessary  for  this.  From  these  two  points, 
oedalia  and  RoUa,  and  especially  in  jtidicious  cooperation  with  Lane 
on  the  Kansas  border^  it  would  be  so  easy  to  eoueentrate  and  re- 
pel any  army  of  the  enemy  returning  on  Missouri  from  the  south- 
west, that  it  is  not  probable  any  such  attempt  will  be  made  before 
or  during  the  approaching  cold  weather.  Before  spring  the  people 
of  Missouri  will  probably  be  in  no  favorable  mood  to  renew  for  next 
year  the  troubles  which  have  so  much  afflicted  and  impoverished 
them  during  this.  If  you  adopt  this  line  of  policy,  and  if ,  as  I 
anticipate,  you  will  see  no  enemy  in  great  force  approaching,  you 
will  have  a  surplus  of  force  which  you  can  withdraw  from  these 
And  direct  to  others  as  may  be  needed,  the  railroads  furnish- 
Iv  means  of  reinforcing  these  main  points  if  occasion  re- 
qoipes.  Doubtless  local  uprisings  will  for  a  time  continue  to  oeeur, 
but  these  can  be  met  by  detachments  and  local  forces  of  our  own, 
and  will  ere  long  tire  out  of  themselves. 

While,  as  stated  in  the  beginning  of  the  letter,  a  large  discretion 
mast  be  and  is  left  with  yourself,  1  feel  sure  that  an  indefinite  pur- 
fitiit  of  Price  or  an  attempt  by  this  long  and  circuitous  route  to  reach 
Memphis  will  be  exhaustive  beyond  endurance,  and  will  end  in  the 
losm  of  the  whole  force  engaged  in  it

The  GK>vemor  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  acting  imder  the  direction  of  the 
convention  of  that  State,  proposes  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
that  he  will  raise  a  military  force,  to  serve  within  the  State  as  State  militia 
darine  the  war  there,  to  cooperate  with  the  troops  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  in  repelling  the  invasion  of  the  State  and  suppressinff  rebel- 
lion therein ;  the  said  State  militia  to  be  embodied  and  to  oe  held  in  the 
camp  and  in  the  field^  drilled,  disciplined,  and  governed  according  to  the  army 
regulations  and  subject  to  the  articles  of  war ;  the  said  State  mUitia  not  to 
be  ordered  out  of  the  State  except  for  the  immediate  def exiBe  of  the  State 
of  Missouri,  but  to  cooperate  with  the  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  in  military  operations  within  the  State  or  necessary  to  its  defense, 
and  when  officers  of  the  State  militia  act  with  officers  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  of  the  same  erade,  the  officers  of  the  United  States  service 
shall  command  the  combinea  force ;  the  State  militia  to  be  armed,  equipped, 
clothed,  subsisted,  transported,  and  paid  by  the  United  States  aurmg  such 
time  as  they  shall  be  actually  en^ged  as  an  embodied  mihtary  force  in 
service  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  United  States  Army  or  general 
orders  as  issued  from  time  to  time. 

In  order  that  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  may  not  be  burdened  with 
the  pay  of  unnecessary  officers^  the  governor  proposes  that,  although  tiie 
State  law  re<][uires  him  to  appomt  upon  the  general  staff  an  adjutant-gen- 
eral, a  commissary-eeneral,  an  inspector-general,  a  quartermaster-seneraU 
a  paymaster-genenu,  and  a  surgeon-general,  each  with  the  rank  of  colonel 
of  cavalry,  yet  he  proposes  that  the  Government  of  the  Uoited  Stat^  pay 
onlv  the  adjutant-general,  the  quartermaster-general,  and  inspector-gen- 
eral, their  services  being  necessary  in  the  relations  which  would  exist  be- 
tween the  State  militia  and  the  United  States.  The  governor  further 
proposes  that,  while  he  is  allowed  by  the  State  law  to  appoint  aides-de- 
camp to  the  governor  at  his  discretion,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  three  only 
shall  be  reported  to  the  United  Stat^  for  payment.

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&te  niiliti&  sIiaII  be  oommanded  by  a  single  major-general  and  by  ^uch 
number  of  biigadier^generals  as  shall  allow  one  for  a  brigade  of  not  less 
than  fottr  regiments,  and  that  no  greater  number  of  stafif-officers  shall  be

■f  such  offloers  as  fixed  by  the  law  of  the  State,  the  compensation  that

Mff  dear  Sir :  This  is  not  an  official,  but  a  social  letter.  You  have 
liad  a  battle,  and  without  Ijeing  able  to  judge  as  to  the  precise  mea* 
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sure  of  its  value,  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  you  and  all  with  you 
have  done  honor  to  yourselves  and  the  flag,  and  service  to  the  coun- 
try. Most  gratefully  do  I  thank  you  and  them.  In  my  present 
position  I  must  care  for  the  whole  nation ;  but  I  hope  it  will  be  no 
mjustice  to  any  other  State  for  me  to  indulge  a  little  home  pride 
that  Illinois  does  not  disappoint  us.  I  have  just  closed  a  long  in- 
terview with  Mr.  Washbume,  in  which  he  has  detailed  the  many 
difficulties  you  and  those  with  you  labor  under.  Be  assured  we  do 
not  forget  or  neglect  you.  Much,  very  much,  goes  undone;  but  it 
is  because  we  have  not  the  power  to  do  it  faster  than  we  do.  Some 
of  your*  forces  are  without  arms,  but  the  same  is  true  here  and  at 
every  other  place  where  we  have  considerable  bodies  of  troops.  The 
plain  matter  of  fact  is,  our  good  people  have  rushed  to  the  rescue 
of  the  government  faster  than  the  government  can  find  arms  to  put 
into  their  hands.  It  would  be  a^eable  to  each  division  of  the 
army  to  know  its  own  precise  destination ;  but  the  government  can- 
not immediately,  nor  inflexibly  at  any  time,  determine  as  to  idl ;  nor, 
if  determined,  can  it  tell  its  friends  without  at  the  same  time  telling 
its  enemies.  We  know  you  do  all  as  wisely  and  well  as  you  can ; 
and  you  will  not  be  deceived  if  you  conclude  the  same  is  true  of  us.

confiscation  of  their  property  there,  and  asking  my  ooansel  in 
the  case. 

I  expect  the  United  States  will  overcome  the  attempt  to  confiscate 
property  because  of  loyalty  to  the  government ;  but  if  noL  I  stiU  do 
not  exx>ect  the  property  of  absent  minor  children  will  oe  confis- 
cated. I  therefore  think  Mrs.  Douglas  may  safely  act  her  pleasure 
in  tiie  premises. 

But  it  is  especially  dangerous  for  my  name  to  be  connected  with 
the  matter,  for  nothing  would  more  ceiibainly  excite  the  seoessionists 
to  do  the  worst  ttiQj  can  against  the  children.

— Order  authorizing  General  Halleck  to 
Suspend  the  Writ  op  Habeas  Corpus, 

Majoe-General  H,  W.  Halleck, 

Commanding  in  the  Department  of  Missouri. 

Omeral:  As  an  insurrection  exists  in  the  United  States,  and  is  in 
arms  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  you  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  suspend  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  within  the  limits  of 
the  military  division  under  your  command,  and  to  exercise  martial 
law  as  yon  find  it  necessary  in  your  discretion  to  secure  the  public 
safety  and  the  authority  of  the^^United  States. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  sot  mv  hand  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed^  at  Washington^  this  second 
day  of  December,  a*  d.  1861.

A  portion  of  the  American  people  have,  during  the  whole 

^  '*i?d  in  an  attempt  to  aivide  and  destroy  the  Union, 
endures  factious  domestic  division  is  exposed  to 
iccL  JH         i      «nd  one  part^,  if  not  lx>th,  is  sure,  sooner  or 
tater^io  tnvi  ;^i  intervention.     Nations  thus  tempted  to  in- 

tetfere  are  not  always  able  to  resist  the  counsels  of  seeming  expe- 
diently and  ungenerous  ambition,  although  measures  adoptea  unaer 
ioeli  es  seldom  fail  to  be  unfortunate  and  injurious  to  those 

'  m. 
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The  diBloyal  citazens  of  the  United  States  who  have  offered  thej 
ruin  of  our  country  in  return  for  the  aid  and  comfort  which  theyf 
have  invoked  abroad,  have  received  less  patronage  and  encourage-j 
ment  than  they  probably  expected.    If  it  were  ^ust  to  suppose,  afl^ 
the  insurgents  have  seemed  to  assume^  that  foreign  nations  in  this 
case,  discarding  all  moral,  social,  and  treaty  obligations,  would  act 
solely  and  selflshlv  for  the  most  speedy  restoration  of  comniercep, 
inchidiog,  especially^  the  acquisition  of  cotton,  tliose  nations  aj»peiu 
as  yet  not  to  have  seen  tiieir  way  to  their  object  more  directly  or 
clearly  through  the  destruction  than  through  the  preservation  of 
the  L^nion.     tf  we  could  dare  to  believe  that  foreign  nations  are 
actuated  by  no  higlier  principle  than  this,  I  am  quit^  sure  a  sound 
argument  could  l>e  made  to  sliow  them  that  they  can  reach  their  aim 
more  readily  aud  easily  by  aiding  to  crush  this  rebellion  than  by 
giving  encouragement  to  it. 

The  principal  lever  relied  on  by  the  insurgents  for  exciting  foreign , 
nations  to  hostility  against  us,  as  already  intimated,  is  the  embar 
rassment  of  commerce*  Those  nations,  however,  not  improbablj 
saw  from  the  first  that  it  was  the  Union  which  made  as  w*eU  our 
foreign  as  our  domestic  commerce.  They  can  scarcely  have  failed^ 
to  perceive  that  the  effort  for  disunion  produces  the  existing  diffl«i 
culty ;  and  that  one  strong  nation  promises  more  durable  peace  and 
a  more  ejctensive,  valuable,  and  reliable  commerce  than  can  the  sam6 
nation  broken  in  hostile  fragments* 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  review  our  discussions  with  foreign  stateg,^ 
because,  whatever  might  be  their  wishes  or  dispositions,  Uie  integ* 
rity  of  our  country  and  the  stability  of  our  government  mainly  de- 
pend, not  upon  them,  but  on  the  loyaltv,  \irtue,  patriotism,  and 
intelligence  of  the  American  people,  TTie  correspondence  itself^ 
with  the  usual  reservations,  is  nerewith  submitted. 

I  venture  to  hope  it  will  appear  that  we  have  practised  prudence 
and  li)>erality  toward  foreigp  powers,  averting  causes  of  irritation, 
and  with  firmness  maintaining  our  own  rights  and  honor. 

Since,  however,  it  is  apparent  that  here,  as  in  every  other  state, 
foreign  dangers  necessarily  attend  domestic  difficulties,  I  recom- 
mena  that  adequate  and  ample  measures  be  adopted  for  maintain- 
ing the  public  defenses  on  every  side.  While  under  this  general 
recommendation  provision  for  defending  our  sea^coast  line  readily 
occurs  to  the  miud,  I  al8*>  in  the  same  connection  ask  the  attention 
of  Congress  to  our  great  lakes  and  rivers.  It  is  believed  that  some 
fortifications  and  depots  of  arms  and  munitions,  with  harbor  and 
navigation  improvements,  all  at  well-selected  points  upon  these, 
would  be  of  great  importance  to  the  national  defense  and  preserva- 
tion. I  ask  attention  to  the  views  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  ex- 
pressed in  his  re|)ort  upon  the  same  general  subject. 

I  deem  it  of  importance  that  the  loysl  regions  of  East  Tennessee 
and  western  North  Carolina  should  be  connected  with  Kentucky 
and  other  faithful  parts  of  the  Union  by  railroad.  I  therefore 
recAimmend  as  a  military  measure  that  Congress  provide  for  the 
construction  of  such  road  as  speedily  as  possible*  Kentucky,  no 
doubt,  will  cooperate^  and,  through  her  legislature,  make  the  most 
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}adicioiLs  selection  of  a  line.    The  tiorthern  terminus  must  connect 
ith  some  existing  railroad ;  and  whether  the  route  shall  be  from 
"  jgt^Q  or  Nieholasvqlle  to  the  Cumberland  Oap,  or  from  Lebanon 
Tennessee  line»  in  the  direction  of  Knoxville,  or  on  some 
f different  lijie,  eau  eaisily  be  determined*    Kentucky  and  the  Gen- 
Government  cooperating,  tlie  work  can  be  completed  in  a  very 
[lort  time ;  and  when  done  it  will  be  not  only  of  vast  present  use- 
ilness.  but  also  a  valuable  permanent  improvement,  worth  its  cost 
all  the  future.

-  J  la,  I  am  unable  to  discern  it.     Unwilling,  however, 
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to  inaugurata  a  novel  policy  in  regard  to  them  without  the  approba- 
tion of  Congress,  I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  expediency 
of  an  appropriation  for  maiotaming  a  chargS  iFaffaire^  near  eacii 
of  those  new  states.  It  does  not  admit  of  doubt  that  important 
commercial  advantages  might  be  secured  by  favorable  treaties  with 
them. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  during  the  period  which  has  elapsed 
since  your  adjoui-nmeut  have  been  conducted  with  signal  snceees. 
The  patriotism  of  the  people  has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  gov- 
eroment  the  large  means  demanded  by  the  public  exigencies.  Much 
of  the  national  loan  has  been  taken  by  citizens  of  the  industrial 
classes  whose  confidence  in  their  country's  faith,  and  zeal  for  their 
country's  deliverance  from  present  peril,  have  induced  them  to  con- 
tribute to  the  sujpport  of  the  government  the  whole  of  their  limited 
acquisitions.  This  fact  imposes  peculiar  obligations  to  economy  in 
disbursement  and  energy  in  action. 

The  revenue  from  all  sources,  including  loans,  for  the  financial 
year  ending  on  the  30th  June,  1861,  was  $86,835,900.27,  and  the  ex- 
penditures for  the  same  period,  including  payments  on  account  of 
the  public  debt,  were  $84,578,834.47 ;  leaving  a  balance  in  the  trea- 
sury, on  the  1st  July,  of  $2,257,005.80.  For  the  first  quarter  of  the 
financial  year  ending  on  the  30th  September,  1861,  the  receipts  from 
all  sources,  includiug  the  balance  of  1st  of  July,  were  $102,532,509,27, 
and  the  expenses  $98/239,733.09 ;  leaving  a  balance  on  the  1st  Octo- 
ber, 1861,  of  $4,292,776.18. 

Estimates  for  the  remaining  three  quarters  of  the  year,  and  for 
the  financial  year  1863,  together  with  his  views  of  ways  and  means 
for  meeting  the  demands  contemplated  by  them,  wUl  be  submitted 
to  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  expenditures  made  necess^iry  by  the  rebellion  are  not 
beyond  the  resom*ces  of  the  loyal  people,  and  to  believe  that  the 
same  patriotism  which  has  thus  far  sustained  the  government  will 
continue  to  sustain  it  till  peace  and  union  shall  again  bless  the  land. 

I  respectfully  refer  to  tne  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  in- 
formation respecting  the  numerical  strength  of  the  army,  and  for 
recommendations  having  in  \iew  an  increase  of  its  efficiency  and  the 
well-being  of  the  various  branches  of  the  service  intrusted  to  ~ 
care.     It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  patriotism  of  the  people 

S roved  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  that  the  number  of  troops  ten- 
ered  greatly  exceeds  the  force  which  Congress  authorized  me 
call  into  the  field. 

I  refer  with  pleasure  to  those  portions  of  his  report  which  make 
allusion  to  the  creditable  degree  of  discipline  alreadv  attained  by  our 
troops,  and  to  the  excellent  sanitary  condition  of  the  entire  army. 

The  recommendation  of  the  secretary  for  an  organization  of  the 
militia  npon  a  uDiform  basis  is  a  subject  of  vital  importance  to  the 
future  safety  of  the  country,  and  is  commended  to  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  Congress,

Uus,  the  country  generally  has  outgrown  our  present 
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judicial  system.  If  uniformity  was  at  all  intended,  the  erj^tem 
requires  that  all  the  States  sfiall  be  accommodated  with  circuit 
courts,  attended  by  supreme  judges,  while,  in  fact,  Wisconsin,  Min- 
nesota, Iowa,  Kansas,  Florida,  l%xas,  Calif omia,  and  Oregon  have 
never  had  any  such  courts.  Nor  can  this  well  be  remedied  without 
a  change  of  the  system;  because  the  adding  of  judses  to  the  Su- 
preme Court,  enough  for  the  accommodation  of  aU  parts  of  the 
country,  with  circuit  courts,  would  create  a  court  altogether  too 
numerous  for  a  judicial  body  of  any  sort.  And  the  ev3,  if  it  be 
one,  will  increase  as  new  States  come  into  the  Union.  Circuit 
courts  are  useful^  or  they  are  not  useful.  If  useful,  no  State  should 
be  denied  them ;  if  not  useful,  no  State  should  have  them.  Let  them 
be  provided  for  all,  or  abolished  as  to  alL 

Three  modifications  occur  to  me,  either  of  which,  I  think,  would 
be  an  improvement  upon  our  present  system.  Ijet  the  Supreme 
Court  be  of  convenient  number  m  every  event  Then,  first,  let  the 
whole  country  be  divided  into  circuits  of  convenient  size,  the  su- 
preme judges  to  serve  in  a  number  of  them  corresponding  to  their 
own  number,  and  independent  circuit  judges  to  be  providra  for  the 
rest.  Or,  secondly,  let  the  supreme  jud^  be  relieved  from  circuit 
duties,  and  circuit  judges  provided  for  tul  the  circuits.  O^  thirdly, 
dispense  with  circuit  courts  altogether,  leaving  the  judicial  rnnctions 
wholly  to  the  district  courts  and  an  independeut  Supreme  Court. 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  the 
present  condition  of  the  statute  laws,  witih  the  hope  that  Congress 
will  be  able  to  find  an  easy  remedy  for  many  of  the  inconveniences 
and  evils  which  constantly  embarrass  those  engaged  in  the  practical 
administration  of  them.  Since  the  organization  of  the  government, 
Congress  has  enacted  some  5000  acts  and  joint  resolutions,  which 
fill  more  than  6000  closely  printed  pages,  and  are  scattered  through 
many  volumes.  Many  of  these  acts  have  been  drawn  in  haste  and 
without  sufficient  caution,  so  that  their  provisions  are  often  obscure 
in  themselves,  or  in  conflict  with  each  other,  or  at  least  so  doubtful 
as  to  render  it  very  difficult  for  even  the  best-informed  persons  to 
ascertain  precisely  what  the  statute  law  really  is. 

It  seems  to  me  very  important  that  the  statute  laws  should  be 
made  as  plain  and  intelligible  as  possible,  and  be  reduced  to  as  small 
a  compass  as  may  consist  with  the  fullness  and  precision  of  the  will 
of  the  legislature  and  the  perspicuity  of  its  language.  This,  well 
done,  would,  I  think,  greatly  facilitate  the  labors  of  those  whose 
duty  it  is  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the  laws,  and  would  be 
a  lasting  benefit  to  the  people  by  placing  before  them,  in  a  more 
accessible  and  intellig^ihle  form,  tne  laws  which  so  deeply  concern 
their  interests  and  their  duties. 

I  am  informed  by  some  whose  opinions  I  respect  that  all  the  acts 
of  Congress  now  in  force,  and  of  a  permanent  and  general  nature, 
might  be  revised  and  rewritten  so  as  to  be  embraced  in  one  volume 
(or,  at  most,  two  volumes)  of  ordinary  and  convenient  size;  and  I 
respectfully  recommend  to  Congress  t^  consider  of  the  subject,  and, 
if  my  suggestion  be  approved,  to  devise  such  plan  as  to  their  wisdom 
shall  seem  most  proper  for  the  attainment  of  the  end  proposed.

lowing  being  a  summary  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
irtm^nt  t 
lie  revenue  from  all  sources  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
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30, 1861,  including  the  annual  permanent  appropriation  of  $700,000 
for  the  transportation  of ''  free  mail  matter,^  was  $9,049,296.^,  being 
about  two  per  cent,  less  than  the  revenue  ifor  1860. 

The  expenditures  were  $13,606,759.11,  showing  a  decrease  of  more 
than  eight  per  cent,  as  compai^d  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  and 
leaving  an  excess  of  expenoiture  over  the  revenue  for  the  last  fiscal 
year  of  $4,557»462J1, 

The  gross  revenue  for  the  year  ending  Jnne  30, 1863,  is  estimated 
at  an  increase  of  four  per  cent,  on  that  of  1861.  making  $8,683,000, 
to  which  should  be  added  the  earnings  of  the  aepartment  in  carrj^- 
ing  free  matter,  viz.,  $700,000,  maldng  $9,383,000. 

The  total  expenditures  for  1863  are  estimated  at  $12,528,000,  leav- 
ing an  estimated  deficiency  of  $3,145,000  to  be  supplied  from  the 
treasury  in  addition  to  the  permanent  appropriation. 

The  present  insuiTection  shows,  I  think,  tliat  the  extension  of  this 
District  across  the  Potomac  River,  at  the  time  of  establishing  the 
ca|}ital  here,  was  eminently  wise,  and  consequently  that  the  relin- 
quishment of  that  portion  of  it  which  lies  within  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia was  unwise  and  dangerous*  I  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  expediency  of  regaining  that  part  of  the  District  and  the  restora- 
tion of  the  original  ooundaries  tnereof,  through  negotiations  with 
the  State  of  Virginia. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  accompany* 
ing  documents,  exhibits  the  condition  of  the  several  branches  of  the 
public  business  pertaining  to  that  department.  The  depressing  in- 
fluences of  the  insurrection  have  been  especially  felt  m  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Patent  and  General  Land  Offices,  The  cash  receipts 
from  the  sales  of  public  lands  during  the  past  year  have  exceeaed 
the  expenses  of  our  land  system  only  about  |200,000.  The  sales  have 
been  entirely  suspended  iii  the  Southern  States,  while  the  interrup- 
tions to  the  business  of  the  country,  and  the  diversion  of  large 
numbers  of  men  from  labor  to  military  service,  have  obstraeted 
settlements  in  the  new  States  and  Territories  of  the  Northwest. 

The  reeeipts  of  the  Patent  OMce  have  declined  in  oiue  months 
about  $100,000,  rendering  a  large  reduction  of  the  force  employed 
neoessary  to  make  it  self-sustaiDing. 
^0^  The  demands  upon  the  Pension  Office  wQl  be  lar^ly  increased  by 
the  insurrection.  Numerous  applications  for  pensions,  based  upon 
the  casualties  of  the  existing  war,  have  already  been  made.  There 
is  reason  to  believe  that  many  who  are  now  upon  the  pension  rolls 
and  in  receipt  of  the  bount>'  of  the  government  are  in  the  ranks  of 
the  insurgent  army,  or  giving  them  aid  and  comfort  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  has  directed  a  suspension  of  the  payment  of  the 
pensions  of  such  persons  upon  proof  of  their  disloyalty,  I  recom- 
mend that  Congress  authorize  that  officer  to  cause  the  names  of  such 
persons  to  be  stricken  from  the  pension  rolls. 

The  relations  of  the  government  with  the  Indian  tribes  have  been 
greatly  disturbed  bv  the  insurrection,  especially  in  the  Southern 
Supenntendency  and  in  that  of  New  Mexico.  The  Indian  country 
south  of  Kansas  is  in  the  possession  of  insurgents  from  Texas  and 
Arkansas.

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I  recommend  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  Congress  the  inter- 
ests of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  insurrection  has  been  the  cause 
of  much  suffering  and  sacrifice  to  its  inhabitants;  and  as  they  have 
no  renresentative  in  Congress,  that  body  should  not  overlook  their 
just  Claims  upon  the  government.  ^ 

At  your  late  session  a  joint  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing 
the  President  to  take  measures  for  facilitating  a  proper  representa- 
tion of  the  industrial  interests  of  the  United  States  at  the  exhibition 
of  the  industry  of  all  nati(ms  to  be  holden  at  London  in  the  year 
1862.  I  re^et  to  say  I  have  been  unable  to  ^ve  personal  attention 
to  this  subject  —  a  subiect  at  once  so  interesting  in  itself,  and  so  ex- 
tensively and  intimately  connected  with  the  material,  prosperity  of 
the  world.  Through  the  Secretaries  of  State  and  of  tne  Interior  a 
plan,  or  system^  has  been  devised  and  partly  matured,  and  which 
will  be  laid  Iwfore  you. 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to 
confiscate  property  used  for  insurrectionary  purposes,"  approved 
August  6, 186 ty  the  legal  claims  of  certain  persons  to  the  labor  and 
service  of  certain  other  persons  have  become  forfeited ;  and  nnmbers 
of  the  latter,  thus  liberated,  are  already  dependent  on  the  United 
States,  and  must  be  provided  for  in  some  way.  Besides  this,  it  is 
not  impossible  that  some  of  the  States  will  pass  similhr  enactments 
for  their  own  benefit  respectively,  and  by  operation  of  which  persons 
of  the  same  class  will  be  thrown  upon  them  for  disposaL  in  such 
case  I  recommend  that  Congress  provide  for  accepting  such  persons 
from  such  States,  according  to  some  mode  of  valuation,  in  lieu,  pro 
tantOj  of  direct  taxes,  or  upon  some  other  plan  to  be  agreed  on  with 
such  States  respectively ;  that  such  persons,  on  such  acceptance  by 
the  General  Government,  be  at  once  deemed  free ;  and  that,  in  any 
event^  steps  be  taken  for  colonizing  both  classes  (or  the  one  first 
mentionea,  if  the  otlier  shall  not  be  brought  into  existence)  at  some 
place  or  places  in  a  climate  congenial  to  them.  It  mi^ht  be  well  to 
consider,  too,  whether  the  free  colored  people  already  in  the  United 
States  could  not,  so  far  as  individuals  may  desire,  be  included  in 
such  colonization. 

To  carry  out  the  plan  of  colonization  may  involve  the  acquiring 
of  territorj',  and  also  the  appropriation  of  money  beyond  that  to  be 
expended  m  the  territorial  acquisition.  Having  practised  the  acqui- 
sition of  territory  for  nearly  sixty  years,  the  (]^uestion  of  constitutional 
power  to  do  so  is  no  longer  an  open  one  with  us.  The  power  was 
questioned  at  first  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  who,  however,  in  the  purchase 
of  Louisiana,  yielded  his  scruples  on  the  plea  of  ^at  expediency. 
If  it  be  said  that  the  only  legitimate  object  of  acquiring  territory  is 
to  furnish  homes  for  whit^  men,  this  measure  effects  that  object; 
for  the  emi^ation  of  colored  men  leaves  additional  room  for  white 
men  remaining  or  coming  here.  Mr.  Jefferson^  however,  placed  the 
importance  of  procurins:  Louisiana  more  on  political  and  commercial 
grounds  than  on  providing  room  for  population. 

On  this  whole  proposition,  including  the  appropriation  of  money 
with  the  acquisition  of  territorj",  does  not  the  expediency  amount  to 
absolute  necessity  —  that  without  which  the  government  itself  can- 
not be  perpetuated  t 
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€  war  couHoues.  In  considering  the  policy  to  be  adopted  for 
ppresi^ing  the  instirrection,  I  have  been  anxious  and  careful  that 
e  inevitable  conflict  for  this  purpose  shall  not  depjenerate  into  a 
olent  and  remorseless  revolutionary  struggle.  I  have,  therefore, 
I  every  case  thought  it  proper  to  keep  the  integrity  of  the  Union 
irominent  as  the  primary  object  of  the  contest  on  our  part,  leaving 
M  questions  which  are  not  of  vital  military  importance  to  the  more 
liberate  action  of  the  legislature.

An  insurgent  force  ot  about  1500,  for  months  dominating  the 
narrow  peninsular  region  constituting  the  counties  of  AccomaC  and 
Northampton,  and  known  as  the  eastern  shore  of  Virginia,  together 
with  some  contiguous  parts  of  Maryland,  have  laid  down  their  arms, 
and  the  people  there  have  renewed  their  allegiance  to  and  accepted 
the  protection  of  the  old  flag.  This  leaves  no  armed  insurrectionist 
nortii  of  the  Potomac  or  east  of  the  Chesapeake. 

Also  we  have  obtainctl  a  footing  at  each  of  the  isolated  points,  on 
the  southern  coast,  of  Hatteras,  Port  Royal,  Tybee  Island,  near  Sa- 
vannah, and  Ship  Island;  and  we  likewise  have  some  general  ac- 
counts of  popular  movements  in  behalf  of  the  Union  in  North 
Carolina  and  Tennessee* 

These  things  demonstrate  that  the  cause  of  the  Union  is  advan* 
cing  steadUy  and  certainly  southward. 

Since  your  last  adjournment  Lieut'Cnant-General  Scott  has  retired 
from  the  head  of  the  army.  During  his  long  life  the  nation  has  not 
been  unmindful  of  his  merit',  yet,  on  calling  to  mind  how  faithfully, 
ably,  and  brilliantly  he  has  served  the  country  from  a  time  far  back 
in  our  historv  when  few  of  the  now  living  had  been  bom,  and 
thenceforward  continually,  I  eannot  but  think  we  are  still  his  debt- 
ors, I  submit,  therefore,  for  your  consideration  what  further  mark 
of  recognition  is  due  to  him  and  to  ourselves  as  a  grateful  people. 

With  the  retirement  of  General  Scott  came  the  executive  duty  of 
appointing  in  his  stead  a  general  inchief  of  the  army.  It  is  a  for- 
tunate circumstance  that  neither  in  council  nor  country  was  there, 
so  far  as  I  know,  any  difference  of  opinion  ns  to  the  proper  person 
to  be  selected.  The  retiring  chief  rt'peatedly  expressed  his  judgment 
in  favor  of  General  McClellan  for  the  posUiou,  and  iu  this  the  na- 
tion seemed  to  give  a  unanimous  concurrence.  The  designation  of 
General  McCleUan  is,  therefore,  in  considerable  degree  the  selection 
of  the  country  as  well  as  of  the  executive,  and  hence  there  is  better 
reason  to  hope  there  will  be  given  him  the  confidence  and  cordial 
support  thus  by  fair  implication  promised,  and  without  which  he 
cannot  with  so  full  efficiency  serve  the  countrr. 

It  has  been  said  that  one  bad  general  is  better  tnan  two  good  ones ; 
and  the  saying  is  true,  if  taken  to  mean  no  more  than  that  an  army 
is  better  directM  by  a  single  mind,  though  inferior,  than  by  two 
superior  ones  at  variance  and  cross-purposes  with  each  other. 

And  the  same  is  true  in  aU  joint  operations  wherein  those  engaged 
can  have  none  but  a  common  end  in  view,  and  can  differ  onlv  as  to 
the  choice  of  means.  In  a  storm  at  sea  no  one  on  board  can  wish  the 
ship  to  sink  ;  and  yet  not  infrequently  all  go  down  together  because 
too  many  will  direct,  and  no  single  mind  can  be  allowed  to  control 

It  continues  to  develop  that  the  insurrection  is  largely,  if  not  ex- 
clusively, a  war  upon  the  first  principle  of  popular  government — 
tlie  riglits  of  the  people.  Conclusive  evidence  of  this  is  found  in  the 
most  grave  and  maturely  considered  public  documents  as  well  as  in 
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the  general  tone  of  the  insurgents.  In  those  documents  we  find  the 
abriugment  of  the  existing  right  of  suffrage  and  the  denial  to  the 
peaple  of  ail  right  to  participate  in  tbe  selection  of  public  officers 
exoept  the  legislative,  Wdly  advocated,  with  labored  arguments  t^ 
prove  that  large  control  of  the  people  in  government  is  the  source 
of  all  political  eviL  Monarchy  itself  is  sometimes  hinted  at  as  a 
possible  refuge  from  the  power  of  the  people.

This  is  the  just  and  generous  and  prosperous  system 
which  opens  the  way  to  all — gives  hope  to  aU,  and  consequent 
energy  and  progress  and  improvement  of  condition  to  alL  No  men 
living  are  more  worthy  to  be  trusted  than  those  who  toil  up  from 
poverty — none  less  inclined  to  take  or  touch  aught  which  thejr  have 
not  honestly  earned.  Let  them  beware  of  surrendering  a  political 
power  which  they  already  possess,  and  which,  if  surrendered,  will 
surely  be  used  to  close  the  door  of  advancement  against  such  as 
they,  and  to  fix  new  disabilities  and  burdens  upon  uiem,  till  all  of 
liberty  shall  be  lost. 

From  the  first  taking  of  our  national  census  to  the  last  are  seventy 
years ;  and  we  find  our  population  at  the  end  of  the  period  eight 
times  as  great  as  it  was  at  the  beginning.  The  increase  of  those 
other  things  which  men  deem  desirable  has  been  even  greater.  We 
thus  have,  at  one  view,  what  the  popular  principle,  applied  to  «)v- 
ernment,  through  the  machinery  of  the  States  ana  tne  Union,  nas 
produced  in  a  given  time :  and  also  what,  if  firmly  maintained,  it 
promises  for  the  future.  There  are  already  among  us  those  who,  if 
the  Union  be  preserved,  will  live  to  see  it  contain  250,000,000.  The 
struggle  of  to-day  is  not  altogether  for  to-day — it  is  for  a  vast 
future  also.  With  a  reliance  on  Providence  all  the  more  fljrm  and 
earnest,  let  us  proceed  in  the  great  task  which  events  have  devolved 
upon  us.  Abraham  Lincoln.

I  am  not  competent  to 
criticize  your  views,  and  therefore  what  I  offer  is  in  justification  of 
myself.  Of  the  two,  I  would  rather  have  a  point  on  the  railroad 
south  of  Cumberland  Gap  than  Nashville.  First^  because  it  onte  a 
great  artery  of  the  enemy's  communication,  which  Nashville  does 
not ;  and  secondly,  because  it  is  in  the  midst  of  loyal  people  who 
would  rally  around  it,  while  Nashville  is  not.  Agam,  1  cannot  see 
why  the  movement  on  East  Tennessee  would  not  i)e  a  diversion  in 
your  favor  rather  than  a  disadvantage,  assuming  that  a  movement 
toward  Nashville  is  the  main  object.  But  my  distress  is  that  our 
friends  in  East  Tennessee  are  being  handed  and  driven  to  despair, 
and  even  now,  I  fear,  are  thinking  of  taking  rebel  arms  for  the  sake 
of  personal  protection.  In  this  we  lose  the  most  valuable  stake  we 
have  in  the  South.  My  despatch,  to  which  yours  is  an  answer,  was 
sent  with  the  knowledge  of  Senator  Johnson  and  Bepresentative 
Maynard  of  East  Tennessee,  and  they  will  be  npon  me  to  know  the 
answer,  which  I  cannot  safely  show  them.  Tney  would  dtispairy 
possibly  resign  to  go  and  save  their  families  somehow,  or  die  with 
them.  I  do  not  intend  this  to  be  an  order  in  any  sense,  but  merely, 
as  intimated  before,  to  show  you  the  grounds  of  my  anxiety.

My  denr  Sir :  Tonr  despatch  of  yesterday  is  received,  in  which 
you  say :  ^^  I  have  received  your  letter  and  Greneral  McGlellan's,  and 
will  at  once  devote  all  my  efforts  to  your  views  and  his."  In  the 
midst  of  my  many  cares,  I  have  not  seen  nor  asked  to  see  General 
McClellan's  letter  to  you.  For  my  own  views,  I  have  not  offered 
and  do  not  now  offer  them  as  orders:  and  while  I  am  fflad  to  have 
them  respectfully  considered,  I  would  blame  you  to  follow  them 
contrary  to  your  own  clear  judgment  unless  I  should  put  them  in 
the  form  of  orders.  As  to  General  McClellan's  views,  you  under- 
stand your  duty  in  regard  to  them  better  than  I  do.  With  this 
preliminary,  I  state  my  general  idea  of  this  war  to  be  that  we  have 
the  greater  numbers,  and  the  enemv  has  the  greater  fadli^  of  con- 
centrating forces  upon  points  of  collision ;  that  we  must  fail  unless 
we  can  find  some  way  of  making  our  advantage  an  overmatch  for 
his ;  and  that  this  can  only  be  done  by  menacing  him  with  superior 
forces  at  different  points  at  the  same  time,  so  that  we  can  safely  at- 
tack one  or  both  ii  he  makes  no  change ;  and  if  he  weakens  one  to 
strengthen  the  other,  forbear  to  attack  the  strengthened  one,  but 
seize  and  hold  the  weakened  one,  gaining  so  much.  To  illnstrate: 
Suppose,  last  summer,  when  Winchester  ran  away  to  reinforoe 
Manassas,  we  had  forborne  to  attack  Manassas,  but  had  seized  and 
held  Winchester.  I  mention  this  to  illustrate  and  not  to  critioize. 
I  did  not  lose  confidence  in  McDowell,  and  I  think  less  harshly  of 
Patterson  than  some  others  seem  to.  In  application  of  the  ffeneral 
rule  I  am  suggesting,  every  particular  case  will  have  its  modifying 
circumstances,  amons:  which  the  most  constantly  present  and  most 
difficult  to  meet  wul  be  the  want  of  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
enemy's  movements.  This  had  its  part  in  the  Bull  Bun  case;  but 
worse  in  that  case  was  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  three 
months'  men.  Applying  the  principle  to  your  case,  my  idea  is  that 
Halleck  shall  menace  Columbus  and  "down  river''  generally,  while 
you  menace  Bowling  Green  and  East  Tennessee.  If  the  enemy  shall 
concentrate  at  Bowun^  Green,  do  not  retire  from  his  front^  yet  do 
not  fight  him  there  either,  but  seize  Columbus  and  East  Tennessee, 
one  or  both,  left  exi)osed  by  the  concentration  at  Bowling  Green. 
It  is  a  matter  of  no  small  anxiety  to  me,  and  one  which  I  am  sure 
you  will  not  overlook,  that  the  East  Tennessee  line  is  so  long  and 
over  so  bad  a  road.

War  BEPARTMEi^T,  Washdtoton,  February  14, 1862. 
The  broakin^  out  of  a  formidable  insurrection,  ba^d  on  a  conflict  of 
ical  ideas,  peing  an  event  without  precedent  in  the  United  8tat4tB,  was 
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necessarily  attended  by  great  confusion  and  perplexity  of  the  pnblio  mind. 
Disloyalty,  before  unsuspected,  suddenly  became  bold,  and  treason  as- 
tonished the  world  by  bringing  at  once  into  the  field  militaiy  forces  superior 
in  numbers  to  the  standing  army  of  the  United  States. 

Every  department  of  the  government  was  paralyzed  by  treason.  De- 
fection appeared  in  the  Senate,  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  the 
cabinet,  m  the  Federal  courts;  ministers  and  consuls  returned  from 
foreign  countries  to  enter  the  insurrectionary  councils,  or  land  or  naval 
forces ;  commanding  and  other  officers  of  the  army  and  in  the  navy  be- 
trayed the  councils  or  deserted  their  posts  for  commands  in  the  insurgent 
forces.  Treason  was  fla^^rant  in  the  revenue  and  in  the  post-office  service, 
as  well  as  in  the  Territorial  governments  and  in  the  Indian  reserves. 

Not  only  governors,  judges,  legislators,  and  ministerial  officers  in  the 
States,  but  even  whole  States,  rushed,  one  after  another,  with  apparent 
unanimity,  into  rebellion.  The  capital  was  besieged,  and  its  connection 
with  all  tlie  States  cut  off. 

Even  in  the  portions  of  the  country  which  were  most  loyal,  political 
combinations  and  secret  societies  were  formed,  furtiiering  the  work  of 
disunion;  while,  from  motives  of  dislojsraltv  or  cupidity,  or  from  excited 
passions  or  perverted  sympathies,  individuals  were  found  furnishing  men. 
money,  and  materials  of  war  and  supplies  to  the  insurgents'  milita^  ana 
naval  forces.  Armies,  ships,  fortifications,  navy-yards,  arsenals,  military 
posts  and  garrisons,  one  aner  another  were  betrayed  or  abandoned  to  the 
msurgents. 

Congress  had  not  anticipated  and  so  had  not  {provided  for  the  emergency. 
The  municipal  authorities  were  powerless  and  inactive.  The  judicial  ma- 
chinery seemed  as  if  it  had  been  designed  not  to  sustain  the  government, 
but  to  embarrass  and  betray  it. 

Foreign  intervention,  openly  invited  and  industriously  instigated  by  the 
abettors  of  the  insurrection^  became  imminent,  and  lias  only  been  pre- 
vented by  the  practice  of  strict  and  impartial  justice,  with  the  most  perfect 
moderation,  in  our  intercourse  with  nations. 

The  pubUc  mind  was  alarmed  and  apprehensive,  though  fortunately 
not  distracted  or  disheartened.  It  seemed  to  be  aoubtful  whether  the 
Federal  Government,  which  one  year  before  had  been  thought  a  model 
worthy  of  universal  acceptance,  bad  indeed  the  ability  to  defend  and 
maintain  itself. 

Some  reverses,  which  perhaps  were  unavoidable,  suffered  by  newly 
levied  and  inefficient  forces,  discouraged  the  loyal,  and  gave  new  hoi>es 
to  the  insurgents.  Voluntaiy  enlistments  seemed  about  to  cease,  and 
desertions  commenced.  Parties  speculated  upon  the  (pestion  whether 
conscription  liad  not  become  necessary  to  fill  up  the  armies  of  the  United 
States. 

In  this  emergency  the  President  felt  it  his  duty  to  employ  with  energy 
the  extraordinary  powers  which  the  Constitution  confides  to  him  in  cases 
of  insurrection.  Ho  called  into  the  field  such  military  and  naval  forces, 
unauthorized  by  the  existing  laws,  as  seemed  necessary.  He  directed 
measures  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  post-office  for  treasonable  correspon- 
dence. He  subjected  passengers  to  and  from  foreign  countries  to  new 
passport  regulations,  and  he  instituted  a  blockade,  suspended  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  in  various  places,  and  cause<l  persons  who  were  represented 
to  him  as  being  or  about  to  engage  in  disloyal  or  treasonable  practices  to 
be  arrested  by  special  civil  as  well  as  military  agencies,  and  detained  in 
military  custody,  when  necessar>',  to  prevent  them  and  deter  others  from 
such  practices. '  Examinations  of  sucn  cases  were  instituted,  and  some  of 
the  persons  so  arrested  have  been  discharged  from  time  to  time,  under 
circumstances  or  upon  conditions  compatible,  as  was  thought,  with  the 
public  safety.

Meantime  a  favorable  change  of  public  opinion  has  occurred.  The  line 
between  loyalty  and  disloyalty  is  plainly  defined  j  the  whole  structui-e  of 
the  ^vemment  is  firm  and  stable ;  apprehensions  of  public  danger  and 
faeihtieis  for  treasonable  practices  have  diminished  with  the  paasiona  which 
prompted  heedless  persons  to  adopt  them.  The  insurrection  is  bdioved  to 
have  culminated  and  to  be  declining. 

The  Preeident,  in  view  of  these  facts,  and  aoudous  to  favor  a  return  t«3 
the  normal  coarse  of  the  administi'ation.  as  far  as  regard  for  the  public 
welfare  will  allow,  directs  that  all  political  prisoners  or  state  prisoners  now 
held  in  military  custody  be  released  on  their  siib&eribinp  to  a  parole  en- 
^ging  them  to  render  no  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  m  hostility  to  the 
United  States. 

The  Secretary  of  War  will,  however,  at  his  discretion,  except  from  the 
effect  of  this  order  any  persons  detained  as  spies  in  the  service  of  the  in- 
surgentSy  or  others  wnofle  release  at  the  present  moment  may  be  deemed 
incompatible  with  the  public  safety. 

To  in  persons  who  shall  be  so  released,  and  who  shall  keep  their  parole, 
the  President  grants  an  amnesty  for  any  past  offenses  of  treason  or  dis- 
lomlty  which  they  may  have  committed. 

Ssctraordinary  arrest  will  hereafter  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
mililary  authorities  alone.

You  have  Fort  Donelson  safe,  unless  Grant  shall  be  overwhelmed 
from  outside ;  to  prevent  which  latter  will,  I  think,  require  all  the 
vigilance,  energy,  and  skill  of  yourself  and  Bucdl,  acting  in  full 
cooperation.  Columbus  will  not  ffet  at  Grant,  but  the  force  from 
Bowling  Green  wiU.  Thev  hold  the  railroad  from  Bowling  Green 
to  withm  a  few  miles  of  Fort  Donelson,  with  the  bridge  at  Clarks- 
ville  undisturbed.

March  10,  1862. — Memorandum  op  an  Inteuview  between  the 
President  and  some  Border  Slave  State  Representatives, 
BY  Hon.  J.  W.  Crisfield. 

Dear  Sir:  I  called,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  to  ask  you  to  oome 
to  the  White  House  to-morrow  morning,  at  nine  o^clock,  ana  bring  such 
of  your  colleagues  as  are  in  town. 

Washington,  March  10,  1862. 

Yesterday^  on  my  return  from  church,  I  found  Mr.  Postmaster- 
General  Blair  in  my  room,  writing  the  aoove  note,  which  he  imme- 
diately suspended,  and  verbally  communicated  the  President's  in- 
vitation, and  stated  that  the  President's  purpose  was  to  have  some 
conversation  with  the  delegations  of  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Marvland, 
Virginia,  and  Delaware,  in  explanation-  of  his  message  of  the  6th 
instant. 

This  morning  these  delegations,  or  such  of  them  as  were  in  town, 
assembled  at  the  White  House  at  the  appointed  time,  and  after  some 
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delay  were  admitted  to  an  audience.    Mr.  Leary  and  myself 

the  only  nieml»ers  from  Maryland  present,  and,  I  think,  were 

l>iily  members  of  the  delegation  at  that  time  m  the  city.    I  know 

f  Mr.  Pcarce,  of  the  Senate,  and  Messrs.  Webster  and  Calvert,  of 

ie  House,  were  absent. 
After  the  usual  salutations,  and  we  were  seated,  the  President  said, 
in  substance,  that  he  had  invited  us  to  meet  him  to  have  some  con- 
versation with  us  in  explanation  of  his  message  of  the  6th :  that  since 
he  had  sent  it  in  several  of  the  gentlemen  then  present  nad  visited 
him,  but  had  avoided  any  allusion  to  the  message,  and  he  therefore 
inferred  that  the  import  of  the  message  had  been  misunderstood, 
and  was  regarded  as  inimical  to  the  interests  we  represented;  and 
he  had  resolved  he  would  talk  with  us,  and  disabuse  our  minds  of 
that  erroneous  opinion. 

The  President  then  disclaimed  any  intent  to  injure  the  interests 
or  wound  the  sensibilities  of  the  slave  States.  On  the  contrart%  his 
purpose  was  to  protect  the  one  and  respect  the  other;  that  weVere 
engaged  in  a  terrible,  wasting,  and  tedious  warj  immense  armies 
were  in  the  field,  and  must  continue  in  the  field  as  Ion  ^  as  the  war 
laetts;  that  these  armies  must,  of  necessity,  be  brought  lut^  contact 
with  slaves  in  the  States  we  represented  and  in  otlier  States  as  they 
advanced;  that  slaves  would  come  to  the  camps,  and  continual  imta- 
'on  was  kept  up;  that  he  was  constantly  annoyed  by  conflicting  and 
itagonistic  complaints:  on  the  one  side  a  certain  class  complained 
slave  was  not  protected  by  the  army;  persons  were  frequently 
1  who,  participating  in  these  views,  acted  in  a  way  unfriendly 
be  slaveholder  J  on  the  other  hand,  slaveholders  complained  that 
lieir  rights  were  interfered  with,  their  slaves  induced  to  abscond 
nd  protected  within  the  lines;  these  complaints  were  numerous, 
mdf  and  deep;  were  a  serious  annoyance  to  him  and  embarrassing 
i  the  progress  of  the  war;  that  it  kept  alive  a  spirit  hostile  to  the 
^c>vemment  in  the  States  we  represented;  strengthened  the  hojies 
of  the  Confederates  that  at  some  day  the  border  States  would  unite 
with  them,  and  thus  tend  to  prolong  the  war;  and  he  was  of  opinion, 
if  thifi  resolution  should  be  adopted  by  Congress  and  accepted  by 
pnr  States,  these  causes  of  irritation  and  mese  hopes  would  be 
Vmoved,  and  more  would  be  accomplishetl  toward  shortening  the 
Far  than  could  be  hoped  from  the  gi'eatest  victory  achieved  by 
TnioD  armies:  that  he  made  this  proposition  in  good  faith,  and 
it  to  be  accepted,  if  at  all,  voluntarily,  and  in  the  same 
■iotie  .spirit  in  which  it  was  made;  tliat  emancipation  was  a 
iubject  exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  States,  and  must  be 
adopted  or  reject^  by  each  for  itself;  that  he  did  not  claim  nor 
had  this  government  any  right  to  coerce  them  for  thatjjurpose; 
that  wich  was  no  part  of  his  purpose  in  making  this  proposition,  and 
he  wished  it  to  be  clejirlv  understood;  that  he  did  not  expect  us  there 
prepared  to  give  him  an  answer,  but  he  hoped  we  would  take 
ioject  into  serious  consideration,  confer  with  one  another,  and 
..  .1,  r>our8e  as  we  felt  our  duty  and  the  interests  of  our 
itur  jired  of  us.

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Kulor^Hl  ti  (H'rtuMi^ttC  iasmation;  that  natural  causes  were  there  in 
4)(H^mti\ni  which  wvmM  at  no  distant  day  extinguish  it^  and  he  did 
iu»t  thiuk  that  this  i«\>(K>sxtion  was  nec^sary  for  that;  and,  besides 
tlmt«  ho  (%u\l  his  fH^uds  Mr  s^dioitons  as  to  the  messi^  on  account 
ot  tho  d^tTonnit  ivustruotious  which  the  resolution  and  message  had 
r«Hvi  v\hI  Tho  N<*w  York  *•  Tribune  ^  was  for  it,  and  understood  it  to 
lutHiu  that  wv  uuist  acwpt  gradual  emancipation  according  to  the 
|Jau  sutfv^'*t'i^l»  ^^'i'  J^*^  s^^mt^thinjr  worse. 

Tho  nft'sident  n^^«U«\t  that  h«^  must  not  be  expected  to  quarrel  with 
tho  Now  York  •'TrUume'^  Ivf^^n*  the  right  time;  he  hoped  never  to 
lm\t*  to  do  it ;  ho  wxnUd  not  anticipate  events.  In  respect  to  emancipa- 
tion in  Miss%niri,  he  said  that  what  had  been  observed  by  Mr.Noell  Was 
prt^l^Wv  tr\u\  but  tho  o^vratiou  of  these  natural  causes  had  not  pre- 
venttnl  t*lio  irritatiuc  vHuuluot  to  which  he  had  referred,  or  destroyed 
the  hoiHVi  of  the  iVuftnlcratcs  that  Missouri  would  at  some  tune 
rau|^^  herself  a)on^i\le  of  thenu  which,  in  his  judgment,  the  pas- 
saj^*  of  this  n>9^^lutKUk  bv  Ooupress  and  its  acceptance  by  Missouri 
wouUl  aiHH^miJislu 

Mr.  i>ist)ehK  of  MarylaiuU  askt>d  what  would  be  the  effect  of  the 
refusal  of  the  State  to'aiHvpt  this  pro[H>sal,  and  desired  to  know  if 
the  IV^sident  UH^keii  to  any  jHilicy  beyond  the  acceptance  or  rejection 
of  this  scheme. 

The  President  rejditnl  that  he  had  no  designs  beyond  the  action  of 
the  States  on  this  }^articular  subject.  He  should  lament  their  re- 
fusal to  accept  it,  but  he  hail  no  designs  beyond  their  refusal  of  it 

Mr.  Meuzies,  of  Kentucky,  iuquired  if  the  President  thoujght  there 
was  any  power  except  in  the  States  themselves  to  carry  out  his  scheme 
of  emaueipation. 

The  President  replitni  that  he  thought  there  could  not  be.  He  then 
went  off  into  a  course  of  remarks  not  qualifying  the  fore^ing  dec- 
laration nor  material  to  Ih>  reiH'ated  to  a  just  understanding  of  his 
meaning. 

Mr.  Crisfleld  said  he  did  not  think  the  people  of  Maryland  looked 
upon  slavery  as  a  permanent  institution ;  and  he  did  not  know  that 
they  would  be  very  reluctant  to  give  it  ud  if  provision  was  made  to 
meet  the  loss  and  they  could  be  rid  of  tne  race ;  but  they  did  not 
like  to  be  coerced  into  emancipation,  either  by  the  direct  action  of 
the  government  or  by  indirection,  as  througli  the  emancipation  of 
slaves  in  this  District,  or  the  confiscation  of  Southern  property  as 
now  threatened ;  and  he  thought  before  they  would  consent  to  con- 
sider this  proposition  they  would  require  to  be  informed  on  these 
points. 

The  President  replied  that,  unless  he  was  expelled  by  the  act  of 
God  or  the  Confederate  armies,  he  should  occupy  that  house  for 
three  years;  and  as  long  as  he  remained  there  Maryland  had  noth- 
ing to  fear  either  for  her  institutions  or  her  interests  on  the  points 
referred  to. 

Mr.  Crisfleld  immediately  added:  Mr.  President,  if  what  you 
now  say  could  be  heard  by  the  people  of  Maryland,  they  would 
coiiHidtT  your  proposition  with  a  much  better  feeling  than  I  fear 
without  \i  they  will  be  inclined  to  do. 
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The  President:  That  (meaning  a  publication  of  what  ho  said) 
will  not  do;  it  would  force  me  into  a  quarrel  before  the  prt>per  time ; 
and^  again  intimating,  as  he  had  beiore  done,  that  a  quarrel  with 
the  **ure6ley  faction  **  was  impending,  he  s^iid  he  did  not  wish  to 
encounter  it  before  the  proper  time,  nor  at  all  if  it  could  be  avoided* 

frovemor  Wickliflfe,  of  Keutuck\%  then  a8ked  him  respecting  tlie 
i^nstitutionality  of  his  f5cheme. 

The  President  replied :  Aa  you  maj  suppose,  I  have  considered 

it ;  and  the  proposition  now  submitted  doeg  not  encounter  any 

jistitutional  difficulty.     It  proposes  simply  to  coiiperate  with  any 

State  by  giving  such  State  neeuuiary  aid;  and  ho  thought  that  the 
resolatton,  as  proposed  by  nim,  woiUd  l>e  considered  nither  as  the 
expreasion  of  a  sentiment  than  as  involving  any  eonstitutiontd 
question. 

Mr.  Hall,  of  Missouri,  thought  that  if  this  proposition  was  adopted 
at  alK  it  should  be  by  the  vot^s  of  the  free  States,  and  come  an  a 
proiK>sition  from  them  to  the  slave  States,  affording  them  an  induce- 
ment to  put  aside  this  subject  of  discord;  that  it  ought  not  to  be 
expected  that  members  representing  slaveholding  constituencies 
should  declare  at  once,  and  m  advance  of  any  proposition  to  them, 
for  the  emancipation  of  slavery. 

The  President  said  lie  saw  and  felt  the  force  of  the  objection ;  it 
wm8  a  fearful  responsibility,  and  every  gentlemau  must  do  as  he 
thought  best;  that  he  did  not  know  how  tlda  scheme  was  received 
br  the  members  from  the  free  States;  some  of  them  had  spoken  to 
him  and  received  it  kindly ;  but  f<*r  the  most  part  they  were  as  reserved 
B3ad  chary  as  we  hatl  been,  and  he  cimld  not  telf  how  tliev  would 
vote.  And  in  reply  to  some  expres6i<jn  of  Mr*  Uall  as  to  Lis  own 
apinion  regarding  slaver3r*  he  said  ho  did  not  pretend  to  diaguiae  his 
antinlavery  feeling ;  that  he  thought  it  was  wrong,  and  should  con- 
tinue to  think  so;  but  that  was  not  the  question  we  had  to  deal  with 
now.  Slavery  existed,  and  that,  too,  as  well  by  the  act  of  the 
t  tlie  South ;  and  in  any  scheme  to  get  rid  of  it,  the  North 
the  South  was  morally  bound  to  do  itH  full  and  e<[nnl 
le  thought  the  institution  wrong  and  ought  never  to  have 
existed;  but  yet  he  recognized  the  rights  of  property  which  had 
grown  out  of  It,  and  would  respect  those  rights  as  fufly  as  similar 
rigbta  in  any  other  property;  that  property  can  exist,  and  does 
legally  exist.  He  thought  such  a  law  wrong,  l)ut  the  rights  of  prop- 
erty resulting  must  be  resf^ctedj  he  would  get  rid  of  the  odious 
Uiw,  not  by  \^olating  the  right,  but  by  encouraging  the  proposition 
and  offering  inducements  to  give  it  up. 

Here  the  interview,  so  far  as  this  subject  is  concerned,  terminated 
by  Mr*  Crittenden's  assuring  the  President  that,  whatever  might  be 
OOP  final  action,  we  all  thought  him  solely  moved  by  a  high  patriot- 
ism and  sincere  devotion  to  the  hanpiness  and  glory  of  his  coun- 
try ;  and  with  that  conviction  we  siiould  consider  respectfully  the 
important  sug'-^  he  had  made. 

After  some  e  ^tion  on  the  current  war  news,  we  retired,  and 

I  immediat^ely  proceeded  to  my  room  and  wrote  out  this  paper.

My  dear  Sir:  Your  despatches,  complaining  that  you  Are  not 
properly  sustained,  while  they  do  not  offend  me,  do  pain  me  very 
much. 

Blenker's  division  was  withdrawn  from  you  before  you  left  here, 
and  ^ou  knew  the  pressure  under  which  I  did  it,  and,  as  I  thought, 
acquiesced  in  it — certainly  not  without  reluctance. 

After  you  left  I  ascertained  that  less  than  20^000  unorganized  men, 
without  a  single  fleld-battery,  were  aU  you  designed  to  be  left  for  the 
defense  of  Washington  and  Manassas  Jimction,  and  part  of  this  even 
was  to  go  to  General  Hooker's  old  position ;  General  Banks's  corps, 
once  designed  for  Manassas  Junction,  was  divided  and  tied  up  on  tne 
line  of  Winchester  and  Strasburg,  and  could  not  leave  it  without 
again  exposing  the  upper  Potomac  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road. This  presented  (or  would  present,  when  McDowell  and  Sum- 
ner should  be  gone)  a  CTeat  temptation  to  the  enemy  to  turn  back 
from  the  RappahannocK  and  sack  Washington.  Mv  explicit  order 
that  Washington  should,  by  the  iudgment  of  all  the  commanders 
of  corps,  be  leit  entirely  secure^  had  been  neglected.  It  was  pre- 
cisely this  that  drove  me  to  detain  McDowell. 

I  do  not  forget  that  I  was  satisfied  with  your  arrangement  to  leave 
Banks  at  Manassas  Junction ;  but  when  that  arrangement  was  broken 
up  and  nothing  was  substituted  for  it,  of  course  I  was  not  satisfied.  I 
was  constrained  to  substitute  something  for  it  myself. 

And  now  allow  me  to  ask,  do  you  really  think  I  should  permit 
the  line  from  Richmond  via  Manassas  Junction  to  this  city  to  oe  en- 
tirely open,  except  what  resistance  could  be  presented  by  less  than 
20,000  unorganized  troops  t  This  is  a  question  which  tne  country 
will  not  allow  me  to  evade. 
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There  is  a  curious  mystery  about  the  number  of  the  troops  now 
th  you.  When  I  telegraphed  you  ou  the  6th,  saying  you  had  over 
lOOyOOO  with  vott,  I  hod  just  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  War  a 
tenient,  taken  as  he  said  from  your  own  returns,  making  108,000 
tfaeo  with  you  and  en  route  to  you.  You  now  say  you  will  nave  but 
SS^OOQ  when  all  en  route  to  you  shall  have  reached  you*  How  can 
thiA  diserepauey  of  23.000  be  aceounted  for! 

As  to  General  Wool's  commandi  I  understand  it  is  doing  for  you 
precisely  what  a  like  number  c»f  your  owu  would  have  to  do  if  that 
ootmnand  was  away.  I  suppose  the  whole  force  which  has  gone  for- 
ward to  you  is  with  you  by  this  time ;  and  if  so,  I  think  it  is  the 
precise  time  for  you  to  strike  a  blow.  By  delay  the  enemy  will  rela- 
tively gain  upon  you — that  Ls,  he  will  gain  faster  by  fortifications 
and  reinforcements  than  you  can  by  reinforcements  alone. 

And  once  more  let  me  tell  you  it  is  indispensable  to  you  that  you 
gtrike  a  blow,  I  am  powerless  to  help  this.  You  will  do  me  the 
jnetice  to  remember  I  always  insisted  that  goin^  down  the  bay  in 
search  of  a  field,  instead  of  fighting  at  or  near  Manassas,  was  only 
diifting  and  not  surmounting  a  difficulty;  that  we  would  find  the 
enemy  and  the  same  or  equal  iutrenchments  at  either  place. 
auntry  will  not  fail  to  note — ^is  noting  now — that  the  present 
itation  to  move  upon  an  intrenched  enemy  is  but  the  story  of 
oassas  repeated.

Fellow-citizens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  BepresmtaHves :  The 
act  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  release  of  certain  persons  held  to  service 
or  labor  in  the  District  of  Columbia"  has  this  day  been  approved 
and  signed.  r 

I  have  never  doubted  the  constitutional  authority  of  Congress  to 
abolish  slavery  in  this  District;  and  I  have  ever  desired  to  see  the 
national  capital  freed  from  the  institution  in  some  satisfactory  wav. 
Hence  there  has  never  been  in  my  mind  any  question  upon  the  sub- 
ject except  the  one  of  expediency,  arising  in  view  of  all  the  circum- 
stances. If  there  be  matters  within  and  about  this  act  which  might 
have  taken  a  course  or  shape  more  satisfactory  to  my  judgment,  I 
do  not  attempt  to  specify  them.  I  am  gratified  that  the  two  prm- 
ciples  of  compensation  and  colonization  are  both  recognized  and 
practically  applied  in  the  act. 

In  the  matter  of  compensation,  it  is  provided  that  claims  may  be 
presented  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  the  act,  ''but  not 
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thereafter  " ;  and  there  is  no  sa\^ng  for  minors,  femmes  covert^  insane 
or  absent  persons.  I  presume  this  is  an  omission  by  mere  over- 
sight, and  I  recommend  that  it  be  supplied  by  an  amendatory  or 
sapplemental  act.

Whereas,  by  my  proclamation  of  the  19th  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  it  was  declared  that  tne  ports  of  certain 
Stotes.  including  those  of  Beaufort,  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
Port  Royal,  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  New  Orleans,  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  were,  for  reasons  therein  set  forth,  intended  to  be 
placed  under  blockade ;  and  whereas  the  said  ports  of  Beaufort,  Port 
KoyaL  and  New  Orleans  have  since  been  bloc^ided;  but  as  the  block- 
ade of  the  same  ports  may  now  be  safely  relaxed  with  advantage  to 
the  interests  of  commerce  : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President 
of  the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the  autiiority  in  me  vested  by  the 
fifth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  13th  of  July  last, 
entitled  "  An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  duties  on 
imports,  and  for  other  purposes,"  do  hereby  declare  that  the  blockade 
of  the  said  ports  of  Beaufort,  Port  Royal,  and  New  Orleans  shall  so 
far  cease  and  determine,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June  next, 
that  commercial  intercourse  with  those  ports,  except  as  to  persons, 
things,  and  information  contraband  of  war,  may  from  that  time  be 
carried  on,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  limi- 
tations and  in  pursuance  of  the  regulations  which  are  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  his  order  of  this  date,  which  is 
appended  to  this  proclamation.

General :  Tour  despatch  to  the  President,  asking  reinforcements^ 
has  been  received  ana  carefully  considered. 

The  President  is  not  willing  to  uncover  the  capital  entirely;  and 
it  is  believed  that  even  if  this  were  prudent,  it  would  require  more 
time  to  effect  a  junction  between  your  army  and  that  of  the  Rappa- 
hannock by  the  way  of  the  Potomac  and  York  rivers  than  oy 
a  land  march.  In  order,  therefore,  to  increase  the  strength  of  the 
attack  upon  Richmond  at  the  earliest  moment.  General  McDowell 
has  been  ordered  to  march  upon  that  citjr  by  the  shortest  route. 
He  is  ordered,  keeping  himself  always  in  position  to  save  the  capital 
from  all  possible  attack,  so  to  operate  as  to  put  his  left  wing  in  com- 
munication with  your  right  wing,  and  jrou  are  instructed  to  co- 
operate so  as  to  establish  this  communication  as  soon  as  possible  by 
extending  ^our  right  wing  to  the  north  of  Richmond. 

It  is  believed  that  this  communication  can  be  sirfely  established 
either  north  or  south  of  the  Pamunkey  River. 

In  any  event,  you  will  be  able  to  prevent  the  main  body  of  the 
enemy's  forces  irom  leaving  Richmond  and  falling  in  overwhdming 
force  upon  General  McDowell.  He  will  move  with  between  thirty- 
five  and  forty  thousand  men. 

A  copy  of  the  instructions  to  General  McDowell  are  with  this. 
The  specific  task  assigned  to  his  command  has  been  to  provide 
against  any  danger  to  the  capital  of  the  nation. 

At  your  earnest  call  for  reinforcements,  he  is  sent  forward  to 
cooperate  in  the  reduction  of  Richmond,  but  charged,  in  attempt- 
ing this,  not  to  uncover  the  city  of  Washington ;  and  you. will  give 
no  order,  either  before  or  after  your  junction,  which  can  put  him  out 
of  nosition  to  cover  this  city.  You  and  he  will  communicate  witii 
eacn  other  by  telegraph  or  otherwise  as  frequently  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  eflBcient  cooj^eration.  When  General  McDowell  is  in  posi- 
tion on  your  right,  his  supplies  must  be  drawn  from  West  Point, 
and  you  'will  instruct  your  staflf-offlcers  to  be  prepared  to  supply  him 
by  that  route. 

The  President  desires  that  General  McDowell  retain  the  command 
of  the  Department  of  the  Rappahannock  and  of  the  forces  with 
which  he  moves  forward.

The  resolution^  in  the  lan^age  above  quoted,  was  adopted  by 
large  majorities  m  both  branches  of  ConffreBS^  and  now  stands  an 
autoentic^  definite,  and  solemn  proposal  of  the  nation  to  the  States 
and  people  most  immediately  interested  in  the  subject-matt^er.  To 
the  people  of  those  States  f  now  earnestly  appeal*  I  do  not  argue 
—  I  beseech  you  to  make  arguments  for  yourselves.  You  cannot, 
if  you  would*,  be  blind  to  the  signs  of  the  times.  ^  I  beg  of  you  a 
calm  and  enlarged  consideration  of  them,  ranging,  if  it  may  be,  far 
above  personal  and  partizaii  politics.  This  proposal  makes  common 
cause  for  a  common  object,  casting  no  reproaches  upon  any.  It 
acts  not  the  Pharisee.  The  change  it  contemplates  would  come 
gently  as  the  dews  of  heaven,  not  rending  or  wrecking  aDything. 
Will  you  not  embrace  it!  So  much  good  has  not  been  done,  by  one 
effort,  in  all  past  time,  as  in  the  providence  of  God  it  is  now'your 
high  privilege  to  do.  May  the  vast  future  not  have  to  lamentthat 
you  have  neglected  it.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives :    The  m.-MUiection 
rlucb  ia  yet  ©listing  in  the  United  States  and  aims  at  the  overthrow 
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of  the  Federal  Constitution  and  the  Union,  was  clandestinely  pre- 
pared during  the  winter  of  1860  and  1861,  and  assumed  an  open  or- 
ganization in  the  form  of  a  treasonable  provisional  government  at 
Montgomery,  in  Alabama,  on  the  18th  day  of  February,  1861,  On 
the  12th  day  of  AprO^  1861,  the  insurgents  committed  the  flagrant 
act  of  civil  war  by  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  Fort  Sumter, 
which  cut  off  the  hope  of  immediate  conciliation.  Immediately 
afterward  all  the  roads  and  avenues  to  this  city  were  obstructed, 
and  the  capital  was  put  into  the  condition  of  a  siege.  The  mails  in 
every  direction  were  stopped  and  the  lines  of  telegraph  cut  off  by 
the  insurgents,  and  military  and  naval  forces  which  had  been  called 
out  by  the  government  for  the  defense  of  Washington  were  pre- 
vented from  rea<.»hiug  the  city  bv  organized  and  combined  treason- 
able resistance  in  the  State  of  Maryland.  There  was  no  adequate 
and  effective  organization  for  the  public  defense.  Coneress  had  in- 
definitely adjourned.  There  was  no  time  to  convene  tnem.  It  be- 
came necessary  for  me  to  choose  whether,  using  only  the  existing 
me4ins,  agencies,  and  processes  which  Congress  had  pro\ided,  I 
should  let  the  government  fall  at  once  into  ruin,  or  whether,  avail- 
ing myseif  of  uxe  broader  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  in 
cases  of  insurrection,  I  would  make  an  effort  to  save  it  with  all  its 
blessings  for  the  present  age  and  for  posterity. 

I  thereupon  summoned  my  constitational  advisers,  the  heads  of 
all  the  departments,  to  meet  on  Sunday,  the  21st  day  of  April,  1861, 
at  the  office  of  the  Navy  Department;  and  then  and  there,  with 
their  unanimous  concurrence,  I  directed  that  an  armed  revenue  cut- 
ter should  proceed  to  sea,  to  afford  protection  to  the  commercial 
marine  and  especially  the  California  ti-easure-ships  then  on  their 
way  to  this  coast.  I  also  directed  the  commandant  of  the  na\y-yanl 
at  Boston  to  purchase,  or  charter,  and  arm  as  quickly  as  possible^ 
five  steamships  for  purposes  of  public  defense.  1  directed  the  com* 
mandant  of  the  na\y-yard  at  Piiiladelphia  to  purchase,  or  charter, 
and  arm  an  equal  number  for  the  same  |)urpose.  I  directed  the 
commandant  at  New  York  to  purchase,  or  charter,  and  arm  an 
equal  nnmben  I  directed  Commander  Gillis  to  purchase,  or  charter, 
and  aiTU  and  put  to  sea  two  other  vessels.     Similar  directions  were 

fiven  to  Commodore  Du  Pont,  with  a  view  to  the  opening  of  passages 
y  water  to  and  from  the  capitab  I  directed  the  several  oflSccrs  to 
take  the  advice  and  obtain  the  aid  and  efficient  services  in  the  mat- 
ter of  his  Excellency  Edwin  D.  Morgan,  the  Governor  of  New  York, 
or,  in  his  absence,  Geoi^  D.  Morgan,  William  M.  Evarts,  R.  M* 
Blatchford,  and  Moses  hT  Grinnell,  who  were,  by  my  direction,  es- 
pecially empowered  by  the  Secretary'  of  the  Navy  to  act  for  his  de- 
partment in  that  crisis,  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  forwarding  of 
troops  and  supplies  for  the  public  defense.

secnrity  was  required  to  be  given  by  them,  and  either  of  them  was 
anthorized  to  act  in  ease  of  inability  to  consult  with  the  other. 

On  the  same  occasion  I  authorized  and  directed  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  to  advance,  without  requiring  security,  two  millions  of 

)  dollars  of  public  money  to  John  A.  Dix,  George  Opdyke,  and  Rich- 
ard M.  Blatchford,  of  New  York,  to  be  used  by  them  in  meeting 
such  requisitions  as  should  be  directly  consequent  upon  the  military 
aod  naval  measures  necessary  for  the  defense  and  support  of  the 
government,  requiring  them  only  to  act  without  compensation,  and 
to  report  their  transactions  when  duly  called  upon. 

The  several  departments  of  the  government  at  that  time  contained 
80  large  a  number  of  disloyal  persons  that  it  would  have  been  im- 
poesible  t*J  provide  safelv  through  official  agents  only  for  the  per- 
lormance  of  the  duties  tiius  confided  to  citizens  favorably  known 
for  their  ability,  loyaltj%  and  patriotism. 

The  sevei'al  orders  issued  upon  these  occurrences  were  transmitted 
by  private  messengers,  who  pursued  a  circuitous  way  to  the  sea- 
board cities,  inland,  across  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
and  the  northern  lakes.  I  believe  that  by  these  and  other  similar 
measures  taken  in  that  crisis,  some  of  which  were  without  any  au* 

rthority  of  law,  the  government  was  saved  from  overthrow,  I  am 
uot  aware  that  a  dollar  of  the  public  funds  thus  coufided  without 
authority  of  law  to  imofHcial  persons  was  either  lost  or  wasted,

We  cannot  aflford  to  keep  your  force  and  Banks's  and  McDowell's 
engaged  in  keeping  Jackson  south  of  Strasburg  and  Front  BoyaL 
You  fought  JacKson  alone  and  worsted  him.  He  can  have  no  sub- 
stantial reinforcements  so  long  as  a  battle  is  pending  at  Bidimond. 
Surely  you  and  Banks  in  supporting  distance  are  capable  of  keeping 
him  from  returning  to  Winchester.  But  if  Sigel  be  sent  forwora  to 
YOU,  and  McDowell  (as  he  must)  be  put  to  other  work,  Jackson  will 
Dreak  through  at  Front  Boyal  again.  He  is  already  on  the  right 
side  of  the  Shenandoah  to  do  it,  and  on  the  wrong  side  of  it  to  attack 
you.  The  orders  already  sent  you  and  Banks  place  you  and  him  in 
the  proper  positions  for  the  work  assigned  you.

Tour  despatch  of  vesterday,  reminding  me  of  a  supposed  under- 
standing that  I  would  furnish  you  a  corps  of  35,000  men,  and  ask- 
ing of  me  the  "fulfilment  of  this  understwding,"  is  received.  I  am 
ready  to  come  to  a  fair  settlement  of  accounts  with  you  on  the  ful- 
filment of  understandings. 

Early  in  March  last,  when  I  assigned  you  to  the  command  of  the 
Mountain  Department,  I  did  tell  you  I  would  give  you  all  the  force 
I  could,  and  that  I  hoped  to  make  it  reach  35,(M0.  You  at  the  same 
time  told  me  that  within  a  reasonable  time  you  would  seize  the  rail- 
road at  or  east  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  if  you  could.  There  was  then  in 
the  d(»i>artment  a  force  supposed  to  be  25,000,  the  exact  number  as 
well  known  to  you  as  to  me.  After  looking  about  two  or  three  days, 
yon  called  and  distinctly  told  me  that  if  1  would  add  the  Blenker 
division  to  the  force  already  in  the  department,  you  would  undertake 
the  job.  The  Blenker  division  contained  10,000,  and  at  the  expense 
of  ^i-eat  dissatisfaction  to  General  McClellan  I  took  it  from  his  army 
and  i^ava  it  to  you.  My  promise  was  literally  fulfilled.  I  have 
given  you  all  I  could,  and  I  have  given  you  Very  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  35,000. 

Now  for  yours.  On  the  23d  of  May,  largely  over  two  months  after- 
ward, vou  were  at  Franklin,  Va.,  not  within  300  miles  of  Knoxville, 
nor  within  80  miles  of  any  part  of  the  railroad  east  of  it,  and  not 
moving  forward,  but  telegraphing  here  that  you  could  not  move  for 
lack  of  everj^thing.  Now,  do  not  misunderstand  me.  I  do  not  say 
you  have  not  done  all  you  could.    I  presume  you  met  unexpected 
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difficulties;  and  I  beg  you  to  believe  that  as  surely  as  you  have 
done  your  best,  so  have  I,  I  have  riot  the  power  now  to  fill  up 
your  corps  to  35,000*  I  am  not  demanding  of  you  to  do  the  work 
of  35,000.  I  am  only  asking  of  you  to  stand  cautiously  on  the 
defensive,  get  your  force  in  order,  and  give  such  protection  as  you 
can  to  the  valley  of  the  Shenandoah  and  to  western  Virginia.

To  the  Senate  of  the  Umited  States :  The  bill  which  has  passed  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  entitled  *^  An  act  to  repeal 
that  part  of  an  act  of  Congress  which  prohibits  the  circulation  of  bank- 
notes of  a  less  denomination  than  five  dollars  in  the  District  of  Go- 
Inmbia,**  has  received  my  attentive  consideration,  and  I  now  retom 
it  to  the  Senate,  in  whieli  it  originated,  with  the  following  objections : 

1.  The  bill  prt>poses  to  repeal  the  existing  legislation  prohibiting 
the  cireiilatiou  of  bank-notes  of  a  less  denomination  than  five  dolhurs 
within  the  District  of  Columbia,  without  permitting  the  issuing  of 
such  bills  by  Iveinks  not  now  legally  authorized  to  issue  them.  In  my 
judgment,  it  will  be  found  impracticable,  in  the  present  condition 
of  tne  currency,  to  make  such  a  discrimination.    The  banks  have 

Snerally  suspended  s^^ecie  payments ;  and  a  legal  sanction  given  to 
e  circulation  of  the  irredeemable  notes  of  one  class  of  them  wUl 
almost  certainly  be  so  extended,  in  practical  operation,  as  to  include 
those  of  all  classes,  whether  authorized  or  unauthorized.  If  this 
view  be  correct,  the  currency  of  the  District,  should  this  act  become 
a  law,  will  certainly  and  greatly  deteriorate,  to  the  serious  injury  of 
honest  trade  and  honest  labor. 

2.  This  bill  seems  to  contemplate  no  end  which  cannot  be  other- 
wise more  certainly  and  beneficially  attained.  During  the  existing 
war  it  is  peculiarly  the  duty  of  the*  National  Government  to  secure 
to  the  people  a  sound  circulating  medium.  This  duty  has  been, 
under  existing  circumstances,  satisfactorily  performed,  in  part  at 
least,  by  authorizing  the  issue  of  United  States  notes,  receivcible  for 
^1  government  dues  except  customs,  and  made  a  l^d  tender  for  iJl 
debts,  public  and  private,  except  interest  on  public  debt.  The  object 
of  the  bill  submitted  to  me — namely,  that  of  providing  a  small  note 
currency  during  the  present  suspension — can  be  fully  accom^ished 
by  authorizing  the  issue  —  as  part  of  any  new  emission  of  United 
States  notes  made  necessary  by  the  circumstances  of-t^e  country  — 
of  notes  of  a  similar  character,  but  of  less  denomination,  than  five 
dollars.  Such  an  issue  would  answer  all  the  beneficial  purposes  of 
the  bill,  would  save  a  considerable  amount  to  the  treasury  m  inter- 
est, would  greatly  facilitate  payments  to  soldiers  and  other  creditors 
of  small  sums,  and  would  furnish  to  the  people  a  currency  as  safe 
as  their  own  government. 

Entertaining  these  objections  to  the  bill,  I  feel  myself  constrained 
to  withhold  from  it  my  approval,  and  return  it  for  the  further  con- 
sideration and  action  of  Congress.  Abraham  Lincoln.

West  Point,  June  24,  1862. 
The  President,  having  stated  to  me,  orally,  the  present  numbers 
and  positions  of  our  forces  in  front  of  the  rebel  armies  south  and 
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athwest  of  the  Potomac,  has  done  me  the  honor  to  ask  my  views 
in  writing  as  to  the  further  disj3ositions  now  to  be  made  of  the  for- 
mer, and  particularly  of  the  army  under  McDowell,  toward  the 
suppression  of  the  rebellion. 

Rreraising  that,  although  the  statements  of  the  President  were 

Suite  full  and  most  distinct  and  lucid,  yet  from  my  distance  from 
le  scenes  of  ulcerations,  and  not  having  recently  followed  them  up 
with  eJoseness,  many  details  are  still  wanting  to  give  professionifl 
value  to  my  suggestions,  1  shall,  nevertheless,  with  great  deference 
»roceed  to  offer  such  as  most  readily  occur  to  me,  each  of  which 
lat*  been  anticipated  by  the  President. 
I  consider  the  numbers  and  positions  of  Fremont  and  Banks  ade- 
uate  to  the  protection  of  Washington  against  any  force  the  enemy 
bring  by  the  way  of  the  upper  Potomac,  and  the  troops  at 
^^^  assHS  Junction,  with  the  garrisons  of  the  forts  on  the  Poto- 
mac and  of  Washington,  equally  adequate  to  its  protection  on  the 
south. 

The  force  at  Fredericksburg  seems  entirelv  out  of  position,  and  it 
cannot  be  called  up  directly  and  in  time  by  McClellau,  from  the  want 
of  railroad  transportation,  or  an  adequate  supply  train  moved  by 
animals. 

If,  however,  there  be  a  sufficient  number  of  vessels  at  hand,  that 
force  might  reach  the  head  of  York  River,  by  water^  in  time  to  aid 
in  the  operations  against  Richmond;  or,  in  the  very  improbable  case 
of  disaster  there,  to  serve  as  a  valuable  reinforcement  to  McClellan. 
The  defeat  of  the  rebels  at  Richmond,  or  their  forced  retreat  thence, 
mbined  with  our  previous  victories,  woidd  be  a  vi ritual  end  of  the 
bellion,  and  soon  restore  entire  Virginia  to  the  Union. 
The  remaining  important  points  to  be  occupied  by  us  are  Mobile, 
Charleston,  Chattanooga.  These  must  soon  come  into  our  hands. 
McDowell^s  force  at  Manassas  might  be  ordered  to  Richmond 
the  Potomac  and  York  rivers,  and  be  replaced  at  Manassas 
Kin^s  brigade,  if  there  be  adequate  transports  at  or  near

Jfy  dear  Sir:  My  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the  war  is 
about  as  follows  : 

The  evaenation  of  Corinth  and  our  delay  by  the  flood  in  the 
Chickahominy  have  enabled  the  enemy  to  concentrate  too  much  force 
in  Richmond*  for  McClellan  to  successfully  attack.  In  fact  there 
soon  will  be  no  substantial  rebel  force  anvwhere  else.  But  if  we 
send  all  the  force  from  here  to  McClellan,  the  enemy  wiJUL  before  we 
can  know  of  it,  send  a  force  from  Richmond  and  take  Washington. 
Or  if  a  lar^e  part  of  the  western  army  be  brought  here  to  McCl^lan, 
they  will  let  us  have  Richmond,  and  retake  Tennessee,  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  etc.  What  should  be  done  is  to  hold  what  we  have  in  the 
West,  open  the  Mississippi,  and  take  Chattanooga  and  East  Ten- 
nessee without  more.  A  reasonable  force  should  in  every  event  be 
kept  about  Washington  for  its  protection.  Then  let  tlie  country 
^ve  us  a  hundred  thousand  new  troops  in  the  shortest  possible 
time,  which,  added  to  McClellan  directly  or  indirectly,  will  take  Rich- 
mond without  endangering  any  other  place  which  we  now  hold,  and 
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will  substantially  end  the  war.  I  expect  to  maintain  this  contest

Up  to  the  latest  point 
to  which  we  are  posted,  he  effected  everything  in  such  exact  accor- 
dance with  his  plan,  contingently  announced  to  us  before  the  battle 
beran,  that  we  reel  justified  to  hope  that  he  has  not  failed  since.  He 
had  a  severe  engagement  in  getting  the  part  of  his  armv  on  this 
side  of  the  Chickahominy  over  to  the  other  side,  in  which  the  enemy 
lost  certainly  as  much  as  we  did.

With  Wool  and  Dix  added  to  those  mentioned, 
I  have  not,  outside  of  your  army,  75,000  men  east  of  the  mountains. 
Thus  the  idea  of  sending  you  50,000,  or  any  other  considerable 
force,  promptly,  is  simply  absurd.  If,  in  your  frequent  mention  of 
responsibility,  yon  have  the  impression  that  I  blame  you  for  not 
doing  more  than  you  can,  please  be  relieved  of  such  impression.  I 
only  beg  that  in  like  manner  you  will  not  ask  impossibinties  of  me.

I  wrote  you  last  under  date  of  the  29th  ultimo,  and  have  now  to 
say  that  vour  de^atch  of  t^e  18tb.  ultimo,  with  the  accompanying 
report  of  (Jeneral  Phelps  concerning  certain  fugitive  negroes  that 
have  come  to  his  pickets,  has  been  considered  by  the  President. 

He  is  of  opinion  that  under  the  law  of  Congress  they  cannot  be 
sent  back  to  their  masters ;  that  in  common  humanity  they  must  not 
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be  permitted  to  suffer  for  want  of  food,  Bhelter,  or  other  necessaries 
of  life;  that  to  this  end  they  should  be  pro\4ded  for  by  the  quarter- 
master's and  commissary's  departments;  and  that  tnose  mio  are 
capable  of  labor  should  be  set  to  work  and  paid  reasonable  wages. 

In  directing  this  to  be  done,  the  President  does  not  meaOj  at  pres- 
^  int^  to  settle  any  general  rule  in  respect  to  shives  or  slavery,  but 
'rimply  to  provide  for  the  particular  case  under  the  circumstances  in 
whicH  it  is  now  presented.

BEAD  BT  the  PbESIDENT  TO  BOBDEB-StaTE  BePBESENTATIVES. 

Oentlemen :  After  the  adjournment  of  Congress,  now  very  nei^  I 
shfdl  have  no  opportunity  of  seeing  you  for  several  months.  Be- 
lieving that  you  of  the  border  States  hold  more  nower  for  good  than 
any  ouier  equal  nimiber  of  members.  I  feel  it  a  auty  which  I  cannot 
justifiably  waive  to  make  this  appeal  to  you.  I  intend  no  reproadi 
or  complaint  when  I  assure  you  that,  in  my  opinion,  if  you  all  had 
voted  for  the  resolution  in  the  gradual-emancipation  message  of  last 
March,  the  war  would  now  be  substantially  ended.  And  tihe  plan 
therein  proposed  is  yet  one  of  the  most  potent  and  swift  means  of 
ending  it.  Let  the  States  which  are  in  rebellion  see  definitely  and 
certainly  that  in  no  event  will  the  States  you  represent  ever  join 
their  proposed  confederacy,  and  they  cannot  much  longer  maintain 
the  contest.  But  you  cannot  divest  them  of  their  hope  to  ultimately 
have  you  with  them  so  long  as  you  show  a  determination  to  per- 
pjetuate  the  institution  within  your  own  States.  Beat  them  at  Sec- 
tions, as  you  have  overwhelmingly  done,  and,  nothing  daunted,  they 
still  claim  you  as  their  own.  You  and  I  Know  what  the  lever  of  tiheur 
power  is.  Break  that  lever  before  their  faces,  and  they  can  shidce 
you  no  more  forever.  Most  of  you  have  treated  me  with  kindness 
and  consideration,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  now  think  I  improperly 
touch  what  is  exclusively  vour  own,  when,  for  the  sake  of  tne  whole 
country,  I  ask,  Can  you,  for  your  States,  do  better  than  to  take  tiie 
course  I  urge  T  Discarding  punctilio  and  maxims  adapted  to  more  man- 
ageable times,  and  looking  only  to  the  unprecedentedly  stem  facts 
of  our  case,  can  you  do  better  in  anv  possible  event  T  You  prefer  that 
the  constitutional  relation  of  the  States  to  the  nation  shall  be  prac- 
tically restored  without  disturbance  of  the  institution;  and  if  this 
were  done,  my  whole  duty  in  this  respect,  under  the  Constitution  and 
my  oath  of  office,  would-be  performed.  But  it  is  not  done,  and  we 
are  trying  to  accomplish  it  by  war.  The  incidents  of  the  war  cannot 
be  avoided.  K  the  war  continues  long,  as  it  must  if  the  object  be  not 
sooner  attained,  the  institution  in  your  States  will  be  extin^ished 
by  mere  friction  and  abrasion  —  by  the  mere  incident*  of  tne  war. 
It  will  be  gone,  and  you  \^ill  have  nothing  valuable  in  lieu  of  it. 
Much  of  its  value  is  gone  already.    How  much  better  for  you  and 
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'  yoiir  people  to  take  the  step  which  at  once  shortens  the  war  and 
[jures  substantial  compensation  for  that  which  is  sure  to  be  wholly 
ist  in  any  other  event  f    How  ranch  better  to  thus  save  the  money 
P'hieh  else  we  sink  forever  in  the  war !     How  mueli  better  to  do  it 
'  while  we  can,  lest  the  war  ere  loug  render  us  pecuniarily  unable  to  do 
it !     How  much  better  for  you  as  seller,  and  the  nation  as  buyer,  to 
out  and  buy  out  that  without  which  the  war  could  never  have 
en,  than  to  sink  both  the  thing  to  l>e  sold  and  the  pri*;e  of  it  in  cnt- 
ig  one  another's  tliroats !

rhere  could  be  free.  He  proclaimed  all  men  free  witldn  certain 
Stat'es,  and  I  repudiat>e<l  the  proclamation.  He  expected  more  tjood 
and  less  harm  from  the  measure  than  I  conld  believe  would  foni)w. 
Yet,  in  repudiating  it,  I  gave  dissatisfaction,  if  not  offense,  to  many 
*  rhose  support  the  countiy  cannot  afford  to  lose.  And  this  is  not 
tie  end  or  it.  The  pressure  in  this  direction  is  still  upon  me,  and  is 
acreasing-  By  conceding  what  I  now  ask,  you  c^n  relieve  me,  and, 
i  more,  can  relieve  the  eountiy,  in  tliis  important  point.

Before  I  was  informed  of  the  passa^  of  the  i^esolution,  I  had  jjre- 
lured  the  draft  of  a  message  stating  objections  to  the  bill  becoming 
law,  a  copy  of  which  draft  is  herewith  transmitted,

FeUoW'Citizmis  of  the  House  of  Representatives :  I  herewith  return 
your  honorable  body,  in  which  it  originated^  the  bill  for  an  act 

titlc<l  "An  act  to  suppress  treason  and  rebellion,  to  seize  and  con- 
at^  the  property  of  rebels,  and  for  other  purposes,"  together  with 
mv  objections  to  its  becoming  a  law. 

'I'here  is  much  in  the  bill  to  which  I  perceive  no  objection.  It  is 
wholly  prospective ;  and  it  touches  neither  i>ersou  nor  property  of 
any  loyal  citizen,  in  which  particulars  it  h  just  and  proper. 

Thefirst  and  second  sections  provide  for  tlie  conviction  and  pun- 
ishment of  persons  who  shaU  be  guilty  of  treason,  and  persons  who 
shall  "incite,  set  on  foot,  assist,  or  engage  in  any  rebellion  or  in- 
surrection against  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  or  the  laws 
thereof^  or  shall  give  aid  and  comfort  thereto,  or  shall  engage  in  or 

P'VB  aid  and  comfort  to  any  such  existing  rebellion  or  insurrection  " 
tion,  persons  within  these  sections  are  not  to  be 
\.  t  regular  trials  in  duly  constituted  courts  under  the 

fonn^  and  idl  the  KuliHtantial  provisions  of  law  and  of  the  Consti- 
fntion  applicable  to  their  several  cases.     To  this  I  r)ercoive  no  ob- 
ion,   esfpecially  as  such  persons  w<iuld  be  within  the   general 
i  'iiioning  iX)Wcr,  and  also  the  special  pnjvision  for  pardon  and 
amnesty  contaiuiMl  in  this  act. 
It  is  also  provided  that  the  slaves  of  persons  convicted  under  these 
Vol..  n.— 14. 
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sections  shall  be  free.  I  think  there  is  an  unfortunate  form  of  ex- 
pression, rather  than  a  substantial  objection,  in  this.  It  is  startling 
to  say  that  CongiTss  can  free  a  slave  within  a  State^  and  vet  if 
it  were  said  the  ownersbip  of  the  slave  had  first  been  tranefeiTed 
to  the  nation,  and  that  Congress  had  then  liberated  him,  the  diffi- 
cult^'  wouhl  at  onee  vanish.  And  this  is  the  real  ease.  The  traitor 
against  tlie  Generfd  Grovernmeiit  forfeits  his  slave  at  least  as  justly 
as  he  does  any  other  property  ;  and  he  forfeits  both  to  the  govern- 
ment against  whieh  he  offends.  The  government,  so  far  as  there 
can  be  ownership^  thus  owns  the  forfeited  slaves,  and  the  question 
for  Congress  in  regard  to  them  is,  "  iShall  they  be  made  free  or  be 
sold  to  new  masters!"  I  pereeive  no  objection  to  Congress  decid* 
ing  in  advanre  that  they  shall  be  free.  To  the  high  honor  of  Ken- 
tucky, as  I  am  informed,  she  has  been  the  owner  of  some  slaves  bv 
escheat,  and  she  sold  none,  but  liberated  all.  I  hope  the  same  is 
true  of  some  other  States.  Indeed,  I  do  not  believe  it  wotild  be 
physically  possible  for  the  General  (Tovernment  to  return  persons 
so  circumstanced  to  aetind  slavery.  I  believe  there  would  be  physi- 
cal resistance  to  it  which  could  neither  be  turned  aside  by  argument 
nor  driven  away  by  force.  In  this  view  I  have  no  objection  to  this 
feature  of  the  bill  Another  matter  involved  in  these  two  sections 
and  running  through  other  parts  of  the  act  will  be  noticed  hereafter. 

I  perceive  no  objection  to  the  third  and  foui-th  sections. 

So  far  as  I  wish  to  notice  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections,  they  may  be 
considered  together.  That  the  enforcement  of  these  sections  would 
do  no  injustice  to  the  persons  embraced  within  them  is  clear.  That 
those  who  make  a  c-auseless  war  should  be  compelled  to  pay  the 
cost  of  it  is  too  obviously  jtist  t/O  be  called  in  question.  To  give 
ffovernmental  protection  to  the  propertv  of  persons  who  have  aban- 
doned it,  and  gone  on  a  crusade  to  ovortlirow  that  same  government^ 
is  absurd,  if  considered  in  the  mere  light  of  justice.  The  severest 
justice  may  not  alwavs  be  the  best  policy.  The  principle  of  seizing 
and  appropriating  the  property  of  the  persons  embraced  within 
these  sections  is  certainly  not  very  objectionable ;  but  a  justly  dis- 
criminating application  of  it  would  be  very  difficult,  and  to  a  great 
extent  impojiiisible.  And  wcnild  it  not  be  wise  t^  place  a  power  of 
remission  somewhere,  so  that  these  persons  may  Know  they  have 
something  to  lose  by  persisting,  and  something  to  save  by  desisting! 
I  am  not  sure  whether  such  power  of  remission  is  or  is  not  withio 
section  thirteen. 

Without  any  special  act  of  Congress,  I  think  our  military  oom- 
manders,  when,  in  military  phrase,  "they  are  i^ithin  the  enemy's 
country,"  should,  in  an  ortieHy  manner,  seize  and  use  whatever 'of 
real  or  personal  property  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  their 
commands ;  at  the  same  time  preserving  insome  way  the  evidence  of 
w^hat  thev  do. 

What  1  have  said  in  regard  to  slaves  while  commenting  on  the 
first  and  second  st^ctions^  is  applicable  to  the  ninth,  with  the  differ- 
ence that  no  provision  is  made  in  the  whole  act  for  determining 
whether  a  particular  indiviilufd  slave  does  or  does  not  fall  within  the 
classes  defined  in  that  section.    He  is  to  be  free  upon  certain  condi- 
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ions;  bnt  whether  those  eonditions  do  or  do  not  pertain  to  him,  no 
jode  of  a-«!eertainiug  u?  provided.     This  coidd  be  easily  supplied. 
Th  th  section  I  make  no  objection*     The  oath  therein  re- 

lir.  ">  Ui  be  proper^  and  the  remainder  of  the  section  is  sub- 

mtuiily  identical  witb  a  law  already  existing. 
The  eleventh  section  simply  assumes  to  confer  discretionary  powers 
[>on  the  Executive.    Without  this  law  I  have  no  hesitation  to  ^o  as 
in  the  direction  indicated  as  I  may  at  any  time  deem  expedient, 
ind  I  am  ready  t-o  say  now^  I  think  it  is  proper  for  our  military 
^Dmmanders  to  employ  as  laborers  as  many  persons  of  African 
iescent  as  can  be  used  to  advantage. 

The  twelfth  and  thirteenth  sections  are  something  better  than  un- 
kbjectionable ;  and  the  fourt-eenth  is  entirely  proper  if  all  other  parts 
t  the  act  shall  stand. 

That  to  which  I  chiefly  object  pervades  most  parts  of  the  act,  but 
lore  distinctly  appears  m  the  first,  second,  seventh,  and  eighth  sec- 
'  JDS.     It  is  tfie  sum  of  those  provisions  wtiich  results  in  the  divest- 
ioff  of  title  forever. 

For  the  causes  of  treason  and  the  ingredients  of  treason  not 
noQDtiDg  to  the  full  crime,  it  declares  forfeiture  extending  beyond

M^  dear  Sir :  Yours  of  the  16th,  by  the  hand  of  Governor  Shep- 
ley,  is  received.  It  seems  the  Union  feeline  in  Louisiana  is  being 
crushed  out  by  the  course  of  General  Phelps.  Please  pardon  me 
for  believing  that  is  a  false  pretense.  The  people  of  Louisiana — 
all  intelligent  people  everywhere  —  know  full  well  that  I  never  had 
a  wish  to  touch  the  foundations  of  their  society,  or  any  right  of 
theirs.

«emi**s  hrst  they  be  struck  by  accident ! 

Mr  Durant  comphiins  that  in  various  ways  the  relation  of  mas- 
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ter  and  slave  is  disturbed  by  the  presence  of  onr  army,  and  he  con- 
siders it  particnlarly  vexatious  tiiat  this,  in  part^  is  done  under  cover 
of  an  act  of  Congress,  while  constitutional  guaranties  are  suspended 
on  the  plea  of  military  necessity.  The  truth  is,  that  what  is  done 
and  omitted  about  slaves  is  done  and  omitted  on  the  same  military 
necessity.  It  is  a  military  necessity  to  have  men  and  money ;  and 
we  can  get  neither  in  sufficient  numbers  or  amounts  if  we  keep  from 
or  drive  from  our  lines  slaves  coming  to  them.  Mr.  Durant  cannot 
be  ignorant  of  the  pressure  in  this  direction,  nor  of  my  efforts  to 
hold  it  within  bounds  till  he  and  such  as  he  shall  have  time  to  help 
themselves. 

I  am  not  posted  to  speak  understandingly  on  all  the  police  regu- 
lations of  which  Mr.  Durant  complains.  If  experience  shows  any 
one  of  them  to  be  wron^,  let  them  be  set  rid^t.  I  think  I  can  i)er- 
ceive  in  the  freedom  or  trade  which  Mr.  Durant  urges  that  he 
would  relieve  both  friends  and  enemies  from  tibie  pressure  of  the 
blockade.  By  this  he  would  serve  the  enemy  more  effectively  than 
the  enemy  is  able  to  serve  himself.  I  do  not  say  or  believe  that  to 
serve  the  enemy  is  the  purpose  of  Mr.  Durant,  or  that  he  is  con- 
scious of  any  purpose  other  than  national  and  patriotic  ones.  Still, 
if  there  were  a  class  of  men  who,  having  no  cnoice  of  sides  in  the 
contest,  were  anxious  only  to  have  quiet  and  comfort  for  themselves 
while  it  ra^s,  and  to  fall  in  with  the  victorious  side  at  the  end  of 
it  without  Toss  to  themselves,  their  advice  as  to  the  mode  of  conduct- 
ing the  contest  would  be  precisely  such  as  his  is.  He  speaks  of  no 
duty  —  apparently  thinks  of  none  —  resting  upon  Union  men.  He 
even  thinks  it  injurious  to  the  Union  cause  that  they  should  be  re- 
strained in  trade  and  passage  without  taking  sides.  Thej  are  to 
touch  neither  a  sail  nor  a  pump,  but  to  be  merely  passengers  — 
deadheads  at  that  —  to  be  earned  snug  and  dry  throughout  the 
storm,  and  safely  landed  right  side  up.  Nay,  more :  even  a  mutineer 
is  to  go  untouched,  lest  these  sacred  passengers  receive  an  accidental 
wound.  Of  course  the  rebellion  will  never  be  suppressed  in  Louisi- 
ana if  the  professed  Union  men  there  will  neither  help  to  do  it  nor 
permit  the  government  to  do  it  without  their  help.  Now,  I  think  the 
true  remedy  is  very  different  from  what  is  suggested  by  Mr.  Durante 
It  does  not'lie  in  i^ounding  the  rough  angles  of  the  war,  but  in  re- 
mo\ing  the  necessity  for  the  war.  The  people  of  Louisiana  who 
wish  protection  to  person  and  property  have  but  to  reach  forth  their 
hands  and  take  it.  Let  them  in  good  faith  reinaugurate  the  national 
authority,  and  set  up  a  State  government  conforming  thereto  under 
the  Constitution.  They  know  how  to  do  it,  and  can  have  the  protec- 
tion of  the  army  while  doing  it.  The  army  will  be  withdrawn  so 
soon  as  such  State  government  can  dispense*  with  its  presence ;  and 
the  people  of  the  State  oan  then,  upon  the  old  constitutional  t^rms, 
govern  themselves  to  their  own  liking.    This  is  ver\'  simple  and  easy.

Dear  Sir:  Your  very  acceptable  letter,  dated  Orbe,  Canton  de 
Vaud.  Switzerland,  ISth  of  J W,  1862^  is  received.  The  moral  effect 
was  toe  worst  of  the  affair  before  Richmond,  and  that  has  run  its 
course  downward.  We  are  now  at  a  stand,  and  shall  soon  be  rising 
again,  as  we  hope.  I  believe  it  is  true  that,  in  men  and  material, 
the  enemy  suffered  more  than  we  in  that  series  of  conflicts,  while  it 
is  certain  he  is  less  able  to  bear  it. 

With  us  every  soldier  is  a  man  of  character,  and  must  be  treated 
with  more  consideration  than  is  customary  in  Europe.  Hence  our 
ffreat  army,  for  slighter  causes  than  could  have  prevailed  there,  has 
dwindled  rapidly,  bringing  the  necessity  for  a  new  call  earlier  than 
was  anticipated.  We  shall  easily  obtain  the  new  levy,  however. 
Be  not  alarmed  if  you  shall  learn  that  we  shall  have  resorted  to 
a  draft  for  part  of  this.  It  seems  strange  even  to  me,  but  it  is  true, 
that  the  government  is  now  pressed  tc>  this  course  by  a  x)opular 
demand.  Thousands  who  wisn  not  to  personally  enter  the  service, 
are  nevertheless  anxious  to  pay  and  send  substitutes,  provided  thev 
can  have  assurance  that  unwilling  persons,  similarly  situated.  wiU 
be  compelled  to  do  likewise.  Besides  this,  volunteers  mostly  cnoose 
to  enter  newly  forming  regiments,  while  drafted  men  can  be  sent 
to  fill  up  the  old  ones,  wherein  man  for  man  they  are  quite  doubly 
as  valuable. 

You  ask,  "  Whv  is  it  that  the  North  with  her  great  armies  so  often 
is  found  with  inferiority  of  nuinl)ers  face  to  face  with  the  armies  of 
the  South?''  While  I  painfully  know  the  fact,  a  military  man — which 
I  am  not — would  better  answer  the  question.    The  fact,  I  know,  has 
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loot  been  overlooked  j  and  I  suppose  the  cause  of  its  continuance  lies 
[mainly  in  the  other  facts  that  the  enemy  holds  the  interior  and  we 
[the  exterior  lines;  and  that  we  operate  where  the  people  convey  in- 
*  formation  to  the  enemy,  while  he  operates  where  they  convey  none 
to  us.

Ton  are  much  admired  in  America  for  the  ability  of  your  writings, 

and  much  loved  for  your  generosity  to  us  and  your  devotion  to 

rliberal  principles  generally. 

You  are  quite  right  as  to  the  importance  to  us,  for  its  bearing  upon 

iSurope,  that  we  should  achieve  military  successes,  and  the  same  is 

true  for  us  at  home  as  well  as  abroad.    Yet  it  seems  unreasonable 

that  a  series  of  successes,  extending  through  half  a  year^  aud  elear- 

n»ore  than  100,000  square  miles  of  country,  should  help  us  so 

while  a  single  half  defeat  should  hurt  us  so  much.

Fellaw-citizens :  I  believe  there  is  no  precedent  for  my  appearing 
lliefore  you  on  this  occasioiLr  but  it  is  also  ti*ue  that  there  is  no  pre- 
Icedent  for  your  being  here  yourselves ;  and  I  offer,  in  justification 
\ot  myself  and  of  you,  that  upon  examination  I  have  found  nothing 
pu  the  Constitution  against  it.  I,  however,  have  an  impression  that 
Ithcre  are  younger  gentlemen  who  will  entertain  you  better,  and 
■better  address  your  understanding,  than  I  will  or  could;  and  there- 
fore I  propose  to  detain  you  but  a  moment  longer. 

I  am  very  little  incHoed  on  anv  occasion  to  say  anything  unless  I 
Jiope  to  produce  some  good  by  it.  The  onlv  thing  I  think  of  just 
rnow  not  likely  to  be  better  said  by  some  one  t4se»  is  a  matter  in  which 
I  we  liave  heard  some  other  pei-sons  bhxmed  for  what  I  did  myself. 
[There  has  been  a  verv  wide-spread  attempt  to  have  a  quarrel  be- 
lt ween  Ueneral  McClellan  and  the  Secretaiy  of  War.  Now,  I  occupy 
IB  |K>sitiou  that  enables  me  to  observe  that  these  two  gentk^men  are 
[not  nearly  so  deep  in  the  (juarrel  as  some  pretending  to  be  their 
j friends.  General  MeCleUan's  attitude  is  sueli  that,  in  the  veiy  sel- 
I jishness  of  his  nature*  he  cannot  but  wish  to  be  successful,  and  I 
[hope  he  will;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  in  precisely  the  same 
Situation.  If  the  militar^^  commanders  in  the  field  cimnot  be  sue- 
Icessful,  not  only  the  Secretary  of  War,  but  myself,— for  the  time 
[being  the  master  of  them  both, —  cannot  but  be  failures.  I  know 
I  General  MeClellan  wishes  to  be  successful,  and  I  know  he  does 
tiut  wish  it  any  more  than  the  Secretary  of  War  for  him,  and  both 
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of  them  together  no  more  than  I  wish  it  Sometimes  we  have  a  dis- 
pute about  how  many  men  General  McGlellan  has  had,  and  those 
who  would  disparage  nim  say  that  he  has  had  a  verylar^e  number, 
and  those  who  would  disparage  the  Secretary  of  War  insist  that 
General  McGlellan  has  had  a  very  small  number.  The  basis  for 
this  is,  there  is  always  a  wide  difference,  and  on  this  occasion  per- 
haps a  wider  one  than  usual,  between  the  grand  total  on  McClellan's 
rolls  and  the  men  actually  fit  for  duty;  and  those  who  would  dispar- 
age him  talk  of  the  grand  total  on  paper,  and  those  who  would  dis- 
parage the  Secretary  of  War  talk  of  those  at  present  fit  for  duty. 
General  McGlellan  has  sometimes  asked  for  thin^  that  the  Secretary 
of  War  did  not  ^ve  him.  General  McGlellan  is  not  to  blame  for 
asking  for  what  he  wanted  and  needed,  and  the  Secretary  of  War 
is  not  to  blame  for  not  giving  when  he  had  none  to  give.  And  I 
say  here,  as  far  as  I  know,  the  Secretary  of  War  has  withheld  no 
one  thin^  at  any  time  in  my  power  to  give  him.  I  have  no  accusa- 
tion against  him.  I  believe  he  is  a  brave  and  able  man,  and  I  stand 
here,  as  justice  requires  me  to  do,  to  take  upon  myself  what  has 
been  charged  on  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  witnholding  from  him.

August  14,  1862.— Address  on  Colonization  to  a  Deputation 

OF  Colored  Men. 

Washington,  Thursday,  August  14,  1862. 

This  afternoon  the  President  of  the  United  States  gave  an  audience 
to  a  committee  of  colored  men  at  the  White  House.  They  were 
introduced  by  Rev.  J.  Mitchell,  Commissioner  of  Emigration.  E.  M. 
Thomas,  the  chairman,  remarked  that  they  were  there  by  invita- 
tion to  hear  what  the  Executive  had  to  say  to  them. 

Having  all  been  seated,  the  President,  after  a  few  preliminary 
observations,  informed  them  that  a  sum  of  money  had  been  appro- 
priated by  Congress,  and  placed  at  his  disposition,  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  the  colonization  in  some  country  of  the  people,  or  a  portion 
of  them,  of  African  descent,  thereby  making  it  his  duty,  as  it  had 
for  a  long  time  been  his  inclination,  to  favor  that  cause.  And  why. 
he  asked,  should  the  people  of  your  race  be  colonized,  and  where  T 
Why  should  they  leave  this  country  T  This  is,  perhaps,  the  first 
question  for  proper  consideration.  You  and  we  are  different  races. 
We  have  between  us  a  broader  difference  than  exists  between  almost 
any  other  two  races.  Whether  it  is  right  or  wrong  I  need  not  dis- 
cuss ;  but  thisphysical  difference  is  a  great  disadvantage  to  us  both, 
as  I  think.    Your  race  suffer  very  greatly,  many  of  them,  by  liv- 
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ing  among  ns,  while  ours  suffer  from  your  presence.  In  a  word, 
we  suffer  on  each  side*  If  this  is  admitted,  it  affords  a  reason, 
It  least,  why  we  should  be  separated.  You  here  are  freemen,  I

Owing 

the  existence  of  the  two  races  on  this  continent,  I  need  not  recount 

I  you  the  effects  upon  white  men,  growing  out  of  tlie  institution  of 

ftverv% 

I  believe  in  its  general  evil  effects  on  the  white  race.  See  our  pres* 
at  condition — the  country  engaged  in  war — our  white  men  cutting 
ae  another*8  throats — none  knowing  how  far  it  will  extend — and 
ben  consider  what  we  know  to  be  the  truth.  But  for  your  race 
iraong  us  there  could  not  be  war,  although  many  men  engaged  on 
ither  side  do  not  care  for  you  one  wav  or  the  other.  Keverthe- 
8, 1  repeat,  without  the  institution  of  slavery,  and  the  colored  race 
a  basis,  the  wai'  could  not  have  an  existence.  It  is  better  for  us 
[>th,  therefore,  to  be  separated.  I  know  that  there  are  free  men 
long  you  who,  even  if  they  coidd  better  their  condition,  are  not  as 
inch  inclined  to  go  out  of  the  country  as  those  who,  being  slaves, 
>uld  obtain  their  freedom  on  this  condition.  I  suppose  one  of  the 
mncipal  difficulties  in  the  way  of  colonization  is  that  the  free  colored 
man  cannot  see  that  his  comfort  would  be  advanced  by  it.  You  may 
lieve  that  you  c^n  live  in  Wasluugton,  or  elsewhere  in  the  United 
tes,  the  remainder  of  your  life  as  easily,  perhaps  more  so,  than 
in  in  any  foreign  country;  and  hence  you  may  come  to  the 
sion  that  you  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  idea  of  going  to  a 
pi^  countr}. 

This  is  (I  sj>eak  in  no  unkind  sense)  an  extremely  selfish  view  of 
tie  case.  You  ought  to  do  something  to  help  those  who  are  not  so 
!)rtiinat^  as  yourselves.  There  is  an  im  willingness  on  the  part  of  our 
eople,  harsh  as  it  may  be,  for  you  free  colored  people  to  remain 
irith  us.  Now,  if  you  could  give  a  start  to  the  white  people,  you 
lould  open  a  wide  door  for  many  to  be  made  free.  If  we  deal  with 
"bosc  who  are  not  free  at  the  beginning,  and  whose  intellects  are 
loude*!  by  slavery',  we  have  very  poor  material  to  start  with.  If 
"gent  c<»lored  men,  such  as  are  before  me,  would  move  in  this 
r,  much  might  be  accomplished.  It  is  exceedingly  important 
[we  have  men  at  the  begioning  capable  of  tliinking  as  whitd 
i  and  not  those  who  have  been  systematically  oppressed.   There

is  mucli  to  encourage  you.  For  the  sake  of  your  race  you  should 
sacrifice  somethiog  of  your  present  comfort  for  the  purpose  of  being 
as  grand  in  that  respect  as  tne  white  people.  It  is  a  Peering  thought 
throughout  life,  that  something  can  be  done  to  ameliorate  tne  condi- 
tif>n  of  those  who  have  been  subject  to  the  hard  usages  of  the  world. 
It  is  difflcnit  to  make  a  man  miserable  while  he  feels  he  is  worthy 
of  himself  and  claims  kindred  to  the  great  God  who  made  him.  In 
the  American  Revolutionary  war  sacrifices  were  made  by  men  en- 
gaged in  it,  but  they  were  cheered  by  the  future.  General  Washing- 
ton himself  endured  greater  physical  hardships  than  if  he  h^ 
remained  a  British  subject^  yet  he  was  a  happy  man  because  he  was 
eumged  in  benefiting  his  race^  in  doing  something  for  the  children 
of  nis  neighbors,  having  none  of  his  own. 

The  colony  ot  Liberia  has  been  in  existence  a  long  time.  In  a 
ceilaiu  sense  it  is  a  success.  The  old  President  of  Li^ria,  Boberts, 
has  just  been  with  me — the  first  time  I  ever  saw  him.  He  says  they 
have  within  the  bounds  of  that  colony  between  three  and  four  hun- 
dred thousand  people^  or  more  than  in  some  of  our  old  States,  such  as 
Rhode  Island  or  Delaware,  or  in  some  of  our  newer  States,  and  less 
than  in  some  of  our  larger  ones.  They  are  not  all  American  colonists 
or  their  descendants.  Something  less  than  12,000  have  been  sent 
thither  from  this  country.  Many  of  the  original  settlei's  have  died ; 
yet,  like  people  elsewhere,  their  oflfspring  outnumber  those  deceased. 
The  question  is,  if  the  colored  people  are  persuaded  to  go  anywhere^ 
why  not  there! 

One  reason  for  unwillingness  to  do  so  is  that  some  of  jou  would 
rather  remain  within  reach  of  the  country  of  your  nativity.  I  do 
Dot  know  how  much  attachment  you  may*have  toward  ourVace.  It 
does  not  strike  me  that  you  have  the  gi'eatest  reason  to  love  them. 
But  still  you  are  attached  to  them,  at  all  events. 

The  place  I  am  thinking  about  for  a  colony  is  in  Central  America- 
It  is  nearer  to  us  thau  Liberia — not  much  more  than  one  fourth  as 
far  as  Liberia,  and  within  seven  days'  run  by  steamers.  Unlike 
Liberia,  it  is  a  great  line  of  travel — it  is  a  highway.  The  country 
is  a  very  excellent  one  for  any  people,  and  with  great  natural  re- 
sources and  advantages,  and  especially  becAuse  of  the  similarity  of 
climate  with  your  native  soil,  thus  being  suited  to  your  physical  con- 
dition. The  particularj3lace  I  have  in  view  is  to  be  a  great  highway 
from  the  Atlantic  or  Caribbean  Sea  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  this 
particular  place  has  all  the  advantages  for  a  colony.  On  both  sides 
there  are  harbors — among  the  finest  in  the  world.  Again,  there  is 
evidence  of  very  rich  coal-mines.  A  certain  amount  of  coal  is  valu- 
able in  any  country.  Why  I  attach  so  mueh  importance  to  coal  is, 
it  will  afford  an  opportunity  to  the  inhabitiints  for  immediate  em- 

floyraent  till  they  get  ready  to  settle  permanently  in  their  homes, 
f  you  take  colonists  where  there  is  no  good  landing,  there  is  a  bad 
show;  and  so  where  there  is  nothing  to  cultivate  and  of  which  to 
make  a  farm.  But  if  something  is  started  so  that  you  can  get  your 
daily  bread  as  soon  as  you  reach  there^  it  is  a  great  advantage. 
Coal  land  is  the  best  thing  I  know  of  with  which  to  commence  an 
euterprise. 
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To  return — you  have  been  talked  to  upon  this  subject,  and  told 
that  a  speeulatiou  is  Intended  by  gentlemen  who  have  an  interest 
in  the  countn\  including  the  coal-mines.    We  have  been  mistaken 
all  our  lives  if  we  do  not  know  whites,  as  well  as  blacks,  look  to 
their  self-interest.   Unless  among  those  deficient  of  intellect,  every- 
body you  trade  with  makes  something.     You  meet  with  these  things 
here  and  everywhere.     If  such  persons  have  what  will  be  an  advan- 
tage to  them,  the  question  is,  whether  it  cannot  be  made  of  advan- 
tage  to  you  T  You  are  intelligent,  and  know  that  success  does  not  so 
^1^^  depend  on  external  help  as  on  self-reliance.    Much,  therefore, 
^^^^pids  upon  yourselves.    As  to  the  coal-mines^  I  think  I  see  the 
^^nns  available  for  your  self-reliance.    I  shall,  if  I  get  a  si^cient 
number  of  you  engaged,  have  provision  made  that  you  shall  not 
Ixs  wronged.    If  you  will  engage  in  the  enterprise,  I  will  spend 
some  of  the  money  intrusted  to  me,  I  am  not  sure  you  will  succeed, 
e  government  may  lose  the  money  j  but  we  cannot  succeed  unless 
^e  try  J  and  we  think,  with  care,  we  can  succeed.    The  political 
Gtairs  in  Central  America  are  not  in  quite  as  satisfactory  a  condi- 
ion  as  I  wish.     There  are  contending  factions  in  that  quarter ;  but, 
is  true,  all  the  factions  are  agreed  alike  on  the  subject  of  colo- 

tion,  and  want  it,  and  are  more  generous  than  we  are  here. 
To  your  colored  race  they  have  no  objection.    I  would  endeavor 
:o  have  vou  made  the  equals,  and  have  the  best  assurance  that 
a  should  be,  the  equals  of  the  best. 

The  practical  thing  I  want  to  ascertain  is,  whether  I  can  get  a 

iumber  of  able-bodied  men,  with  their  wives  and  children^  who  are 

tUlng  to  go  when  I  present  evidence  of  encouragement  and  pro- 

tion.

The  subject  presented  in  the  memorial  is  one  upon  which  I  have 
thought  iiiueh  for  weeks  past,  and  I  may  even  say  for  months.  I 
am  approached  \nth  the  most  opposite*  opinions  and  advice,  and 
that  by  religious  men  who  are  equaUy  certain  that  thev  represent 
the  divine  will  I  ara  sure  that  either  the  one  or  the  otlher  class  is 
mistaken  in  that  belief,  and  perhaps  in  some  respects  both*  I  hope 
it  win  not  be  irreverent  for  rae  to  sa^^'  that  if  it  is  probable  that  God 
would  reveal  his  wiU  to  others  on  a  point  so  connected  with  my 
duty,  it  might  be  supposed  he  would  reveal  it  directly  to  me ;  for, 
nnless  I  am  more  deceived  in  myself  than  I  often  am,  it  is  my  ear- 
nest desir'e  to  know  the  wUl  of  Providence  in  this  matter.  And  if  I 
cau  learn  what  it  is,  I  will  do  it.  These  are  not,  however,  tiie  days 
of  mirach*s,  and  I  suppose  it  will  be  gi*anted  that  I  am  not  to  ex- 
pect a  direct  revelation.  I  must  study  the  plain  physical  facts  of 
the  case,  ascertain  what  ia  possible,  and  learn  what  appears  to  be 
wise  and  right. 

The  subject  is  difficult,  and  good  men  do  not  agree.  For  instance, 
tlie  other  dav  four  gentlemen  of  standing  and  intelli|rence  from 
New  York  called  as  a  delegation  on  business  connected  with  the  war; 
but,  before  ]ea\Hug,  two  or  them  earnestly  beset  me  to  proclaim  gen- 
eral emancipation,  upon  which  the  other  two  at  once  attacked  them- 
You  know  also  that  tlio  last  session  of  Congress  had  a  decided  major- 
ity of  antislavery  men,  yet  the^*  eoidd  not  unite  on  this  policy.  And 
the  same  is  true  of  the  religious  people.  Why,  the  rebel  soldiers  are 
praying  with  a  great  deid  more  earnestness,  I  fear,  than  onr  own 
troops,  and  expecting  God  to  favor  their  sidej  for  one  of  our  soldiers

What  good  would  a  proclamation  of  emancipation  from  me  do, 
especially  as  we  are  now  situated  T  I  do  not  want  to  issue  a  document 
that  the  whole  world  will  see  must  necessarily  be  inoperative,  like 
the  PiJi>e's  bull  against  the  comet  Would  my  word  free  the  slaves, 
when  I  cannot  even  enforce  the  Constitution  in  the  rebel  States!  Is 
there  a  single  court,  or  magistrate,  or  individual  that  would  be  in- 
fluenced by  it  there !  And  what  reason  is  there  to  think  it  would 
have  anv  greater  effect  upon  the  slaves  than  the  late  law  of  Con- 
gress, wnieh  I  approved,  and  which  offers  protection  and  freedom 
to  the  slaves  of  rebel  masters  who  come  within  onr  lines!  Yet  I 
cannot  learn  that  that  law  has  caused  a  single  slave  to  come  over  to 
US.  And  suppose  they  could  be  induced  by  a  proclamation  of  ft-ee- 
dom  from  me  to  throw  themselves  upon  us,  what  should  we  do  with 
them  t  How  can  we  feed  and  care  for  such  a  multitude  T  General 
Butler  wrote  me  a  few  days  since  that  he  was  issning  more  rations 
to  the  slaves  who  have  rushed  to  him  than  to  all  the  white  troops 
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noder  Ms  eommand.    They  eat,  and  that  is  all  ]  though  it  is  true 

iGeneral  Butler  is  feeding  the  whites  also  by  the  tbousand.  foi*  it 

Beariy  amounts  to  a  famine  there.    If,  now,  the  pressure  of  the  war 

liould  call  off  our  forces  from  New  Orleans  to  defend  some  other 

aint,  what  is  to  prevent  the  masters  from  reducing  the  blacks  to 

avery  again  T  For  I  am  told  that  whenever  the  rebels  take  any  black 

prisoners,  free  or  slave,  they  immediately  auetion  them  off.    They 

Jid  so  with  those  they  took  from  a  boat  that  was  aground  in  the 

'6  River  a  few  days  ago.  And  then  I  am  very  ungenerously 

i  for  it!     For  instance,  when,  after  the  late'batfles  at  and 

ne*ir  liull  Run,  an  expedition  went  mit  from  Washington  under  a 

flag  of  truce  to  bury  the  dead  and  bring  in  the  wounded,  and  the 

rebels  seixed  the  blacks  who  went  along  to  help,  and  sent  them  into 

filuvery.  Horace  Greeley  said  in  his  paper  that  trie  goveniment  would 

probably  do  nothing  about  it.    What  eould  I  do  ? 

Now,  then,  tell  me,  if  you  please,  what  possible  result  of  good 

would  follow  the  issuing  of  such  a  proclamation  as  you  desire! 

Understand,  I  raise  no  objections  against  it  on  legal  or  coustitntional 

grounds;  for,  as  eommauder-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy,  in  time 

f  war  I  supp<->se  I  have  a  right  to  take  any  measure  which  may  best 

abdne  the  enemy ;  nor  do  I  urge  objections  of  a  moral  nature,  in 

Jew  of  possible  consequences  of  insurrection  and  massacre  at  the 

"juth.    1  view  this  matter  as  a  practical  war  measure,  to  be  decided 

according  to  the  advantages  or  disadvantages  it  may  offer  to  the 

fpressiou  of  the  rebellion. 
admit  that  slavery  is  the  root  of  the  rebellion,  or  at  least  its  ^ine 
ua  fpon*  The  ambition  of  politicians  may  have  instigated  them  to 
ct,  but  they  would  have  been  impotent  without  slavery  as  their  in- 
truraent.  I  will  also  concede  that  emancipation  would  help  us  in 
ilurope,  and  eonvnnc^  them  that  we  are  incited  by  something  more 
than  ambition*  I  grant,  further,  that  it  would  help  somewhat  at  the 
North,  though  not  so  much,  I  fear,  as  you  and  those  you  represent 
imagine.  Still,  some  additional  stren^i  would  be  added  in  that 
W»y  to  the  war,  and  then,  unquestionabI}%  it  would  weaken  tlie  labels 
by  drawing  off  their  laborers,  which  is  of  great  importance ;  but  I 

Knot  so  sure  we  could  do  much  with  the  blacks.  If  we  were  to  arm 
m,  I  fear  that  in  a  few  weeks  the  arms  would  be  in  the  hands  of 
rebels;  and,  indeed,  thus  far  we  have  not  had  arms  enough  to 
dp  our  whit«  troops.  I  will  mention  another  thing,  though  it  meet 
y  your  scorn  and  contempt.  There  are  fifty  thousand  bayonets 
the  Union  armies  from  the  border  slave  States.  It  would  be  a 
ions  matter  if,  in  consequence  of  a  Droclamation  such  as  you  de- 
sire, they  should  go  over  to  the  rebels.  I  do  not  think  they  all 
would— not  so  many,  indeed,  as  a  year  ago,  or  as  six  months  ago — 
not  80  nianv  to-day  as  yesterday.  Every  day  increases  their  Union 
feeling.  They  are  also  getting  their  pride  enlisted,  and  want  t^ 
'  beat  the  rebelk  Let  me  say  one  thing  more:  I  think  you  should 
admit  that  we  already  have  an  important  principle  to  rally  and  unite 
the  people,  in  the  fact  that  constitutional  government  is  at  stake. 
Th^s  is  a  fundamental  idea  going  down  about  as  deep  as  anything, 
not  misunuerstand  me  because  I  have  mentioned  these  objec- 
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tioiis.  They  indicate  the  difficulties  that  have  thus  far  prevented  my 
action  in  some  sach  way  as  you  desire.  I  have  not  decided  against 
a  proclamation  of  liberty  to  the  slaves^  but  hold  the  matter  under 
aOTisement ;  and  I  can  assure  you  that  the  subject  is  on  my  mind, 
by  day  and  ni^ht^  more  than  any  other.  Whatever  shall  appear  to 
be  Qoa's  will,  I  will  do.  I  trust  that  in  the  freedom  with  which  I 
have  canvassed  your  views  I  have  not  in  any  respect  injured  your 
feelings.

A  Proclamation. 

L  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  oommander*in-ehief  of  the  army  and  navy  thereof,  do  hereby 
proclaim  and  declare  that  hereafter,  as  heretofore^  the  war  will  be 
irosecnted  for  the  object  of  practically  restoriog  the  constitutional 

lation  between  the  United  States  and  each  of  the  States,  and  the 

ople  thereof,  in  which  States  that  relation  is  or  may  be  suspended 

disturbed. 

That  it  is  my  purpoBe,  n{>on  the  next  meeting  of  Congress,  to 
jain  recommena  the  adoption  of  a  practical  measure  tendering 
pecuniary  aid  to  the  free  acceptance  or  rejection  of  dl  slave  States, 
ea  ealled,  the  people  whereof  may  not  then  be  in  rebellion  against 
the  United  States,  and  which  States  may  then  have  voluntarily 
adopted,  or  thereafter  may  voluntarily  ado{>t,  immediate  or  gradual 
abolishment  of  slavery  within  their  respective  limits ;  and  tliat  the 
effort  to  colonize  persons  of  African  descent  with  their  consent  upon 
this  continent  or  elsewhere,  with  the  previously  obtained  consent  of 
the  governments  existing  there,  will  be  continued. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  all  persons  held  as  slaves 
within  any  State  or  designated  part  of  a  State  the  people  whereof 
shall  then  be  in  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  shall  be  then, 
thenceforward,  and  forever  free ;  and  the  Executive  Government  of 
the  United  States,  including  the  military  and  naval  authority  there- 
of, will  recognize  and  maintain  the  freedom  of  such  persons,  and  will 
do  no  act  or  acts  to  repress  such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  in  any 
efforts  they  may  make  lor  their  actual  freedom. 

That  the  Executive  will,  on  the  first  day  of  January  aforesaid,  by 
proclamation  designate  the  States  and  parts  of  States,  if  anv,  in 
which  the  people  thereof,  resnectively,  shall  then  be  in  rebellion 
against  the  United  States ;  ana  the  fact  that  any  State,  or  the  people 
thereof,  shall  on  that  day  be  in  good  faith  represented  iu  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  by  members  chosen  thereto  at  elections 
wherein  a  majority  of  the  qtialified  voters  of  such  State  shall  have 
participated,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  strong  countervailing  testimony, 
be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  that  such  State,  and  the  people  thereof, 

•e  not  then  in  rebellion  against  the  United  States. 

That  attention  is  hereby  called  to  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An 
to  make  an  additional  article  of  war,"  approv^  March  13, 1862, 
which  aot  is  in  the  words  and  figure  following : 

B«  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Eouea  of  Eepreseutatives  of  the  United 
" ^  1  of  Amarica  in  Congress  assembled,  That  hereafter  the  following  shall 
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be  promulgated  as  an  additional  article  of  war,  for  tbe  government  of  A^ 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  obeyed  and  observed  as  sacb : 

Article—.  All  officers  or  persons  in  tfie  military  or  naval  service  of 
the  United  States  are  prohibited  from  emplo\dn^^  any  of  the  forces  under 
their  respective  commands  for  the  purpose  or  returning  fugitives  from  ser- 
vice or  labor  who  may  have  eecapea  from  any  persons  to  whom  such  service 
or  labor  is  claimed  to  be  due :  and  any  officer  who  shall  be  found  guilty  by 
a  court  martial  of  violating  tnis  article  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service. 

Sec,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage. 

Also  to  the  ninth  and  tenth  sections  of  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to  sup- 
press insurrection,  to  punish  treason  and  rebellion^  to  seize  and  confix 
cate  pr<jperty  of  rebels,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  17, 
1862,  and  which  sections  are  in  the  words  and  figures  following: 

Sbc.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  slaves  of  persons  who  shall 
hereafter  be  engacjed  in  rebellion  against  the  Government  of  the  United 
States^  or  who  shall  in  any  way  give  aid  or  comfort,  thereto,  escaping  from 
such  personjs  and  taking  refuge  within  the  lines  of  the  army ;  and  all  slaves 
captured  from  such  persons  or  deserted  by  them,  and  coming  under  the 
control  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States ;  and  all  slaves  of  such  per- 
sons found  on  [or]  being  within  any  place  occupied  by  rebel  forces  and 
afterwards  occupied  by  tbe  forces  of  the  Unitea  States,  shall  be  deemed 
eanttves  of  war,  and  shall  be  forever  free  of  their  servitude,  and  not  again 
held  as  slaves. 

8kc.  10.  And  be  it  furtlier  enacted,  That  no  slave  escaping  into  any 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbiri,  from  anvoUier  State,  shall  be 
delivered  up,  or  in  any  way  impeded  or  hiudei^d  of  his  liberty,  except  for 
crime,  or  some  offense  against  the  laws,  unless  tlie  person  claiming  said 
'  fugitive  shall  Brst  make  oatb  that  the  person  to  whora  the  labor  or  service 
of  such  fugitive  is  alleged  to  be  due  is  his  lawful  owner,  and  has  not  borne 
Mms  a^inst  the  United  States  in  the  present  rebellion,  nor  in  any  way 
g^iyen  aid  and  comfort  thereto ;  and  no  person  engaged  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  shall,  under  any  pretense  whatever, 
assame  to  decide  on  the  vahdity  of  the  claim  of  any  person  to  the  service 
or  labor  of  any  other  person,  or  surrender  up  anjr  such  person  to  the 
claimant,  on  pain  of  being  dismissed  from  the  service. 

And  I  do  hereby  enjoin  upon  and  order  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
military  and  naval  service  of  the  United  State-s  to  observe,  obey,  and 
enforce,  within  their  respective  spheres  of  service,  the  act  and  sec- 
tions above  recited. 

And  the  Executive  will  in  dne  time  recommend  that  all  citizens  of 
the  United  States  who  shall  have  remained  loyal  thereto  throughout 
the  rebellion  shall  (ui>on  the  restoration  of  the'constitutional  remtion 
between  the  United  States  and  their  respective  States  and  people,  if 
that  relation  shall  have  been  suspended  or  disturbed)  be  compensated 
for  all  losses  by  acts  of  the  United  States,  including  the  loss  of  slaves.

I  appear  before  you  to  do  little  more  than  acknowledge  the 
courtesy  you  pay  me,  and  to  thank  yon  for  it.  I  have  not  been  dis- 
tinctly informed  why  it  is  that  on  this  occasion  you  appear  to  do 
me  this  honor,  though  I  suppose  it  is  because  of  the  proclamation* 
What  I  did,  I  did  after  a  very  fall  deliberation,  and  under  a  very 
heavy  and  solemo  sense  of  responsibility.  I  can  only  trust  in  God 
I  have  made  no  mistake.  I  shall  make  no  attempt  on  this  occasion 
to  sustain  what  I  have  done  or  said  by  any  comment.  It  is  now  for 
the  country  and  the  worfd  to  pass  judgment  and,  maybe,  take  action 
upon  it. 

1  will  say  no  more  upon  this  subject.  In  my  position  I  am 
environed  with  difficulties.  Yet  they  are  scarcely  so  great  as  the 
difficulties  of  those  who  upon  the  battle-field  are  endeavoring  to 
purchase  with  their  blood  and  their  lives  the  future  happiness  and 
prospeiitv  of  this  country.  Let  us  never  forget  them.  On  lie 
fourteenth  and  seventeenth  days  of  this  present  month  there  have 
been  battles  bravely,  skilfully,  and  successfully  fought.  We  do  not 
yet  know  the  particulars.  Let  us  be  sure  that,  in  giving  praise  to 
certain  individualsj  we  do  no  injustice  to  others*  I  only  ask  you,  at 
the  conclusion  of  these  few  remarks,  to  ffive  three  hearty  cheers  for 
all  good  and  brave  officers  and  men  who  fought  those  successful 
batUefi.

LOYALTT    OP    the    OHEBOKEE    NaTION    OP    INDIANS. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  September  25, 1862, 
John  Ross,  Principal  Chief  of  the  Cherokee  Nation. 

Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  16th  instant  was  received  two  days  ago. 
In  the  multitude  of  cares  claiming  my  constant  attention,  I  have 
been  unable  to  examine  and  determine  the  exact  treaty  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Nation-  Neither  have 
I  been  able  to  investigate  and  determine  tlie  exact  state  of  fact^ 
claimed  by  you  as  constituting  a  failure  of  treaty  obligations  on  our 
part,  and  excusing  the  Cherokee  Nation  for  making  a  treaty  with  a 
portion  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  open  rebellion  agmnst 
thegovemment  thereof. 

This  letter,  therefore,  must  not  be  understood  to  decide  anything 
upon  these  questions.  I  shall,  however,  cause  a  careful  investiga- 
tion of  them  to  be  made.  Meanwhile  the  Cherokee  people  re- 
maining practically  loval  to  the  Federal  Union  will  receive  aU  the 
protection  which  can  he  given  them  consistently  with  the  duty  of 
the  government  to  the  whole  country.  I  sincerely  hope  the  Chero* 
kee  Nation  may  not  again  be  overrun  by  the  enemy,  and  I  shall  do 
all  I  consistentiy  can  to  prevent  it.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  slave  escaping  into  any 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  any  olher  State,  shaU  be 
delivered  up,  or  in  any  way  impeded  or  hindered  of  his  liberty,  except  for 
crime,  or  some  offense  against  the  laws,  unless  the  person  claiming  said 
fugitive  shall  first  make  oath  that  the  person  to  whom  the  labor  or  service 
of  such  fugitive  is  allegred  to  be  due  is  nis  lawful  owner,  and  has  not  borne 
arms  a^inst  the  United  States  in  the  present  rebellion^  nor  in  any  way 
given  aid  and  comfort  thereto ;  and  no  person  engaged  m  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  shall,  under  any  pretense  whatever, 
assume  to  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  claim  of  any  person  to  the  service 
or  labor  of  any  other  person,  or  surrender  up  hnj  such  person  to  the 
claimant,  on  pain  of  being  dismissed  from  the  service. 

And  I  do  hereby  enjoin  upon  and  order  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
military  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States  to  observe,  obey,  and 
enforce,  within  their  respective  spheres  of  service,  the  act  and  sec- 
tions above  recited. 

And  the  Executive  will  in  due  time  recommend  that  all  citizens  of 
the  United  States  who  shall  have  remained  loyal  thereto  throughout 
the  rebellion  shall  (upon  the  restoration  of  the  constitutional  relation 
between  the  Unitea  States  and  their  respective  States  and  people,  if 
that  relation  shall  have  been  suspended  or  disturbed)  be  compensated 
for  all  losses  by  acts  of  the  United  States,  including  the  loss  of  slaves.

Whereas  it  has  beeome  necessary  to  call  into  service  not  only 
volunteers,  but  also  portions  of  the  militia  of  the  States  by  draft, 
in  order  to  suppress  the  insurrection  existing  in  the  United  States, 
and  disloyal  persons  are  not  adequately  restrained  by  the  ordinary 
processes  of  law  from  hindering  this  measure,  and  from  giving  aid 
and  comfort  in  various  wavs  to  the  insurrection  : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  ordered — 

First.  That  during  the  existing  insurrection,  and  as  a  necessary 
measure  for  suppressing  the  same,  all  rebels  and  insurgents,  their 
aiders  and  abettors  within  the  United  States^  and  all  persons  dis- 
couraging volunteer  enlistments,  resisting  militia  drafts,  or  guilty 
of  any  disloyal  practice  affording  aid  and  comfort  to  rebels  aminst 
tiie  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  martitu  law, 
and  liable  to  trial  and  punishment  by  courts  martial  or  military 
commissions. 

Second.  That  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  is  suspended  in  respect 
to  all  x>ersons  arrested,  or  who  are  now,  or  hereafter  during  the 
rebellion  shall  be,  imprisoned  in  any  fort,  camp,  arsenal,  mintary 
prison,  or  other  place  of  confinement,  by  any  military  authority, 
or  by  the  sentence  of  anv  court  martial  or  military  commission.

I  therefore  think  fit  to  say  that  he  bears  no  mission 
from  this  government ;  and  yet  no  gentleman  is  better  able  to  cor- 
rect misunderstandings  in  the  minds  of  foreigners  in  regard  to 
American  affairs. 

While  I  commend  him  to  the  consideration  of  those  whom  he  may 
meet.  I  am  quite  conscious  that  he  could  better  introduce  me  than  I 
him  in  Europe.

I  appear  before  yon  to  do  little  more  than  acknowledge  the 
courtesy  yoa  pay  me,  and  to  thank  you  for  it.  I  have  not  been  dis- 
tincUjr  informed  why  it  is  that  on  this  occasion  yon  appear  to  do 
me  this  honor,  though  I  suppose  it  is  because  of  the  proclamation. 
What  I  did,  I  did  after  a  very  full  deliberation,  and  under  a  very 
heavy  and  solemn  sense  of  responsibilily.  I  can  only  trust  in  Ood 
I  have  made  no  mistake.  I  shall  make  no  attempt  on  this  occasion 
to  sustain  what  I  have  done  or  said  by  any  comment.  It  is  now  for 
the  country  and  the  world  to  pass  judgment  and,  maybe,  take  action 
upon  it. 

I  will  say  no  more  upon  this  subject.  In  my  position  I  am 
environed  with  difficulties.  Yet  they  are  scarcely  so  great  as  the 
difficulties  of  those  who  upon  the  battle-field  are  endeavoring  to 
purchase  with  their  blood  and  their  lives  the  future  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  this  country.  Let  us  never  forget  theuL  On  the 
fourteentn  and  seventeentn  days  of  this  present  monUi  there  have 
been  battles  bravely,  skilfully,  and  successfully  fought.  We  do  not 
yet  know  the  particulars.  Let  us  be  sure  that,  in  giving  praise  to 
certain  indiviauals.  we  do  no  injustice  to  others.  I  only  ask  you,  at 
the  conclusion  of  tnese  few  remarks,  to  give  three  hearty  cheers  for 
all  good  and  brave  officers  and  men  mio  fought  those  successful 
battles.

LOTAI/TY    OF    the    ChEROKEE    NATION    OF    INDIANS. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  September  25, 1862. 
John  Boss,  Principal  Chief  of  the  Cherokee  Nation. 

Sir:  Tour  letter  of  the  16th  instant  was  received  two  days  aga 
In  the  multitude  of  cares  claiming  my  constant  attention,  I  have 
been  unable  to  examine  and  determine  the  exact  treaty  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Nation.  Neither  have 
I  been  able  to  investigate  and  determine  the  exact  state  of  facts 
claimed  by  you  as  constituting  a  failure  of  treaty^  obligations  on  our 
part,  and  excusing  the  Cherokee  Nation  for  making  a  treaty  with  a 
portion  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  open  rebellion  against 
the  ffovemment  thereof. 

This  letter,  therefore,  must  not  be  understood  to  decide  anything 
upon  these  questions.  I  shaU,  however,  cause  a  careful  investiga- 
tion of  them  to  be  made.  Meanwhile  the  Cherokee  people  re- 
maining practically  loyal  to  the  Federal  Union  wiU  receive  all  the 
protection  which  can  oe  given  them  consistently  with  the  duty  of 
the  government  to  the  whole  country.  I  sincerely  hope  the  Chero- 
kee Nation  may  not  again  be  overrun  by  the  enemy,  and  I  shall  do 
all  I  consistenfly  can  to  prevent  it.

At  about  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.,  September  27,  1862,  Maior  Key 
and  Major  Turner  appear  before  me.  Major  Turner  says:  *'As  I  re- 
member it,  the  conversation  was :  I  asked  the  question  why  we  did 
not  bag  them  after  the  battle  of  Sharpsburg.  Major  Key's  reply 
was, '  That  was  not  the  game ;  that  we  snould  tire  the  rebels  out  and 
ourselves.  That  that  was  the  only  way  the  Union  could  be  preserved. 
We  must  come  together  fraternally,  and  slavery  be  saved.*''  On  cross- 
examination  Major  Turner  says  he  has  frequently  heard  Major  Key 
converse  in  regard  to  the  present  troubles,  and  never  heard  him  utter 
a  sentiment  unfavorable  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Union.

In  regard  to  my  dismissal  of  yourself  from  the  military  serviccL 
it  seems  to  me  you  misunderstand  me.  I  did  not  charge,  or  intend 
to  charge,  you  with  disloyalty. 

I  had  been  brought  to  fear  that  there  was  a  class  of  officers  in  the 
army,  not  very  inconsiderable  in  numbers,  who  were  playing  a  game 
to  not  beat  the  enemy  when  they  could,  on  some  peculiar  notion  as 
to  the  proper  way  of  saving  the  Union ;  and  when  you  were  proved 
to  me,  in  your  own  presence,  to  have  avowed  yourself  in  favor  of 
that "  game,''  and  dia  not  attempt  to  controvert  the  proof,  I  dis- 
missed you  as  an  example  and  a  warning  to  that  supposed  class. 

I  bear  you  no  ill  will,  and  I  regret  that  I  could  not  have  ttie  ex- 
ample witnout  wounding  you  personally.  But  can  I  now,  in  view 
of  the  public  interest,  restore  you  to  the  service,  by  which  tiie  army 
would  understand  that  I  indorse  and  approve  that  game  myself  t 
If  there  was  any  doubt  of  vour  having  made  the  avowal,  the  case 
would  be  different.  But  when  it  was  proved  to  me,  in  your  pres- 
ence, you  did  not  deny  or  attempt  to  deny  it,*but  confirmed  it,  in  my 
mind,  by  attempting  to  sustain  the  position  by  argument. 

I  am  realljr  sorry  for  the  pain  the  case  gives  you ;  but  I  do  not

My  dear  Sir:  Your  kind  letter  of  the  25th  is  just  received.  It 
is  known  to  some  that  while  I  hope  something  from  the  procla- 
mation, my  expectations  are  not  as  sanguine  as  are  those  of  some 
friends.  The  time  for  its  effect  southward  has  not  come ;  but  north- 
ward the  effect  should  be  instantaneous. 

It  is  six  days  old,  and  while  commendation  in  newspapers  and  by 
distinguished  individuals  is  all  that  a  vain  man  could  wish,  the 
stocks  have  declined,  and  troops  come  forward  more  slowly  than 
ever.  This,  looked  soberly  in  the  face,  is  not  very  satisfactory.  We 
have  fewer  troops  in  the  field  at  the  end  of  the  six  days  than  we  had 
at  the  beginning — the  attrition  among  the  old  outnumbering  the 
addition  by  the  new.  The  North  responds  to  the  proclamation  suf- 
ficiently in  breath ;  but  breath  alone  Kills  no  rebels. 
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I  wish  I  could  write  more  cheerfully ;  nor  do  I  thank  you  the  less 
or  the  kindness  of  your  letter.

The  will  of  God  prevails.  In  great  contests  each  party  claims  to 
act  in  accordance  with  the  wiU  01  God.

October  6, 1862.— Telegram  from  General  Hallece  to 
General  G.  B.  McClellan. 

Washinqton,  D.  C,  October  6, 1862. 
Major-General  McClellan  : 

I  am  instructed  to  telegraph  you  as  follows :  The  President  directs 
that  you  cross  the  Potomac  and  give  battle  to  the  enemy,  or  drive 
him  south.  Your  army  must  move  now,  while  the  roads  are  good. 
If  you  cross  the  river  between  the  enemy  and  Washington,  and 
cover  the  latter  by  your  operation,  you  can  be  reinforced  with 
30,000  men.  If  you  move  up  the  valley  of  the  Shenandoah,  not  more 
than  12,000  or  15,000  can  be  sent  to  you.  The  President  advises  the 
interior  line  between  Washington  and  the  enemy,  but  does  not  or- 
der it.  He  is  very  desirous  that  your  armj  move  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. You  will  immediately  report  what  Ime  you  ado^t^  and  when 
you  intend  to  cross  the  river ;  also  to  what  i)oint  the  reinforcements 
are  to  be  sent.  It  is  necessary  that  the  plsui  of  vour  oi>erations  be 
positively  determined  on  before  orders  are  given  for  building  bridges 
and  repairing  railroads.  I  am  directed  to  add  that  the  Secretary  of 
War  and  the  general-in-chief  fully  concur  with  the  President  in 
these  instructions.

You  cannot  have  reflected  seriously  when  vou  ask  that  I  shall  or- 
der General  Morgan's  command  to  EentucKy  as  a  favor  because 
they  have  march^  from  Cumberland  Gap.  The  precedent  estab- 
lished by  it  would  evidently  break  up  the  whole  army.  BuelPs  old 
troops,  now  in  pursuit  of  Bragg,  have  done  more  hard  marching  re- 
cently ;  and,  in  fact,  if  you  incmde  marching  and  fighting,  there  are 
scarcely  any  old  troops  east  or  west  of  the  mountains  that  have  not 
done  as  hard  service.  I  sincerely  wish  war  was  an  easier  and  pleas- 
anter  business  than  it  is ;  but  it  does  not  admit  of  holidays.  On 
Morgan's  command,  where  it  is  now  sent,  as  I  understand,  depends 
the  question  whether  the  enemy  will  get  to  the  Ohio  Eiver  in 
another  place.

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TipoD  tbe  claim  t  As  I  understand,  you  telegraphed  General  Halleck 
tnat  you  cannot  subsist  your  army  at  Winchest-er  unless  the  rail- 
road from  Harper's  Ferry  to  that  point  be  put  in  working  order. 
Bnt  the  enemy  does  now  subsist  his  army  at  Winchester,  at  a  dis- 
tance nearly  twice  as  great  from  railroad  transportation  as  you 
would  have  to  do  without  the  railroad  last  named.  He  now  wagons 
from  Culpeper  Court  House,  which  is  just  about  twice  a8  far  as  you 
would  have  to  do  from  Harper  s  Ferry.  He  is  certainly  not  more 
thau  balf  as  well  provided  with  wagons  as  you  are.  I  certainly 
shoidd  be  pleased  for  you  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  railroad 
from  Harper's  Ferry  to  Winehestery  but  it  wastes  all  the  remainder 
of  autumn  to  give  il  to  you,  and  in  fact  ignores  the  question  of  time, 
which  cannot  and  must  not  be  ignored.  Again^  one  of  the  standard 
maxims  of  war,  as  you  know,  is  to  '*  operate  upon  the  enemy^s  com- 
munications as  much  as  possible  without  e^xposing  your  own."  You 
seem  to  act  as  if  this  applies  against  you,  but  cannot  apply  in  your 
favor.  Change  positions  with  the  enemy,  and  think  you  not  he 
would  break  your  communication  with  Richmond  within  the  next 
twenty-four  hours?  You  dread  his  going  into  Pennsylvania;  bnt  if 
he  does  so  in  full  force,  he  ^ves  up  his  communications  to  you 
absolutely,  and  you  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  follow  and  ruin  liim. 
If  he  does  so  with  less  than  fnll  force,  fall  upon  and  beat  what 
is  left  behind  all  the  easier.

The  roads  are  as 
good  on  yours  rs  on  his*  You  know  I  desired,  but  did  not  order, 
you  to  cross  the  Potomac  below,  instead  of  above,  the  Shenandoah 
and  Blue  Ridge,  My  idea  was  tiiat  this  would  at  once  menace  the  m 
enemy's  communications,  which  I  would  seize  if  he  would  permit,      f 

If  he  should  move  northward,  I  would  follow  him  elosdy,  holding 
his  coramuoications.  K  he  should  prevent  our  seizing  his  com- 
munications and  move  toward  Richmond,  I  would  press  closely 
to  him,  fight  him  if  a  favorable  opportunity  should  present,  and 
at  least  try  to  beat  him  to  Richmond  on  the  inside  track.  I  say 
**try"^  if  we  never  try,  we  shall  never  succeed.  If  he  makes  a  stau^ 
at  Winchester,  moving  neither  north  nor  south,  I  would  fight  him 
there,  on  the  idea  that  if  we  cannot  beat  him  when  he  bears  tha 
wastage  of  coming  to  us,  we  never  can  when  we  bear  the  wastage 
of  going  to  him.  This  proi>ositiou  is  a  simple  truths  and  is  too  im- 
portant to  be  lost  sight  of  for  a  moment.  In  coming  to  us  be  ten* 
ders  us  an  advantage  which  we  should  not  waive.  We  should  not  so 
operate  as  to  merery  drive  him  away.  As  we  must  beat  him  sonie- 
wdiere  or  fail  finally,  we  can  do  it»  if  at  all,  easier  near  to  us  than  fai* 
away.

Your  telegram  of  the  17th  was  received  this  morning,  and  has 
been  laid  l^fore  the  President,  who  concurs  in  the  views  ex- 
pressed in  my  telegram  to  you  yesterday.  The  capture  of  East 
Tennessee  should  be  the  mam  object  of  your  campaign.  You  say 
it  is  the  heart  of  the  enemy's  resources ;  make  it  the  heart  of  yours. 
Your  army  can  live  there  if  the  enemy's  can.  You  must  in  a  great 
measure  five  upK)n  the  country,  paying  for  your  supplies  where 
proper,  and  levying  contributions  where  necessaiy.  I  am  directed 
by  the  President  to  say  to  you  that  your  army  must  enter  I!ast 
Tennessee  this  fall,  and  that  it  ought  to  move  there  while  the  roads 
are  passable.  Once  between  the  enemy  and  Nashville,  there  will  be 
no  serious  difficulty  in  reopening  your  communications  with  that 
place.  He  does  not  unders&nd  why  we  cannot  march  as  the  enemy 
marches,  five  as  he  lives,  and  fight  as  he  fights,  unless  we  admit  the 
inferiority  of  our  troops  and  of  our  generius.  Once  hold  the  valley 
of  the  upp^r  Tennessee,  and  the  operations  of  guerrillas  in  that 
State  and  Kentucky  will  soon  cease.

A  Provisional  Court  in  Louisiana. 
Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  October  20,  1862. 
The  insurrection  which  has  for  some  time  prevailed  in  several  of 
the  States  of  this  Union,  including^  Louisiana,  having  temporarily 
subverted  and  swept  away  the  ci^  institutions  of  that  State,  in- 
cluding the  judiciary  and  the  judicial  authorities  of  the  Union,  so 
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that  it  hm  become  necessary  to  hold  the  State  in  military  occupa- 
tiiFTu  and  it  b^ing  indispensably  necessary  that  there  shall  be  some 
]  .  jicial  tribunal  existing  there  capable  of  administering  justice,  I 
have  therefore  thought  it  proper  to  appoint,  and  I  do  hereby  con- 
stitute, a  provisional  eourt.y  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record  for  the 
State  of  Louisiana ;  and  I  do  hereby  appoint  Charles  A.  Peabody,  of 
New  York,  to  be  a  provisionaJ  judge  to  hold  said  court,  with  authority 
to  hear,  try,  and  aetermine  all  causes,  civil  and  criminal,  including 
(^uses  in  law,  equity,  revenue,and  admiralty, and  particularly  all  such 
powers  and  iurisdiction  as  belone  to  the  district  and  circuit  courts 
of  the  United  States,  conforming  nis  proceedings  so  far  as  possible 
to  the  course  of  proceedings  andpractice  which  has  been  customary 
in  the  courts  of  tne  United  States  and  Louisiana,  his  judgment  to  be 
final  and  conclusive.  And  I  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  the 
said  judge  to  make  and  establish  suc^h  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  neoessary  for  the  exercise  of  his  jurisdiction,  and  empower  the

The  President,  commander-in-chief  of  the  armv  and  navy,  desires 
and  enjoins  the  orderly  observance  of  the  Sabbath  by  the  officers  and 
men  in  the  military  and  naval  service.  The  importance  for  man  and 
beast  of  the  prescribed  weekly  rest,  the  sacred  rights  of  Christian 
soldiers  and  sailors,  a  becoming  deference  to  the  best  sentiment  of  a 
Christian  people,  and  a  due  regard  t(ft  the  Divine  will,  demand  that 
Sunday  laoor  in  the  army  and  navy  be  reduced  to  the  measure  of 
strict  necessity.  The  discipline  and  character  of  the  national  forces 
should  not  suffer,  nor  the  cause  they  defend  be  imperiled,  by  the 
profanation  of  the  day  or  name  of  the  Most  High.  "At  this  time  of 
public  distress  " — adopting  the  words  of  Washington  in  1776 — "men 
may  find  enough  to  do  m  the  service  of  God  and  their  country 
without  abandoning  themselves  to  vice  and  immorality.''  The  first 
general  order  issued  by  the  Father  of  his  Country  after  the  Dec- 
hration  of  Independence  indicates  the  spirit  in  which  our  institu- 
tions were  founded  and  should  ever  be  defended.

By  State  law  there  is^  I  suppose,  no 
election  day  before  January;  and  the  regular  election  omcers  will 
not  act  in  many  cases,  if  in  any.

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  November  22, 1862, 
My  dear  General  Banks:  Early  last  week  you  left  me  in  high 
hope  with  your  assurance  that  you  would  be  off  with  your  expedi- 
tion at  the  end  of  that  week,  or  early  in  this.  It  is  now  the  end  of 
this,  and  I  have  just  been  overwhelmed  and  confounded  with  the 
sight  of  a  requisition  made  by  you  which,  I  am  assured^  cannot  be 
filled  and  got  off  within  an  hour  short  of  two  months.  I  inclose  you 
a  copy  of  the  requisition,  in  some  hope  that  it  is  not  gjenuine  —  that 
you  nave  never  seen  it.  My  dear  general,  this  expanding  and  pOing 
up  of  impedimenta  has  been,  so  far,  almost  our  ruin,  and  will  be  our 
final  ruin  if  it  is  not  abandoned.  If  you  had  the  articles  of  this  requi- 
sition upon  the  wharf,  with  the  necessary  animals  to  make  them  of 
any  use,  and  forage  for  the  animals,  you  could  not  get  vessels 
together  in  two  weeks  to  carry  the  whole,  to  say  nothing  of  your 
twenty  thousand  men;  and,  having  the  vessels,  you  could  not  put 
the  cargoes  aboaixi  in  two  weeks  more.  And,  ^ter  all,  where  you 
are  going  you  have  no  use  for  them.  When  you  parted  with  me 
you  nad  no  such  ideas  in  your  mind>  I  know  you  had  not,  or  you 
cotdd  not  have  expected  to  be  off  so  soon  as  you  said*  You  must 
^et  back  to  sometning  like  the  plan  you  had  then,  or  your  expedi- 
tion is  a  failure  before  you  start.  You  must  be  off  before  Congresa 
meets.  You  would  be  better  off  anywhere,  and  especially  where 
you  are  going,  for  not  having  a  thousand  wagons  doing  nothing 
but  hauling  forage  to  feed  the  animals  that  draw  them,  and  taking 
at  least  two  thousand  men  to  c^re  for  the  wagons  and  animals,  who 
otherwise  might  be  two  thousand  good  soldiers.

If  you  should  get  none,  5ie 
effort  would  have  been  a  useless  failure*  If  you  should  get  any.  to 
precisely  that  extent  this  government  would  have  aided  in  givmg 
irreucy  to  this  scrip — that  is,  men,  seeing  that  the  scrip  would 
llring  cotton,  would  gladly  give  produce  for  the  scrip  j  and  hence  a 
cramble  for  it,  as  for  gold,  would  ensue.

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know  that  if  the  war  fails,  the  Administration  faUs^  and  that  I  will 
be  blamed  for  it,  whether  I  deserve  it  or  not.  And  I  ought  to  be 
blamed  if  I  eoald  do  better.  You  think  I  conld  do  better ;  therefore 
YOU  blame  me  abready.  I  think  I  conld  not  do  better :  therefore  I 
blame  you  for  blaming  me.  I  understand  ^ou  now  to  oe  willing  to 
accept  the  help  of  men  who  are  not  Republicans,  provided  thev  have 
^'heiui;  in  it."  Agreed.  I  want  no  others.  But  who  is  to  be  the 
judge  of  hearts,  or  of  ''heart  in  iff  If  I  must  discard  my  own 
judgment  and  take  yours,  I  must  also  take  that  of  others ;  and  by 
the  time  I  should  reject  all  I  should  be  advised  to  reject,  I  should 
have  none  left.  Republicans  or  others — not  even  voureelf.  For  be 
assured,  my  dear  sir,  there  are  men  who  have  "  heart  in  it  '^  that 
think  you  are  performing  your  part  as  poorly  as  you  think  I  am 
performing  mine.  I  certainly  have  been  dissatisfied  with  the  slow- 
ness of  Buell  and  McClellan  ,*  but  before  I  relieved  them  I  had  great 
fears  I  should  not  find  successors  to  them  who  would  do  better;

I  wish  to  disparage  no  one — 
certainly  not  those  who  sympathize  with  me ;  but  1  must  say  I  need 
success  more  than  I  need  sympathy,  and  that  I  have  not  seen  the  so 
much  greater  evidence  of  getting  success  from  my  ^mpathizers 
than  from  those  who  are  denounced  as  the  contrary.  It  does  seem 
to  me  that  in  the  field  the  two  classes  have  been  very  much  cdike  in 
what  they  have  done  and  what  they  have  failed  to  do.  In  sealing 
their  faith  with  their  blood.  Baker  and  Lyon  and  Bohlen  and 
Richardson,  Republicans,  dia  aU  that  men  could  do ;  but  did  they 
any  more  than  Kearny  and  Stevens  and  Reno  and  Mansfield,  none 
of  whom  were  Repubhcans,  and  some  at  least  of  whom  have  been 
bitterly  and  repeatedly  denounced  to  me  as  secession  sympathizers  t 
I  will  not  perform  the  ungrateful  task  of  comparing  cases  of  failure.

These 
being  ready^  let  all  three  forces  move  sunnltaneoiisly :  Qeneral  Bum- 
side's  force  in  its  attempt  to  cross  the  river,  the  Ba^^pahannodc  force 
moving  directly  np  the  south  side  of  the  river  to  his  assistance^  and 
ready^  if  found  admissible,  to  deflect  off  to  the  turnpike  bridge  over 
the  Mattapony  in  the  direction  of  Richmond;  the  Pamnnkey  force 
to  move  as  rapidly  as  possible  up  tiie  north  side  of  the  Pamnnkey, 
holding  tJl  the  bridges,  and  espedaUy  tiie  turnpike  bridge  imme- 
diately north  of  Hanover  Court  House;  hurry  north  and  seize  and 
hold  tiie  Mattapony  bridge  before  mentioned,  and  also,  if  possible, 
press  higher  up  the  streams  and  destroy  the  railroad  bridges.  Then 
if  Oeneral  Bumside  succeeds  in  driving  the  enemy  from  Fredericks- 
burg, he  (the  enemy)  no  longer  has  the  road  to  Richmond,  but  we 
have  it,  and  can  march  into  Uie  city.  Or,  possiblv,  having  forced  the 
enemy  from  his  line,  we  could  move  upon  and  destroy  his  armv. 
Oeneral  Bumside's  main  army  would  have  the  same  line  of  supply 
and  retreat  as  he  has  now  provided.  The  Rappahannock  force 
would  have  that  river  for  supply,  and  ennboats  to  fall  back  upon; 
and  the  Pamnnkey  force  would  nave  tnat  river  for  supply,  and  a 
line  between  the  two  rivers — Pamnnkey  and  Mattapony — along 
which  to  fall  back  upon  its  gunboats.  1  think  the  ]^an  promises 
the  best  results,  with  the  least  hazard,  of  any  now  conceivable. 

Note. —  The  above  plan  proposed  by  me  was  rejected  bjr  General

Hon.  ATTOENEY-GENER^Oi. 

My  dear  Sir:  Few  things  perplex  me  more  than  this  question 
between  Governor  Gamble  and  the  War  Department^  as  to  whether 
the  peculiar  force  organized  by  the  former  in  Missouri  are  State 
troops  or  United  States  troops.  Now,  this  is  either  an  immateriid 
or  a  mischievous  question.  First^  if  no  more  is  desired  than  to  have 
it  settled  what  name  the  force  is  to  be  called  by,  it  is  immateriaL 
Secondly,  if  it  is  desired  for  more  than  the  fixing  a  name,  it  can  onlj 
be  to  get  a  position  from  which  to  draw  practic^  inferences :  then  it 
is  mischievous.  Instead  of  settling  one  dispute  by  deciding  the  ques- 
tion, I  should  merely  furnish  a  nestful  of  eggs  for  hatdung  new 
disputes.  I  believe  the  force  is  not  strictly  either  "State  troops '^ 
or  "  United  States  troops.''  It  is  of  mixed  character.  I  therefore 
think  it  is  safer,  when  a  practical  question  arises,  to  decide  that 
question  directly,  and  not  indirectly  bjr  deciding  a  general  abstrac- 
tion supposed  to  include  it,  and  also  including  a  great  deal  more. 
Without  dispute  Governor  Gamble  appoints  the  officers  of  this 
force,  and  fills  vacancies  when  they  occur.  The  question  now  prac- 
tically in  dispute  is :    Can  Governor  Gamble  make  a  vacancy  by 
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November  12, 1862.— Obder  congebning  Blockade.

Ordered,  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  that  the  Attomey- 
Ctoneral  be  charged  with  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  all 
proceedings  to  be  had  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  17th  of  July, 
l862,  entiued  ^'An  act  to  suppress  insurrection,  punish  treason  and 
rebellion,  seize  and  confiscate  the  property  of  rebels,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  in  so  far  as  may  concern  the  seizure,  prosecution,  and 
condemnation  of  the  estate,  property,  and  effects  of  rebels  and  trai- 
tors as  mentioned  and  providea  for  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh 
sections  of  the  said  act  of  Congress.  And  the  Attorney-General  is 
authorized  and  required  to  give  to  the  attorneys  and  marshals  of 
the  United  States  such  instructions  and  directions  as  he  may  find 
needful  and  consistent  touching  all  such  seizures,  prosecution,  and 
condemnation ;  and,  moreover,  to  authorize  all  sucn  attorneys  and 
marshals,  wherever  there  may  be  reasonable  ground  to  fear  any 
forcible  resistance  to  the  act  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective 
duties  in  this  behalf,  to  call  upon  anj  military  officer  in  command  of 
the  forces  of  the  United  States  to  give  to  them  such  aid,  protection, 
and  support  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  safely  and  efficientlv 
to  discnarge  their  respective  duties ;  and  all  such  commanding  ofia- 
cers  are  required  promptly  to  obey  such  call  and  to  render  tne  ne- 
cessary service  as  far  as  may  be  m  their  power  consistently  with 
their  other  duties.

The  President^  commander-m-chief  of  the  army  and  navy,  desires 
and  enjoins  the  orderly  observance  of  the  Sabbatn  by  the  officers  and 
men  in  the  military  and  naval  service.  The  importance  for  man  and 
beast  of  the  prescribed  weekly  rest,  the  sacred  rights  of  Christian 
soldiers  and  sailors,  a  becoming  deference  to  the  best  sentiment  of  a 
Christian  people,  and  a  dae  regard  t(ft  the  Divine  will,  demand  that 
Sunday  labor  in  the  army  and  navy  be  reduced  to  the  measure  of 
strict  necessity.  The  discipline  and  character  of  the  national  forces 
should  not  suffer,  nor  the  cause  they  defend  be  imperiled,  by  the 
profanation  of  the  day  or  name  of  the  Most  High,  '^t  this  time  of 
public  distress" — adopting  the  words  of  Washington  in  1776 — "men 
may  find  enough  to  do  in  the  service  of  God  and  their  country 
without  abandoning  themselves  to  vice  and  immorality."  The  first 
general  order  issued  by  the  Father  of  his  Country  after  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  indicates  the  spirit  in  which  our  institu- 
tions were  founded  and  should  ever  be  defended.  "The  general 
hopes  and  trusts  that  every  officer  and  man  will  endeavor  to  hve  and 
act  as  becomes  a  Christian  soldier,  defending  the  dearest  rights  and 
liberties  of  his  country."

In  my  view  there  could  be  no 
possible  object  in  such  an  election.  We  do  not  particularly  need 
members  oi  Congress  from  there  to  enable  us  to  get  along  with 
legislation  here.  What  we  do  want  is  the  conclusive  evidence  that 
respectable  citizens  of  Louisiana  are  willing  to  be  members  of  Con- 
gress and  to  swear  support  to  the  Constitution,  and  that  other  re- 
spectable citizens  there  are  willing  to  vote  for  them  and  send  them. 
To  send  a  parcel  of  Northern  men  here  as  representatives,  elected, 
as  would  be  understood  (and  perhaps  really  so),  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet,  would  be  disgusting  and  outrageous  j  and  were  I  a  mem- 
ber of  Cfongress  here,  I  would  vote  against  admitting  any  such  man 
to  a  seat.

Hon.  G.  F.  Shepley. 

My  dear  Sir :  Your  letter  of  the  6th  instant  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  has  been  placed  in  my  hands ;  and  I  am  annoyed  to  learn  from 
it  that  at  its  date  nothing  had  been  done  about  congressional  elec- 
tions. On  the  14th  of  October  I  addressed  a  letter  to  General 
Butler,  yourself,  and  others,  upon  this  very  subject,  sending  it 
by  Hon.  Mr.  Bouligny.      I  now  regret  the  necessity  of  inferring 
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that  yon  had  not  seen  this  letter  np  to  the  6th  instant.  I  inclose 
you  a  cop^  of  it^  and  also  a  copy  of  another  addressed  to  yonrself 
this  morning  upon  the  same  general  subject,  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Dr.  Kennedy.    I  ask  attention  to  both. 

I  wish  elections  for  congressmen  to  take  place  in  Louisiana ;  but 
I  wish  it  to  be  a  movement  of  the  people  of  the  districts,  and  not  a 
movement  of  our  military  and  quasi-military  authorities  there.  I 
merely  wish  our  authorities  to  give  the  people  a  chance — to  protect 
them  against  secession  interference.  Or  course  tiie  election  cannot 
be  according  to  strict  law.  By  State  law  there  is^  I  siipi>ose,  no 
election  day  before  January ;  and  the  regular  election  omcers  will 
not  act  in  many  cases,  if  in  any.  These  knots  must  be  cut>  the 
main  object  being  to  get  an  expression  of  the  people.  If  the^  would 
fix  a  day  and  a  way  for  themselves,  all  the  better:  but  if  they 
stand  idle,  not  seeming  to  know  what  to  do,  do  you  fa  tiiese  things 
for  them  by  proclamation.  And  do  not  waste  a  day  about  it,  but 
fix  the  election  day  early  enough,  that  we  can  hear  the  result  here 
b^  the  first  of  January.  Fix  a  day  for  an  election  in  all  the  dis- 
tricts, and  have  it  held  in  as  many  places  as  you  can.

My  dear  General  Banks :  ESarly  last  week  you  left  me  in  hiffh 
hope  with  your  assurance  that  you  would  be  oflf  with  your  expedi- 
tion at  the  end  of  that  week,  or  early  in  this.  It  is  now  the  end  of 
this,  and  I  have  just  been  overwhelmed  and  confounded  witii  the 
si^ht  of  a  requisition  made  by  you  which,  I  am  assured^  cannot  be 
filled  and  got  off  within  an  hour  short  of  two  months.  I  mclose  you 
a  copy  of  the  requisition,  in  some  hope  that  it  is  not  eenuine — that 
you  nave  never  seen  it.  My  dear  general,  this  expanmnff  and  piling 
up  of  impedimenta  has  been,  so  fai^  almost  our  ruin,  and  will  be  our 
final  ruin  if  it  is  not  abandoned.  If  you  had  the  articles  of  this  requi- 
sition upon  the  wharf,  with  the  necessary  animals  to  make  tiiem  of 
any  use,  and  forage  for  the  animals,  von  could  not  get  vessels 
together  in  two  weeks  to  carry  the  wnole,  to  say  nothing  of  your 
twenty  thousand  men ;  and,  having  the  vessels,  you  could  not  put 
the  cargoes  aboard  in  two  weeks  more.  And,  after  all,  where  you 
are  going  you  have  no  use  for  them.  When  you  parted  with  me 
you  nad  no  such  ideas  in  your  mind.  I  know  you  had  not,  or  you 
could  not  have  expected  to  be  off  so  soon  as  you  said.  You  must 
get  back  to  sometning  like  the  plan  you  had  then^  or  your  expedi- 
tion is  a  failure  before  you  start.  You  must  be  oflc  before  Congress 
meets.  You  would  be  better  off  anywhere,  and  especially  where 
you  are  going,  for  not  having  a  thousand  wagons  doing  nothing 
but  hauling  forage  to  feed  the  animals  that  draw  them,  and  taking 
at  least  two  thousand  men  to  care  for  the  wagons  and  animals,  who 
otherwise  might  be  two  thousand  good  soldiers.  Now,  dear  general. 
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do  not  think  this  is  an  ill-natured  letter;  it  is  the  very  reverse. 
The  simple  publication  of  this  requisition  would  ruin  you.

SHr :  You  tell  me  you  have  in  your  hands  some  two  hundred  and 
seventy  thousand  dollars  of  '^  Confederate  scrip,''  which  was  forced 
upon  Union  men  of  Kentucky,  in  exchange  for  supplies,  by  the 
rebels  during  their  late  raid  into  that  State ;  and  you  wish  govern- 
ment authority  for  you  to  take  this  scrip  into  the  cotton  States, 
ezdiange  it  for  cotton  if  found  practicable,  and  to  bring  the  cot- 
ton out. 

While  I  have  felt  great  anxiety  to  oblige  you  and  your  friends 
in  this  matter,  I  feel  constrained  to  decline  it.  It  would  come  to 
something,  or  it  would  come  to  nothing — that  is,  you  would  get 
cotton  for  the  scrip,  or  you  would  not.  Ifyou  should  get  none,  the 
effort  would  have  been  a  useless  failure.  If  you  should  get  any,  to 
precisely  that  extent  this  government  would  have  aided  in  giving 
currency  to  this  scrip — that  is,  men,  seeing  that  the  scrip  would 
bring  cotton,  would  gladly  give  produce  for  the  scrip ;  and  hence  a 
scramble  for  it.,  as  for  gold,  would  ensue. 

If  your  two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  was  to  be  the 
sole  instance,  I  would  gladly  risk  it.  But  it  would  not  be  the  begin- 
ning, or,  at  most,  only  the  beginning. 

Having  begun,  I  could  not  stop.  What  I  had  done  for  some,  I 
must  do  For  others.  AU  that  sort  of  scrip  now  in  Kentucky,  and  much 
not  yet  in  Kentucky,  would  find  its  wav  mto  Union  hands,  and  be  pre- 
sented under  the  rule.  We  all  know  how  easily  oaths  are  furnished 
when  required  in  transactions  of  this  sort;  and  the  thing  would  be- 
come even  broader  yet. 

Men  who  have  been  robbed  outrigjht  by  the  rebels,  without  even 
receiving  scrip,  would  appeal  (and  with  quite  as  equitable  a  case)  to 
be  permitted  a  means  of  indemnity,  by  leave  to  go  in  and  bring  out 
cotton. 

This  would  run  till  at  len^h  I  should  have  to  abandon  all  re- 
straint, or  put  a  stop  to  what  it  is  now  much  easier  to  not  begin. 


November  24, 1862.— Letter  to  Carl  Schurz. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  November  24, 1862. 
General  Carl  Schurz. 

My  dear  Sir:  I  have  just  received  and  read  your  letter  of  the  20th. 
The  purport  of  it  is  that  we  lost  the  late  elections  and  the  Adminis- 
tration IS  failing  because  the  war  is  unsuccessful,  and  that  I  must 
not  flatter  myself  that  I  am  not  justly  to  blame  for  it.    I  certainly

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know  that  if  the  war  fails,  the  Administration  fails,  and  that  I  will 
be  blamed  for  it,  whether  I  deserve  it  or  not  Ana  I  ought  to  be 
blamed  if  I  could  do  better.  Tou  think  I  could  do  better ;  therefore 
you  blame  me  already.  I  think  I  could  not  do  better :  therefore  I 
blame  you  for  blaming  me.  I  understand  you  now  to  oe  willing  to 
accept  the  help  of  men  who  are  not  Bepublicans,  provided  they  lutve 
^'  heiui;  in  it."  Agreed.  I  want  no  others.  But  who  is  to  be  the 
judge  of  hearts,  or  of  '^  heart  in  iff  If  I  must  discard  my  own 
judgment  and  take  yours,  I  must  also  take  that  of  others;  and  by 
the  time  I  should  reject  all  I  should  be  advised  to  reject,  I  should 
have  none  left,  Republicans  or  others — not  even  yourself.  For  be 
assured,  my  dear  sir,  there  are  men  who  have  "  heart  in  it "  that 
think  you  are  performing  your  part  as  poorly  as  you  think  I  am 
performing  mine.  I  certainly  have  been  dissatisfied  with  the  slow- 
ness of  Buell  and  McClellan ;  but  before  I  relieved  them  I  had  great 
fears  I  should  not  find  successors  to  them  who  would  do  better; 
and  I  am  sorry  to  add  that  I  have  seen  little  since  to  relieve  those 
fears. 

I  do  not  clearly  see  the  prospect  of  any  more  rapid  movements. 
I  fear  we  shall  at  last  find  out  that  the  difficulty  is  in  our  case 
rather  than  in  particular  generals.  I  wish  to  disparage  no  one — 
certainly  not  those  who  sympathize  with  me ;  but  1  must  say  I  need 
success  more  than  I  need  sympathy,  and  that  I  have  not  seen  the  so 
much  greater  evidence  of  getting  success  from  my  sympathizers 
than  from  those  who  are  denounced  as  the  contrary.  It  ooes  seem 
to  me  that  in  the  field  the  two  classes  have  been  very  much  ^ike  in 
what  they  have  done  and  what  they  have  failed  to  do.  In  sealing 
their  faith  with  their  blood.  Baker  and  Lyon  and  Bohlen  and 
Richardson,  Republicans,  dia  all  that  men  could  do :  but  did  they 
any  more  than  Eearny  and  Stevens  and  Reno  and  Mansfield,  none 
of  whom  were  Repubhcans,  and  some  at  least  of  whom  have  been 
bitterly  and  repeatedly  denounced  to  me  as  secession  sympathizers  t 
I  will  not  perform  the  un^atef ul  task  of  comparing  cases  of  failure. 

In  answer  to  your  question,  "  Has  it  not  been  publicly  stated  in  the 
newspapers,  and  apparently  proved  as  a  fact,  that  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  the  enemy  was  continually  supplied  with  in- 
formation by  some  of  the  confidential  subordinates  of  as  important 
an  officer  as  Adjutant-General  Thomas  t  '^  I  must  say  "  No,"  as  far  as 
my  knowledge  extends.  And  I  add  that  if  you  can  give  any  tangible 
evidence  upon  the  subject,  I  will  thank  you  to  come  to  this  city  and 
do  so.  Very  truly  your  friend,  a.  Lincoln.

H.  W.  Halleck. 

Steamer  "  Baltimore,"  off  Aquia  Creek,  Virginia, 

November  27, 1862. 
Major-General  Halleck. 

Sir :  I  have  just  had  a  long  conference  with  General  Bumside. 
He  believes  that  General  Lee's  whole  army,  or  nearly  the  whole 
of  it,  is  in  front  of  him.  at  and  near  Fredericksburg.  General 
Bumside  says  he  could  tate  into  battle  now  any  day  about  110,000 
men ;  that  his  army  is  in  good  spirit,  good  condition,  good  morale, 
and  that  in  all  respects  he  is  satisfied  with  oflBcers  and  men ;  that  he 
does  not  want  more  men  with  him,  because  he  could  not  handle 
them  to  advantage ;  that  he  thinks  he  can  cross  the  river  in  face  of 
the  enemy  and  drive  him  away ;  but  that,  to  use  his  own  expression, 
it  is  somewhat  risky.  I  wish  tne  case  to  stand  more  favorably  than 
this  in  two  respects :  First,  I  wish  his  crossing  of  the  river  to  be 
nearly  free  from  risk ;  and,  secondly,  I  wish  the  enemy  to  be  pre- 
vented from  falling  back,  accumulatmg  strength  as  he  ffoes,  into  his 
intrenchments  at  Richmond.  I  therefore  propose  tnat  General 
Bumside  shall  not  move  immediately;  that  we  accumulate  a  force 
on  the  south  bank  of  the  Rappahannock — at,  say,  Port  Royal  —  under 
protection  of  one  or  two  gunboats,  as  nearly  up  to  25,000  strong  as 
we  can ;  at  the  same  time  another  force  of  about  the  same  strength

as  high  up  the  Pamunkey  as  can  be  protected  by  gunboats.  These 
being  ready,  let  all  three  forces  move  sunnltaneously :  General  Bum- 
side's  force  in  its  attempt  to  cross  the  river,  the  Rappahannock  force 
moving  directly  np  the  south  side  of  the  river  to  his  assistance,  and 
ready^  if  found  admissible,  to  deflect  off  to  the  turnpike  bridge  over 
the  Mattapony  in  the  direction  of  Richmond;  the  Pamunkey  force 
to  move  as  rapidly  as  possible  up  the  north  side  of  the  Pamunkey, 
holding  cdl  the  bridges,  and  especially  the  turnpike  bridge  imme- 
diately north  of  Hanover  Court  House:  hurry  north  and  seize  and 
hold  {he  Mattapony  bridge  before  mentioned,  and  also,  if  possible, 
press  higher  up  the  streams  and  destroy  the  railroad  bridges.  Then 
if  General  Burnside  succeeds  in  driving  the  enemy  from  Fredericks- 
burg, he  (the  enemy)  no  lon^r  has  the  road  to  Kichmond,  but  we 
have  it,  and  can  march  into  me  city.  Or,  possiblv,  having  forced  the 
enemy  from  his  line,  we  could  move  upon  and  destroy  his  armv. 
General  Bumside's  main  army  would  have  the  same  line  of  supply 
and  retreat  as  he  has  now  provided.  The  Rappahannock  force 
would  have  that  river  for  supply,  and  eunboats  to  fall  back  upon; 
and  the  Pamunkey  force  would  nave  tnat  river  for  supply,  and  a 
line  between  the  two  rivers  —  Pamunkey  and  Mattapony — along 
which  to  fall  back  upon  its  gunboats.  I  think  the  j^an  promises 
the  best  results,  with  the  least  hazard,  of  any  now  conceivable. 

Note. —  The  above  plan  proposed  by  me  was  rejected  by  General 
Halleck  and  General  Bumside  on  the  ground  that  we  could  not  raise 
and  put  in  position  the  Pamunkey  force  without  too  much  waste  of

November  29, 1862.— Lettbe  to  Attornet-Genebal  Bates. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washinqton,  November  29, 1862. 
Hon.  Attorney-General. 

My  dear  Sir:  Few  things  perplex  me  more  than  this  question 
between  Governor  Gamble  and  the  War  Department^  as  to  whether 
the  peculiar  force  organized  by  the  former  in  Missouri  are  State 
troops  or  United  States  troops.  Now,  this  is  either  an  immateri^ 
or  a  mischievous  question.  First^  if  no  more  is  desired  than  to  have 
it  settled  what  name  the  force  is  to  be  called  by,  it  is  immaterial. 
Secondly,  if  it  is  desired  for  more  than  the  fixing  a  name,  it  can  only 
be  to  get  a  position  from  which  to  draw practic^  inferences:  then  it 
is  mischievous.  Instead  of  settling  one  dispute  by  deciding  the  ques- 
tion, I  should  merely  furnish  a  nestful  of  eggs  for  hatching  new 
disputes.  I  believe  the  force  is  not  strictly  either  "State  troops" 
or  "  United  States  troops.*'  It  is  of  mixed  character.  I  therefore 
think  it  is  safer,  when  a  practical  question  arises,  to  decide  that 
(Question  directly,  and  not  indirectly  uj  deciding  a  general  abstrac- 
tion supposed  to  include  it,  and  also  including  a  great  deal  more. 
Without  dispute  Governor  Gamble  appoints  the  officers  of  this 
force,  and  fills  vacancies  when  they  occur.  The  question  now  prac- 
tically in  dispute  is :    Can  Governor  Gamble  make  a  vacancy  by 
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removing  an  officer  or  accepting  a  resi^natioo  t  Now,  while  it  is 
proper  toat  this  question  sLall  be  settled,  I  do  not  perceive  why 
either  Governor  Gamble  or  the  government  here  should  care 
which  way  it  is  settled.  I  am  perplexed  with  it  only  because  there 
seems  to  *be  pertinacity  about  it.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  might 
be  either  way  without  injury  to  the  service;  or  that  the  offer  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  let  Governor  Gamble  make  vacancies, 
and  he  (the  Secretary)  to  ratify  the  making  of  them,  ought  to  be 
satisfactory.

December  1, 1862. — Annual  Message  to  Congress. 

Fellow-ctHzetis  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives :  Since 
your  last  annual  assembling  another  year  of  health  and  bountiful 
harvests  has  passed;  and  while  it  has  not  pleased  the  Almighty  to 
Uees  us  with  a  return  of  peace,  we  can  but  press  on,  guided  by  the 
beat  light  he  gives  us,  trusting  that  in  his  own  good  time  and*  wise 
way  all  will  yet  be  welL 

The  correspondence  touching  foreign  affairs  which  has  takeu 
place  during  the  last  year  is  herewith  submittedjin  virtual  com-' 
pliance  with  a  request  to  that  effect,  made  bv  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives near  the  close  of  the  last  session  or  Congress, 

If  the  condition  of  our  relations  with  other  nations  is  less  grati- 
fying than  it  has  usually  been  at  former  periods,  it  is  certainly  more 
iktisfactory  than  a  nation  so  unhappily  distracted  as  we  are  might 
reasonably  have  apprehended.  In  the  month  of  June  last  there 
were  some  grounds  to  expect  that  the  maritime  powers  which»  at 
the  beginning  of  our  domestic  difficulties,  so  unwiselv  and  uuneces- 
sarily^  as  we  think,  recognized  the  insurgents  as  a  belligerent,  would 
800Q  recede  from  that  position,  which  has  proved  only  Jess  injurious 
to  themselves  than  to  our  own  country.  But  the  temporary  re- 
versed which  afterward  bofull  the  national  arms,  and  whieh  were  ex- 
aggerated by  our  own  disloyal  citizens  abroad,  have  hitherto  delayed 
t£at  act  of  simple  Justice, 

The  civil  war,  which  has  so  radically  changed,  for  the  moment, 
the  o<?cunations  and  habits  of  the  American  people,  has  necessarily 
disturbed  the  social  condition,  and  affected  very  deeply  the  prosper- 
ity of  the  nations  with  which  we  have  carried  on  a  commerce  that 
hm  been  steadily  incre4ising  throughout  a  oeriod  of  half  a  cen- 
tmj.  It  has,  at  the  same  time,  excited  political  ambitions  and 
tpprdieiisions  which  have  produced  a  profound  agitation  through- 
out Uie  civilized  world.  In  this  unusual  agitation  we  have  for- 
borne  from  taking  part  in  any  controversy  between  foreign  states. 
and  between  parties  or  factions  in  such  states.  We  have  attempted 
DO  propoganuism,  and  acknowledged  no  revolution.  But  we  have 
Idft  to  every  nation  the  exclusive  conduct  and  management  of  its 
owTj  affairs.  Our  struggle  has  been,  of  course,  contemplated  by 
fori-igu  nations  with  reference  less  to  its  own  merits  than  t-o  its 
9appo«ed  ana  often  exaggerated  effects  and  consequences  resulting 
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to  those  nations  themselves.     Nevertheless,  complaiut  on  the  part 
of  this  government,  even  if  it  were  just,  would  ceitainly  be  nnwise. 

The  treaty  with  Gi^at  Britain  for  the  suppression  of  the  slave- 
trade  has  been  put  into  operation  with  a  good  prospect  of  complete 
success.  It  is  an  oc<?asion  of  special  pleasure  to  acknowledge  that 
the  ejtecution  of  it  on  the  part  of  her  Majesty's  govei-nment  has 
been  marked  with  a  jealous  respect  for  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  rights  of  their  moral  and  loyal  citizens. 

The  couvention  with  Hanover  for  the  abolition  of  the  stade  dues 
has  been  carried  into  full  effect  under  the  act  of  Congress  for  that 
purpose, 

A  blockade  of  three  thousand  miles  of  sea-coast  could  not  be 
established  and  vigorously  enforced,  in  a  season  of  great  commer- 
cial activity  like  the  present^  without  committing  occasional  mis- 
takes, and  inflicting  unintentional  injuries  upon  foreign  nations 
and  their  subjects, 

A  civil  war  occurring  in  a  country  where  foreigners  reside  and 
carry  on  trade  under  treaty  stipulations,  is  necessarily^  fruitful  of 
complaints  of  the  violation  of  neutral  rights.  All  such  collisions 
tend  to  excite  misapprehensions,  and  possibly  to  produce  mutual 
reclamations  between  nations  which  have  a  common  interest  in  pre- 
serving peace  and  friendship.  In  clear  eases  of  these  kinds  I  have, 
so  far  as  possible,  heard  and  redressed  complaints  which  have  been 
presented  by  friendly  powers.  There  is  still,  however,  a  large  and 
an  auginenfing  number  of  doubtfid  cases  upon  which  the  govern- 
ment IS  unable  to  agree  with  the  govemmenta  whose  protection  is 
demanded  by  the  claimants.  There  are,  moreover,  many  cnms  in 
which  the  tfnited  States  or  their  citizens  suffer  wrongs  from  the 
naval  or  military  authorities  of  foreign  nations,  which  the  govern- 
ments of  those  states  are  not  at  once  prepared  to  redress.  I  have 
proposed  to  some  of  the  foreign  states  thus  interested  mutual  con- 
ventions to  examine  antl  adjust  such  complaints.  This  pi*oposition 
has  been  made  especially  to  Great  Britain,  to  France,  to  Spain,  and 
to  Prussia.  In  each  case  it  has  been  kindly  received,  but  has  not 
yet  been  formally  adopted. 

I  deem  it  my*duty  to  recommend  an  appropriation  in  behalf  of 
the  owners  of  the  Norwegian  bark  Aihuirat  P.  TordenskhJd,  which 
vessel  was,  in  May,  1861,  prevented  by  the  commander  of  the  block- 
ading force  off  Cliarleston  from  lea%ang  that  port  with  cargo,  not- 
witbstanding  a  similar  privilege  had,  shortly  before,  been  granted 
to  an  English  vessel.  I  have  directed  the*  Secretary  of  State  to 
cause  the  papers  in  the  case  to  be  communicated  to  the  proper  com- 
mittees. 

Applications  have  been  made  to  me  by  many  free  Americans  of 
African  descent  to  favor  their  emigration,  with  a  \'iew  to  such  colo- 
nization as  was  contemplated  in  recent  acts  of  Congress.  Other 
parties  at  home  and  abroad — some  from  interested  motives,  others 
upon  patriotic  considerations,  and  still  others  influenced  by  philan- 
thropic sentiments — have  suggested  similar  measures;  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  several  of  the  Spanish- American  republics  have  protested 
against  the  sending  of  such  colonies  to  their  respective  territories. 
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Jnder  these  eircurastances,  I  have  decliDed  to  move  any  such  colony 
>  liny  statue  without  first  ubtaiiiiug  the  consent  of  its  government, 
ith  an  agreement  on  its  part  to  receive  and  protect  such  emigrants 
I  all  the  rights  of  freemen  j  and  I  ha%'e  at  the  same  time  offered  ta 
be  several  states  situated  within  the  tropics,  or  having  colonies 
iere,  to  negotiate  with  them^  subject  to  the  advice  and  consent  of 
ic  Senate,  to  favor  the  voluntary  emigi-ation  of  persons  of  that  class 
}  their  respective  territories,  upon  conditions  which  shall  be  equfd^ 
"Just,  and  humane,    Liberia  and  Hayti  are  as  yet  the  only  countries 
to  which  colonists  of  African  descent  from  here  could  go  with  cer- 
~  duty  of  being  received  and  adopted  as  citizens;  and  I  regret  to  say 
ich  persons  contemplating  colonization  do  not  seem  so  willing  to 
ligrate  t4:>  those  countries  as  tc»  some  othei's,  nor  so  willing  as  I  think 
aeir  interest  demands.     I  believe^  however,  opinion  among  them  in 
lis  respect  is  improving;  and  that  ere  long  there  will  be  an  aug- 
lented  and  considerable  migration  to  both  these  countries  from  the 
United  States. 
The  new  commercial  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Sultan  of  Turkey  has  been  carried  into  execution. 

A  commercial  and  consular  treaty  has  been  negotiated,  subject  to 
ae  Senate's  consent,  with  Liberia;  and  a  similar  negotiation  is  now 
Bnding  with  the  republic  of  Hayti.  A  considerable  improvement 
^f  the  national  commerce  is  expected  to  residt  from  these  measures. 
Our  relations  with  Great  Britain,  France,  Spain,  Pijrtngal,  Russia, 
Prussia^  Denmark,  Sweden,  Austria,  the  Netlierlauds,  Italy,  Rome, 
"'Mid  the  other  European  states,  remain  undisturbed.  Very  favorable 
felations  also  continue  to  be  maintained  with  Turkey,  Morocco, 
China,  and  Japan. 

During  the  last  year  there  has  not  only  been  no  change  of  our 
revious  relations  with  the  independent  stat^es  of  our  own  continent, 
it  more  friendly  sentiments  tnan  have  heretofore  existed  are  be- 
|eved  to  be  entertained  by  these  neighbors,  whose  safety  and  pro- 
cess are  so  intimately  connected  with  our  own.    This  statement 
Bpeciallv  applies  to  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Costa  Rica^  Honduras,  Peru, 
"mnd  Chile.

bare  favoretl  the  project  for  connecting  the  LTnited  States  with 
Burope  by  an  Atlantic  telegraph,  and  a  similar  project  to  extend  the 
elegraph  from  San  Francisco,  to  connect  by  a  Pacific  telegraph  with 
^theline  which  is  being  extended  across  the  Rnssian  empire. 

The  Territories  of  the  United  States,  with  unimportant  exceptions, 
have  remained  imdisturbed  by  the  civil  war,  ana  they  are  exhibit- 
ing such  evidence  of  prosperity  as  justifies  an  expectation  that  some 
of  them  will  soon  be  m  a  condition  to  l>e  organized  as  States  and  be 
eooBtitutJopaUy  admitted  into  the  Federal  Union. 
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The  immense  mioeral  resources  of  some  of  those  Territories  ought 
to  be  developed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Every  step  in  that  direction 
would  have  a  tendency  to  improve  the  revenues  of  the  government, 
and  diminish  the  burdens  of  the  people.  It  is  worthy  of  your  serious 
consideration  whether  some  extraordinary  measures  to  promote  that 
end  cannot  be  adopted*  The  means  which  suggests  itself  as  most 
likely  to  be  eflfec^tive  is  a  scientific  exploration  of  the  mineral  re> 
gions  in  those  Territories,  with  a  view  to  the  publication  of  its 
results  at  home  and  in  foreign  countries — results  which  cannot  fidl 
to  be  auspicious. 

The  condition  of  the  finances  will  claim  your  most  diligent  con- 
sideration. The  vast  expenditures  incident  to  the  military  and  naval 
operations  required  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  have  hitherto 
been  met  with  a  promptitude  and  certainty  unusual  in  similar  cir- 
cumstances, and  tie  pubhc  credit  has  been  fully  maintained*  The 
continuance  of  the  war,  however,  and  the  increased  disbursements 
made  necessary  by  the  augmented  forces  now  in  the  field^  demand 
your  tjest  reflections  as  to  the  best  modes  of  providing  the  necessary 
revenue  without  injury  to  business  and  with  the  least  possible  bur- 
dens upon  labor. 

The  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks,  soon  after  the 
commencement  of  vour  last  session,  made  large  issues  of  United 
States  notes  unavoidable.  In  no  other  way  could  the  pajTnent  of 
the  troops,  and  the  satisfaction  of  other  just  demands,  be  so  eco- 
nomically or  so  well  provided  for.  The  judicious  legislation  of  Con- 
gress, securing  the  receivability  of  these  not-es  for  loans  and  internal 
duties,  and  making  them  a  legal  tender  for  other  debts,  has  made 
them  a  universal  currency,  and  has  satisfied,  partially  at  least, 
and  for  the  time,  the  long-felt  want  of  a  uniform  circulating  medium, 
Baring  thereby  to  the  people  immense  sums  in  discounts  and  ex* 
changes. 

A  return  to  specie  payments,  however,  at  the  earliest  period  com- 
patible with  due  regard  to  all  interests  concerned,  should  ever  be 
Kept  in  view.  Fluctuations  in  the  value  of  currency  are  always  in- 
jurious, and  to  reduce  these  fluctuations  to  the  lowest  possible  point 
will  always  be  a  leMing  purpose  in  wise  legislation.  Convertil>ility — 
prompt  and  certain  convertibility  —  into  coin  Is  generally  acknow- 
ledged to  be  the  best  and  surest  safeguard  against  them ;  and  it  is 
extremely  doubtful  whether  a  eircidation  of  United  States  notea, 
payable  in  coin,  and  sufficiently  large  for  the  wants  of  the  people, 
can  be  permanently,  usefidly,  and  s^ely  maintained. 

Is  there,  then,  any  other  mode  in  which  the  necessary  provision 
for  the  public  wants  can  be  made,  and  the  great  advantages  of  a  safe 
and  uniform  currency  secured  t 

I  know  of  none  which  promises  so  certain  results,  and  is  at  the 
same  time  so  unobjectionable,  as  the  organization  of  banking  associa- 
tions under  a  general  ac*t  of  Congress  well  guarded  in  its  provi- 
aions.  To  such  associations  the  government  mi^t  furnish  circulating 
notes,  on  the  security  of  United  States  bonds  deposited  in  the  trea- 
sury. These  notes,  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  proper  officers, 
being  uniform  in  appearance  and  security,  and  convertible  always 
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into  coin,  would  at  once  protect  labor  againBt  the  evils  of  a  vioious 
currcncf,  and  facilitate  commerce  bj  cheap  and  safe  exchaDges. 
A  moderate  reservation  from  the  interest  on  the  bonds  would  com- 
isate  the  United  States  for  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  th^ 

ea  and  a  general  supervision  of  the  svstem,  and  would  lighten 

the  burden  of  that  part  of  the  public  debt  employed  as  securities. 
The  public  credit^  moreover,  would  be  greatly  improved  and  the 
negotiation  of  new  loans  greatly  facilitated  by  the  steady  market 
demand  for  government  bonds  which  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
system  would  create. 

It  is  an  additional  recommendation  of  the  measure,  of  considerable 
weight  in  my  judgment,  that  it  would  reconcile,  as  far  as  possible, 
aU  existing  interests,  by  the  opportunity  offered  to  existing  institu- 
tions to  reorganize  under  the  act,  substituting  only  the  secured  uni- 
form national  circulation  for  the  local  and  various  circulation,  secured 
and  unsecured,  now  issued  by  them. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  from  all  sources,  including  loans 
and  balance  from  the  preceding  year,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on 
the  30th  June,  1862,  were  $583,885,247.06;  of  which  sum  $49,056,- 
397,62  were  derived  from  customs;  $1,795,331.73  from  the  direct 
tax;  from  public  lands,  $152,203.77;  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
♦931,787-64;  from  loans  in  all  forms,  $529,692,460,50.  The  remain- 
der,  $2,257,065.80,  was  the  balance  from  last  year. 

The  disbursements  during  the  same  period  were :  for  congressional, 
executive,  and  judicial  purposes,  $5,939,009,29 ;  for  foreign  inter- 
OOiini^$l,339, 710.35;  for  misceUaaeous  expenses, including  the  mints, 
loanS)  post-office  deficiencies,  collection  of  revenue,  and  other  like 
charges,  $14,129,771,50;  for  expenses  under  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment, $3,102,985,52 ;  under  the  War  DepaHment^  $394,368,407.36  j 
under  the  Navy  Department,  $42,674,569.69 :  for  interest  on  public 
debt,  $13,190^324.45;  and  for  payment  of  public  debt^  including  reim- 
bursement  of  temporary  loan,  and  redemptions,  $96,096,922.09 — mak- 
g  an  aggregate  of  $570,841,700,25,  and  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
easury  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1802,  of  $13,043,546,81, 
It  should  be  observed  that  the  sum  of  $96,096,922.09,  expended  for 
reimbursements  and  redemption  of  public  debt,  being  included  also 
in  the  loans  made,  may  be  properly  deducted  both  from  receipts 
and  expenditures,  leaving  the  actual  receipts  for  the  year,  $487,788,- 
3ai.97;  and  the  expenditures,  $474,744J78.16, 

Other  information  on  the  subject  of  the  finances  will  be  foimd  in 
the  report  of  the  Secretary-  of  the  Treasury,  to  whose  statements 
and  views  I  invite  your  most  candid  and  considerate  attention. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  of  the  Na\^  are  here- 
with transmitted.  These  reports,  though  lengthy,  are  scarcely  more 
than  brief  abstracts  of  the  very  nnmernus  and  extensive  transactions 
and  operations  conducts!  through  those  departments.  Nor  could  I 
give  a  summary  of  them  here,  upon  any  principle,  which  would  ad- 
it fit  it^  Vjeiug  much  shorter  than  the  reports  themselves.  I  there- 
ire  content  myself  with  laying  the  reports  before  you,  and  asking 
our  attention  to  them. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  a  decided  improvement  in  the  finan- 
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cial  condition  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  as  compared  with  sev- 
eral preceding  years.  The  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  1861  amounted 
to  $8,349^96.40,  which  embraced  the  revenue  from  all  the  States  of 
the  Union  for  three  quarters  of  that  year.  Notwithstanding  the 
cessation  of  revenue  from  the  so-called  seceded  States  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  the  increase  of  the  correspondence  of  the  loyal  States 
has  b^n  sufficient  to  produce  a  revenue  during  the  same  year  of 
$8,299,820.90,  being  only  $50,000  less  than  was  derived  from  all  the 
States  of  the  Union  during  the  previous  year.  The  expenditures 
show  a  still  more  favorable  result.  The  amount  expended  in  1861 
was  $13,606,759.11.  For  the  last  year  the  amount  has  been  reduced 
to  $11,125,364.13,  showing  a  decrease  of  about  $2,481,000  in  the 
expenditures  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and  about 
$3,750,000  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1860.  The  deficiency  in 
the  department  for  the  previous  year  was  $4,551,966.98.  For  the 
last  fi^al  ^ear  it  was  reduced  to  $2,112,814.57.  These  favorable 
results  are  in  part  owing  to  the  cessation  of  mail  service  in  tlie  in- 
surrectionary States,  and  in  nart  to  a  careful  review  of  all  expnendi- 
tures  in  that  department  in  tne  interest  of  economy.  The  efficiencv 
of  the  postal  service,  it  is  believed,  has  also  been  much  improved. 
The  Postmaster-General  has  also  opened  a  correspondence,  tnrough 
the  Department  of  State,  with  foreign  governments,  proposing  a  con- 
vention of  postal  representatives  for  the  purpose  of  simplifyingjOie 
rates  of  foreign  postage,  and  to  expedite  the  foreign  mails.  This 
proposition,  equally  important  to  our  adopted  citL^ns  and  to  the 
commercial  interests  of  this  country,  has  been  favorably  entertained, 
and  agreed  to,  by  all  the  governments  from  whom  repues  have  been 
received. 

I  ask  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Postmas- 
ter-General in  his  report  respecting  the  further  legislation  required, 
in  his  opinion,  for  the  benefit  of  the  postal  service. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  reports  as  follows  in  regard  to  the 
public  lands : 

The  public  lands  have  ceased  to  be  a  source  of  revenue.  From  the  Ist 
July,  1861,  to  the  30th  September,  1862,  the  entire  cash  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  lands  were  $137,476.26— a  simi  much  less  than  the  expenses  of  our 
land  system  durine  the  same  period.  The  homestead  law,  which  will  take 
effect  on  the  1st  or  January  next,  offers  such  inducements  to  settlers  that 
sales  for  cash  cannot  be  expected  to  an  extent  sof&oient  to  meet  the  ex- 
X>enses  of  the  General  Land  Of&ce,  and  the  cost  of  surveying  and  bringing 
the  land  into  market. 

The  discrepancy  between  the  sum  here  stated  as  arising  from  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands,  and  the  sum  derived  from  the  same  source 
as  reported  from  the  Treasury  Department,  arises,  as  I  understand, 
from  the  fact  that  the  periods  of  time,  though  apparently,  were  not 
really  coincident  at  the  beginning  point — the  Treasury  report  in- 
cluding a  considerable  sum  now,  wnich  had  previously  been  reported 
from  the  Interior — sufficiently  large  to  greatly  overreach  the  sum 
derived  from  the  three  montlis  now  reported  upon  by  the  Interior, 
and  not  by  the  Treasury. 
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The  Indian  tribes  upon  our  frontiers  have,  during  the  past  year, 

^danifeisted  a  spirit  ot  insubordination,  aud  at  several  points  have 

iged  in  open  hostilities  against  the  white  settlements  in  tJieir 

lity.    The  tribes  oecupyint?  tlie  Indian  country  south  of  Kaunas 

jnnced  their  alleg-iauee  to  the  United  States,  and  entered  into 

^Itieii  with  the  insiH'geiits.  Those  who  remained  loyal  to  the  United 

States  were  driven  from  the  eouutry.  The  chief  of  the  Cherokees 
has  visited  this  city  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  the  former  relations 
I  of  the  tribe  with  tfie  United  States.  He  alleges  that  they  were  cou- 
I Strained  bv  superior  force  to  enter  into  treaties  with  the  insnrgeDts, 
land  that  the  United  States  neglected  to  furnish  the  protection  which 
*  their  treaty  stipulations  required. 

In  the  month  of  August  last  the  Sioux  Indians  in  Minnesota 

attacked  the  settlements  in  their  vicinity  with  extreme  ferocity, 

killing  indiscriminately  men,  wonieUj  and  children.    This  attack  was 

wholly  unexpected,  and  therefore  no  means  of  defense  had  been

How  this  outbreak  was  induced  is  not  definitely  known,  and 

SQSpicionSf  w^hich  may  be  unjust,  need  not  to  be  stated.  Information 
^  was  received  by  the  Indian  bureau,  from  different  sources,  about  the 
rtiine  hostilities  were  commenced,  that  a  simultaneous  attack  was  to 
the  made  upon  the  white  settlements  by  all  the  tribes  between  the 
f  Mississippi  River  and  the  Rocky  Mountains,  The  State  of  Minnesota 
^has  suffered  great  injury  from  this  Indian  war.  A  large  portion  of 
I  her  territoi*>"  nas  been  depopulated^  and  a  severe  loss  has  been  sua- 
|taiued  by  the  destruction  of  property.  The  people  of  that  State 
[manifest  much  anxiety  for  the  removal  of  the  tribes  bej^ond  the 
I  limits  of  the  State  as  a  guarantee  against  future  hostilities.  The 
I  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  will  lumish  full  details.  I  submit 
'  your  especial  consideration  whether  our  Indian  system  shall  not 
/  remodeled.  Many  wise  and  good  men  have  impressed  me  with 
the  belief  that  this  can  be  profitably  done. 

I  submit  a  statement  of  the  nroceedings  of  commissioners,  which 
I  shows  the  progress  that  has  oeen  made  in  the  enterprise  of  con- 
1  struct! ng  the  Pacific  Railroad.     And  this  suggests  the  earliest  com- 
pletion of  this  n)ad,  and  also  the  favorable  s^iiion  of  Congress  upon 
the  projects  now  pending  before  them  for  enlarging  the  capacities 
of  tue  great  canals  in  New  York  and  lUinois^  as  being  of  vital  and 
I  rapidly  increasing  importance  to  the  whole  nation,  and  especially  to 
[the  vast  interior  region  hereiuaft'Cr  to  be  noticed  at  some  greater 
lengths     I  purpose  having  prepared  and  laid  before  you  at  an  early 
y  some  interesting  and  valuable  statistical  information  upon  thj^ 
^ect.     The  military  and  commercial  importance  of  enlarging  the 
"ois  and  Miehigan  canal   and  imnrovdng  the  Illinois  River  is 
put^d  in  the  r**port  of  Colonel  Weoster  t-o  the  Secretary  of  War, 
_  I  now  transmitted  to  Congress^   I  respectfnlly  ask  attention  to  it. 
To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  t'ongress  of  the  15th 
of  May  last,  I  have  caused  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the 
|Unitea  States  to  be  organized.     The  commissioner  informs  me 
within  the  period  of  a  few  months  this  department  has  estab* 
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lished  an  exteiusive  system  of  correspoadence  and  exchanges^  both 
at  home  and  abroad,  which  promises  to  effect  highly  beneficial  re* 
suits  in  the  development  of  a  correct  knowledge  of  recent  improve- 
ments in  agriculture,  in  the  introduction  of  new  products,  and  in 
the  collection  of  the  agricultural  statistics  of  the  different  States. 
Also  that  it  will  soon  be  prepared  to  distribute  largely  seeds,  cereals, 
plants^  and  cuttings,  and  has  already  published  and  libei*ally  dif- 
fused much  valuable  information  in  aotieipation  of  a  more  elaborate 
report  which  wiU  in  due  time  be  furnished,  embracing  some  valu- 
able tests  in  chemical  science  now  in  progress  in  the  laboraton^\ 
The  creation  of  this  department  was  for  the  more  immediate  ben- 
efit of  a  large  class  of  our  most  valuable  citizens ;  and  I  trust  that 
the  liberal  basis  upon  which  it  has  been  organized  will  not  only 
meet  your  approbation,  but  that  it  will  realize^  at  no  distant  day, 
all  the  fondest  anticipations  of  its  most  sanguine  friends,  and  be- 
come the  fruitful  sourc^e  of  advantage  to  all  our  people. 

On  the  22d  day  of  September  last  a  proclamation  was  issued  by 
the  Executive,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted.  In  accor- 
dance with  the  purpose  erpressed  in  the  second  paragraph  of  that 
paper,  I  now  respectfully  recall  your  attention  to  what  may  be 
called  '*  compensated  emancipation," 

A  nation  may  be  said  to  consist  of  its  territorv,  its  people,  and  its 
laws.  The  territory  is  the  only  part  which  is  oi  certain  durability. 
*^  On©  generation  passeth  awa}',  and  another  generation  cometh,  but 
the  earth  abideth  forever."  It  is  of  the  first  importance  to  duly 
consider  and  estimate  this  ever-enduring  part.  That  portion  of  the 
earth's  surface  which  is  owned  and  inhabited  by  the  people  of  the 
United  States  is  well  adapted  to  be  the  home  of  one  national  family, 
and  it  is  not  well  adapted  for  two  or  more*  Its  vast  extent  ana 
its  variety  of  climate  and  productions  are  of  advantage  in  this  age 
for  one  people,  whatever  they  might  have  been  in  former  age& 
Steam^  telegraphs,  and  intelligence  have  brought  these  to  be  an 
advantageous  combination  for  one  unit-ed  people. 

In  the  inaugural  address  I  briefly  pointea  out  the  total  inade- 
quacv  of  disunion  as  a  remedv  for  the  differences  between  the 
people  of  the  two  sections.  I  did  so  in  language  which  I  cannot 
improve  and  which,  therefore,  I  beg  to  repeat: 

One  section  of  our  country  beUeves  slavery  is  right  and  ought  to  be 
extended,  while  the  other  belie vee  it  is  wrong  and  ought  not  to  be  ex* 
tended,  Tliii?  is  the  only  Bubslantial  dispute.  The  fugitive-elave  clauM 
of  the  Constitution  and  the  law  for  the  suppression  of  the  foreign  slave- 
trade  are  earh  aa  well  enforced,  perhaps,  as  any  law  can  ever  be  in  a  com- 
munity where  the  moral  sense  of  the  people  imperfectly  supports  the  law 
itfielf.  The  great  body  of  the  people  abide  by  the  dry  legal  obhgation  in 
both  oases,  and  a  few  break  over  m  each.  Thist  I  t^ink^  cannot  l>e  per- 
fectly cnred  ;  and  it  would  be  worse  in  both  cases  after  the  separation  of  the 
nections  than  before.  The  foreipn  slave-trade,  now  imperfectly  stippressed^ 
would  be  ultimately  rerived  without  restriction  in  one  section ;  while  fugi* 
tive  slaves,  now  only  partially  surrendered,  would  not  be  surrendered  at  all 
by  the  other, 

^  Phym^sally  Sjpeaking.  we  cannot  separate.    We  cannot  remove  our  respec- 
tive seotiond  from  each  other,  nor  build  an  impassable  wall  between  them. 
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husband  and  wife  may  be  divorc'ed  and  go  out  of  the  presence  and  beyond 
be  reach  of  each  other  j  but  the  <iifferent  paxts  of  our  country  cannot  do 
;iii8.  They  cannot  but  remain  face  to  face ;  and  int^ercoiu'se.  either  ami- 
able or  hostile,  must  continue  between  them.    Is  it  possible,  tnen,  to  make

^an  treaties  be  more  falthfolly  enforced  between  aliens  than  laws  ean  among 
rieindfl  f  Suppose  yon  go  to  war,  ^ ou  cannot  fight  always ;  and  when,  after 
inch  loss  on  noth  sides  and  no  gam  on  either,  you  cease  fighting,  the  iden- 
ical  old  questions  as  to  terms  of  intercourse  are  again  upon  you. 

There  is  no  line,  straight  or  crooked^  suitable  for  a  national 
boundary  upon  which  to  divide.  Trace  tnroiigh,  from  east  to  west, 
upon  the  line  between  the  free  and  slave  country,  and  we  shall  find 
a  little  more  than  one  third  of  its  length  are  rivers,  easy  to  be  crossed, 
and  populated,  or  soon  to  be  populated,  thickly  upon  both  sides ; 
while  nearly  all  its  remaining  length  are  merely  surveyors*  lines, 
over  which  people  may  walk  back  and  forth  without  any  conscious- 
ness of  their  presence.  No  part  of  this  line  can  be  made  any  more 
difficult  to  pass  by  writing  it  down  on  paper  or  parchment  as  a 
national  boundary.  The  fact  of  separation,  if  it  comes,  gives  up  on 
he  part  of  the  seceding  section  the  fugitive-slave  clause  along  with 
aU  other  constitutionaJ  obligations  upon  the  section  seceded  from, 
while  I  should  expect  no  treaty  stipulation  would  be  ever  made  to 
take  its  place. 

But  there  is  another  difficulty.  The  great  interior  region,  bounded 
east  by  the  Alleghanies,  north  by  the  British  dominions,  west  by  the 
BcKskjr  Mountains,  and  south  bv  the  line  along  which  the  culture  of 
com  and  cotton  meets,  and  which  includes  part  of  Virginia,  part 
of  Tennessee,  all  of  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Wisconsin, 
Illinois,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  the  Territories  of 
Dakota^  Nebraska,  and  part  of  Colorado,  already  has  above  ten  mil- 
lions of  people,  and  will  have  fifty  millions  witRin  fifty  years  if  not 
prevented  by  any  political  folly  or  mistake.  It  contains  more  than 
one  third  of  the  country  owned  by  the  United  States  —  certainly 
more  than  one  million  of  square  miles.  Once  half  as  populous  as 
Mafisachusetts  already  is,  it  would  have  more  than  seventy-five  mU* 
lions  of  people.  A  glance  at  the  map  shows  that,  territorially  speak* 
ing,  it  is  the  great  body  of  the  republic.  The  other  parts  are  but 
marginal  borders  to  it,  the  magnificent  region  sloping  west  from 
the  Rocky  Mountains  to  the  Pacific  being  the  deepest  and  also  the 
richest  in  undeveloped  resources*  In  the  production  of  provisions, 
gmina,  grasses,  ana  all  which  proceed  from  them,  this  greiit  interior 
re^on  b  naturally  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  world.  Ascer- 
tmn  from  the  statistics  the  small  proportion  of  the  region  which 
hms^  OS  yet,  been  l>n:)ught  into  cultivation,  and  also  the  large  and 
nupidly  increasing  amount  of  its  products,  and  we  shall  l>e  over- 
wndmed  with  the  magnitude  of  tne  prospect  presented ;  and  yet 
this  region  has  no  sea  coast,  touches  no  ocean  anywhere.  As  part 
of  one  nation,  its  people  now  find,  and  may  forever  find,  their  way 
to  Europe  by  New  York,  to  South  America  and  Africa  by  New 
Orleans,  and  to  Asia  by  San  Francisco.    But  separate  our  common 
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eounlay  into  two  nationfi,  as  designed  hj  the  jH^esent  rebellion,  and 
every  man  of  this  great  interior  region  is  thereby  cut  ofF  from  some 
one  or  more  of  these  outlets — not,  perhaps,  by  a  physical  barrier, 
bnt  by  embarrassing  and  onerous  trade  regulations. 

And  this  is  true  wherever  a  dividing  or  boundary  line  may  be 
fixed.  Place  it  between  the  now  free  and  slave  counlary,  or  place  it 
south  of  Kentuclnr  or  north  of  Ohio,  and  still  the  truth  remains 
that  none  south  or  it  can  trade  to  any  port  or  place  north  of  it,  and 
none  north  of  it  can  trade  to  any  i>ort  or  place  south  of  ity  except 
upon  terms  dictated  by  a  government  foreign  to  them.  These  out- 
lets, east,  west,  and  south,  are  indispensable  to  the  well-being  of  the 
people  inhabiting,  and  to  inhabit,  tnis  vast  interior  region.  Which 
of  tne  three  mav  be  the  besL  is  no  proper  question.  All  are  better 
than  either;  and  all  of  right  oelong  to  that  people  and  to  their  suc- 
cessors forever.  True  to  themselves,  they  will  not  ask  where  a  line 
of  separation  shall  be,  but  will  vow  rather  that  there  shall  be  no  such 
line.  Nor  are  the  marginal  re^ons  less  interested  in  these  com- 
munications to  and  through  uem  to  the  great  outside  world. 
They,  too,  and  each  of  them,  must  have  access  to  this  E^rpt  of  the 
West  without  paying  toll  at  the  crossing  of  any  nationafboundary. 

Our  national  strife  springs  not  from  our  permanent  part,  not 
from  the  land  we  inhabit,  not  from  our  national  homestead  There 
is  no  possible  severing  of  this  but  would  multiply,  and  not  mitigate, 
evils  among  us.  In  all  its  adaptations  and  aptitudes  it  demands 
union  and  abhors  separation.  In  fact,  it  would  ere  lon^  force  re- 
union, however  much  of  blood  and  treasure  the  separation  might 
have  cost. 

Our  strife  pertains  to  ourselves — to  the  passing  generations  of 
men;  and  it  can  without  convulsion  be  hushed  forever  with  the  pass- 
ing of  one  generation. 

In  this  view  I  recommend  the  adoptioh  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  articles  amendatory  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States: 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Conffress  assembled  (two-thirds  of  both 
houses  concurring).  That  the  following  articles  be  proposed  to  the 
legislatures  (or  conventions)  of  the  several  States  as  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  all  or  any  of  which  articles 
when  ratified  by  three  fourths  of  the  said  legislatures  (or  conven- 
tions) to  be  valid  as  part  or  parts  of  the  said  Constitution,  viz. : 

"Article  — . 

"  Every  State  wherein  slavery  now  exists  which  shall  abolish  the 
same  therein  at  any  time  or  times  before  the  first  day  of  January  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  and  nine  hundred,  shall  receive 
compensation  from  the  United  States  as  follows,  to  wit : 

"  The  President  of  the  United  States  shall  deliver  to  every  such 

State  bonds  of  the  United  States,  bearing  interest  at  tiie  rate  of 

per  cent,  per  annum,  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  aggregate  sum 

of  ,  for  each  slave  shown  to  have  been  tlierein 
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7  the  eighth  census  of  the  United  States,  said  bonds  to  be  delivered 

each  State  by  instalments,  or  in  one  parcel  at  the  completion  of 

16  abolishment,  accordingly  as  tlie  same  shall  have  been  gradnal  or 

lat  one  time  witiiin  such  State;  and  interest  shall  begin  to  run  upon 

any  sach  b«>nd  only  from  the  proper  time  of  its  delivery  as  aforesaid* 

_Any  State  ha\Tng  received  bonds  as  aforesaid,  and  afterward  re- 

■"atroducingor  tolei-ating  slavery  therein,  shall  refund  to  the  United 

States  the  bonds  so  received,  or  the  value  thereof,  and  all  interest 

paid  thereon. 

'*  Article — . 

'*  All  slaves  who  shall  have  enjoyed  actual  freedom  by  the  chances 
&f  the  war  at  any  time  before  the  end  of  the  rebellion,  shall  be  forever 
ree;  but  aU  ownei"s  of  such  who  shall  not  have  been  disloyal  shadl 
compensated  for  them  at  the  same  rates  as  are  provided  for  States 
>ting  abolishment  of  slavery,  but  in  such  way  that  no  slave  shall 
*  le  accounted  for. 

^*  Article  — . 

[jogress  may  appropriate  money  and  otherwise  provide  for 
_  [>lomzing  free  eoloredpersons,  with  their  own  consent,  at  any  place 
br  places  without  the  United  States/' 
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I  begindalgence  to  discuss  these  proposed  articles  at  some  length. 
Without  slavery  the  rebelJion  could  never  have  existed;  without 
davery  it  could  not  continue. 
Among  the  friends  of  the  Union  there  is  great  diversity  of  senti- 
ent and  of  policy  in  regard  to  slavery  and  the  African  race  amongst 
US,    Some  would  perpetuate  slavery;  some  would  abolish  it  suddenly, 
and  wnthout  compensation  j  some"  would  abolish  it  gradually,  and 
with  compensation;  some  would  remove  tlie  freed  people  from  us, 
and  some  would  retain  them  with  us;  and  there  are  yet  other  minor 
versities.     Because  of  these  diversities  we  wast^  much  strength  in 
niggles  among  ourselves.     By  mutual  concession  we  shoidd  bar- 
onize and  act  together.    This  would  be  compromise;  but  it  would 
»  compromise  among  the  friends,  and  not  with  the  enemies,  of  the 
nion.    These  articles  are  intended  to  embcidy  a  plan  of  such  mutual 
mcessions*     If  the  plan  shall  be  adopted,  it  is  assumM  that  emau- 
pation  will  follow  at  least  in  several  of  tJie  States. 
As  to  the  first  article,  the  main  points  are:  first,  the  emancipa- 
on ;  secondly,  the  length  c>f  time  for  consummating  it — thirty- 
seven  years;  and,  thirdlv,  the  com|iensation. 

TheV-maneipation  will  b©  unsatisfactory  to  the  advocates  of  per- 
petn-  I  y;  bnt  the  length  of  time  should  greatly  mitigate  their 

ms&ii  '»n.    The  time  spares  both  races  from  the  e\nrs  of  sud- 

len  derangement  —  in  fact,  from  the  necessity  of  any  derangement ; 
hile  most  of  those  whose  habitual  course  of  thought  will  be  dis- 
turbed bv  the  meoswro  will  have  passed  away  before  its  consumma- 
on.     They  will  never  see  it.     Another  class  will  hail  the  prospect 
emancipation,  but  will  deprecate  the  length  of  time,    'niey  will 
}  that  it  gives  too  little  to  the  now  living  slaves.    But  it  really 
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gives  them  much.  It  saves  them  from  the  vagrant  de-stitation  which 
mast  largely  attend  immediate  emaneipation  m  localities  where  their 
numbers  are  very  ffreat ;  and  it  ^ves  the  inspiring  assurance  that 
their  posterity  shalT  be  free  forever.  The  plan  leaves  to  each  State 
choosing  to  a!ct  under  it  to  abolish  slavery  now,  or  at  the  end  of  the 
centuiy,  or  at  any  intermediate  time,  or  by  de^es  extending  over 
the  wtiole  or  any  "part  of  the  period;  and  it  obliges  no  two  States  to 
proceed  alike.  It  also  provides  for  compensation,  and  generally 
the  mode  of  making  it.  This,  it  would  seem,  must  rurther  mitigate 
the  dissatisfaction  of  those  who  favor  perpetual  slavery,  and  es- 
pecially of  those  who  are  to  receive  the  compensation.  Doubtless 
some  of  those  who  are  to  pay.  and  not  to  receive,  will  object.  Yet 
the  measure  is  both  just  and  economical.  In  a  certain  sense  tbe 
liberation  of  slaves  is  the  destruction  of  property  —  property  ac- 
quired by  descent  or  by  purchase,  the  same  as  any  other  property. 
It  is  no  less  true  for  havmg  been  often  said^  that  the  people  of  the 
South  are  not  more  responsible  for  the  original  introduction  of 
this  propei'ty  than  are  the  people  of  the  North ;  and  when  it  is 
remembered  how  unhesitatinglv  we  all  use  cotton  and  sugar  and 
share  the  profits  of  dealing  in  them,  it  may  not  be  quite  safe  to  say 
that  the  South  has  been  more  responsible  than  the  North  for  its  con- 
tinuance. If,  then,  for  a  common  object  this  property  is  ti»  be  sacri- 
ficed, is  it  not  just  that  it  be  done  at  a  common  ciiarget 

And  if,  with  less  money,  or  money  more  easilv  paid,  we  can  pre- 
serve the  benefits  of  the  Union  by  this  means  than  we  can  by  tlie 
war  £Jone,  is  it  not  aLso  economical  to  do  it  t  Let  us  consider  it, 
then.  Let  us  ascertain  the  sum  we  have  expended  in  the  war  since 
compensated  emancipation  was  proposed  last  March,  and  consider 
whether,  if  that  measure  had  been  promptly  accepted  by  even  some 
of  the  slave  States,  the  same  sum  would  not  have  done  more  to  close 
the  war  than  has  been  otherwise  done.  If  so,  the  measure  would  save 
monej^,  and  in  that  view  would  be  a  prudent  and  economical  measure. 
Certainly  it  is  not  so  easy  to  paj^  something  as  it  is  to  pay  nothing ; 
but  it  is  easier  to  pay  a  large  sum  than  it  is  to  pay  a  larger  one.  And 
it  is  easier  to  pay  anv  sum  when  we  are  able,  than  it  is  to  pay  it  be- 
fore we  are  able.  Tte  war  requires  large  sums,  and  requires  them 
at  once.  The  aggregate  sum  necessar}^  for  compensated  emaneipap 
tion  of  course  would  be  large.  But  it  would  require  no  ready  cash, 
nor  the  bonds  even,  any  faster  than  the  emancipation  progresses. 
This  might  not,  and  probably  would  not,  close  before  the  end  of  the 
thirty-seven  years.  At  that  time  we  shall  probably  have  100,000,000 
of  people  to  share  the  burden,  instead  of  31,000,000  as  now.  And 
not  only  so,  but  the  increase  of  our  population  may  be  expected  to 
continue  for  a  long  time  aft^r  that  period,  as  rapidly  as  before,  be- 
cause our  territory  will  not  have  become  full.  I  do  not  state  this 
inconsiderately.  At  the  same  ratio  of  increase  which  we  have  main- 
tained, on  an  average,  from  our  first  national  census  in  1790  until 
that  of  1860,  we  should  in  1900  have  a  population  of  103,208,415. 
And  why  may  we  not  continue  that  ratio  far  beyond  that  period  f 
Our  abundant  room  —  our  broad  national  homestead  —  is  our  ample 
resource.    Were  our  territory  as  limited  as  are  the  British  Isles, 
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ary  certainly  our  jjopulation  could  not  expand  as  stated*    Instead 
receiving  the  foreign-born  as  now,  we  should  be  compelled  to 
piid  part  of  the  native-bom  away.     Bot  such  is  not  our  condition* 
Ve  have  2,963,000  square  miles.  'Europe  has  3,800,000,  with  a  popu- 
lation averaging  73  J  persons  to  the  square  mile.   Why  may  not  our 
country,  at  the  same  time,  average  as  manyt     Is  it  less  fertile  f 
Has  it  more  waste  surface,  by  mountains,  rivers,  lakes,  deserts,  or 
other  causes  f    Is  it  inferior  to  Europe  in  any  natural  advantage  ? 
f,  then,  we  are  at  some  time  to  be  as  populous  as  Europe,  how  soonT 
Ls  to  when  this  may  be,  we  can  judge  by  the  past  and  the  present ;  as 
>  when  it  will  be,  if  ever,  depends  much  on  whether  we  maintain 
tie  Union.    Several  of  our  States  are  already  above  the  average  of 
Surope  —  73 J  to  the  square  mile.    Massachusetts  has  157;  Rhode 
id,  133;  Connecticut,  99  j  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  each  80. 
I  two  other  great  States,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  are  not  far  be- 
r,  the  former  having  63  and  the  latter  59.    The  States  already 
above  the  European  average,  except  New  York,  have  increased  in 
as  rapid  a  ratio  since  passing  that  point  as  ever  before,  while  no  one 
of  them  is  equal  to  some  other  parts  of  our  country  in  natural 
capacity  for  sustaining  a  dense  population. 

Taking  the  nation  in  the  aggregate,  we  find  its  population  and 
lutio  of  mcrease  for  the  several  decennial  periods  to  be  as  follows :

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This  shows  an  average  decennial  increase  of  34.00  per  cent  in 
population  through  the  seventy  years  from  our  first  to  our  last  een- 
8tta  yet  taken*  It  is  seen  that  the  ratio  of  increase  at  no  one  of  these 
•even  periods  is  either  two  per  cent,  below  or  two  per  cent,  above  the 
Terage,  thus  showing  how  inflexible,  and  consequently  how  relia- 
le^  the  law  of  increase  in  our  case  is.  Assuming  that  it  will  con-

BOW  IB  at  some  point  between  1920  and  1930 — say  about  1925 — our 
tcrritorr.  at  731  persons  to  the  square  mile,  being  of  capacity  to  con*

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And  we  will  reach  this,  too,  if  we  do  not  onrselves  relinquish  the 
chance  by  the  folly  and  evils  of  disunion,  or  by  long  and  exhausting 
war  springing  from  the  only  great  element  of  national  discord  among 
us.  While  it  cannot  be  foreseen  exactly  how  much  one  huge  example 
of  secession,  breeding  lesser  ones  indefinitely,  would  reteu-d  popula- 
tion, civilization,  and  prosperity,  no  one  can  doubt  that  the  extent  of 
it  would  be  very  great  and  injurious. 

The  proposed  emancipation  would  shorten  the  war^  perpetuate 
peace,  insure  this  increase  of  population,  and  proportionately  the 
wealth  of  tiie  country.  With  fliese,  we  shoald  pay  all  the  emanci- 
pation would  cost,  together  with  our  other  deb^  easier  than  we 
should  pay  our  other  debt  without  it.  If  we  had  allowed  our  old 
national  debt  to  run  at  six  per  oent.  per  annum,  simple  interest,  from 
the  end  of  our  Revolutionary  struggle  until  to-day,  without  paying 
anything  on  either  principal  or  interest,  each  man  of  us  would  owe 
less  upon  that  debt  now  than  each  man  owed  upon  it  then ;  and  this 
because  our  increase  of  men,  through  the  whole  period,  has  been 
greater  than  six  j>er  cent. — has  run  faster  than  the  interest  upon 
the  debt.  Thus,  time  alone  relieves  a  debtor  nation,  so  long  as  its 
population  increases  faster  than  unpaid  interest  accumulates  on 
its  debt. 

This  fact  would  be  no  excuse  for  delaying  payment  of  what  is  justly 
due ;  but  it  shows  the  great  importance  of  time  in  this  connection — 
liie  ffreat  advantage  of  a  policjr  by  which  we  shall  not  have  to  pay, 
until  we  number  a  hundred  millions,  what  by  a  different  policy  we 
would  have  to  pay  now,  when  we  number  but  thirty-one  miUions.  In 
a  word,  it  shows  that  a  dollar  will  be  much  harder  to  pay  for  the  war 
than  will  be  a  dollar  for  emancipation  on  the  proposed,  plan.  And 
then  the  latter  will  cost  no  blood,  no  precious  life.  It  will  be  a 
saving  of  both. 

As  to  the  second  article,  I  think  it  would  be  impracticable  to  re- 
turn to  bondage  the  class  of  persons  therein  contemplated.  Some  of 
them  doubtless,  in  the  property  sense,  belong  to  loyal  owners ;  and 
hence  provision  is  inade  in  this  article  for  compensating  such. 

The  third  article  relates  to  the  future  of  the  freed  people.  It  does 
not  oblige,  but  merely  authorizes.  Congress  to  aid  in  colonizing  such 
as  may  consent.  This  ought  not  to  be  regarded  as  objectionable,  on 
the  one  hand  or  on  the  other,  insomuch  as  it  comes  to  nothing 
unless  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  people  to  be  deported,  and  the 
American  voters  through  their  representatives  in  Congress. 

I  cannot  make  it  better  known  than  it  already  is,  that  I  strongly 
favor  colonization.  And  yet  I  wish  to  say  there  is  an  objection 
urffed  against  free  colored  persons  remaining  in  the  country  which 
is  largely  imaginary,  if  not  sometimes  malicious. 

It  is  insisted  that  their  presence  would  injure  and  displace  white 
labor  and  white  laborers.  If  there  ever  could  be  a  proper  time  for 
mere  catch  arguments,  that  time  surely  is  not  now.  In  times  like 
the  present,  men  should  utter  nothing  for  which  they  would  not 
willingly  be  responsible  through  time  and  in  eternity.  Is  it  true, 
then,  tnat  colored  people  can  displace  any  more  white  labor  by  being 
free  than  by  remaining  slaves  t  If  they  stay  in  their  old  places,  they 
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jo^6  no  white  laborei's  j  if  they  leave  their  old  places,  they  leave 
them  open  to  white  laborers.  Logically,  there  is  neither  more  nor 
less  of  it*  Emancipation,  even  without  deportation,  would  probably 
enhance  the  wages  of  white  labor,  and  very  surely  would  not  reduce 
them.  Thus,  the  customary  amount  of  labor  would  still  have  to  be 
performed ;  the  freed  people  would  surely  not  do  mom  than  their 
old  proportion  of  it,  and  verj'  probably  for  a  time  would  do  less, 
leaving  an  increased  part  to  wtiit^  laborers,  bringing  their  labor 
ito  greater  demand,  and  consequently  enhancing  the  wages  of  it. 
iTith  deportation,  even  to  a  limited  extent,  enhanced  wages  to  white 
ibor  is  raathematically  certain.  Labor  is  like  any  other  commodity 
'  the  market — increase  the  demand  for  it,  and  you  increase  the 
ice  of  it  Reduce  the  supply  of  black  labor  by  colonizing  the 
_  laborer  out  of  the  country,  and  bv  precisely  so  much  you  in- 
^  Be  the  demand  for,  and  wages  of,  white  labor. 
^"Sot  it  is  dreaded  that  the  freed  people  will  swarm  forth  and  cover 
the  whole  land?  Are  they  not  alreadv  in  the  land?  Will  liberation 
make  them  anymore  numercmsf  l!qually  distributed  among  the 
whites  of  the  whole  countr\%  and  there  would  be  but  one  colored  to 
whites.  Could  the  one  in  any  way  greatly  disturb  the  seven  f 
\  are  many  communities  now  having  more  than  one  free  colored 
e?rsoa  to  seven  whites,  and  this  without  any  apparent  conscious- 
ess  of  e\41  from  it.  The  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  States  of 
laryland  and  Delaware,  are  all  in  this  condition.  The  District  has 
aore  than  one  free  colored  to  six  whites;  and  yet  in  its  frequent  peti- 
ioos  to  Congress  I  believe  it  has  never  presented  the  presence  of 
'  ee  colored  persons  as  one  of  its  gi-ievances.   But  why  should  eman- 

S»ation  south  send  the  free  people  north  f  People  of  any  color 
dom  run  unless  there  be  something  to  run  from.  Heretofore 
^>lored  neople,  to  some  extent,  have  fled  north  from  bondage;  and 
low,  peAaps,  from  both  bondage  and  destitution.  But  if  gradual 
Emancipation  and  deportation  be  adopted,  they  will  have  neither  to 
^  ~  from.  Their  old  masters  will  give  them  wages  at  least  until 
'  laborers  ean  be  procured  j  and  the  freedmen,  in  turn,  will 
Jfidly  give  their  lal>or  for  the  wages  till  new  homes  ean  be  found 
*  ttem  in  congenial  climes  and  with  people  of  their  own  blood  and 
rte.  This  proposition  can  be  trusted  on  the  mutual  interests  in- 
:»lved.  Antl,  in  any  event,  cannot  the  North  decide  for  itself 
whether  to  receive  them  t 

Again,  as  practice  proves  more  than  theory,  in  any  case,  has  there 
been  any  irruption  of  cnlored  people  northward  because  of  the  aljol- 
"ihtnent  of  slavejy  in  this  DiHtriet  last  spring! 

Wliat  I  have  said  of  the  proportion  of  free  colored  persons  to  the 
^hite^  in  the  District  is  from  the  census  of  1860,  having  no  reference 
arsons  called  coutraliands^  nor  to  those  made  free  by  the  act  of 
eress  abolishing  slaverj'  here. 

le  plan  consisting  of  these  articles  is  recommended^  not  but

;  it»  adoption. 

for  will  the  war,  nor  proceedings  under  the  proclamation  of  Sep* 
*  er  22,  1862,  be  stayed  because  of  the  recommendation  of  this 
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plau.    Its  timely  adoption,  I  doubt  not,  would  briDg  restoration,  andj 
thereby  stay  both.  i 

And,  notwithstanding  this  plan,  the  recommendation  that  Con* 
gress  provide  by  law  for  compensatiug  any  State  which  may  adopt 
emancipation  before  this  plan  shall  have  been  acted  upon,  is  hereby 
earuebtly  renewed.  Such  would  be  ouly  an  advance  part  of  the 
plan,  and  the  same  arguments  apply  to  both.  m 

This  plan  is  recommended  as  a  means,  not  in  exclusion  ofy  bntV 
additional  to,  all  others  for  restoring  and  preserviog  the  national 
authority  throughout  the  Union.    The  subject  is  presented  exclu- 
sively in  its  economical  aspect.    The  plau  would,  I  am  confident,  J 
secure  peace  more  speedily^  and  maintain  it  more  permanently,  than  1 
can  be  done  by  force  alone ;  while  all  it  would  cost,  considering 
amounts,  and  manner  of  payment,  and  times  of  payment,  w*ould  be 
easier  paid  than  will  be  the  additional  cost  of  the  war  if  we  rely  solely 
upon  lorce.    It  is  much  —  very  much  —  that  it  would  cost  no  blood 
at  all. 

The  plan  is  proposed  as  permanent  constitutional  law.  It  cannot 
become  such  without  the  concurrence  of,  first,  two  thirds  of  Con- 
gress and,  afterward^  three  fourths  of  the  States*  The  requisite 
three  fourths  of  the  St-ates  will  neeessarUy  include  seven  of  the 
slave  States.  Their  concurrence,  if  obtained,  will  give  assurance 
of  their  severally  adopting  emancipation  at  no  very  distant  day  upon 
the  new  constitutional  terms.  This  assurance  would  end  the  stmg^ 
gle  now,  and  save  the  Union  forever. 

I  do  not  forget  the  gravity  which  should  characterize  a  paper  ad- 
dressed to  the  Congress  of  the  nation  by  the  Chief  Ma^trate  of  the 
nation.  Nor  do  I  forget  that  some  of  yon  are  my  seniors,  nor  that 
many  of  you  have  more  experience  than  I  in  the  conduct  of  public^ 
affairs.  Yet  I  trust  that  in  view  of  the  great  responsibility  i^estingj 
upon  me,  you  will  perceive  no  want  of  respect  to  yourselves  in  any 
undue  earnestness  I  may  seem  to  display. 

Is  it  doubted,  then,  that  the  plan  I 'propose,  if  adopted,  would 
shorten  the  war,  and  thus  lessen  its  expenditure  of  money  and  of 
blood  ?  Is  it  doubted  that  it  would  restore  the  national  authoritjr 
and  national  prosperity,  and  perjietuate  both  indefinitely  t  Is  it 
doubted  that  we  laere  —  Congress  and  Executive  —  can  secure  its 
adoption  ?  Will  not  the  good  people  respond  to  a  united  and  earnest 
appeal  f n:im  us  ?  Can  we,  can  they,  by  any  other  means  so  certainly 
or  so  speedily  assure  these  vital  objects  ?  We  can  succeed  only  by 
concert.  It  is  not  "  Can  any  of  us  imagine  better  t "  but,  "  Can  we  all 
do  better?"  Object  whatsoever  is  possible,  still  the  question  occurs, 
"  Can  we  do  better?  '*  The  dogmas  of  the  (juiet  past  are  inadequate 
to  the  stxarmy  present.  The  occasion  is  pded  high  with  difficulty, 
and  we  must  rise  with  the  occasion.  As  our  case  is  new,  so  we  must 
think  anew  and  act  anew.  We  must  disenthrall  ouraelves,  and  then 
we  shall  save  our  country, 

Fellow-citijsens,  we  cannot  escape  history.    We  of  this  Con 
and  this  administration  will  be  remembered  in  spite  of  oursel 
No  personal  significance  or  insignificance  can  spare  one  or  another 
of  us*     The  fieiT  trial  through  which  we  pass  will  light  us  down. 
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!b  honor  or  dishonor,  to  the  latest  generation.  We  say  we  are  for 
the  Union.  The  world  will  not  forget  that  we  say  this.  We  know 
how  to  save  the  Union,  The  world  knows  we  do  know  how  to  save 
it.

arbiter.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  was  that  the  collision  was 
ioned  by  the  failure  of  the  San  Jacinto  seasonably  to  reverse 
dgine.  It  then  became  necessary  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
[inifi(!|ktion  due  to  the  injured  party.  The  United  States  con- 
Pgeneral  at  Havana  was  consequently  instnicted  to  confer  with 
consul  of  Prance  on  this  point,  and  they  have  determined  that 
the  sum  of  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  an  equitable  allow- 
ftii4}e  under  the  circumstances.

I  further  state  that  on  the  eighth  day  of  Novembr^r  last  I  received 
a  long  telegraphic  dcspateli  from  Major-Geuenil  Pope,  at  St.  Paul, 
Minnesota,  simply  aummncing  the  names  of  the  persons  sentenced 
to  bo  hanged.  I  immediately  telegraphed  to  have  transcripts  of  the 
rtviords  in  all  the  cases  forwarded  to  rae,  which  transcripts,  however, 
did  not  n^ach  me  until  two  or  three  days  before  the  present  meeting 
of  Congress,  Meantime  I  received,  through  telegraphic  despatches 
and  otherwise,  appeals  in  behalf  of  the  c3ondemned — appeals  for 
their  execution  —  and  expressions  of  opinion  as  to  the  proper  fjolicy 
in  regard  to  them  and  to  the  Indians  generally  in  that  vicinity, 
none  of  which,  as  I  understand^  falls  within  the  scope  of  your 
inquiry.  After  the  arrival  of  the  transcripts  of  records,  but  before 
I  had  sufficient  opportunity  to  examine  them,  I  received  a  joint  let- 
ter from  one  of  the  senators  and  two  of  the  representatives  from 
Minnesota,  which  contains  some  statements  of  fact  not  found  in  the 
recortls  of  the  trials,  an<l  for  which  reason  I  herewith  transmit  a 
copy,  marked  C.   1  also,  for  the  same  reason^  inclose  a  printed  memo- 
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rial  of  the  citizens  of  St.  Paul,  addressed  to  me^  and  forwarded  with 
the  letter  i^oresaid. 

Anxious  to  not  act  with  so  mnch  clemency  as  to  encourage  an- 
other outbreak  on  the  one  hand,  nor  with  so  much  severity  as  to  be 
real  cruelty  on  the  other,  I  caused  a  careful  examination  of  the 
records  of  trials  to  be  made,  in  view  of  first  ordering  the  execution 
of  such  as  had  been  proved  guilty  of  violating  females.  Contrary  to 
mv  expectation^  only  two  of  this  class  were  found.  I  then  directed 
a  ifurther  examination  and  a  classification  of  all  who  were  ixroven  to 
have  participated  in  massacres,  as  distinguished  from  participation 
in  iMitties.  This  class  numbered  forty,  and  included  the  two  con- 
victed of  female  violation.  One  of  the  number  is  strongly  recom- 
mended, hj  the  commission  which  tried  them,  for  commutation  to 
ten  years'  miprisonment.  I  have  ordered  the  other  thirty-nine  to  be 
executed  on  Friday,  the  19th  instant  The  order  was  de^tohed 
from  here  on  Monday,  the  8th  instant,  by  a  messenger  to  General 
Sibley,  and  a  copv  of  which  order  is  herewith  transmiUed,  marked  D. 

An  abstract  of  the  evidence  as  to  the  forty  is  herewith  inclosed, 
marked  E.

The  most  important  para- 
CTaph  in  the  letter,  as  I  consider,  is  in  these  words :  "  On  the  25th  of 
November  last  I  was  advised  by  an  authority  which  I  deemed  likely 
to  be  well  informed  as  well  as  reliable  and  truthful,  that  the  Southern 
States  would  send  representatives  to  the  next  (Jongress,  provided 
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at  a  full  and  general  amnesty  should  Dennit  them  to  do  so.    No 
larauties  or  terms  were  asked  for  other  than  the  amnesty  re- 
erred  to," 

I  strongly  suspect  your  information  will  prove  to  be  groundless ; 
nevertheless,  I  thank  you  for  communieating  it  to  me.  Understanding 
the  phrase  in  the  paragraph  above  quoted  —  **tbe  Southern  States 
rould  send  representatives  to  the  next  Congress''  —  to  be  substan- 
ially  the  same  as  that  *'  the  people  of  the  Southern  States  would 
seaae  resistance,  and  would  reinaugurate,  submit  to,  and  maintain 
ihe  national  authority  within  the  limits  of  such  States  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,''  I  say  that  in  such  case  the  war 
would  cease  on  the  part  of  the  United  btates  j  and  that  if  within  a 
reasonable  time  *'a  full  and  general  amnesty''  were  necessary  to 
such  end,  it  would  not  be  withheld. 

I  do  not  think  it  would  be  proper  now  for  me  to  communicate  this 
formally  or  informally  to  the  people  of  the  Southern  States,  My 
belief  is  that  they  already  know  it  j  and  when  they  choose,  if  ever, 
they  can  communicate  with  me  unequivoeally*  Nor  do  I  think  it 
proper  now  to  suspend  military  operations  to  try  any  experiment  of 
negotiation. 

I  should  nevertheless  receive  with  great  pleasure  the  exact  inf or- 
ation you  now  have,  and  also  such  other  as  you  may  in  any  way 
btain.    Such  information  might  be  more  valuable  before  the  1st  of 
an  nary  than  afterward.

ecember  31, 1862. —  Presibent's  Opinion  on  the  Admission  op 
West  Vibginu  into  the  Union, 


The  consent  of  the  le*gislature  of  Vir^ia  is  constitutionally  ne- 
oettary  to  the  bill  for  the  admission  of  West  Virginia  becoming  a 
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law.  A  body  claiming  to  be  such  legislature  has  given  its  consent. 
We  eaonot  weU  deny  that  it  is  such,  unless  we  do  so  upon  the  out- 
side  knowledge  that  the  body  was  chosen  at  elections  in  which  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  Virginia  did  not  participate.  But 
it  is  a  universal  practice  in  the  popular  elections  in  all  these  States 
to  give  no  legal  consideration  whatever  to  those  who  do  not  ehcM>9e 
to  votej  as  against  the  eflfeet  of  the  votes  of  those  who  do  choose  to 
vote.  Henee  it  is  not  the  qualified  voters,  but  the  qualified  voters 
who  choose  to  vote,  that  constitute  the  political  jK>wer  of  the  State. 
Much  less  than  to  iiou-votei*s  should  any  consideration  be  given  to 
those  who  did  not  vote  in  this  case,  because  it  is  also  matter  of  out- 
side knowledge  that  they  were  not  merely  neglectful  of  their  rights 
under  and  duty  to  this  government,  but  were  also  engaged  in  open 
rebellion  against  it.  Doubtless  among  these  non-voters  were  acme 
Union  men  whose  voices  were  smothered  by  the  more  numerous  seces- 
sionists ;  but  we  know  too  little  of  their  number  to  assign  them  any 
appreciable  value.  Can  this  government  stand,  if  it  indulges  oon* 
stitutional  constrnctious  by  which  men  in  open  i-ebelliou  against  it 
are  t.o  be  account-ed,  man  for  man,  the  equals  of  those  who  maint-ain 
their  loyalty  to  itt  Are  they  to  be  accounted  even  better  citizens, 
and  more  worthy  of  consideration,  than  those  who  merely  neglect  to 
vote  ?  If  so,  their  treason  against  the  Constitution  enhances  their 
constitutional  value.  Without  braiding  these  absurd  conclusions, 
we  cannot  deny  that  the  body  which  consents  to  the  admission  of 
West  Virginia  is  the  legislature  of  Virginia.  I  do  not  think  the 
plural  form  of  the  words  '*  legislatures  ^  and  **  States  **  in  the  phrase 
of  the  Constitution  '*  without  the  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the 
States  concerned;'  etc.,  has  any  reference  to  the  new  State  con- 
cerned. That  plural  form  sprang  from  the  contemplation  of  two 
or  more  old  States  contributing  to  form  a  new  one.  The  idea  that 
the  new  State  was  in  danger  of  being  admitted  without  its  own 
consent  was  not  provided  against,  because  it  was  not  thought  of, 
as  I  conceive.  It  is  said,  the  devil  takes  care  of  his  ot^ti.  Much 
more  should  a  good  spirit  —  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
Union  —  take  care  of  its  own.     I  think  it  cannot  do  less  and  live. 

But  is  the  admission  into  the  Union  of  West  Virginia  expedient? 
This,  in  my  general  view,  is  more  a  question  for  Congress  than  for 
the  Executive.  Still  I  do  not  evade  it.  More  than  on  anything  else, 
it  depends  on  whether  the  admission  or  rejection  of  the  new  State 
would,  under  all  the  circumstances,  tend  the  more  strongly  to  the 
restoration  of  the  national  authority  throughout  the  Union.  That 
which  helps  most  in  this  direction  is  the  most  expedient  at  this  time. 
Doubtless  those  in  remaining  Virginia  would  return  t/O  the  Union, 
so  to  speak,  less  reluctantly  without  the  division  of  the  old  State 
than  with  it;  but  I  think  wo  could  not  save  as  much  in  this  quarter 
by  rejecting  the  new  State,  as  we  should  lose  bv  it  in  West  Virginia. 
We  can  scarcely  dispense  with  the  aid  of  West  Virginia  in  this 
straggle ;  much  less  can  we  afford  to  have  her  against  ns,  in  Con- 
gress and  in  the  field.  Her  brave  and  good  men  regard  her  admis- 
sion int4^  the  Union  as  a  matter  of  life  and  death.  They  have  been 
true  to  the  Union  under  very  severe  trials.    We  have  so  acted  as  to 
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I  justify  their  hopes,  and  we  cannot  fully  retain  their  confidence  and 
I  cooperation  if  we  seem  to  break  faith  with  them.  In  fact,  they 
coiud  not  do  so  much  for  us,  if  thev  would.  As^iu,  the  admission 
of  the  new  State  turns  that  much  slave  soil  to  tree,  and  thuB  is  a 
certain  and  irrevocable  encroachment  upon  the  cause  of  the  rebellion* 
The  division  of  a  State  is  dreaded  as  a  precedent.  But  a  measure 
made  expedient  by  a  war  is  no  precedent  for  times  of  peace.  It  is 
said  that  the  admission  of  West  Virginia  is  secession,  and  tolerat-ed 
only  because  it  is  our  secession.  Well,  if  we  call  it  by  that  name^ 
I  there  is  still  difference  enough  between  secession  against  the  Consti- 
tution and  secession  in  favor  of  the  Constitution.  I  believe  the 
admission  of  West  Virginia  into  the  Union  is  expedient. 

January  1, 1863. —  Final  Emancipation  Proclamation. 

By  the  President  op  the  United  States  op  America; 

A  Proclamation. 

Whereas,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  a  proclamation 
was  issued  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  oontaming,  among 
other  thingSy  the  following,  to  wit ; 

an  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
^  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  all  persons  held  as  slaves 
within  any  btate,  or  designated  part  of  a  State,  the  people  whereof 
shall  then  be  in  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  shall  be  then, 
thenceforward,  and  forever  Free ;  and  the  Executive  Government  of 
the  United  States,  including  the  military  and  naval  authority  thereof. 
will  recognize  and  maintain  the  freedom  of  such  persons,  and  will 
do  no  act  or  acts  to  repress  sueh  persons,  or  any  of  them,  in  any 
efforts  thev  may  make  for  theii*  aetual  freedom. 

**  That  the  Executive  will,  on  the  first  day  of  January  aforesaid^ 
by  proelamatioD,  designate  the  States  and  parts  of  States,  if  anj^,  in 
[which  the  people  thereof  respectively  shall  then  be  in  rebellion  against 
fthe  United  States ;  and  the  fact  that  any  State,  or  the  people  thereof, 
[  shall  on  that  day  be  in  good  faith  represented  in  the  Congress  of 
I  the  United  States  by  naembers  chosen  thereto  at  elections  wherein 
la  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  State  shall  have  partici-

And  I  hereby  enjoin  upon  the  people  so  declared  to  be  free  to  ab- 
stain from  all  violence,  unless  in  necessary  self-defense ;  and  I  recom- 
mend to  them  that,  in  all  cases  when  allowed,  they  labor  faithfully 
for  reasonable  wages. 

And  T  further  declare  and  make  known  that  such  persons  of  suit- 
able condition  will  be  received  into  the  armed  service  of  the  United 
States  to  garrison  forts,  positions,  stations,  and  other  places,  and  to 
man  vessels  of  all  sorts  in  said  service, 

A^nd  upon  this  act,  sincerely  believed  to  be  an  act  of  justice,  war* 
ranted  by  the  Constitution  upon  militaiy  necessity,  I  invoke  the 
considerate  judgment  of  maoTcind  and  the  grracious  favor  of  Al- 
mighty God. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  aflftxed.

Mi/  dear  Sir :  Yours  of  December  29  by  the  hand  of  Mr.  Stron 
is  just  received.  The  day  I  tele^rraphed  vou  suspending  the  order  iL 
relation  to  Dr.  MePlieetei's,  he,  with  Mr.  6ates,  the  Attorney-Genera  1,^ 
appeared  before  rae  and  left  with  me  a  copy  of  the  order  mentioned* 
The  doctor  also  showed  me  the  copy  of  an  oath  which  he  said  he  had 
taken,  which  is,  indeed,  very  strong  and  specific.  He  also  verbally 
assured  me  that  he  had  constantly  prayed  in  church  for  the  President 
and  government,  as  he  had  always  done  before  the  present  war.  In 
lookmg  over  the  recitals  in  your  order,  I  do  not  see  that  this  matter 
of  the  prayer,  as  he  states  it,  is  negatived,  nor  that  any  violation  of 
his  oath  is  charged,  nor,  in  fact-,  that  ani^iliing  specific  is  alleged 
against  him.  The  charges  are  all  general  r  that  he  has  a  rebel  wife 
and  rebel  relations,  that  he  sympathizes  with  rebels,  and  that  he  ex- 
ercises rebel  influence.  Now,  after  talking  with  him,  I  tell  you  frankly 
I  believe  he  does  sympathize  with  the  rebels,  but  the  anestion  re- 
mains whether  such  a  man.  of  unquestioned  good  moral  character. 
who  has  taken  such  an  oath  as  he  has,  and  cannot  even  be  charged^ 
with  violating  it,  and  who  can  be  charged  with  no  other  specific  act 
or  oraissi(*n,  can,  with  safety  t-o  the  govern  me  tit,  be  exiled  upon  the 
suspicion  of  his  secret  sympathies.  But  I  agree  that  this  must  bo, 
left  to  you,  who  are  on  the  spot;  and  if,  after  all,  you  think  th©*] 
public  good  requires  his  removal,  my  suspension  of  the  order  is] 
withdrawn,  only  with  this  qualification,  that  the  time  during  the  si 
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Dsion  is  not  to  be  counted  against  him.   I  have  promised  hira  this. 
nt  I  must  add  that  the  United  States  Government  must  not,  as  by 
bis  order,  undertake  to  run  the  churches.     Wlien  an  individual  in 
a  church  or  out  of  it  becomes  dang^erous  to  the  public  interest,  he 
must  be  cheeked;  but  let  the  churches,  as  such,  take  care  of  them- 
selves.    It  will  not  do  for  the  United  States  to  appomt  trustees,  su* 
~  ervisors,  or  other  agents  for  the  churches.

»r  Sir:  I  am  ha\iDg  a  good  deal  of  trouble  with  Missouri 
Land  I  now  sit  down  to  write  you  particularly  about  it.  One 
friends  believe  in  greater  severity  and  another  in  greater  le- 
in  regard  to  arrests,  banishments,  and  assessments.  As  usual 
i  caaes,  each  questions  the  other^s  motives.  On  the  one  hand, 
:tgi8t6d  that  Governor  Gamble's  unionism,  at  most,  is  not  bet- 
ter than  a  secondtiry  spring  of  action ;  that  hunkerism  and  a  wish 
for  political  influence  stand  before  unionism  with  him.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  urged  that  arrests,  banishments,  and  assessments  are 
made  more  for  pHvnte  malire,  revenge,  and  pecuniary  interest  than 
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for  the  public  food.  This  morning  I  was  told  by  a  gentleman  who 
I  have  no  doubt  believes  what  he  sajs,  that  in  one  case  of  assess- 
ments for  $10,000,  the  different  persons  who  paid  compared  receipts, 
and  found  they  had  paid  $30,000.  If  this  he  true,  the  inference  is 
that  the  collecting  agents  pocketed  the  odd  $20,000.  And  true  or 
not  in  the  instance,  nothing  but  the  sternest  necessity  can  justify 
the  making  and  maintaining  of  a  system  so  liable  to  such  abuses. 
Doubtless  the  necessitjr  for  the  making  of  the  system  in  Missouri 
did  exist,  and  whether  it  continues  for  the  maintenance  of  it  is  now 
a  practical  and  very  important  question.  Some  days  ago  Governor 
G-amble  telegraphed  me,  asking  that  the  assessments  outside  of  St. 
Louis  County  mi^ht  be  suspended,  as  they  already  have  been  within 
it,  and  this  morning  all  the  members  of  Congress  nere  from  Missouri 
but  one  laid  a  paper  before  me  asking  the  same  thing.  Now,  my 
bdief  is  that  Governor  G-amble  is  an  honest  and  true  man,  not  less 
so  than  yourself ;  that  you  and  he  could  confer  together  on  this  and 
other  Missouri  questions  with  ^eat  advantage  to  the  public ;  that 
each  knows  something  which  the  other  does  not ;  and  that  acting 
together  you  could  atout  double  your  stock  of  pertinent  informa- 
tion. May  I  not  hope  that  you  and  he  will  attempt  this  f  I  could 
at  once  safely  do  (or  you  could  safely  do  without  me)  whatever  you 
and  he  agree  upon.  There  is  absolutely  no  reason  why  you  shocdd 
not  agree.

His  Excellency  the  Pbesident  of  the  United  States: 

Since  my  return  to  the  army  I  have  become  more  than  ever  convinced 
that  the  general  offioers  of  this  command  are  almost  uiiimimou«ly  opposed 
to  another  crossing  of  the  river;  but  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  cross* 
ing  should  be  attempted,  and  I  have  accordingly  issued  orders  to  the  en* 
gineers  and  artillery  to  prepare  for  it.  There  is  much  hazard  in  it,  ^ 
there  always  is  in  the  majority  of  military'  movements,  and  I  cannot 
the  movement  without  giving  you  notice  of  it,  particularly  as  I  knoii^ 
little  of  the  effect  that  it  nmy  have  upon  other  movements  of  distant  i . 

The  influence  of  your  telegram  the  other  day  is  stiU  upon  me,  and 

impressed  me  with  the  idea  that  there  are  mauyparts  of  the  problem  which 
influence  you  that  are  not  known  to  me* 

In  order  to  relieve  you  fi*om  all  embarrassment  in  my  case,  I  inclose  with 
tins  iijy  resignation  of  my  commission  as  major-geueral  of  volunteers, 
which  you  can  have  accepted  if  my  movement  is  not  in  accordanoe  with 
the  views  of  yourself  and  your  military  advisers. 

I  have  talcen  the  liberty  to  write  to  you  personally  upon  this  subject,  be- 
cause it  was  necessary^  as  I  learn  from  General  Halleek,  for  yon  to  approve 
of  my  general  plan,  written  at  Warrenton,  before  I  could  commence  tlie 
movemeDt ;  and  I  thiuk  it  quite  as  necessary  that  you  should  know  of  the 
important  movement  I  am  about  t^  m?ike.  particularly  as  it  will  have  to  be 
made  in  opposition  to  the  views  of  nearly  all  my  general  officers,  and  after 
the  receipt  of  a  desy>ateh  from  you  inforuiing  me  of  the  opinion  of  some  of 
them  who  had  visited  you. 

In  conversation  with  you  on  New  Year's  rooming,  I  was  led  to  express 
some  opinions  which  I  afterward  felt  it  my  duty  to  place  on  paper,  and  to 
express  them  verbally  to  the  gentlemen  of  whom  we  were  speaking,  which 
I  did  in  your  presence  after  handing  you  the  letter.  You  were  not  disposed 
tben»  as  I  saw«  to  retain  the  letter,  and  I  took  it  back,  but  I  now  return  it 
to  you  for  record,  if  you  wiah  it. 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  my  resignation  is  not  sent  in  in  any  spirit  of  in* 
Buboroination,  but,  as  I  liefore  said*  simply  to  reUeve  you  from  any  embar* 
raasment  in  changing  commanders  where  lack  of  confldenee  may  have 
rendered  it  neoeasary.

I  parti eularly  advised  you  to  use  your  cavalry  and 

fht  artillery  upon  his  comrauuications,  and  attempt  to  cut  off  his  supplies 

id  engage  him  at  an  advantage. 

In  all  our  interviews  I  have  urged  that  oiir  first  object  was,  not  Rich- 
aond,  but  the  defeat  or  scattering  of  Lee's  army^  which  threatened  Wash- 
^on  and  the  line  of  the  upper  Potomac.      I  now  recur  to  these  things 
tiply  to  remind  you  of  the  general  views  which  I  have  expressed,  and 
which  I  still  hold. 

The  tnrcmnslanees  of  the  ease,  however,  have  somewhat  changed  since 
be  early  part  of  November.     The  ehances  of  an  extended  line  of  opera- 
ions  are  now,  on  account  of  the  advanced  season,  much  less  than  then. 
But  the  ehanoes  are  still  in  our  favor  to  meet  and  defeat  the  enemy  on  the 
ftppahannockf  if  we  can  effect  a  orosidng  in  a  position  where  "we  can 
'meet  the  enemy  on  favorable  or  even  equal  terras.     I  therefore  stiU  advise 
a  movement  against  him.      The  character  of  that  movement,  however, 
aust  depend  upon  circumstances  which  may  change  any  day  and  almost 
iny  hour.     If  tne  enemy  should  concentrate  his  forces  at  the  place  you 
tve  selected  for  a  crossing,  make  it  a  feint  and  trj*  another  place.    Again^ 
tie  circumstances  at  the  time  may  be  such  as  to  render  an  attempt  to  cross 
he  entire  army  not  advisable.    Iii  that  case  theorj'  suggests  that,  while  the 
inemy  concentrates  at  tbat  point,  atlvant<iges  can  he  gained  by  crossing 
miller  forces  at  other  point h  to  cut  off  his  lines,  desb-oy  his  communi- 
Bition,  and  capture  his  rear-guards,  outposts,  etc.    Ttie  great  object  is  to 
py  the  enemy,  to  prevent  his  making  large  detachments  or  distant 
^  and  to  injure  him  all  you  can  with  the  least  injury  to  yourself.     If 
loan  be  best  at!complisht?a  by  feints  of  a  general  crossmg  and  detached 
I  crossings,  take  that  course:  if  by  an  actual  general  crossing,  with 
feints  on  other  points,  adopt  that  course*     There  seem  to  me  to  be  many 
reiuons  why  a  eroasing  at  some  point  should  be  attempted.     It  will  not  do 
to  keep  your  large  army  inactive^    As  you  yourself  admit,  it  devolves  on 
''  m  to  decide  unon  the  time,  pla<3€i  and  oharacter  of  the  crossing  which  you 
ay  attempt.    I  can  only  advise  that  an  attempt  be  made,  and  as  early  as 
able.

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  January  8, 1863. 
Major-General  McClernakd. 

My  dear  Sir:  Your  interesting  communication  by  the  hand  of 
Major  Scates  is  received.  I  never  did  ask  more,  nor  ever  was  will- 
ing to  accept  less,  than  for  all  the  States,  and  the  people  thereof^  to 
take  and  hold  their  places  and  their  rights  in  the  Union,  nnder  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  For  this  alone  have  I  felt  author- 
ized to  struggle,  and  I  seek  neither  more  nor  less  now.  Stilly  to  use  a 
coarse  but  an  expressive  figure,  "  broken  eggs  cannot  be  mended.''  I 
have  issued  the  Emancipation  Proclamation, and  I  cannot  retract  it- 
After  the  commencement  of  hostilities,  I  struggled  nearly  a  year  and 
a  half  to  get  along  without  touching  the  "  institution " ;  and  when 
finally  I  conditionally  determined  to  touch  it,  I  gave  a  hundred 
da^s'fair  notice  of  my  purpose  to  all  the  States  and  people,  within 
which  time  they  could  have  turned  it  wholly  aside  by  simply  again 
becoming  good*  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

They  cnose  to  disregard  it>  and  I  made  the  peremptory  proclama^ 
tion  on  what  appeared  to  me  to  be  a  military  necessity.  And  being 
made,  it  must  stand*  As  to  the  States  not  mcluded  in  it,  of  course 
they  can  have  their  rights  in  the  Union  as  of  old.  Even  the  pe<  jple 
of  the  States  included,  if  they  choose,  need  not  to  be  hurt  by  it.  Let 
tbem  adopt  systems  of  apprenticeship  for  the  colored  people, 
conforming  substantiaUy  to  the  most  approved  plans  of  gradual 
emancipation;  and  with  the  aid  they  can  have  from  the  General  Gov- 
ernment they  may  be  nearly  as  well  off,  in  this  respect,  as  if  the 
present  trouble  had  not  occurred,  and  much  bett-er  off  than  they  can 
possibly  be  if  the  contest  continues  persistently. 

As  to  any  dread  of  my  having  a  ^'^purpose  to  enslave  or  extermi- 
nate the  whites  of  the  South,''  f  can  scarcely  believe  that  such  dread 
exists.  It  is  too  absurd.  I  believe  you  can  be  mv  personal  witness 
that  no  man  is  less  t^  be  dreaded  for  undue  seventy  in  any  case. 

If  the  friends  you  mention  really  wish  to  have  pea^^e  upon  the  old 
terms,  they  shoiild  act  at  once.  Every  day  makes  the  case  more 
difficult. 

Thejr  can  so  act  with  entire  safety,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

I  think  you  had  better  not  make  this  letter  public ;  but  you  may 
rely  confidently  on  my  standing  by  whatever  I  have  saiJ  in  it.  Please 
write  me  if  anything  more  comes*  to  light.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  eommmiicate  to 
bis  House,  if  uot^  in  his  judgraent*  iiicompfttible  witJi  the  publie  interest, 
rhy  our  minister  m  New  Granada  has  not  presented  Ms  credentials  to  the 
actual  government  of  that  country;  also  the  reasons  for  which  Seiior 
Marillo  is  not  recognized  by  the  Unittnl  States  as  the  cUplomatic  repi*esen- 
tative  of  the  Mosquera  government  of  that  country  j  also,  what  negotia- 
tions have  been  had,  if  any,  with  General  Herran  as  the  representative  of 
Ospina's  government  in  New  Gtunada  since  it  went  into  existence. 

On  the  twelfth  day  of  December,  1846,  a  treaty  of  amity,  peace,  and 
concord  was  concluded  between  the  Utiited  States  of  America  and 
the  republic  of  New  Granada,  which  is  still  in  force.  On  the  seventh 
day  of  December,  1847,  General  Pedro  Alcantara  Herran,  who  ha*l 
been  duly  accredited,  was  received  here  as  the  envoy  extraordinarv 
and  minister  plenipot^ntiarv  of  that  republic.  On  the  thirtieth 
day  of  August,  1849,  Senor  t)on  Rafael  Rivas  was  received  by  this 
government  as  charg^  if  affaires  of  the  same  republic*  On  the  fifth 
day  of  December,  185L  a  consular  convention  was  concluded  be- 
tween that  republic  and  the  United  States^  which  treaty  was  signed 
on  behalf  of  the  republic  of  Granada  bv  the  same  Senor  Rivas, 
This  treaty  is  still  n\  force.  On  the  27th  of  April,  1852,  Senor 
\kin  Victoriauo  de  Diego  Paredes  was  received  as  chargi  d'affaires 
of  the  republic  of  New  Granada.  On  the  20th  of  June,  1855, 
General  Pedro  Aleantira  Herran  was  again  received  as  envoy 
ordinary  and  minister  plenii>otentiary  duly  accredited  by  the 

^republic  of  New  Granada,  and  he  has  ever  since  remained  under 
the  same  credentials  as  tlie  representative  of  that  republic  near 
the  government  of  the  United  States.  On  the  10th  of  September, 
1857,  a  claims  convention  was  concluded  between  the  United  States 
and  the  republic  of  Granada.  This  convention  is  still  in  force, 
and  has  in  part  been  executed.  In  May,  1858,  the  constitution  of 
the  republic  was  remodeled,  and  the  nation  assumed  the  political 
title  of  the  "Granadian  Confederacy .'^  This  fact  was  formally 
EiQOimoed  to  this  government,  but  without  any  change  in  theiV 

t^oprresentatiTe  here/  Pre\ious  to  the  4th  of  March,  1861.  a  revo- 
lutionary war  against  the  republic  of  New  Granada,  which  liad  thus 
been  recognized  and  treatea  with  by  the  United  States,  broke  out 
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in  New  Granada,  assnmiDg  to  set  up  a  new  government  under  the 
name  of  the  **  United  States  of  Colombia.'*  This  war  has  had  various 
vicissitudes,  sometimes  favorable,  sometimes  adverse,  to  the  revolu- 
tionary movements.  The  revolutionary  organization  has  hithert^i 
been  simply  a  military  pro\dsiooary  power^  and  no  definitive  consti- 
tution of  government  has  yet  been  established  in  New  Granada  in 
place  of  that  organised  by  the  constitution  of  1858.  The  minister 
of  the  Unit-ed  States  to  the  Granadian  Confederacy  who  was  ap- 
pointed on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May,  1861,  was  directed,  in  view 
of  the  occupation  of  the  capital  by  the  revolutionarj^  party  and  of  the 
uncertainty  of  the  civil  war,  not  to  present  his  credentials  to  either 
the  government  of  the  Orauadian  Confederacy  or  to  the  provisional 
military  government*  but  to  conduct  his  affairs  informally,  as  is  cus- 
tomary in  such  cases,  and  to  report  the  progress  of  events  and  await 
the  instructions  of  this  government,  The  advices  which  have  been 
received  from  him  have  not  hitherto  been  sufficiently  conclusive  to 
determine  me  to  recognize  the  revolutionary  government.  General 
Herran  being  here,  with  full  authority  from  the  government  of  New 
Granada,  which  had  been  so  long  recognized  by  the  United  States, 
I  have  not  received  any  representative  from  the  revolutionary  govern- 
ment, which  has  not  yet  been  recognized,  because  such  a  proceeding 
would  in  itself  be  an  act  of  recognition. 

Official  communications  have  oeen  had  on  various  incidental  and 
occasional  questions  with  General  Herran  as  the  minister  plenipo- 
tentiarv'  and  envoy  extraordinary  of  the  Granadian  Confederacy,  but 
in  no  other  character.  No  definitive  measure  or  proceeding  has  re- 
sulted from  these  communications,  and  a  commumcation  of  them  at 
present  would  not,  in  my  judgment,  be  compatible  with  the  public 
iot>eresL

Ta  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreMfttatives :  I  have  signed  the 
joint  resolution  to  provide  for  the  immediate  payment  of  the  army 
and  na^T"  of  the  United  States,  passed  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  the  14th,  and  by  the  Senate  on  the  15th  instant.  The 
joint  resohition  is  a  simple  authority,  amounting,  however,  under 
existing  circumstances  to  a  direcidon)  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury to  make  an  additional  issue  of  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars 
in  United  States  notes,  if  so  much  money  is  needed^  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  army  and  navy.  My  approval  is  given  in  order  that 
every  possible  facility  may  be  afforded  for  the  prompt  discharge  of 
all  arrears  of  pay  due  to  our  soldiers  and  our  sailors. 

While  giving  this  approval,  however,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  ex- 
press my  sincere  regret  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to* author 
use  80  large  an  additional  issue  of  United  States  not^s,  when  thi] 
circulation  and  that  of  the  siLspended  banks  together  have  becom^ 
already  so  redundant  as  to  increase  prices  iSyond   real  valu« 
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thereby  augmenting  the  cost  of  liviag^to  the  injury  of  labor,  and  the 
cost  ot  supplies,  to  the  injury  of  the  whole  country.  It  seems 
very  plain  that  continued  issues  of  United  Btates  notes,  without  any 
check  to  the  issues  of  suspended  banks,  and  without  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  raising  of  money  by  loans,  and  for  funding  the 
issues,  so  as  to  keep  them  within  due  limits,  must  soon  produce  dis- 
astrous consequences ;  and  this  matter  appears  to  me  so  important 
that  I  feel  bound  to  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  ask  the  special 
attention  of  Congress  to  it. 

That  Congress  has  power  to  regulate  the  currency  of  the  country 
can  hardly  admit  of  a  doubt,  and  that  a  judicious  measure  to  prevent 
the  deterioration  of  this  currency  by  a  reasonable  taxation  of  bank 
circulation  or  otherwise  is  needed,  seems  equally  clear.  Indepen- 
dently of  this  general  consideration,  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  people 
at  large  to  exempt  banks  enjoying  the  special  privOege  of  eircula- 
tiou  from  their  just  proportion'of  the  public  burdens. 

In  order  to  raise  money  by  way  of  loans  most  easily  and  cheaply, 
it  is  clearly  necessary  to  give  every  possible  support  to  the  puollc 
credit.  To  that  end,  a  uniform  currency  in  which  taxes,  subscrip- 
tions to  loans,  and  all  other  ordinary  public  dues  as  well  as  all 
private  dues  may  be  paid,  is  almost  if  not  quite  indispensable. 
Such  a  currency  can  be  furnished  by  banking  associations  organ- 
ized under  a  general  act  of  Congress,  as  suggested  in  ray  message  at 
the  b^^ginning  of  the  present  session.  The  securing  of  this  circula- 
tion by  the  pledge  of  United  States  Ix^nds,  as  therein  suggested, 
would  still  further  facilitate  loans,  by  increasing  the  present  and 
causing  a  future  demand  for  such  bonds. 

In  view  of  the  actual  financial  embarrassments  of  the  government, 
and  of  the  greater  embarrassment  sure  to  come  if  the  necessary 
means  of  relief  be  not  afforded,  I  feel  that  I  should  not  perform  my 
duty  by  a  simple  announcement  of  ray  approval  of  the  joint  reso- 
lution, which  proposes  relief  only  by  increasiug  circulation,  with- 
out expressing  my  earnest  desire  that  measures  such  in  substance 
B8  those  I  have  just  referred  to,  may  receive  the  early  sanction  of 
Congress.  By  such  measures,  in  myopinion,  will  payment  be  most 
eertatnly  secured,  not  only  to  the  arra>^  and  navy,  but  to  all  honest 
creditors  of  the  government,  and  satisfactory  provision  made  for 
future  demands  on  the  treasury.

ExECtrrrvn  Mansion,  Washington,  January  19,  1863. 
To  the  Working-mtH  of  Manchester ;  I  have  the  honor  to  acknow* 
ledge  the  rec^eipt  of  the  address  and  resolutions  which  you  sent  me 
on  the  eve  of  the  new  year.  When  I  came,  on  the  4th  of  March, 
1861,  through  a  free  and  constitutional  election  to  preside  in  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  the  country  was  foimd  at  the 
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verge  of  civil  war.  Wliatever  might  have  been  the  catiBe,  or  whose- 
fioever  the  fault,  oue  duty,  paramouut  to  all  others,  was  before  me, 
namely,  to  maintain  and  preserve  at  once  the  Constitution  and  the 
integrity  of  the  Federal  Republic.  A  conscientious  purpose  to  per- 
form this  duty  is  the  key  to  all  the  measures  of  administration 
which  have  been  and  to  all  which  will  hereafter  be  pursued.  Under 
our  frame  of  government  and  my  official  oath,  I  could  not  depart 
from  this  purpose  if  I  would.  It  is  not  always  in  the  power  of  gov- 
ernments to  enlarge  or  restrict  the  scope  of  moral  results  which  fol- 
low the  policies  that  they  may  deem  it  necessary  for  the  public 
safety  from  time  to  time  to  adopt, 

I  have  understood  well  that  the  duty  of  self-preservation  rests 
solely  with  the  American  people ;  but  I  have  at  the  same  time  been 
aware  that  favor  or  disfavor  of  foreign  nations  might  have  a  ma- 
teria) influence  in  enlarging  or  prolonging  the  struggle  with  dis- 
loyal men  in  which  the  country  is  engaged,  A  fair  examination  of 
history  has  served  to  authorize  a  belief  that  the  past  actions  and  in- 
fluences of  the  United  States  were  generally  regarded  as  having 
been  beneficial  toward  mankind.  I  have,  therefore,  reckoned  upon 
the  forbearance  of  nations.  Circumstances — to  some  of  which  3^on 
kindly  allude  —  induce  me  especially  to  expect  that  if  justice  and 
good  faith  should  be  practised  by  the  United  Stat-es,  they  would  en- 
counter nt>  hostile  influence  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain.  It  is  now 
a  pleasant  duty  to  acknowledge  the  demonstration  you  have  given 
of  your  desire  that  a  spirit  of  amity  and  peace  toward  this  country  may 
prevail  iu  the  councils  of  your  Queen,  who  is  respected  and  esteemed 
in  your  own  country  only  more  than  she  is  by  the  kindred  nation 
which  has  its  home  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 

I  know  and  deeply  deplore  the  sufferings  which  the  working-men 
at  Manchester,  and  in  all  Europe^  are  ealle<l  to  endure  in  tiiis  crisis. 
It  has  been  often  and  studiously  represented  that  the  attempt  to 
overthrow  this  government,  whicn  was  built  upon  the  foundation  of 
human  rights,  and  to  substitute  for  it  one  which  should  rest  exclu- 
sively on  the  basis  of  human  slavery,  was  likely  to  obtain  the  favor 
of  Europe,  Through  the  action  of  our  disloyal  citizens,  the  working- 
men  of  Europe  have  been  subjected  to  severe  ti'ials,  for  the  purpose 
of  forcing  their  sanctioii  to  that  attempt.  Under  the  circumstances, 
[I  cannot  but  regard  your  decisive  utterances  upon  the  question  as 
an  instance  of  sublime  Christian  h«M^oism  which  has  not  been  sur- 
passed in  any  age  or  in  any  country  J  It  is  indeed  an  energetic  and 
reinspiring  assurance  of  the  inherent  power  of  truth,  and  of  the  nl* 
timate  and  universal  triumph  of  justice,  humanity,  and  freedom.  I 
do  not  doubt  that  the  sentiments  you  have  expressed  will  be  sus- 
tained by  your  great  nation ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  I  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  assuring  you  that  they  will  excite  admiration,  esteem^  and 
the  most  reciprocal  feelings  of  friendship  among  the  American  peo- 
ple. I  hail  tnis  interchange  of  sentiment,  therefore,  as  an  augury 
that  whatever  else  may  happen,  whatever  misfortune  may  befall 
your  country  or  my  own,  the  peace  and  frieudship  which  now  exist 
between  the  two  nations  will  be,  as  it  shall  be  my  desire  to  make 
them,  perpetual  Abbaham  Lincoln*

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  D.  C,  January  26, 1863. 
Major-General  Hooker. 

General:  I  have  placed  you  at  the  head  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac.    Of  course  I  have  done  this  upon  what  appear  to  me  to 
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gufficieat  reasons,  and  yet  I  think  it  best  fur  you  to  know  that 
there  are  some  things  in  regard  to  which  I  am  not  quite  satisfied 
with  you.  I  believe  vou  to  be  a  brave  and  skilful  soldier,  wliich 
of  course  I  like.  I  also  believe  von  do  not  mix  politics  with  your 
profession,  in  which  you  are  right.  You  have  confidence  in  your- 
self, which  is  a  valuable  if  not  an  indispensable  quality.  You  are 
ambitious,  which,  within  reasunable  bounds,  does  good  rather  than 
harm  5  but  I  think  that  during  General  Burnside's  command  of  the 
army  you  have  taken  counsel  of  your  aml^ition  and  thwarted  him 
as  much  as  you  could,  in  which  you  did  a  great  wrong  to  the  coun- 
try and  to  a  most  meritorious  and  honorable  brather  officer.  I  have 
heard;  in  such  a  way  as  to  believe  it,  of  your  recently  saying  that 
both  the  array  and  the  government  needed  a  dictator.  Of  course  it 
was  not  for  this,  but  in  spit-e  of  it,  that  I  have  given  you  the  com- 
mand. Only  those  generals  who  gain  successes  can  set  up  dicta- 
tors. What  I  now  ask  of  you  is  military  success,  and  I  will  risk 
the  dictatorship*  The  government  will  support  you  to  the  utmost 
of  its  ability,  which  is  neither  more  nor  less  than  it  has  done  and 
wiU  do  for  aU  commanders.  I  much  fear  that  the  spirit  which  you 
have  aided  to  infuse  into  the  army,  of  criticizing  their  commander 
and  withholding  confidence  from  him,  will  now  turn  upon  you,  I 
shall  assist  you  as  far  as  I  can  to  put  it  down.  Neither  you  nor 
Napoleon,  if  he  were  alive  again,  could  get  any  good  out  of  an  army 
while  such  a  spirit  prevails  in  it;  and  now  beware  of  rashness* 
Beware  of  rashness,  but  with  energy  and  sleepless  vigilanee  go 
forward  and  give  us  victories.

In  pursuance  of  the  twenty-sixth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress 
entitled  "An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces, 
and  for  other  purposes/'  approved  on  the  third  day  of  March,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  I,  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, President,  and  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
the  United  States,  do  hereby  order  and  command  that  all  soldiers 
enlisted  or  drafted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  now  absent 
from  their  re^ments  without  leave,  shall  forthwith  return  to  their 
respective  regiments. 

And  I  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  all  soldiers  now  absent 
from  their  respective  regiments  without  leave  who  shall  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April,  1863,  report  themselves  at  any  rendezvous 
designated  by  the  general  orders  of  the  War  Department,  No.  58, 
hereunto  annexed,  may  be  restored  to  their  respective  regiments 
without  punishment,  except  the  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances 
during  their  absence;  and  all  who  do  not  return  within  the  time 
above  specified  shall  be  arrested  as  deserters  and  punished  as  the 
law  provides.

The  world 
will  not  forget  that  you  fought  the  battle  of  Stone  River,  and  it 
will  never  care  a  fig  whether  you  rank  General  Grant  on  paper,  or 
he  so  ranks  you* 

As  to  the  appointment  of  an  aide  contrary  to  your  wishes,  I  knew 
nothing  of  it  until  I  received  your  despatch;  and  the  Seeretaiy  of 
War  tells  me  he  has  known  nothing  of  it,  but  will  trace  it  but. 
The  examination  of  course  wiU  extend  to  the  case  of  R.  S.  Thomas, 
whom  you  say  you  wish  appointed. 

And  now  be  assured  you  wrong  both  yourself  and  us  when  you 
even  suspect  there  is  not  the  best  disposition  on  the  part  of  us'  all 
here  to  oblige  you.

^K  And  insomuch  as  we  know  that  by  his  di\ine  law  nations,  like  in-

1863,  as  a 
day  of  national  humiliation,  fasting,  and  prayer.  And  I  do  hereby 
request  all  the  people  to  abstain  on  that  day  from  their  ordinary 
secular  pursuits,  and  to  unite  at  their  several  places  of  public  wor- 
ship ana  their  respective  homes  in  keeping  the  da^  holy  to  the  Lord, 
ana  devoted  to  the  humble  discharge  of  the  reli^ous  duties  proper 
to  that  solemn  occasion.  All  this  bein^  done  in  sincerity  and  truth, 
let  us  then  rest  humbly  in  the  hope  autnorized  by  the  mvine  teach- 
ings, that  the  united  cry  of  the  nation  will  be  heard  on  high,  and 
answered  with  blessings  no  less  than  the  pardon  of  our  national 
sins,  and  the  restoration  of  our  now  dividea  and  suffering  country 
to  its  former  happy  condition  of  unity  and  i>eace.

intercourse  between  the  umabitants  of  sundry  places  and  sections 
heretofore  declared  in  insurrection  iu  pursuance  of  said  act,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  rest  of  the  United  States,  will  favorably  affect  the 
public  interests :

My  opinion  is  that  just  now,  with  the  enemy  directly  ahead  of  us, 
there  is  no  eligible  route  for  us  into  Richmond ;  and  consequently 
a  question  of  preference  between  the  Rappahannock  route  and  the 
James  River  route  is  a  contest  about  nothing.  Hence  our  prime 
i>bject  is  the  enemy's  army  in  front  of  us,  and  is  not  with  or  about 
Richmond  at  all,  unless  it* be  incidental  to  the  main  object 

What  then  !  The  two  armies  are  face  to  face,  with  a  narrow  river 
between  them.  Our  commnnications  are  shorter  and  safer  than  are 
those  of  the  enemy.  For  this  reason  we  can,  with  equal  powers,  fret 
him  more  than  he  can  us.  I  do  not  think  that  by  raids  toward 
Washington  he  can  derange  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  at  all.  He  has 
no  distant  operations  which  can  call  any  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac 
away;  we  have  such  ox>erations  which  may  call  him  away,  at  least  in 

5 art.  While  he  remains  intact  I  do  not  think  we  shoixld  take  the 
isad vantage  of  attacking  him  in  his  intrenchments;  but  we  should 
continually  harass  and  menace  him,  so  that  he  shall  have  no  leisure 
nor  safety  in  sending  away  detachments.  If  he  weakens  himself^ 
then  pitcli  into  him.

proposed  constitution  for  that  State :

i  Whereas,  for  these  high  purposes  a  military  force  is  indispensa- 
L^le,  to  raise  and  support  which  all  persons  ought  willingly  to  con- 
^pibute;  and 

^^  Where^is,  no  service  can  be  more  praiseworthy  and  honorable 
than  that  which  is  rendered  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Union,  and  the  consequent  preservation  of  free  govern-

I         Wliereas,  for  the  reasons  thus  recited,  it  was  enacted  by  the  said 
^Statute  that  all  able-bodied  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and

It  has  been  my  happiness  to  receive  testimonies  of  a  similar 
nature  from,  I  believe,  all  denominations  of  Christians..  They  are 
all  loyal,  but  perhaps  not  in  the  same  degree  or  in  tiie  same  num- 
bers j  but  I  think  they  all  claim  to  be  loyal.  This  to  me  is  most 
gratifying,  because  from  the  beginning  I  saw  that  the  issue  of  our 
great  struggle  depended  on  the  divine  interposition  and  favor.  If 
we  had  that,  all  would  be  well.  The  proportions  of  this  rebdlion 
were  not  for  a  long  time  understood.  I  saw  that  it  involved  the 
greatest  difficulties,  and  would  call  forth  all  the  powers  of  tiie  whole 
country.    The  end  is  not  yet. 

The  point  made  in  jour  paper  is  well  taken  as  to  "  the  govern- 
ment "  and  ''  the  administration  "  in  whose  hands  are  these  interests. 
I  fully  appreciate  its  correctness  and  justice.  In  my  administra- 
tion I  may  have  committed  some  errors.  It  would  be  indeed  re- 
markable if  I  had  not.  I  have  acted  according  to  my  best  judgment 
in  every  case.  The  views  expressed  by  the  committee  accord  with 
my  own ;  and  on  this  principle  "the  government"  is  to  be  supported 
though  "the  administration''  may  not  in  every  case  wisely  act.  As 
a  pilot  I  have  used  my  best  exertions  to  keep  afloat  otir  Ship  of 
State,  and  shall  be  glad  to  resign  my  trust  at  the  appointed  time  to 
another  pilot  more  skilful  and  successful  than  I  may  prove.  In 
every  case  and  at  all  hazards  the  government  must  be  perpetuated. 
Relying,  as  I  do.  upon  the  Almighty  Power,  and  encouraged  as  I 
am  by  these  resolutions  which  you  have  iust  read,  with  the  support 
which  I  receive  from  Christian  men,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  use  all 
the  means  at  my  control  to  secure  the  termination  of  this  rebellion, 
and  will  hope  for  success.

That  being  raised,  say  tc»  the  uumbor  of  Um  thousand,  I  would 
very  cheerfully  send  them  to  the  field  under  General  Fremont,  as- 
signing him  a  depaHmentT  made  or  to  be  made,  with  such  white 
force  also  as  I  might  be  able  to  put  in. 

That  with  the  best  wishes  toward  General  Fremont,  I  cannot  now 
ive  him  a  department,  because  I  have  not  spare  troops  to  furnish 

new  department,  and  I  have  not,  as  I  think,  justifiable  ground  to 
relieve  the  present  commander  of  any  old  one.  In  the  raising  of 
the  colored  troops,  the  same  consent  of  governors  would  have  to  be 
obtained  as  in  case  of  white  troops,  and  the  government  woidd  make 
the  same  provinioQ  for  them  during  organi2ation  as  for  white 
troops. 
!  It  would  not  be  a  point  with  me  whether  General  Fremont 
J  shoidd  take  charge  of  the  organization,  or  take  charge  of  the  force 
only  after  the  organization.

Youm  r>f  to-day  was  received  an  hour  ago,  So  much  of  professional

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over  to  Oeneral  Halleck.  He  {promises  to  perform  it  with  his  utmogt 
care.  I  have  but  one  idea  wmch  I  think  worth  suggesting  to  yon, 
and  that  is,  in  case  you  find  Lee  coming  to  the  norai  of  the  Rappa- 
hannock, I  would  by  no  means  cross  to  tne  south  of  it.  If  he  should 
leave  a  rear  force  at  Fredericksburg,  tempting  you  to  fall  upon  it 
it  would  fight  in  intrenchments  ana  have  you  at  disadvantage,  and 
so,  man  for  man,  worst  you  at  that  point,  while  his  main  force 
would  in  some  wav  be  getting  an  advantage  of  you  northward.  In 
one  word,  I  would  not  take  any  risk  of  being  entangled  upon  the 
river,  like  an  ox  jumped  half  over  a  fence  and  liable  to  be  torn  bv 
dogs  front  and  rear  without  a  fair  chance  to  gore  one  way  or  kick 
the  other.  If  Lee  would  come  to  my  side  of  the  river,  I  would  keep 
on  the  same  side,  and  fight  him  or  act  on  the  defense,  according  as 
might  be  my  estimate  of  his  strength  relatively  to  my  own.

Editob  op  the  "  Chbonicle '^ : 

In  your  issue  of  this  morning  vou  have  an  article  on  the  Chica^ 
''  Times."  Being  an  niinoisian,  I  happen  to  know  that  much  of  the 
article  is  incorrect.  As  I  remember,  upon  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri 
Compromise,  the  Democratic  newspapers  at  Chicago  went  over  to  the 
opposition.  Thereupon  the  "  Times '^  was  established  by  the  friends 
01  the  administration.  Senator  Douglas  being  the  most  prominent 
in  establishing  it.  A  man  by  the  name  of  James  Sheanan,  from 
this  city,  was  its  first  and  only  editor  nearly  if  not  quite  all  the 
remainder  of  the  senator's  life.  On  the  political  separation  between 
Mr.  Buchanan  and  Senator  Douglas,  the  "  Times  "  adhered  to  the 
senator,  and  was  the  ablest  paper  in  his  support  through  his  sena- 
torial contest  with  Mr.  Lincoln.  Since  the  last  presidential  elec- 
tion certainly,  perhaps  since  Senator  Douglas's  death,  Mr.  Sheahan 
left  the  "  Times  ^ ;  the  "  Times  "  since  then  has  been  identical  with 
the  "  Times'*  before  then  in  littie  more  than  the  name.

Hon,  Erarttjs  Corning  and  Others, 

Oenfhmm :  Your  letter  of  Mav  19,  inclosing  the  resolntions  of  a 
public  meeting  held  at  Albany,  New  York,  on  the  16th  of  the  same 
mcmth,  was  received  several  days  ago. 

Tlie  I'esolutions,  as  I  understand  them,  are  resolvable  into  two  prop- 
ositions— first,  the  expression  of  a  purpose  to  sustain  the  cause  of 
the  Union,  to  secure  peace  through  victory,  and  to  support  the  ad- 
ministration in  every  eonstitutioual  and  lawful  measure  to  suppress 
the  rebellion;  and,  secondly,  a  declaration  of  censure  upon  tne  ad- 
ministration for  supposed  unconstitutional  action,  such  as  the  mak- 
ing of  military  arrests.  And  from  the  two  propositions  a  third  is 
dedmcedf  which  is  that  the  gentlemen  composing  the  meeting  are 
resolved  on  doing  their  part  to  maintain  our  common  government 
and  countrv,  despite  the  folly  or  wickedness,  as  they  may  conceive, 
of  any  administration.  This  position  is  eminently  patriotic,  and  as 
such  1  thank  the  meeting,  ana  congratulate  the  nation  for  it.  My 
own  purpose  is  the  same;  so  that  the  meeting  and  myself  have  a 
common  object,  and  can  have  no  dilferenee,  except  in  the  choice  of 
means  or  measures  for  effecting  that  object 

And  here  I  ought  to  close  this  i>aper,  and  would  close  it,  if  there 
were  no  apprehension  that  more  injurious  consequences  than  any 
merely  personal  t^  myself  might  follow  the  censures  systenititically 
eaiit  upon  me  for  doin^  what,  in  my  view  of  dut>%  I  could  not  forbear. 
esolutions  promise  to  support  me  in  ©very  constitutional  and 
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lawful  measure  to  suppress  the  rebellion;  and  I  have  not  knowingly 
employed,  nor  shall  Knowingly  employ,  any  other.  Bat  the  meet- 
ing, by  tneir  resolutions,  assert  and  arrae  that  certain  military 
arrests,  and  proceedings  following  them,  for  which  I  am  ultimately 
responsible,  are  uneoni^tutionaL  I  think  they  are  not.  The  resolu- 
tions quote  from  the  Constitution  the  definition  of  treason,  and  also 
tjie  limiting  safeguards  and  ^arantees  therein  provided  for  the  citi- 
zen oil  trisJs  for  treason,  and  on  his  being  held  to  answer  for  capital 
or  otherwise  infamous  crimes,  and  in  criminal  prosecutions  his  nriit 
to  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury.  They  proceed  to 
resolve  ^'that  these  safeguards  of  the  rights  of  the  citizen  asainst  the 
pretensions  of  arbitrary  power  were  intended  more  especially  for  his 
protection  in  times  of  civil  commotion."  And,  apparently  to  demon- 
strate the  proposition,  the  resolutions  proceed : ''  They  were  secured 
substantially  to  the  English  people  after  years  of  protracted  civil 
war,  and  were  adopted  into  our  Constitution  at  the  close  of  the 
revolution."  Would  not  the  demonstration  have  been  better  if  it 
could  have  been  truly  said  that  these  safeguards  had  been  adopted 
and  applied  during  the  civil  wars  and  during  our  revolution,  instead 
of  after  the  one  and  at  the  close  of  the  other  t  I,  too,  am  devotedly 
for  them  after  civil  war,  and  before  civil  war,  and  at  all  times, "  ex- 
cept when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may 
require''  their  suspension.  The  resolutions  proceed  to  tell  us  that 
these  safeguards  '^  have  stood  the  test  of  seventj'^-six  years  of  trial 
under  our  republican  system,  under  circumstances  which  show  that 
while  they  constitute  the  foundation  of  all  free  government,  they  are 
the  elements  of  the  enduring  stability  of  the  republic"  No  one 
denies  that  they  have  so  sto<xl  the  test  up  to  the  beginning  of  the 
present  rebellion,  if  we  except  a  certain  occurrence  at  New  Orleans 
hereafter  to  be  mentioned ;  nor  does  any  one  question  that  they  will 
stand  the  same  test  much  longer  ^ter  the  rebellion  closes.  Butthese 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  have  no  application  to  the  case  we  have 
in  hand,  because  the  arrests  complainea  of  were  not  made  for  trea- 
son— that  is,  not  for  the  treason  defined  in  the  Constitution,  and 
upon  the  conviction  of  which  the  punishment  is  death — nor  yet 
were  they  made  to  hold  persons  to  answer  for  any  capital  or  other- 
wise infamous  crimes;  nor  were  the  proceedings  following,  in  any 
constitutional  or  legal  sense,  "  criminal  prosecutions."  The  arrests 
were  made  on  totallv  different  grounds,  and  the  proceedings  follow- 
ing accorded  with  tue  grounds  of  the  arrests.  Let  us  consider  the 
real  case  with  which  we  are  dealing,  and  apply  to  it  the  parts  of  the 
Constitution  plainlv  made  for  such  cases. 

Prior  to  my  installation  here  it  had  been  inculcated  that  any  State 
had  a  lawful  riglit  to  secede  from  the  national  Union,  and  that  it 
would  be  expedient  to  exercise  the  right  whenever  the  devotees  of  the 
doctrine  should  fail  to  elect  a  president  to  their  own  liking.  I  was 
elected  contrary  to  their  liking;  and,  accordingly,  so  far  as  it  was 
legally  possible',  they  had  taken  seven  States  outof  the  Union,  ha*! 
seized^  many  of  the  United  States  forts,  and  had  fired  upon  the  United 
States  flag,"  all  before  I  was  inaugurated,  and,  of  course,  before  I  had 
done  any  oflftcial  act  whatever.    The  rebellion  thus  begun  soon  ran 
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into  the  present  civil  war ;  and^  in  certJiin  respects,  it  began  ou  very 
unequal  terms  between  the  parties.     The  insur^euts  liail  been  pre- 
Lparing  for  it  more  than  thirty  years,  while  the  government  had  taken 
I110  steps  to  resist  them.    The  former  hadcarefiillv  cimsidered  all  the 
means  which  could  be  turned  to  their  account.     It  undoubtedly  was 
a  well-pondered  reliance  with  them  that  in  their  own  uttrestrieted 
.effort  to  destroy  Union,  Constitution  and  law,  jdl   together,  the 
L^overument  would,  in  great  degree,  be  restrained  l)y  the  same  Con- 
ttitution  and  law  from  arrestinij  their  progress.    Their  sympathizers 
j)ervmied  all  departments  of  toe  government  and  nearly  all  (*ora- 
fxnunities  of  the  people.    From  this  material,  undercover  of  **  liberty 
[of  speech,*^  *4iberty  of  the  press/-  and  '"habeas  corpus^^  they  hoped 
[to  keep  on  foot  amongst  us  a  most  efficient  corps  of  spies,  in- 
k formers,  suppliers,  and  aiders  and   abettors  of  their  cause  in  a 
fthousaod  ways.    They  knew  that  in  times  such  as  they  were  iuau- 
%ting,  by  the  Constitution  itself  the  **  haheas  corpus^^  might  be 
jended ;  but  they  also  knew  they  had  friends  who  would  make 
"a  question  as  to  who  was  to  suspend  it ;  meanwhile  their  spies  and 
others  might  remain  at  large  to  help  on  their  eause.    Or  if,  as  has 
lappened,  the  Executive  should  suspend  the  writ  without  ruinous 
fa^te  of  tone,  instances  of  arresting  innocent  persons  might  occur, 
Iways  likely  to  occur  in  such  cases;  and  then  a  clamor  could 
d  in  regard  to  this,  which  might  be  at  least  of  some  service 
the  insurgent  cause.     It  needed  no  very  keen  perception  to  dis- 
tf^er  this  part  of  the  enemy's  program,  so  soon  as  by  open  hostil- 
ities their  machinery  was  fairly  put  in  motion.     Yet,  tiioroughly 
imbued  with  a  reverence  for  the  guaranteed  rights  of  indi\ddual8, 
I  was  slow  to  adopt  the  strong  moasnres  which  by  degrees  I  have 

Keen  forced  to  regard  as  being  within  the  exceptions  of  the  Consti- 
ition,  and  as  indispensable  to  the  public  safety.  Nothing  is  better 
nown  to  history  than  that  couits  of  Justice  are  utterly  incompetent 
>  such  cases.  CivU  courts  are  organized  chiefly  for  trials  of  in* 
^^ividnals,  or,  at  most,  a  few  individuals  acting  in  concert — and  this 
in  quiet  times,  and  on  charges  of  crimes  well  defined  in  the  law. 
Even  in  times  of  peace  bands  of  horse- thieves  and  robbers  frequently 
rrow  too  numerous  and  powerful  for  the  ordinary  courts  of  justice. 
iut  what  comparison,  in  numbers,  have  such  bands  ever  borne  to 
"le  ins  urgent  sympathizers  even  in  many  of  the  loyal  States  ?  Again, 
jury  too  frequently  has  at  least  one  niember  more  ready  to  hang 
fche  panel  than  to  hang  the  traitor.  And  yet  again,  he  who  dis- 
suades one  man  from  volunteering,  or  induces  one  soldier  to  desert, 
Itens  the  Union  cause  as  much  as  he  who  kills  a  Union  soldier  in 
ie.  Yet  this  dissuasion  or  inducement  may  be  so  conducted  as  to 
i'lio  defined  crime  of  which  any  civil  court  woidd  take  (^ogiiizance. 
Ours  is  a  caae  of  rebellion  —  so  caUed  by  the  resolutions  before 
le  —  in  fa<!t,  a  clear,  flagrant,  and  gigantic  e^se  of  rebellion;  and 
lie  provision  of  the  ( Vmstitution  that  "  the  pri\nlege  of  the  writ 
[)f  hahms  cfitpHs  shall  not  be  suspended  unless  when,  in  cases 
>f  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require  it,"  is  the 
provision  which  spe<2ially  applies  to  our  present  ease.  This  pro- 
vision plainly  attests  the  understanding  of  t!mse  who  made  the 
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CoQstitiition  that  ordinaiy  courts  of  justice  are  inadequate  to 
''cases  of  rebellion"  —  attests  their  purpose  that»  in  such  eases,  men 
may  be  held  in  custody  whom  the  courts^  aetnif  on  ordinaiy  rules, 
would  discharge.  Habeas  carpus  does  not  disoiarge  men  who  are 
proved  to  be  guilty  of  defined  crime;  and  its  suspension  is  allowed 
oy  the  Constitution  on  purpose  that  men  may  be  arrested  and  held 
who  cannot  be  proved  to  be  guilty  of  defined  crime,  ^  when,  in  cases 
of  rebellion  or  mvasion,  the  pubhc  safety  may  require  iV 

This  is  precisely  our  present  case — a  case  of  rebellion  wherein 
the  public  safety 'does  require  the  suspension.  Indeed,  anrests  by 
process  of  courts  and  arrests  in  cases  of  rebellion  do  not  proceed 
alto^ther  upon  the  same  basis.  The  former  is  directed  at  the 
small  percentage  of  ordinary  and  continuous  perpetration  of  crime, 
while  the  latter  is  directed  at  sudden  and  extenmve  uprisings 
against  the  government,  which,  at  most,  wiU  succeed  or  fail  in  no 
great  length  of  time.  In  the  latter  case  arrests  are  made  not  so 
much  for  what  has  been  done,  as  for  what  probably  would  be  done. 
The  latter  is  more  for  the  preventive  and  less  for  the  vindictive 
than  the  former.  In  such  cases  the  purposes  of  men  are  much 
more  easily  understood  than  in  cases  or  orainary  crime.  The  man 
who  stands  by  and  says  nothing  when  the  peril  of  his  government 
is  discussed,  cannot  be  misunderstood.  If  not  hindered,  he  is  sure 
to  help  the  enemy ;  much  more  if  he  talks  ambiguously —  talks  for 
his  country  with  "  buts,"  and  "  ifs  "  and  "  ands."  Of  how  litUe  value 
the  constitutional  provision  I  have  quoted  will  be  rendered  if  ar- 
rests shall  never  be  made  until  defined  crimes  shall  have  been  com- 
mitted, may  be  illustrated  by  a  few  notable  examples:  Gkneral 
John  C.  Breckinridge,  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  Gteneral  Joseph  R 
Johnst<m,  General  «John  B.  Magruder,  General  William  B.  Preston, 
General  Simon  B.  Buckner^  and  Commodore  Franklin  Buchanan, 
now  occupying  the  very  highest  places  in  the  rebel  war  service, 
were  all  within  the  power  of  the  government  since  the  rebellion  be- 
gan, and  were  nearly  as  well  known  to  be  traitors  then  as  now. 
Unquestionably  if  we  had  seized  and  held  them,  the  insurgent  cause 
would  be  much  weaker.  But  no  one  of  them  had  then  committed 
any  crime  defined  in  the  law.  Every  one  of  them,  if  arrested,  would 
have  been  discharged  on  habeas  corpus  were  the  writ  allowea  to  op- 
cTate.  In  view  or  these  and  similar  cases,  I  think  the  time  not 
unlikely  to  come  when  I  shall  be  blamed  for  having  made  too  few 
arrests  rather  than  too  many. 

By  the  third  resolution  the  meeting  indicate  their  opinion  that 
military  arrests  may  be  constitutionaf  in  localities  where  rebellion 
actually  exists,  but  that  such  arrests  are  unconstitutional  in  localities 
where  re})ellion  or  insurrection  does  not  actually  exist  They  insist 
that  such  arrests  shall  not  be  made  "outside  of  the  lines  of  necessary 
military  occupation  and  the  scenes  of  insurrection.']  Inasmucfi, 
however,  jis  the  Constitution  itself  makes  no  such  distinction,  I  am 
una])le  to  believe  that  there  is  any  such  constitutional  distinction.  I 
concede  that  the  class  of  arrests  complained  of  can  be  constitutional 
only  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may 
require  them ;  and  I  insist  that  in  such  cases  they  are  constitutional 
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'  wherever  the  public  safety  does  require  them,  as  well  in  places  to 
which  they  may  prevent  toe  rebellion  extending,  as  in  those  where 
it  may  Ije  already  prevailing;  as  well  where  they  may  restrain  mis- 
chievous interference  with  the  raising  and  supplying  of  armies  to 
suppress  the  rebellion,  as  where  the  rebellion  may  aetually  be  j  as 
well  where  they  may  restrain  the  enticing  men  out  of  the  army, 
as  where  they  would  prevent  mutiny  in  the  army ;  equally  constitu- 
tional at  all  places  where  they  will  conduce  to  the  public  safety,  as 
against  the  dangers  of  rebellion  or  invasion.  Take  the  particular  case 
mentioned  by  the  meeting.  It  is  asserted  in  substance,  that  Mr.Val- 
landigham  was,  by  a  militarv  commander,  seized  and  tried  *^  for  no 
[>ther  reason  than  words  adJressed  to  a  public  meeting  in  criticism 
jt  the  course  of  the  administration,  and  in  condemnation  of  the 

*  military  orders  of  the  general/*  Now,  if  there  be  no  mistake  about 
this,  if  this  assertion  is  the  truth  and  the  whole  truth,  if  there  was 
no  other  reason  for  the  arrest,  then  I  concede  that  the  arrest  was 
wrong*  But  the  arrest,  as  I  understand,  was  made  for  a  very  dif- 
ferent reason.  Mr.Vallandigham  avows  his  hostility  to  the  war  on 
the  part  of  the  Union  ;  and  his  arrest  ynis  made  because  he  was  la- 
boring, with  some  efifect,  to  prevent  the  raising  of  troops,  to  encour- 
age desertions  from  the  army,  and  to  leave  the  rebellion  without 
an  adequate  military  force  to  suppress  it.     He  was  not  aiTested  be- 

tftuse  he  was  damaging  the  political  prospects  of  the  administration 
r  the  personal  interests  of  the  commanding  general,  but  because 
e  was  damaging  the  army,  upon  the  existence  and  vigor  of  which 
lie  life  of  the  nation  depends.  He  was  warring  upon  the  military, 
nd  this  gave  the  military  constitutional  jurisdiction  to  lay  hands 
upon  him.  If  Mr.  Vallaudigham  was  not  damaging  the  military 
power  of  the  country,  then  his  arrest  was  made  on  mistake  of  fact, 
which  I  would  be  glad  to  correct  on  reasonably  satisfactory  evidence. 
I  understand  the  meeting  whose  resolutions  I  am  considering  to 
be  in  favor  of  suppressing  the  rebellion  by  military  force^ — by  ar- 
mies. Long  experience  has  shown  that  armies  cannot  be  maintained 
unless  desertion  shall  be  punished  by  the  severe  penalty  of  death. 
The  case  requires,  and  the  law  and  the  Constitution  sanction,  this 
punishment.  Must  I  shoot  a  simple-minded  soldier  boy  who  deserts, . 
while  I  must  not  touch  a  hair  of  a  wily  agitator  who  induces  him 
to  desert!  This  is  none  the  less  injurious  when  effected  by  getting 
a  father,  or  brother,  or  friend  into  a  public  meeting,  and  there 
working  upon  hi^  feelings  till  he  is  persuaded  t<o  write  the  soldier 
lioy  that  he  is  fighting  in  a  bad  cause,  for  a  wicked  administratifm 

I  of  a  contemptible  govi^mmentv  too  weak  to  arrest  and  punish  him 
&  he  shall  desert..     I  think  that,  in  such  a  oa»e^  to  silence  the  agi-  j 
lator  and  save  the  boy  is  not  only  constitutional,  but  withal  a| 
great  mercy. 

If  I  be  wrong  on  this  question  of  constitutional  power,  my  error 
lies  in  believing  that  certain  proceedings  are  constitutional  when, 
in  ca»es  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  requires  them, 
which  would  not  be  constitutional  when,  in  absence  of  rebellion  or 
invasion,  the  public  safety  does  not  require  them :  in  other  words, 
libat  the  Constitution  is  not  in  its  application  in  all  respecta  the 


same  in  cases  of  reV)€llion  or  invasion  involving  the  FiiWie  saf^^tt . 
as  it  is  in  times  of  profound  peace  and  public  security.  The  Constitu- 
tion itself  makes  the  distinction,  and  I  can  no  more  be  persuaded 
that  the  government  can  constitutionally  take  no  strong  measures 
in  time  of  rebellion,  because  it  can  be  shown  that  the  same  could 
not  be  lawfxilly  taken  in  time  of  peace,  than  I  can  be  persuaded  that 
a  particular  dinig  is  not  good  medicine  for  a  sick  man  be<'atisr'  it  can 
be  shown  to  not  be  good  food  for  a  well  one.  Nor  am  I  al*le  to 
appreciate  the  danger  apprehended  by  the  meeting,  that  the  Ameri- 
can people  will  by  means  of  military  arrests  during  the  rebellion 
lose  the  right  of  public  discussion,  the  liberty  of  speech  and  the 
press,  the  law  of  evidence,  trial  by  jury,  aud  habeas  corpus  through* 
ont  the  indefinite  peaceful  fntui^  which  I  trust  lies  before  thenu 
any  more  than  T  am  able  to  believe  that  a  man  could  contract  so 
strong  an  appetite  for  emetics  during  temporarv  illness  as  to  persist 
in  feeding  upon  them  during  the  remainder  of  liis  healthful  life. 

In  gi\iDg  the  resolutions  that  earnest  consideration  which  you 
request  of  me,  I  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  the  meeting  speak  an 
**  Democrats/'  Nor  can  I^  with  full  respect  for  their  known  intelli- 
gence, and  the  fairly  presumed  deliberation  with  which  they  pre- 
pared their  resolutions,  be  permitted  to  suppose  that  this  ocenrred 
by  accident,  or  in  any  way  other  than  that  they  preferred  to  desig- 
nate themselves  *'  Delnocrats  '*  rather  than  **  Anaerican  citizens."   In 

[  this  time  of  national  peril  I  would  have  preferred  to  meet  you  upon 
a  level  one  step  higher  than  any  party  platform,  because  1  am  sure 
that  from  such  more  elevated  position  we  could  do  better  battle  for 
the  coimtrj"  we  all  love  than  we  possibly  can  from  those  lower  ones 

I  where,  fi'om  the  force  of  habit,  the  prejudices  of  the  past,  and  selfish 
hopes  of  the  future,  we  are  sure  to  expend  much  of  our  ingenuity 
and  strength  in  finding  fault  with  and  aiming  blows  at  each  other. 
But  since  yon  have  denied  me  this,  I  will  yet  be  thankfid  for  the 
country's  sake  that  not  all  Democrats  have  done  so.  He  on  whose 
discretionary  judgment  Mr.  Vallandi^ham  was  arrested  and  tried  is 
a  Democrat,  having  no  old  partv  affinity  with  me,  and  the  juilge 
who  rejected  the  eoustitutional  view  expressed  in  these  resolutions, 
by  refusing  to  discharge  Mr,  Vallandigham  on  habeas  carpus j  is  a 

I  Democrat  of  better  days  than  these,  having  received  his  judiciaj 

I  mantle  at  the  hands  of  PiTsident  Jackson,  And  still  more,  of  all 
those  Democrats  who  are  nobly  exposing  their  lives  and  shedding 
their  blood  on  the  battle-field,  I  have  learn t*d  that  many  approve 

-the  course  taken  with  MnVallandigham,  while  I  have  not  heard  of 
a  single  one  condemning  it.  I  cannot  assert  that  there  are  none 
such.     And  the  name  of  President  Jackson  recalls  an  instance  of 

ffcrtinent  history.  After  the  battle  of  New  Orleans,  aud  while  the 
act  that  the  treaty  of  peace  had  been  concluded  was  well  known  in 
the  city  J  but  before  official  knowledge  of  it  had  arrived,  General 
Jaeksvm  still  maintained  martial  or  military  law.  Now  that  it  could 
be  said  the  war  was  over,  the  clamor  against  martial  law,  which  had 
existed  from  the  first,  grew  more  furious.  Among  other  things,  a 
Mr.  Louaillier  published  a  denunciatory  newspaper  article.  Gener^ 
Jackson  arrest^  him.    A  law^^er  by  the  name  of  Morel  procured 
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e  United  States  Judge  Hall  to  order  a  writ  of  haheag  corpus  to 
release  Mr.  Louaillier.    General  Jaekson  arrested  both  the  lawyer^ 
Hnd  the  judge.     A  Mr.  Hollander  ventured  to  say  of  some  part  of 
^Ke  matter  that  **  it  was  a  dirty  trick.-^     General  Jackson  arrested 
^Km.   When  the  officer  undertook  to  serve  the  writ  of  habeas  vorpus^ 
^^nexiaX  Jaekson  took  it  tVora  him,  and  sent  him  away  with  a  copy. 
Holding  the  judge  in  custody  a  few  days,  the  general  sent  hirn 
bt^yond  the  limits  of  his  eneampment,  and  set  him  at  liberty  with 
an  order  to  remain  till  the  ratifieation  of  peare  should  be  regularly^ 
aanounced,  or  until  the  British  should  have  left  the  southern  coast. 
A  day  or  two  more  elapsed,  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  peace 
was  regularly  announced^  and  the  judge  and  others  were  fully  lib- 
erated.   A  few  days  more,  and  the  judge  called  General  Jackson 
into  court  and  fined  him  $10(X)  for  having  arrested  him  and  the 
others  named.     The  general  paid  the  fine,  and   then  the  matter  I 
rested  for  nearly  thirty  years,  when  Congress  refunded  principal/ 
and  interest.     The  late  Senator  Douglas^  then  in  the  House  of  Rei>- 
resentatives,  took  a  leading  part  in  the  debates  in  which  the  consti-    ' 
tutional  question  was  much  discussed.     I  am  not  prepared  to  say 
whom  the  jonrnals  woidd  show  to  have  voted  for  the  measure. 

It  may  be  remarked — ^  first,  that  we  had  the  same  Constitution 
then  as  nowj  secondly,  that  we  then  bad  a  case  of  invasion,  and 
now  we  have  a  case  of  rebellion  ;  and,  thirdly^  that  the  permanent 
right  of  the  people  to  public  discussion,  the  liberty  of  speech  and 

tthe  press,  the  trial  by  Jury^  the  law  of  evidence,  and  the  habeas 
'pus,  suffered  no  detriment  whatever  by  that  conduct  of  General 
[^kson^  or  its  subsequent  approval  by  tlie  American  Congress. 
And  yet,  let  me  say  tliat,  in  my  own  discretion,  I  do  not  know 
Hhether  I  would    have  ordered  the  arrest  of  Mn  Vallandigham. 
^^lile  I  cannot  shift  the  responsibility  from  myself,  I  hold  that,  as 
ft  general  rule,  the  commander  in  the  field  is  the  better  judg^  of  the 
nacessity  in  any  particular  case.     Of  course  I  must  practise  a  geneml 

■rectory  and  revisor>^  power  in  the  matter. 
One  of  the  resolutions  expresses  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  that 
arbitrary  arrests  will  have  the  effect  to  divide  and  distract  those 
who  should  1^  united  in  suppressing  the  rebeUiou,  and  I  am  sj>ecifi- 
cally  called  on  to  discharge  Mr.  Vallandigham.  I  regard  this  as,  at 
leasts  a  fair  appeal  to  me  on  the  expediency  of  exercising  a  constitu- 
tional power  which  I  think  exists.  In  response  to  such  appeal  I 
have  to  say,  it  gave  me  pain  when  I  learned  that  Mr.  Vallandigham 
had  been  arrested  (that  is,  I  was  pained  that  there  shtuild  have 
seemed  to  be  a  necessity  for  arresting  him),  and  that  it  will  afford 
me  great  pleasure  to  discharge  him  so  soon  as  I  can  by  any  means 
believe  the  public  safety  will  not  suffer  by  it. 

I  further  say  that,  as  the  war  pn>greases,  it  appears  to  me,  opin- 
ion and  action,  wliieh  were  in  great  <»rinfusion  at  first,  take  shape 
and  fall  into  more  regular  channels,  so  that  the  necessity  for 
strong  dealing  with  thf*m  gradually  decreases,  I  have  every  reason 
to  desire  that  it  should  cetise  idtogcther,  and  far  from  the  least  is  my 
regard  for  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  those  who,  like  the  meeting  at 
Albany »  declare  their  purpose  to  sustain  the  government  in  every 
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constitutional  and  lawful  measure  to  suppress  the  rebellion.  Stilly 
I  must  continue  to  do  so  much  as  may  seem  to  be  required  by  the 
public  safety.

You  have  nearly  all  the  ele- 
ments for  forming  an  opinion  whether  Winchester  is  surrounded 
that  I  have.  I  really  fear — almost  believe — it  is.  No  communication 
has  been  had  with  it  during  the  day,  either  at  Martinsburg  or  Har- 

Ear's  Ferry.  At  7  P.  M.  we  also  lost  communication  with  Martins- 
urg.  The  enemy  had  also  appeared  there  some  hours  before.  At 
9  p.  M.  Harper's  Ferry  said  the  enemv  was  reported  at  Berryville 
and  Smithfield.  If  I  could  know  that  Longstreet  and  Ewell  moved 
in  that  direction  so  long  ago  as  you  stated  in  your  last,  then  I  should 
feel  sure  that  Winchester  is  strongly  invested.  It  is  quite  certain 
that  a  considerable  force  of  the  enemy  is  thereabout,  and  I  fear  it  is 
an  overwhelming  one  compared  with  Milroy's.  I  am  unable  to  give 
you  any  more  certain  opimons.  j^  Lincoln.

My  dear  Sir:  Your  despatch,  asking  in  substance  whether,  in 
case  Missouri  shall  adopt  gradual  emancipation,  the  General  Govern- 
ment will  protect  slave-owners  in  that  species  of  property  during 
the  short  time  it  shall  be  permitted  by  the  State  to  exist  within  i^ 
has  been  received.  Desirous  as  I  am  that  emancipation  shall  be 
adopted  by  Missouri,  and  believing  as  I  do  that  gradual  can  be 
made  better  than  immediate  for  both  black  and  white,  except  when 
military  necessity  changes  the  case,  my  impulse  is  to  say  that  such 
protection  would  be  given.  I  cannot  know  exactly  what  shape  an 
act  of  emancipation  may  take.  If  the  period  from  the  initiation 
to  the  final  end  should  be  comparatively  short,  and  the  act  should 
prevent  persons  being  sold  during  that  period  into  more  lasting 
slavery,  the  whole  would  be  easier.  I  do  not  wish  to  pledge  the 
General  Government  to  the  affirmative  support  of  even  temporary 
slavery  beyond  what  can  be  fairly  claimed  under  the  Constitution. 
I  suppose,  however,  this  is  not  desired,  but  that  it  is  desired  for  the 
military  force  of  the  United  States,  while  in  Missouri,  to  not  be 
used  in  subverting  the  temporarily  reserved  legal  rights  in  slaves 
during  the  progress  of  emancipation.  This  I  would  desire  also.  I 
have  very  earnestly  urged  the  slave  States  to  adopt  emancipation ; 
and  it  ought  to  be,  and  is,  an  object  with  me  not  to  overthrow  or 
thwart  what  any  of  them  may  in  good  faith  do  to  that  end.  You  are 
therefore  authorized  to  act  in  the  spirit  of  this  letter  in  conjunction 
with  what  may  appear  to  be  the  military  necessities  of  your  depart- 
ment. Although  this  letter  will  become  public  at  some  time,  it  is 
not  intended  to  be  made  so  now.         Yours  truly,

My  dear  Sir:  I  have  received  and  read  your  pencil  note.  I  think 
you  do  not  know  how  embarrassing  your  request  is.  Pew  things 
are  so  troublesome  to  the  government  as  the  fierceness  with  whidi 
the  profits  in  trading  are  sought.  The  temptation  is  so  great  that 
nearly  everybody  wishes  to  1^  in  it;  and,  when  in,  the  question  of 
profit  controls  all,  regardless  of  whether  the  cotton-seller  is  loyal 
or  rebel,  or  whether  he  is  paid  in  corn-meal  or  gunpowder. 
The  officers  of  the  army,  in  numerous  instances,  are  believed 
to  connive  and  share  the  profits,  and  thus  the  army  itself  is 
diverted  from  fighting  the  rebels  to  speculating  in  cotton,  and 
steamboats  and  wagons  in  the  pay  of  the  government  are  set  to 
gathering  and  carrying  cotton,  and  the  soldiers  to  loading  cotton- 
trains  and  guarding  them. 

The  matter  deeply  affects  the  Treasury  and  War  Departments, 
and  has  been  discussed  again  and  again  in  the  cabinet.  What  can 
and  what  cannot  be  done  has  for  the  time  been  settled,  and  it 
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^beems  to  me  I  cannot  safely  break  over  it     I  know  it  is  thought 
ythat  one  case  is  not  much,  but  how  can  I  favor  one  and  deny  an- 
other?    One  case  cannot  be  kept  a  secret     The  authority  given 
would  be  utterly  ineffectual  until  it  is  shown,  and  when  shown, 
everybody  knows  of  it. 

The  administration  would  do  for  you  as  much  as  for  any  other 
man ;  and  I  personally  would  do  some  more  than  for  most  others ; 
but  really  I  cannot  involve  myself  and  the  government  as  this 
would  do.

Oentlemen :  The  resolutions  of  the  Ohio  Democratie  State  Conven- 
tion^ which  you  present  me,  toj^ther  with  your  introductory  and 
closing  remarks,  oeine  in  position  and  argument  mainlv  the  same 
as  the  resolutions  of  the  Democratic  meeting  at  Albany,  New  York, 
I  refer  you  to  my  response  to  the  latter  as  meeting  most  of  the 
points  in  the  former. 

This  response  you  evidently  used  in  preparing  your  remarks^  and 
I  desire  no  more  than  that  it  be  used  wi&i  accuracy.  In  a  single 
reading  of  your  remarks,  I  only  discovered  one  inaccuracy  in  matter 
which  I  sup[K)se  you  took  from  that  paper.  It  is  where  you  say: 
''  The  undersigned  are  unable  to  a^ree  with  you  in  the  opinion  you 
have  expressea  that  the  Constitution  is  different  in  time  of  insur- 
rection or  invasion  from  what  it  is  in  time  of  peace  and  public 
security." 

A  recurrence  to  the  paper  will  show  vou  that  I  have  not  expressed 
the  opinion  you  suppose.  I  expressed  tne  opinion  that  the  Constitu- 
tion IS  different  in  its  application  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasioD. 
involving  the  public  safety,  from  what  it  is  in  times  of  profound 
peace  and  pubnc  security ;  and  this  opinion  I  adhere  to,  simply  be- 
cause, by  tne  Constitution  itself,  things  may  be  done  in  the  one  case 
which  may  not  be  done  in  the  other. 

I  dislike  to  waste  a  word  on  a  merely  personal  point,  but  I  must 
respectfully  assure  you  that  you  will  find  yourselves  at  fault  should 
you  ever  seek  for  evidence  to  prove  vour  assumption  that  I  "  op- 
posed, in  discussions  before  the  people,  the  policy  of  the  Mexican 
war." 

You  say :  "  Expunge  from  the  Constitution  this  limitation  upon 
the  power  of  Congress  to  suspend  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  yet 
the  other  guarantees  of  personal  liberty  would  remain  uncnanged." 
Doubtiess,  if  this  clause  of  the  Constitution,  improperly  called,  as  I 
think,  a  limitation  upon  the  power  of  Congress,  were  expunged,  the 
other  guarantees  would  remain  the  same;  but  the  question  is  not 
how  those  guarantees  would  stand  with  that  clause  out  of  the 
Constitution,  but  how  they  stand  with  that  clause  remaining 
in  it,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion  involving  the  public  safety. 
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^■f  the  liberty  could  be  indulged  of  expnngixig  that  clause,  letter 
^^nd  spirit^  I  really  think  the  constitutional  argument  would  be 
^with  you. 

My  general  view  on  this  question  was  stated  in  the  Albany  re- 
sponse, and  hence  I  do  not  state  it  now*  I  only  add  that,  as  seems 
to  me,  the  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  is  the  great  means 
through  which  the  guarantees  of  personal  liberty  are  conserved  and 
made  available  in  the  last  resort ;  and  corroborative  of  this  \iew  is 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Yallandigham^  in  the  very  case  in  question^  under 
the  advice  of  able  lawvers,  saw  not  where  else  to  go  but  to  the  habeas 
t&rpus.     But  by  the  Constitution  the  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas 

Pi^ms  itself  may  be  suspended  when,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion, 
epublic  safety  may  require  it. 
You  ask,  in  substance,  whether  I  really  claim  that  I  may  override 
all  the  guaranteed  rights  of  individuals,  on  the  plea  of  conserving  the 
public  safety — when  I  may  choose  to  say  the  public  safety  requires 
it.   This  question,  divested  of  the  phraseology  calculated  to  represent  *\ 
me  as  struggling  for  an  arbitrary  personal  prerogative,  is  either 
simply  a  question  who  shall  decide,  or  an  affirmation  that  nobody 
shall  decide,  what  the  public  safety  does  require  in  cases  of  rebellion  | 
or  invasion. 

The  Constitution  contemplates  the  question  as  likely  to  occur 
for  decision,  but  it  does  not  expressly  declare  who  is  to  decide 
it*    By  necessary  implication,  when  rebellion  or  invasion  comes, 
the  decision  is  to  be  made  from  time  to  time;  and  X  think  the  man  i 
whom,  for  the  time,  the  people  have,  under  the  Constitution,  made  j 
the  commander-in-chief  of  their  army  and  navy,  is  the  man  who  \ 
holds  the  power  and  bears  the  responsibility  of  making  it    If  he  ' 
uses  the  power  justly,  the  same  people  will  probably  justify  him ;  if  | 
he  abuses  it,  he  is  in  their  hands  to  be  dealt  with  by  all  tne  modes  ' 
they  have  reserved  to  themselves  in  the  Constitution, 

The  earnestness  with  which  you  insist  that  persons  can  only,  in 
times  of  rebellion,  be  lawfully  de^lt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
roles  for  criminal  trials  and  punishments  in  times  of  peace,  induces 
me  to  add  a  word  to  what  I  said  on  that  point  in  the  Albany 
response. 

You  claim  that  men  may,  if  they  choose,  embarrass  those  whose 
^»duty  it  is  to  combat  a  giant  rebellion,  and  then  be  dealt  with  in 
^Plurn,  only  as  if  there  were  no  rebellion.     The  Constitution  itself 
^^ri^je<»t8  this  view.    The  military  arrests  and  detentions  which  have 
,      lM^:*n  made,  including  those  of  Mr,  Vallandigham,  which  are  not 
^■^difTrn^nt  in  principle  from  the  others,  have  been  for  prevention,  and 
^^bot  for  punishment — as  injunctions  to  stay  injury,  as  proceedings 
to  keep  the  peace;   and  hence,  like  proceeding  in  such  cases  and 
.      for  like  reasons,  they  have  not  been  accompanied  with  indictments, 
or  trialB  by  juries,  nor  in  a  single  case  by  any  punishment  what- 
ever^ beyond  what  is  purely  incidental  tc>  the  prevention.     The 
I      original  sentence  of  imprisonment  in  Mr.  Vjdlanaigham's  ease  was 
to  prevent  injury  to  the  military  service  only,  and  the  modification 
of  it  was  made  as  a  less  disagreeable  mode  to  him  of  securing  the 
prevention.

I  am  nnaUe  to  peroeiTe  an  insult  to  Ohio  in  the  ease  of  Mr.  Yal- 
lMiMii|rhain  Quite  soitdy  nothing  of  tiie  SMi  was  or  is  intended. 
I  was  whdly  onaware  tliat  Mr.  "^^andigham  was^  at  the  time  of 
his  arresty  a  eandidalip  for  the  Danocratie  nomination  for  governor 
untfl  so  informed  by  your  reading  to  me  the  resc^otions  of  the  ecm- 
vention.  I  am  gratend  to  the  State  of  Ohio  for  many  things,  espe- 
cially for  the  brave  soldiers  and  officers  she  has  given  in  the  present 
national  trial  to  tiie  armies  of  the  Union. 

You  daim,  as  I  understand,  that  according  to  my  own  position 
in  the  Albany  response,  Mr.  VaUandigham  should  be  released ;  and 
this  because,  as  yon  claim,  he  has  not  damaged  the  military  service 
by  discouraging  enlistments,  oicouraging  desertions,  or  oUierwise: 
and  that  if  he  had,  he  should  have  been  turned  over  to  the  civil 
authorities  under  the  recent  acts  of  Congress.  I  certainly  do 
not  know  that  Mr.  Vallandi^am  has  specifically  and  by  direct  lan- 
guage advised  against  enlistments  and  in  favor  of  desertion  and  re- 
sistance to  draftmg. 

We  all  know  that  combinations,  armed  in  some  instances,  to  resist 
the  arrest  of  deserters  b^an  several  months  ago ;  that  more  recently 
the  like  has  appeared  in  resistance  to  the  enrolment  preparatory  to 
a  draft ;  and  tnat  quite  a  number  of  assassinations  nave  occurred 
from  the  same  animus.  These  had  to  be  met  by  military  force, 
and  this  again  has  led  to  bloodshed  and  death.  And  now,  under 
a  sense  of  responsibility  more  weighty  and  enduring  than  any  whi(^ 
is  merely  official,  I  solemnly  decGure'my  belief  that  tliis  hindrance 
of  the  nulitary,  induing  maiming  and  murder,  is  due  to  the  course 
in  which  Mr.  VaUandigham  has  been  engaged  in  a  greater  degree 
than  to  any  other  cause ;  and  it  is  due  to  Mm  personaUy  in  a  greater 
degree  than  to  any  other  one  man. 

These  things  have  been  notorious,  known  to  alL  and  of  course 
known  to  Mr.  VaUandigham.  Perhaps  I  would  not  be  wron^  to  say 
they  originated  with  his  special  friends  and  adherents.  With  per- 
fect knowledge  of  them,  he  has  frequently  if  not  constantlv  made 
speeches  in  Con^ss  and  before  popular  assemblies ;  and  if  it  can 
be  shown  that  with  these  things  starmg  him  in  the  fs^ce,  he  has  ever 
uttered  a  word  of  rebuke  or  counsel  against  them,  it  wiU  be  a  fact 
^eatly  in  his  favor  with  me,  and  one  of  which  as  yet  I  am  totaUy 
Ignorant.  When  it  is  known  that  the  whole  burden  of  his  speeches 
has  been  to  stir  up  men  against  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  that 
in  the  midst  of  resistance  to  it  he  has  not  been  known  in  any  in- 
stance to  counsel  against  such  resistance,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to 
repel  the  inference  that  he  has  counseled  directly  in  favor  of  it. 

W  ith  aU  this  before  their  eyes,  the  convention  you  represent  have 
nominated  Mr.  VaUandigham  for  governor  of  Onio,  and  both  they 
and  you  have  declared  the  purpose  to  sustain  the  National  Union  by 
all  constitutional  means,  ont  of  course  they  and  you  in  common 
reserve  to  yourselves  to  decide  what  are  constitutional  means;  and, 
unlike  the  Albany  meeting,  you  omit  to  state  or  intimate  that  in 
your  opinion  an  army  is  a  constitutional  means  of  saving  the  Union 
against  a  rebellion,  or  even  to  intimate  that  you  are  conscious  of  an 
existing  rebeUion  being  in  progress  with  the  avowed  object  of  de- 
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stroyiDg  that  very  Union.  At  the  same  time  your  nominee  for 
governor,  in  whose  behalf  you  appeal,  is  known  to  you  and  to  the 
world  to  declare  against  the  use  of  an  army  to  suppress  the  rebel- 
lion. Your  own  attitude,  therefore,  encourages  desertion^  resistance 
to  the  draft,  and  the  like,  because  it  teaches  those  who  incline  to 
deseii:  and  to  escape  the  draft  to  believe  it  is  your  purpose  to  protect 
them,  and  to  hope  that  you  will  become  strong  enougn  to  do  so. 

After  a  short  personal  intercourse  with  you,  gentlemen  of  the 
committee,  I  cannot  say  I  think  you  desire  this  eflfect  to  follow 
your  attitude  j  but  I  assure  you  that  both  friends  and  enemies  of 
the  Union  look  upon  it  in  this  Ught.  It  is  a  substantial  hope,  and 
by  consequence  a  real  strength  to  the  enemy.  If  it  is  a  false  hope 
and  one  which  you  would  willingly  dispel,  I  will  make  the  way  ex- 
ceedingly easy. 

I  send  you  duplicates  of  this  letter  in  order  that  you,  or  a  major- 
ity of  you,  may,  if  you  choose,  indorse  your  names  upon  one  of 
them  and  return  it  thus  indorsed  to  me  with  the  understanding  that 
those  signing  are  thereby  committed  to  the  following  propositions 

I      and  t<)  nothing  else : 

I  1.  That  there  is  now  a  rebellion  in  the  United  States,  the  object 

'      and  tendency  of  which  is  to  destroy  the  National  Union ;  and  that, 
in  your  opinion,  an  army  and  navy  are  constitutional  means  for 

I     suppressing  that  rebellion ; 

2.  That  no  one  of  you  will  do  anything  which,  in  his  own  judg- 
ment, will  tend  to  hinder  the  increase,  or  favor  the  decrease,  or  les- 
sen the  efficiency  of  the  army  or  navy  while  engaged  in  the  effort  to 
aoppress  that  rebellion  ;  and 

3.  That  each  of  you  will,  in  his  sphere,  do  all  he  can  to  have  the 
officers,  soldiers,  and  seamen  of  the  army  and  navy,  while  engaged 
in  the  effort  to  suppress  the  rebellion,  paid,  fed,  clad,  and  otherwise 
well  provided  for  and  supported* 

And  with  the  further  understanding  that  upon  receiving:  the  letter 
and  names  thus  indor8«>dy  I  will  cause  them  to  be  published^  which 
publication  shall  be,  within  itself,  a  revo<iation  of  the  order  m  rela- 
tion to  Mr.  VaUandigham. 

It  will  not  escape  observation  that  I  consent  to  the  release  of  Mr. 
Vallandigham  upon  terms  not  embracing  any  nledge  from  him  or 
from  others  as  to  what  he  ^ill  or  will  not  do,    I  do  this  because  he 
is  not  present  to  speak  for  himself,  or  to  authorize  others  to  speak 
for  him;  and  because  I  should  expect  that  on  his  returning?  he  would 
,      not  put  himself  practically  in  antagonism  with  the  position  of  his 
^■b^iends.     But  I  do  it  chiefly  because  I  thereby  prevail   on  other 
^Ipfluential  gentlemen  of  Ohio  to  so  deflne  their  position  as  to  be  of 
^Hmmense  value  to  the  army — thus  more  than  compensating  for  the 
^Ronsequeno^^  of  any  mistake  in  allowing  Mr.  Vallandigham  to  re- 
turn; so  that,  on  the  whole,  the  public  safety  will  not  have  suffered 
by  it.

X  ou  will  not  permit  Mr.  Stephens  to  proceed  to  Washiufl^on  or 
to  pass  the  blockade.  He  does  not  make  known  the  subjects  to 
which  the  communication  in  writing  from  Mr.  Davis  relates,  which 
he  bears  and  seeks  to  deliver  in  person  to  the  President,  and  upon 
which  he  desires  to  confer.  Those  subjects  can  only  be  military  or 
not  militar}^,  or  partly  both.  Whatever  may  be  military  wiU  be 
readily  received  if  offered  through  the  well-understood  military 
channel.  Of  course  nothing  else  will  be  received  by  the  President 
when  offered,  as  in  this  case,  in  terms  assuming  the  independence 
of  the  so-called  Confederate  States;  and  anything  will  be  received, 
and  carefully  considered  by  him,  when  offered  by  any  influential 
person  or  persons  in  terms  not  assuming  the  independence  of  the 
so-called  Confederate  States.

You  know  I 
did  not  like  the  plirase — in  Orders,  No.  GS^  I  believe  —  **  Drive  the 
invaders  from  our  soil."  Since  that,  I  see  a  despatch  from  General 
French,  saying  the  enemy  is  crossing  his  wounded  over  the  river 
in  flats,  without  saying  why  he  does  not  stop  it,  or  even  intimating 
a  thought  that  it  ought  to  be  stopped*  Still  later,  another  despat^n 
from  General  Pleasonton,  by  direction  of  General  Meade,  to  Genenil 
French,  stating  that  the  main  army  is  halted  because  it  is  believed 
the  rebels  are  concentrating  "  on  the  road  toward  Hagerstown,  be- 
yond Fairfield,"  and  is  not  to  move  until  it  is  ascertamed  that  the 
rebels  intend  to  evacuate  Cumberland  Valley. 

These  things  all  appear  to  me  to  be  connected  with  a  purpose  to 
cover  Baltimore  and  Washington^  and  to  get  the  enemy  across  the 
river  again  without  a  further  collision,  and  they  do  not  appear  con- 
nected with  a  purpose  to  prevent  his  crossing"  and  to  destroy  him.

Fellaw^tuens  :  I  am  very  elad  indeed  to  see  you  to-ni^ht,  and 
yet  I  will  not  say  I  thank  you  for  this  oall;  bnt  I  do  most  siDcerdv 
thank  Almighty  God  for  the  occasion  on  which  yon  have  called. 
How  long  ago  is  it  t — eighty-odd  years  since,  on  the  Fonrth  of  July, 
for  the  mrst  time  in  the  nistory  A  the  woiid,  a  nation,  by  its  rep- 
resentativee,  assembled  and  dedared,  as  a  self-evident  tmth/Hhat 
all  men  are  created  ecj^naL"  That  was  the  birthday  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  Since  then  the  Fonrth  of  Jnly  has  had  several 
very  peculiar  recognitions.  The  two  men  most  distingnished  in  the 
framing  and  support  of  the  Declaration  were  Thomas  JeflFerson  and 
John  Adams  —  toe  one  having  penned  it,  and  the  other  sustained  it 
the  most  forcibly  in  debate — the  only  two  of  the  fifty-five  who 
signed  it  that  were  elected  Presidents  of  the  United  States.  Pre- 
ciselv  fifty  years  after  thev  put  their  hands  to  the  paper:  it  pleased 
Almighty  God  to  take  both  from  this  stage  of  action.  This  was  in- 
deed an  extraordinary  and  remarkable  event  in  our  history.  Another 
President^  five  years  after,  was  called  from  this  stase  of  existence 
on  the  same  day  and  month  of  the  year ;  and  now  on  Siis  last  Fourth 
of  Julv  just  passed,  when  we  have  a  gigantic  rebellion,  at  the  bot- 
tom of  which  is  an  effort  to  overthrow  the  principle  that  all  men 
are  created  equal,  we  have  the  surrender  of  a  most  powerful  posi- 
tion and  army  on  that  very  day.  And  not  only  so,  but  in  a  succes- 
sion of  luittles  in  Pennsylvania,  near  to  us,  through  three  days,  so 
rapidly  fought  that  they  might  be  called  one  great  rattle,  on  the  first, 
soi'ona,  and  third  of  the  month  of  July;  and  on  Uie  fourth  the 
cohorts  of  tho»e  who  opposed  the  Declaration  that  all  men  are  created 
tHiual  '*  turneil  tail "  ana  run.  Gentlemen,  this  is  a  glorious  theme, 
and  the  occasion  for  a  speech,  but  I  am  not  prej)urM  to  make  one 
worthy  of  the  occasion.  I  would  like  to  speisik  in  terms  of  praise 
due  to  the  luanv  brave  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  fought  in  the 
oauso  of  the  l^nion  and  liberties  of  their  country  from  uie  begin- 
ning of  the  war.  These  are  tryinfir  occasions,  not  only  in  success, 
but  for  the  want  of  success.  I  didike  to  mention  the  name  of  one 
single  officer,  lest  I  might  do  wrong  to  those  I  mi^ht  forget.  Recent 
events  bring  up  glorious  names,  and  particularly  prominent  ones; 
but  these  I  wul  not  mention.  Having  said  this  much,  I  will  now 
take  the  music.

It  has  pleased  Almighty  Qod  to  hearken  to  the  snpplicatioiui  and 
prayers  ofan  afflicted  people,  and  to  vonohsaf e  to  the  army  and  navy 
of  tiie  United  States  victories  on  land  and  on  the  sea  so  signal  ana 
so  effective  as  to  furnish  reasonable  grounds  for  augmented  conil- 
dence  that  the  union  of  these  States  will  be  maintained,  their  Con- 
stitution preserved,  and  their  peace  and  prosperity  permanentljr 
restored.  But  these  victories  have  been  accorded  not  without  sacn- 
flees  of  life,  limb,  health,  and  liberty,  incurred  by  brave,  loyal,  and 
patriotic  citizens.

rovost-Marshal-General,  in  order,  if  possible,  to  make  you  a  more 

.vorable  answer  than  I  finally  find  myself  able  to  do. 

It  is  a  vital  point  with  us  to  not  have  a  special  stipulation  with  the 
goveraor  of  any  one  State,  because  it  would  breed  trouble  in  many, 
if  not  all,  other  States :  and  my  idea  was  when  I  wrote  you,  as  it 
still  is,  to  get  a  point  of  time  to  which  we  could  wait,  on  the  reason 
^at  we  were  not  ready  ourselves  to  proceed,  and  whicn  might  enable 
you  to  raise  the  quota  of  your  State^  in  whole,  or  in  large  part,  with- 
out the  draft.  Tne  points  of  time  you  fix  are  much  farther  off  than 
I  had  hoped.  We  might  have  got  along  in  the  way  I  have  indicated 
for  twenty,  or  possibly  thirty,  <&ys.  As  it  stands,  the  best  I  can  say 
is  that  every  volunteer  you  will  present  us  within  thirty  days  from 
this  date,  fit  and  ready  to  be  mustered  into  the  Unit-ed  States  service, 
on  the  usual  t^rms^  shall  be  pro  tanto  an  abatement  of  your  quota 
of  the  draft.

In  General  Grant's  first  despatch  after  the  fall 
of  Vicksburg,  he  said,  among  other  thin^,  he  would  send  the  Ninth 
Corps  to  you.  Thinking  it  would  be  pleasant  to  you,  I  asked  the 
Secretary  of  War  to  telegraph  you  the  news.  For  some  reasons 
never  mentioned  to  us  by  General  Grant,  they  have  not  been  sent, 
thouG:h  we  have  seen  outside  intimations  that  they  took  part  in  the 
expedition  against  Jackson.  General  Grant  is  a  copious  worker  and 
fignter,  but  a  very  meager  writer  or  teleffrapher.  No  doubt  he 
changed  his  purpose  in  regard  to  the  Nintli  Corps  for  some  suffi- 
cient reason,  out  has  forgotten  to  notify  us  of  it.

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  July  30, 1863. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  government  to  give  protection  to  its  dfr 
zens  of  whatever  cla8&  color,  or  condition,  ana  especially  to  those 
who  are  duly  orranized  as  soldiers  in  the  public  service.  The  law 
of  nations,  and  the  usages  and  customs  of  war,  as  carried  on  by  dv- 
ilized  powers,  permit  no  distinction  as  to  color  in  the  treatment  of 
prisoners  of  war  as  public  enemies.  To  seU  or  enslave  any  captm^d 
person  on  account  of  his  color,  and  for  no  offense  against  the  lam 
of  war,  is  a  relapse  into  barbarism  and  a  crime  against  the  dvQua- 
tion  of  the  age. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  will  give  the  same  p^ote^ 
tion  to  all  its  soldiers,  and  if  the  enemv  shall  seU  or  enslave  an^  one 
because  of  his  color^  the  offense  shall  be  punished  by  retaliation 
upon  the  enemy's  prisoners  in  our  possession. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  for  every  soldier  of  the  United  States 
killed  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  war,  a  rebel  soldier  diaU  be  exe- 
cuted; and  for  every  one  enslaved  by  the  enemy  or  sold  into  slaveiy. 
a  rebel  soldier  shall  be  placed  at  hard  labor  on  the  public  works^  and 
continued  at  such  labor  until  t^e  other  shall  be  released  and  receive 
the  treatment  due  to  a  prisoner  of  war.  Abraham  Lincoln.

Your  letter  by  Mr.  Dana  was  duly  received.  I  now  learn  that  your 
resignation  has  reached  the  War  Department.  I  also  learn  that  an 
active  command  has  been  assigQed  you  by  General  Grant*  The  Sec- 
retary of  War  and  General  Halleck  are  very  partial  to  you,  as  you 
know  I  also  am.  We  aU  wish  you  to  reconsider  the  question  of 
redgning:;  not  that  we  would  wish  to  retain  you  greatly  against 
your  wish  and  interest,  but  that  your  decision  may  be  at  least  a  very 
well-considered  one, 

I  understand  that  Senator  [William  K,]  Sebastian,  of  Arkansas, 
thinks  of  offering  to  resume  his  place  in  the  Senate.  Of  course  the 
Senate,  and  not  I,  would  decide  whether  to  admit  or  reject  him* 
Still  I  should  feel  great  interest  in  the  question.  It  may  be  so  pre- 
sented  as  to  be  one  of  the  very  greatest  national  importance;  and 
it  may  be  otherwise  so  presented  as  to  be  of  no  more  than  temporary 
personal  consequence  to  him. 

The  emancipation  proelaraation  applies  to  Arkansas.  I  think  it 
is  valid  in  law,  and  wul  be  so  hold  by  the  courts,  I  think  I  shall  not 
retract  or  repudiat^^  it.  Those  who  shall  have  tasted  actual  freedom 
I  believe  can  never  be  slaves  or  quasi-slaves  again.  For  the  rest,  I 
believe  some  plan  substantially  being  gradual  emancipation  wonJd 
be  better  for  both  white  and  *black.  The  Missouri  plan,  recently 
ailopted,  I  do  not  object  to  on  account  of  the  time  for  ending  the  in- 
stitution ;  but  I  am  sorry  the  beginning  should  have  been  postponed 
for  seven  years,  leaving  all  that  time  to  agitate  for  the  repeal  of  the 
whole  thing.  It  should  begin  at  once,  giving  at  least  the  new-born 
a  vested  interest  in  freedom  which  could  not  be  taken  away.  If 
ar  Sebastian  could  come  with  something  of  this  sort  from 
s,  I,  at  least,  should  take  great  interest  in  his  case ;  and  I 

Sieve  a  single  individual  wUl  have  scarcely  done  the  world  so  great 
>  service.    See  him,  if  you  can,  and  read  this  to  him  j  but  charge  him 
to  not  make  it  public  for  the  present.    Write  me  again*

August  5, 1863.— Letter  to  General  N.  P.  Banks. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  August  5, 1863. 
Mt  dear  General  Banks: 

Being  a  poor  correspondent  is  the  only  apology  I  offer  for  not  hav- 
ing sooner  tendered  my  thanks  for  your  very  successful  and  veiy  vid- 
uable  military  operations  this  year.  The  final  stroke  in  opening  the 
Mississippi  never  should,  and  I  think  never  will,  be  foi^tten. 

Recent  events  in  Mexico,  I  think,  render  early  action  in  Texas  more 
important  than  ever.  I  expect,  nowever,  the  general-in-chief  will 
address  you  more  fully  upon  this  subject 

Governor  BoutweU  reaa  me  to-day  that  part  of  your  letter  to  him 
which  relates  to  Louisiana  affairs.  While  I  very  well  know  what 
I  would  be  glad  for  Louisiana  to  do,  it  is  quite  a  different  thing  for 
me  to  assume  direction  of  the  matter.  I  would  be  glad  for  her  to 
make  a  new  constitution  recognizing  the  emancipation  proclama- 
tion, and  adopting  emancipation  in  those  parts  of  tne  State  to  which 
the  proclamation  does  not  apply.  And  while  she  is  at  it,  I  think 
it  would  not  be  objectionable  for  her  to  adopt  some  practical  system 
bv  which  the  two  races  could  gradually  live  themselves  out  of  the 
old  relation  to  each  other,  and  both  come  out  better  prepared  for  the 
new.  Education  for  young  blacks  should  be  included  in  the  plan. 
After  all,  the  power  or  element  of  "  contract "  may  be  sufficient  for 
this  probationary  period ;  and,  by  its  simplicity  and  flexibility,  may 
be  the  better. 

As  an  anti-slavery  man,  I  have  a  motive  to  desire  emancipation 
which  pro-slavery  men  do  not  have;  but  even  they  have  strong 
enough  reason  to  thus  place  themselves  again  under  the  shield  of  the 
Union ,-  and  to  thus  perpetually  hedge  against  the  recurrence  of  the 
scenes  through  whicn  we  are  now  passing. 

Governor  Shepley  has  informed  me  that  Mr.  Durantis  now  taking 
a  registry,  with  a  view  to  the  election  of  a  constitutional  convention 
in  Louisiana.  This  to  me  appears  jproper.  If  such  convention  were 
to  ask  my  views,  I  could  present  httle  else  than  what  I  now  say  to 
you.  I  think  the  thing  should  be  pushed  forward,  so  that,  if  pos- 
sible, its  mature  work  majr  reach  here  by  the  meeting  of  Congress. 

For  my  own  part,  I  think  I  shall  not,  in  any  event,  retract  the 
emancipation  proclamation ;  nor,  as  executive,  ever  return  to  slavery 
any  person  who  is  freed  by  the  terms  of  that  proclamation,  or  by 
any  of  the  acts  of  Congress. 

If  Louisiana  shall  send  members  to  Congress,  their  admission  to 
seats  ^411  depend,  as  you  know,  upon  the  respective  Houses,  and  not 
upon  the  President. 
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If  these  views  (^^d  be  of  any  advantage  in  giving  shape  and  impe- 
ls t4i  aetion  there,  I  shall  be  glad  for  you  to  use  them  prudently  for 
^  [lat  object.  Of  course  you  wiU  confer  with  intelligent  and  trusty 
citizens  of  the  State,  among  whom  I  woukl  suggest  Messrs.  Flanders, 
Hahn,  and  Durant;  and  to  each  of  whom  I  now  thiok  I  may  send 
copies  of  this  letter.

August  7^  1863.— Letter  to  Governor  Seymour. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  August  7,  1863, 
His  Excellency  Horatio  Seymoite,  Governor  of  New  York : 

Your  communication  of  the  third  instant  has  been  received  and 
|kttentively  considered. 

I  cannot  consent  to  suspend  the  draft  in  New  York,  as  yon  re- 
quest, because^  among  other  reasons,  time  is  too  important. 
By  the  figures  you  send,  which  I  presume  are  correct,  the  twelve 
stficts  represented  fall  into  two  classes  of  eight  and  four  respec- 
iLvely.      Tne  disparity  of  the  quotas  for  the  draft  in  these  two 
ises  is  certainly  very  striking,  being  the  difference  between  an 
^  ivera^e  of  2200  in  one  claea,  and  48G4  in  the  other.     Assuming  that 
Hhe  districts  are  equal  one  to  another  in  entire  population,  as  re^ 
quired  by  the  plan  on  which  they  were  made,  this  disparity  ia  such 
an  to  require  att-entiou.     Much  of  it,  however^  I  suppose  will  be  ae- 
joounted  for  by  the  fact  that  so  many  more  persons  fit  for  soldiers 
*  ^re  in  the  citv  than  are  in  the  country,  who  have  too  recently  ar- 
ived  from  other  parts  of  the  United  States  and  from  Europe  to  be 
ither  included  in  the  census  of  1860,  or  to  have  voted  in  1862.   Still, 
king  due  allowance  for  this,  I  am  yet  unwilling  to  stand  upon  it 
an  entirely  sufficient  explanation  of  the  great  msparity. 
I  shall  direct  the  draft  to  proceed  in  all  the  districts,  drawing, 
however,  at  first  from  each  of  the  four  districts,  to  wit :  the  second, 
fourth,  sixth,  and  eighth,  only  2200  being  the  average  quota  of  the 
>ther  class.    After  this  dra\%nng,  these  four  districts,  and  also  the 
Bventeenth  and  twenty-ninth,  shall  be  carefully  recnrolled,  and,  if 
xm  ^ease^aeentsof  yours  may  ^^itness  ever^^  step  of  the  process.  Any 
jleficiency  which  may  appear  by  the  new  enrolment  wuD  be  supplied 
a  special  draft  for  that  object,  allowing  due  credit  for  volunteers 
may  be  obtained  fi'om  these  districts  respectively  during  the 


^m 
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intervaL  And  at  all  pointB^  bo  far  as  oonaiatent  with  practical  con- 
venience, due  credits  will  be  given  for  volnnteere;  and  your  ezcd- 
lencv  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  fixed  for  eommencing  a  draft  in 
eaclT  district. 

I  do  not  object  to  abide  a  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  or  of  the  judses  thereof,  on  the  oonstitntionality  of  the  draft 
law.  tn  fact,  I  shomd  be  willing  to  facilitate  the  obtaining  of  it^lnit 
I  cannot  consent  to  lose  the  time  while  it  is  beine  obtaineo.  We  are 
contending  with  an  enemy,  who.  as  I  understand  drives  every  aUe- 
bodied  man  he  can  reach  into  nis  ranks^  very  much  as  a  butcto 
drives  bullocks  into  a  slaughter-pen.  No  time  is  wasted,  no  argu- 
ment is  used.  This  produces  an  armv  which  will  soon  turn  upon  our 
now  victorious  soldiers,  already  in  tJie  field,  if  they  shall  not  be  sus- 
tained by  recruits  as  they  should  be.  It  produces  an  army  with  a 
rapidity  not  to  be  matched  on  our  side,  if  we  first  waste  time  to  re- 
experiment  with  the  volunteer  system  already  deemed  by  ConmBB, 
and  palpably,  in  &ict,  so  far  exhausted  as  to  be,  inadequate,  and  then 
more  time  to  obtain  a  court  decision  as  to  whether  a  law  is  constitu- 
tional which  requires  a  part  of  those  not  now  in  the  service  to  go  to 
the  aid  of  those  who  are  already  in  it^  and  still  more  time  to  oeter- 
mine  with  absolute  certainty  that  we  get  those  who  are  to  go  in  tiie 
precisely  legal  proi>ortion  to  those  who  are  not  to  go.  My  purnose 
IS  to  be  in  my  action  just  and  constitutional,  and  yet  practiciu,  in 
perfoiming  the  important  duty  with  which  I  am  chained,  of  main- 
taining the  unity  and  the  free  principles  of  our  common  country.

I 
suppose  you  are  clad  to  learn  this.  TeU  dear  Tad  poor  "Nanny 
Goat"  is  lost,  and  Mrs.  Cuthbert  and  I  are  in  distress  about  it  The 
day  you  left,  Nanny  was  found  resting  herself  and  chewing  her  lit- 
tle cud  on  the  middle  of  Tad's  bed ;  but  now  she  's  gone !  The 
gardener  kept  complaining  that  she  destroyed  the  flowers,  till  it  was 
concluded  to  bring  her  down  to  the  White  House.  This  was  done, 
and  the  second  day  she  had  disappeared  and  has  not  been  heard  of 
since.

Oenilemen :  The  petition  of  which  you  were  the  bearers  has  just 
been  handed  me.  Your  cards  and  notes  had  come  to  me  on  two  or 
three  successive  days  before;  and  I  knew  then,  as  well  as  I  do  now 
after  reading  the  petition,  what  your  mission  was.  I  knew  it  was 
the  same  true  and  painful  story  which  Governor  Johnson,  Mr. 
Maynard,  Dr.  Clements,  and  others  have  been  telling  me  for  moi-e 
than  two  years,  I  also  knew  that  meetinsr  yon  could  do  no  good, 
because  I  have  all  the  while  done,  and  shall  continue  to  do,  the  best 
for  you  I  could  and  can.  I  do  as  much  for  East  Tennessee  as  I 
would  or  could  if  my  own  home  and  family  were  in  KnoxviUe. 
The  difficulties  of  getting  a  Union  army  into  that  region,  and  of 
keeping  it  there,  are  so  apparent— so  obvious — that  none  can  fail  to 
see  them,  unless  it  may  be  those  who  are  driven  mad  and  blind  by  their 
suffering.

are  too  much  distressed  to  be  argued  with,  and  therefore  1  do  not 
attempt  it  at  length.  You  know  I  am  not  indifferent  to  your 
troubles,  else  I  should  not,  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  nave 
made  the  effort  I  did  to  have  a  railroad  built  on  purpose  to  relieve 
you.  The  Secretary  of  War,  General  HaMeek,  General  Burnside, 
and  General  Eosecrans  are  all  engaged  now  in  an  effort  to  relieve 
your  section.  But,  remember,  you  will  probably  thwart  them  if 
you  make  this  public.        Yours  truly,

greatly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  reSstablishing  the  national 
authority  in  Western  Texas  as  soon  as  possible.  I  am  not  maUiig 
an  order,  however;  that  I  leave,  for  the  present  at  least,  to  tb 
general-in-ohief. 

A  word  upon  another  subject  Oeneral  Thomas  has  gone  sgiii 
to  the  Mississippi  Vallev,  with  the  view  of  raisins  colored  ttw/f. 
I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  yon  are  doing  whm  yon  reasouaHy 
can  upon  the  same  subject  I  believe  it  is  a  resource  which  if  vim- 
ouslv  applied  now  will  soon  close  the  contest  It  works  douUr, 
weatemng  the  enemy  and  strengthening  us.  We  were  not  follj 
ripe  for  it,  until  the*river  was  opened.  Now,  I  think  at  least  one 
hundred  thousand  can  and  ought  to  be  rapidlv  orffanixed  idoug  its 
shores,  relieving  all  white  trm>ps  to  serve  elsewhere.  Mr.  Dana 
understands  you  as  believing  that  the  emancipation  proclamation 
has  helped  some  in  your  military  operations.  I  am  very  ^Bd  if 
this  is  so.

My  dear  (teneral  Rosecrans  : 

Yours  of  the  1st  was  rtH»eived  two  daj^s  ago.  I  think  you  must 
have  intVrriHl  more  than  General  Halleck  has  intended,  as  to  auy 
dissiUisfaetion  of  mine  with  you.  I  am  sure  you,  as  a  reasonable 
man,  would  not  have  been  woimded  could  vou  have  heard  all  my 
\vi>nls  and  sotMi  all  my  tlioughts  in  regari  to  you.  I  have  not 
al^itod  ill  my  kind  feeling  for  and  confidence  in  you.    I  have  seen 
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most  of  your  despat<3lieB  to  General  Halleck — ^  probably  all  of  them. 
After  Grant  invested  Vieksburg  I  was  very  anxious  lest  Johnston 
should  overwhelm  him  from  the  outside,  and  when  it  appeared  cer- 
tain that  part  of  Bragg's  force  had  gone  and  was  going  to  Johnston, 
liMid  seem  to  me  it  was  exactly  the  proper  time  for  you  to  attack 
^Pkgg  with  what  force  he  had  left.  In  all  kindness  let  me  8a\'  it  so 
nBfems  to  me  yet.  Findino^  from  your  despatches  to  General  Halleck 
that  your  jucigment  was  (fifferent,  and  bemg  very  anxious  for  Grant, 
I,  on  one  occasion,  told  General  Halleck  I  thought  he  should  direct 
yon  to  decide  at  once  to  immediately  attack  Bragg  or  to  stand  on 
the  defenave  and  send  part  of  your  force  to  Grant.  He  replied  he 
bad  already  so  directed  in  substance.  Soon  after,  despatches  from 
Grant  abated  ray  anxiety  for  him,  and  in  proportion  abated  my 
anxiety  about  any  movement  of  yours.  When  afterward,  however, 
I  saw  a  despatch  of  yours  arguing  that  the  right  time  for  you  to  at- 
tack Bragg  was  not  before,  but  would  be  after,  the  fall  of  Vicks- 
burgj  it  impressed  me  very  strangely,  and  I  think  I  so  stated  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  General  Halleck.  It  seemed  no  other  than 
the  proposition  that  you  could  better  fight  Bragg  when  Johnston 
>tud  be  at  liberty  to  return  and  assist  him  than  you  could  before 
could  so  return  to  his  assistance. 

•ince  Grant  has  been  entirely  relieved  by  the  fall  of  Vicksburg, 
which  Johnston  is  also  reUeved,  it  has  seemed  t^o  me  that  your 
for  a  stroke  has  been  considerably  diminished,  and  I  have 
pressing  you  directly  or  oidireetly.  TniCj  I  am  very  anxi- 
ous for  East  Tennessee  to  be  occupied  by  us ;  but  I  see  and  appre- 
ciate the  difficulties  you  mention.  The  question  occurs,  Can  the 
thing  be  done  at  all  T  Does  preparation  advance  at  all  f  Do  you 
not  consume  supplies  as  fast  as  you  get  them  forward !  Have  you 
more  animals  to-day  than  you  had  at  the  battle  of  St^jne^s  River  f 
And  yet  have  not  more  been  furnished  you  since  then  than  your 
entire  present  stock  f  I  ask  the  same  questions  b&  to  your  mount^?d 
force. 

Do  not  misunderstand :   I  am  not  easting  blame  upon  you ;  I 
er  think  by  great  exertion  you  can  get  to  East  Tennessee ;  but 
very  important  question  is,  Can  you  st^y  there!    I  make  no 
in  the  ease  —  that  I  leave  to  General  Hmleck  and  yourself. 

I  now  be  assured  once  more  that  I  think  of  you  m  all  kindness 

and  confideneOi  and  that  I  am  not  wat^'hing  you  with  an  evil  eye.

OR  PUBLISHED  B7  THE  PRESIDENT. 

It  is  at  all  times  proper  that  misunderstanding  between  the  pubUc 
and  t)ie  publie  ser\'ant  should  be  avoided ;  and  tliis  is  far  more  im- 
IH^rtant  now  than  in  times  of  peace  and  tranquillity.  I  therefore 
addrt'ss  Vi^u  without  searching  for  a  precedent  upon  which  to  do  so. 
Some  of'vou  are  sineerely  devoted  to  the  republican  institutions  and 
torritorijil  integrity  of  our  country,  and  yet  are  opposed  to  what  is 
oalKnl  the  draft,  or  eonscription. 

At  the  Ivginuiug  of  the  war,  and  ever  since,  a  variety  of  motives^ 
pressing,  some  in  one  ilireetion  and  some  in  the  other,  would  be  pre- 
seutiHl  to  the  mind  of  each  man  physically  fit  for  a  soldier,  upon  the 
iH^nibiuiHl  offtvt  of  whieh  motives  he  would,  or  would  not,  voluntarily 
enter  the  service.  Among  these  motives  would  be  patriotism,  pohti- 
eal  bias,  ambition.  i>ersonal  courage,  love  of  adventure,  want  of 
emuloviuont,  and  eouvenienee,  or  the  opposites  of  some  of  these. 

Wo'alri\'uly  have,  and  have  had  in  the  sendee,  as  appears,  substan- 
tially all  that  ean  1h»  obtained  upon  this  voluntary  weiehing  of  mo- 
tives. And  yet  we  must  somehow  obtain  more,  or  rdinquish  the 
original  objeet  of  the  eontest,  together  with  all  tne  blood  and  trea- 
suiv  ah^\'U^y  expendeil  in  the  effort  to  secure  it  To  meet  this  neces- 
sity the  law  for  the  draft  has  l>een  enacted.  You  who  do  not  wish 
to  be  soldiers  do  not  like  this  law.  This  is  natural;  nor  does  it 
imply  want  of  patriotism.  Nothincr  can  be  so  just  and  necessary  as 
to  nmke  ns  like  it  if  it  is  disagreeable  to  us.  We  are  prone,  too,  to 
tlnd  false  arguments  with  whieh  to  excuse  ourselves  for  opposing 
sneh  disiignvable  things.  In  this  ease,  those  who  desire  tne  re- 
bt^lion  to  sueetHHl,  and  others  who  seek  reward  in  a  different  way, 
are  very  aetive  in  aeeommoilating  us  with  this  class  of  arguments. 
They  tell  us  the  law  is  unconstitutional.  It  is  the  first  instance,  I 
lH»lieve.  in  whieh  the  ix>wer  of  Congress  to  do  a  thing  has  ever  heen 
questioned  in  a  ease  when  the  power  is  given  by  the  Constitution  in 
exprt»ss  terms.  Wliether  a  power  can  l^  implied  when  it  is  not  ex- 
i>rt»ssed  has  often  been  the  subject  of  controversy ;  but  this  is  the 
nrst  ease  in  whieh  the  degree  or  effronterv  has  been  ventured  upon 
of  denying  a  imwer  which  is  plainly  and  distinctly  i^Titten  down  in 
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e  Constitutiou.  The  Constitution  declares  that  ''  The  Congress 
lall  have  power  .  .  ,  to  mise  and  support  anniesj  but  no 
ppropriation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than 
wo  years."  The  whole  scope  of  the  eonscription  act  is  '^  to  raise 
lUd  support  armies."  There  is  nothing  else  in  it.  It  makes  no 
appropriation  of  money,  and  hence  the  money  clause  just  quoted  is 
ot  touehed  by  it. 

The  case  simply  is,  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  Congress 
shall  have  power  to  raise  and  support  armies;  and  by  this  act  the 
Congress  has  exercised  the  power  to  raise  and  support  armies. 
This  is  the  whole  of  it.    It  is  a  law  made  in  literaJ  pursuance  of 
this  part  of  the  United  States  Constitution ;  and  another  part  of 
the  same  Constitution  declares  that  "this  Constitution,  and  the  laws 
made  in  pursuance  thereof,  .  ,  .  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land^  and  the  judges  in  every  State  shaU  be  bound  thereby,  any- 
thing in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  Stat^  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding.''   Do  you  admit  that  the  power  is  given  to  raise  and 
support  armies,  and  yet  insist  that  by  this  act  Congress  has  not 
txercised  the  power  in  a  constitutional  modet — has  not  done  the 
hing  in  the  right  way t    Who  is  to  judge  of  this!     The  Consti- 
;ation  gives  Congress  the  power,  but  it  does  not  prescribe  the 
ode,  or  expressly  declare  who  shall  prescribe  it     In  such  case 
ingress  must  prescribe  the  mode,  or  relinquish  the  power.    There 
no  alternative.    Congress  could  not  exercise  the  power  to  do  the 
ing  if  it  had  not  the  power  of  providing  a  way  to  do  it,  when  no 
ay  IS  provided  bv  the  Constitution  for  £»ing  it.    In  fact,  Congress 
o'nld  not  have  the  power  to  raise  and  support  armies,  if  even  by 
le  Constitution  it  were  left  to  the  option  or  any  other  or  others  to 
ive  or  withhold  the  only  mode  of  doing  it.    K  the  Constitution 
ad  prescribed  a  mode,  Congress  could  and  must  follow  that  mode ; 
ut,  as  it  is,  the  mode  nee-essarily  goes  to  Congress,  with  the  power 
xpressly  given.     The  power  is  given  fully,  completely,  uncondi- 
ionally.     It  is  not  a  power  to  raise  armies  if  State  authorities  cou- 
nt; nor  if  the  men  to  compose  the  armies  are  entirely  williog; 
but  it  is  a  power  to  raise  and  support  armies  given  to  Congress  by 
the  Constitution,  without  an  "  if," 

It  is  clear  that  a  constitutional  law  may  not  be  expedient  or 
prooer.  Such  would  be  a  law  to  raise  armies  when  no  armies  were 
neeaed.  But  this  is  not  such.  The  republican  institutions  and 
territorial  integrity  of  our  country  cannot  lie  maintained  without 
the  further  raising  and  supporting  of  armies.  There  can  be  no 
army  without  men.  Men  can  be  had  only  voluntarily  or  involun- 
tarily. We  have  ceased  to  obtain  them  voluntarily,  and  to  obtain 
them  involuntarilv  is  the  draft — the  conscription,  K  you  dis- 
ute  the  fact,  and  declare  that  men  can  still  be  had  voluntarily 
in  sufficient  numbers,  prove  the  assertion  by  yourselves  volun- 
Jeoring  in  such  numbers,  and  I  shall  gladly  give  up  the  draft. 
Or,  if  not  a  sufficient  number,  but  any  one  of  you  will  voluuteer, 
\e  for  his  single  self  will  esca|>e  all  the  horrors  of  the  draft,  and 
'11  thereby  do  only  what  e^ich  one  of  at  least  a  million  of  his 
■y  brethren  have  already  done.    Their  toil  and  blood  have  been 
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ffiven  as  mncli  for  you  as  for  themselves.  Shall  it  all  be  lost  rather 
flian  that  you,  too,  will  bear  your  part! 

I  do  uot  say  that  all  who  would  avoid  serving  in  the  war  are  un- 
patriotic; but  I  do  think  every  patriot  should  willingly  take  his 
chance  uuder  a  law  made  with  great  care,  in  order  to  secure  entire 
fairness.  This  law  was  considei^  discussed,  modified,  and  amended 
by  Congress  at  ereat  length,  and  with  much  labor;  and  was  finally 
passed  by  both  branches,  with  a  near  approach  to  unanimity.  At 
last,  it  may  not  be  exactly  such  as  any  one  man  out  of  Congress 
or  even  in  Congress,  would  have  made  it.  It  has  been  said,  and  I 
believe  truly,  that  the  Constitution  itself  is  not  altogether  such  as 
any  one  of  its  f ramers  would  have  preferred.  It  was  the  joint  work 
of  all,  and  certainly  the  better  that  it  was  so. 

Much  complaint  is  made  of  that  provision  of  the  conscription  law 
which  allows  a  drafted  man  to  substitute  three  hundred  dollars  for 
himself ;  while,  as  I  believe,  none  is  made  of  that  provision  which 
allows  him  to  substitute  another  man  for  himself.  Nor  is  the  three 
hundred  dollar  provision  obiected  to  for  unconstitutionality;  but 
for  inequality,  for  favoring  tne  rich  against  the  poor.  The  substi- 
tution of  men  is  the  provision,  if  any,  which  favors  the  rich  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  poor.  But  this,  being  a  provision  in  accordance 
with  an  old  and  well-known  practice  in  the  raising  of  armies,  is  not 
objected  to.  There  would  have  been  great  objection  if  that  j>ro- 
vision  had  been  omitted.  And  yet,  being  in,  the  money  provision 
really  modifies  the  inequality  wmch  the  other  introduces,  it  aUows 
men  to  escape  the  service  who  are  too  poor  to  escape  but  for  it 
Without  the  money  provision,  competition  among  the  more  wealthy 
might,  and  probably  would,  raise  the  price  of  substitutes  above 
three  hundred  dollars,  thus  leaving  the  man  who  could  raise  only 
three  hundnMl  dollars  no  escape  from  personal  service.  True,  by 
the  law  as  it  is,  \]\y  man  who  cannot  raise  so  much  as  three  hundred 
dollars,  nor  obtain  a  personal  substitute  for  less,  cannot  escape; 
but  he  can  conio  quite  as  near  escaping  as  he  could  if  the  money 
provision  wore  not  in  the  law.  To  put  it  another  way :  is  an  un- 
objectionable law  whi(*h  allows  only  tne  man  to  escape  who  can  pay 
a  thousand  dollars  made  objoeticmable  by  adding  a  provision  tnat 
any  one  may  eseai>o  who  can  pay  the  smaller  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars  1  Tfiis  is  the  exact  difference  at  this  point  between  the  present 
law  and  all  former  draft  laws.  It  is  true  that  by  this  law  a  some- 
what larger  number  will  escape  than  could  under  a  law  idlowing 
personal  substitutes  only ;  but  each  additional  man  thus  escaping 
will  be  a  poorer  man  than  could  have  escaped  by  the  law  in  the 
other  form.  The  money  provision  enlarges  the  class  of  exempts 
from  actual  service  simply  oy  admitting  poorer  men  Into  it.  flow 
then  can  the  money  provision  be  a  wrong  to  the  poor  man  t  The 
inequality  complainea  of  pertains  in  greater  degree  to  the  substi- 
tution of  men^  and  is  really  modified  and  lessened  by  the  money  pro- 
vision. The  mequality  could  only  be  perfectly  cured  by  sweepinff 
both  provisions  away.  This,  being  a  great  innovation,  would 
probably  leave  the  law  more  distasteful  than  it  now  is. 

The  principle  of  the  draft,  which  simply  is  involuntary  or  en- 
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forced  service,  is  not  new.  It  has  been  practised  in  all  ages  of  the 
world.  It  was  well-known  to  the  framers  of  our  Constitution  as 
Ine  of  the  modes  of  raising  armies,  at  the  time  thev  placed  in  that 
latruinent  the  provision  that  "the  Congress  shalf  have  power  to 
lise  and  support  armies,'^  It  had  been  used  just  before  m  estab* 
shing  our  independence,  and  it  was  also  used  under  the  Coustitu- 
tion  in  1812.  Wherein  is  the  peculiar  hardship  now!  Shall  we 
shrink  from  the  necessary  me^ns  to  maintain  our  free  government, 
which  our  grandfathers  employed  to  establish  it  and  oar  own  fa* 
"lers  have  already  -employed  once  to  maintain  it  f  Are  we  degen- 
ite!  Has  the  manhood  of  our  race  mn  oott 
Again,  a  law  may  be  both  constitutional  and  expedient,  and  yet 
lay  be  administered  in  an  unjust  and  unfair  way.  This  law  ot- 
ings  to  a  class,  which  class  is  composed  of  those  laws  whose  object 
to  distribute  burdens  or  benefits  on  the  principle  of  etiuality. 
lo  one  of  these  laws  can  ever  be  practically  administered  with  that 
atness  which  can  be  conceived  of  in  the  mind.  A  tax  law,  the 
principle  of  which  is  that  each  owner  shall  pav  in  proportion  to  the 
value  of  his  property,  will  be  a  dead  letter,  if  no  one  can  be  com- 
^  slled  to  pay  until  it  can  be  shown  that  every  other  one  will  pay  in 
ecisely  the  same  proportion,  according  to  value  j  nay,  even,  it  will 
a  deaJ  letter  if  no  one  can  be  compelled  to  pay  until  it  is  certain 
%i  every  other  one  w^ill  pay  at  all — e%'en  in  unequal  proportion. 
lin,  the  United  States  House  of  Kepresentatives  is  constituted 
the  principle  that  each  member  is  sent  by  the  same  number  of 
^ople  tnat  each  other  one  is  sent  by:  and  yet,  in  practice,  no  two 
&f  the  whole  number,  much  less  the  whole  number,  are  ever  sent  by 
precisely  the  same  number  of  ooiistituents.  The  districts  cannot  be 
made  precisely  equal  in  population  at  first,  and  if  they  coultl,  they 
would  become  unequal  m  a  single  day,  and  much  more  so  in  the 
ten  years  which  the  districts,  once  made,  are  to  continue.  They  can- 
not be  remodeled  ev^ery  day;  nor,  without  too  much  expense  and 
labor^  even  every  year. 

This  sort  of  difficulty  applies  in  full  ft)ree  to  the  practical  admin- 
istmtion  of  the  draft  law.  In  fact,  the  difficulty  is  great-er  in  the 
oaie  of  the  draft  law.  First,  it  starts  with  all  the  inequality  of  the 
congreesional  districts  j  but  these  are  based  on  entire  population, 
rhile  the  draft  is  based  upon  those  only  who  are  fit  for  soldiers, 
md  such  may  not  bear  the  same  proportion  to  the  whole  in  one 
jlistrict  that  they  do  in  another.  Again,  the  facts  must  be  ascer- 
lined  and  credit  given  for  the  uneoual  numbers  of  soldiers  which 
%ve  already  gone  from  the  several  districts.  In  all  these  points 
ars  will  occur  in  spite  of  the  utmost  fidelity.  The  government 
bound  to  administer  the  law  with  such  an  approach  to  exactness 
is  usual  in  analogous  cases,  and  as  entire  ^ood  faith  and  fidelity 
will  reach.  If  so  great  departures  as  to  be  inconsistent  with  sucn 
good  faith  and  fidelitv,  or  great  departures  occurring  in  any  wav,  be 
pointed  out,  they  shall  be  corrected ;  and  any  agent  shown  to  nave 
insed  such  departures  intentionally  shall  be  dismissed* 
With  these  views,  and  on  these  principles,  I  feel  bound  to  tell  you

has  been  given  the  highest  commission,  for  him  to  turn  on  those  who 
^ve  it  and  vilify  them  for  not  giving  him  a  command  accoi^ing  to 
nis  rank. 
My  appointment  of  you  first  as  a  brigadier,  and  then  as  a  major- 

feneral,  was  evidence  of  my  appreciation  of  your  services;  and 
have  since  marked  but  one  tnmg  in  connection  with  you  with 
which  to  be  dissatisfied.  The  sending  a  military  order  twenty-five 
miles  outside  of  your  lines,  and  all  military  Unes,  to  ti^e  men 
charged  with  no  offense  against  the  military,  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
courte,  to  be  turned  over  to  a  mob  to  be  hanged,  can  find  no  prece- 
dent or  principle  to  justify  it.

Hon.  James  C.  Conbung. 

My  dear  Sir:  Yonr  letter  inviting  me  to  attend  a  mass-meeting 
of  unconditional  Union  men,  to  be  held  at  the  capital  of  Illinois  on 
the  3d  day  of  September,  has  been  received.  It  wonld  be  very  agree- 
able to  me  to  tnns  meet  my  old  friends  at  my  own  home,  bnt  I 
cannot  just  now  be  absent  from  here  so  long  as  a  visit  there  wonld 
require. 

The  meeting  is  to  be  of  all  those  who  maintain  nnoonditional  de- 
votion to  the  Union;  and  I  am  sure  mjy  old  political  friends  will 
thank  me  for  tendering,  as  I  do,  the  nation's  gratitude  to  those  and 
other  noble  men  whom  no  partizan  malice  or  partisan  hope  can 
maJ^e  false  to  the  nation's  life.  « 

There  are  those  who  are  dissatisfied  with  me.  To  suoh  I  would 
say :  You  desire  peace,  and  you  blame  me  that  we  do  not  have  it. 
But  how  can  we  attain  itt  There  are  but  three  conceivable  ways: 
First,  to  suppress  the  rebellion  by  force  of  arms.  This  I  am  ^- 
ing  to  do.  Are  you  for  itt  If  you  are,  so  far  we  are  agreed.  If 
you  are  not  for  it,  a  second  way  is  to  give  up  the  Union.  I  am 
a^inst  this.  Are  you  for  itf  If  you  are,  von  should  say  so  plainly. 
If  you  are  not  for  force,  nor  yet  for  dissolution,  there  only  remains 
some  imaginable  compromise.  I  do  not  believe  any  compromise 
embracing  the  maintenance  of  the  Union  is  now  possible.  All  I 
learn  leads  to  a  directl}^  opposite  belief.  The  str^^th  of  the  re- 
bellion is  its  military,  its  army.  That  army  dommates  all  the 
country  and  all  the  people  within  its  range.  Any  offer  of  terms 
made  oy  any  man  or  men  within  that  range,  in  opposition  to  Hiat 
army,  is  simply  nothing  for  the  present,  because  such  man  or  men 
have  no  power  whatever  to  enforce  their  side  of  a  compromise,  if 
one  were  made  with  them. 

To  illustrate:  Suppose  refugees  from  the  South  and  peace  men  of 
the  North  get  together  in  convention,  and  frame  ana  proclaim  a 
compromise  embracing  a  restoration  of  the  Union.  In  what  way 
can  that  compromise  be  used  to  keep  Lee's  army  out  of  Pennsyl- 
vania T  Meaae's  army  can  keep  Lee's  army  out  of  Pennsylvania, 
and,  I  think,  can  ultimately  drive  it  out  of  existence.  But  no  paper 
compromise  to  which  the  controllers  of  Lee's  army  are  not  agreed 
can  at  all  affect  that  army.  In  an  effort  at  such  compromise  we 
should  waste  time  which  the  enemy  would  improve  to  our  disadvan- 
tage ;  and  that  would  be  all.  A  compromise,  to  be  effective,  must 
be  made  either  with  those  who  control  the  rel)el  army,  or  with  the 
people  first  liberated  from  the  domination  of  that  army  by  the  suc- 
cess of  our  own  army.    Now,  allow  me  to  assure  you  that  no  word 
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P  or  intimation  from  that  rebel  army,  or  from  any  of  the  men  con* 
I  troUiug  it,  in  relation  to  any  peace  compromise,  has  ever  come  to 
I  my  knowledge  or  belief.  All  charges  and  in^sinuations  to  the 
I  contrary  are  deceptive  and  groundless.  And  I  promise  you  that  if 
any  such  proposition  shall  hereafter  come,  it  shall  not  be  rejected  and 
kept  a  secret  from  you.  I  freely  acknowledge  myself  the  servant  of 
the  people,  according  to  the  bond  of  service — the  United  States 
Constitution — and  that^  as  such,  I  am  responsible  to  them. 

But  to  be  plain.  You  are  dissatisfied  with  me  about  the  negro. 
Quite  likely  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  between  you  and  myself 
upon  that  subject.  I  certainly  wish  taat  all  men  could  be  fo*ee,  while 
I  suppose  you  do  not  Yet,  I  have  neither  adopted  nor  proposed 
any  measure  which  is  not  consistent  with  even  your  view,  provided 
you  are  for  the  Union.  I  suggested  compensated  emancipation, 
t*>  which  you  replied  yon  wished  not  to  be  taxed  to  buy  negroes. 
But  I  had  not  asked  you  to  be  taxed  to  buy  negroes,  except  in  such 
way  as  to  save  you  from  greater  taxation  to  save  the  Union  ex- 
clusively by  other  means. 

You  dislike  the  emancipation  proclamation,  and  perhaps  would 
have  it  I'ctracted.  You  say  it  is  unconstitutionaL  I  think  differently. 
I  think  the  Constitutiou  invests  its  commander-in-chief  with  the 
law  of  war  in  time  of  war.    The  most  that  cao  be  said — if  so  much 
— is  that  slaves  are  property*    Is  there — has  there  ever  been — any 
question  that  by  the  law  of  war,  property^  both  of  enemies  and 
mends,  may  be  taken  when  needed?    And*  is  it  not  needed  when- 
ever taking  it  helps  us,  or  hurts  the  enemy?    Armies,  the  world 
^vver,  destroy  enemies'  property  when  they  cannot  use  it ;  and  even 
Hfcestroy  their  own  to  keep  it  from  the  enemy.    Civilized  belligerents 
■     do  all  in  their  power  to  help  themselves  or  hurt  the  enemy,  except 
a  few  things  regarded  as  barbarous  or  cruel.    Among  tlie  excep- 
tioQB  are  the  massacre  of  vanquished  foes  and  non-combatants, 
male  and  female. 

But  the  proclamation,  as  law,  either  is  valid  or  is  not  valid.  If  it 
is  not  valid,  it  needs  no  retraction.  If  it  is  valid,  it  cannot  be  re- 
tracted any  more  than  the  dead  can  be  brought  to  Ufe.  Some  of 
vou  prof eflfi  to  think  its  retraction  would  operate  favorably  for  the 
Union.  Why  better  after  the  retraction  than  before  the  issue  f 
There  was  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  of  trial  to  suppress  the  re* 
bellion  before  the  proclamation  issued ;  the  last  one  hundred  days 
of  which  passed  under  an  explicit  notice  that  it  was  coming,  unless 
averted  by  those  in  revolt  returning  to  their  allegiance.  The  war 
has  certainly  progressed  as  favorably  for  us  since  the  issue  of  the 
proclamation  as  nefore.  I  know,  as  fully  as  one  can  know  the 
opinions  of  others,  that  some  of  the  commanders  of  our  armies  in 
^the  field,  who  have  ffiven  us  our  moat  important  successes,  believe 
|be  emancipation  policT  and  the  use  of  the  colored  troops  constitute 
^^ke  heaviest  blow  yet  dealt  to  the  rebellion,  and  that  at  least  one  of 
^^Bcse  important  successes  could  not  have  been  achieved  when  it  was 
^^ut  for  tne  aid  of  black  soldiers.  Among  the  commanders  holding 
these  views  are  some  who  have  never  had  any  affinity  with  what  is 
called  Abolitionism,  or  with  Republican  party  politics,  but  who  hold 
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them  purely  as  military  opinions*    I  submit  these  opinions  a&  hea 
entitled  to  some  weight  against  the  objections  oft^n  urged  that  em' 
eipation  and  arming  the  blaeks  are  unwise  as  military  measures,  i 
were  not  adopted  as  such  in  good  faith. 

You  say  you  will  not  fight  to  free  negroes.  Some  of  them  seem 
willing  to  fight  for  you;  but  no  matter.  Fight  you,  then,  ex- 
clusively, to  save  the  llDian,  I  issued  the  proclamation  on  purpose 
to  aid  you  in  saving  the  Union,  Whenever  you  shall  have  con- 
quered all  resistance  to  the  Union,  if  I  shall  urge  you  to  continue 
fighting,  it  will  be  an  apt  time  then  for  you  to  declare  you  will  not 
fight  to  free  negroes, 

I  thought  that  in  your  struggle  for  the  Union,  to  whatever  extent 
the  negroes  should  cease  helping  the  enemy,  to  that  extent  it  weak- 
ened the  enemy  in  his  resistance  to  you*  Do  you  think  differently  T 
I  thought  that  whatever  negroes  can  be  got  to  do  as  soldiers,  leaves 

i'ust  so  much  less  for  white  soldiers  to  do  in  saving  the  Union. 
)oe8  it  appear  otherwise  to  you  t  But  negroes,  like  other  people, 
act  upon  motives.  Why  should  they  do  an^^thing  for  us  if  we  will 
do  nothing  for  them  f  If  they  stake  their  lives  for  us  they  must  be 
prompted  by  the  strongest  motive,  even  the  promise  of  freedom. 
And  the  promise,  being  made,  must  be  kept. 

The  signs  look  better.  The  Father  of  Waters  again  goes  unvexed 
to  the  sea.  Thanks  to  the  great  Northwest  for  it.  Nor  yet  wholly 
to  them.  Three  hundred  miles  np  they  met  New  England,  Empire^ 
Keystone,  and  Jersey,  hewing  their  way  right  and  left.  The  sunny 
South  J  too,  in  more  colors  than  one,  also  lent  a  hand*  On  the  spot, 
their  part  of  the  history  was  jotted  down  in  black  and  white.     The 

i'ob  was  a  great  national  one,  and  let  none  be  banned  who  bore  an 
lonorable  part  in  it.  And  while  thi>se  who  have  cleared  the  great 
river  may  well  be  proud,  even  that  is  not  all  It  is  hard  to  say  that 
anything  has  been  more  bravely  and  well  done  than  at  Antietam, 
Murfreesboro*,  Gettysburg,  and  on  many  fields  of  lesser  note.  Nor 
must  Uncle  Sam's  web-feet  be  forgotten.  At  all  the  watery  margins 
thev  have  been  present.  Not  only  on  the  deep  sea,  the  broad  bay, 
and  the  rapid  river,  but  also  up  the  narrow,  muddy  bayou,  and 
wherever  the  ground  was  a  little  damp,  they  have  been  and  made 
their  tracks.  Thanks  to  all:  for  the  great  republic — for  the 
principle  it  lives  by  and  keeps  alive — for  man's  vast  future — thanks 
to  aU. 

Peace  does  not  appear  so  dist^int  as  it  did.  I  hope  it  wiU  come 
soon,  and  come  to  staj ;  and  so  come  as  to  be  worth  the  keeping  in 
all  future  time.  It  wiM  then  have  been  proved  that  among  free  men 
there  can  be  no  successfuj  appeal  fi*om  the  ballot  to  the  bullet,  and 
that  they  who  take  such  appeal  are  sure  to  lose  their  ease  and  pay 
the  cost.  And  then  there  will  be  some  black  men  who  can  remember 
that  with  silent  tongue,  and  clenched  teeth,  and  steady  eye,  and 
well-poised  bavonet,  they  have  helped  mankind  on  to  this* great  con* 
summation,  wliilc  X  fear  there  will  be  some  white  ones  unable  to 
forget  that  with  malignant  heart  and  deceitful  speech  they  strove  to 
hinder  it. 

Stillj  let  us  not  be  over-sanguine  of  a  speedy  final  triumph.    Let 
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US  be  quite  sober.  Let  iis  diligently  apply  the  means,  never  doubt* 
ing  that  a  just  God^  in  his  own  good  time,  will  give  us  the  right- 
ful result  Yours  very  truly,

Sir ;  In  my  correspondence  with  Governor  Seymour  in  relatioo 
to  the  draft,  I  have  said  to  him,  substantially,  that  credits  shall  be 
given  for  volunteers  up  to  the  latest  moment,  before  drawing  in 
any  district,  that  can  be  done  without  producing  confusit)n  or  delay. 
In  order  to  do  this,  let  our  mustering  officers  in  New  York  and  else- 
where be  at  once  instructed  that  whenever  they  muster  into  our 
service  any  number  of  volunteers,  to  at  once  make  return  to  the 
War  Department,  both  by  telegraph  and  mail,  the  date  of  the  mus- 
ter, the  number  mustered,  and  the  Congressional  or  enrolment 
district  or  districts,  of  their  residences,  giving  the  numbers  sepa- 
rately for  each  district.  Keep  these  returns  diligently  posted,  and 
by  tnem  give  full  credit  on  the  quotas,  if  possible,  on  the  last  day 
before  the  draft  begins  in  any  district 

Again,  I  have  informed  Governor  Seymour  that  he  shall  be  noti- 
fied of  the  time  when  the  draft  is  to  commence  in  each  district  in 
his  State.  This  is  equally  proper  for  all  the  States,  In  order  to 
carry  it  out,  I  propose  that  so  soon  as  the  day  for  commencing  the 
draft  in  anv  district  is  definitely  determined,  the  governor  of  the 
State,  including  the  district,  be  notified  thereof,  both  by  telegraph 
and  mail,  in  f orin  about  as  follows :

ify  dmr  Sir :  Knowing  your  great  anxiety  that  the  Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation  shall  now  be  applied  to  certain  parts  of  Virginia 
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and  Louistana  which  were  exempted  from  it  last  January,  I  state 
briefly  what  appear  to  me  to  be  diflfieulties  in  the  way  of  such  a  step. 
The  origiual  proclamation  has  no  coostitutional  or  legal  justification, 
except  as  a  military  measure.  The  exemptions  were  made  because 
the  military  necessity  did  not  apply  to  the  exempted  localities.  Nor 
do68  that  necessity  apply  to  them  now  any  more  than  it  did  then. 
If  I  take  the  step,  must  I  not  do  so  without  the  argiinieut  of  military 
necessit^%  and  so  without  any  argument  except  the  one  that  I  tliink 
the  measure  poUtically  expedient  and  morally  ri^ht?  Would  I  not 
thus  give  up  all  footing  upon  Constitution  or  law?  Would  1  not 
thus  be  in  tne  boundless  field  of  absolutism  T  Could  this  pass  un- 
noticed or  unresisted!  Could  it  fail  to  be  perceived  that  without 
any  further  stretch  I  might  do  the  same  in  Delaware,  Maryland, 
Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Missoui'i,  and  even  change  any  law  in  any 
State!  Would  not  many  of  onr own  friends  shrink  away  appalled? 
Would  it  not  lose  us  the  elections^  and  with  them  the  very  cause  we 
seek  to  advance !

We  lost  ia  gt^neral  officers  one  killed  and  three  or  four 
wounded,  all  brigadiers,  while,  according  to  the  rebel  accounts 
which  we  have,  they  lost  six  killed  and  eight  wounded.  Of  the 
killed  one  major-general  and  five  brigadiers,  including  your  brother- 
in-law,  Helm;  and  of  the  wounded  three  raajor-generals  and  five 
bi-igadiers.  This  list  may  be  reduced  two  in  number  by  corrections 
of  confusion  in  names.  At  1L40  a.  m.  vesterday  General  Rosecrans 
telegraphed  from  Chattanooga:  **  We  hold  this  point,  and  I  cannot 
be  dislodged  except  by  very  superior  numbers  and  after  a  great  bat- 
tle."   A  aespatch  leaving*  there  after  night  yesterday  says:  "No

Therefore,  let  me  beg — almost  enjoin  upon  you— 
that  on  their  reaching  you,  you  will  make  a  transposition  by  which 
General  Slocum  with  his  corps  may  pass  trom  under  the  command 
of  General  Hooker,  and  General  Hooker,  in  turn,  receive  some  other 
equal  force.  It  is  important  for  this  to  be  done,  though  we  oould 
not  well  arrange  it  here.    Please  do  it.

As  a  matter  of  course,  it  will  not  be  possible  for  me  to  make  a  re^ 
sponse  coextensive  with  the  a«idress  which  you  have  presented  to  me. 
If  I  were  better  known  than  I  am,  you  would  not  need  to  be  told  that 
in  the  advocacy  of  the.  cause  of  temperance  you  have  a  friend  and 
syranathizer  in  me. 

When  I  was  a  young  man — long  a^o — before  the  Sons  of  Tem- 
perance as  an  organization  ha<l  an  existence — ^I,  in  a  humble  way» 
made  tempenuice  speeches,  and  I  think  I  may  say  that  to  ttis  day 
I  have  never,  by  ray  example,  belied  what  I  then  said. 

In  regard  to  the  suggestions  which  you  make  for  the  purpose  of 
the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  temperance  in  the  army,  I  cannot 
make  particular  responses  to  them  at  this  time.  To  jirevent  intem- 
perance in  the  array  is  even  a  part  of  the  articles  of  war.  It  is  part 
of  the  law  of  the  land,  and  was  so,  I  presume,  lon^  ago,  t^i  dismiss 
officers  for  dninkenness.     I  am  not  sure  that,  consistently  with  the 

(mblic  service,  more  can  be  done  than  has  been  done*     All,  there- 
are,  that  1  can  promise  you  is — if  you  will  be  pleased  to  furnish

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me  witJi  a  copy  of  your  address — to  have  it  submitted  to  the 
proper  department,  and  have  it  considered  whether  it  contains  any 
suggestions  which  will  ieiprove  the  cause  of  temperance  and  reprew 
the  cause  of  druukenuess  in  the  army  any  better  than  it  is  already 
done.     I  can  promise  no  more  than  that-  , 

I  think  that  the  reasonable  men  of  the  world  have  long  ime? 
agreed  that  intemperance  is  one  of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  vm^ 
greatest,  of  all  evils  among  mankind.  That  is  not  a  matt-er  Jf 
dispute,  I  believe.  That  the  disease  existfi,  and  that  it  is  a  very 
great  one,  is  agreed  upon  by  all. 

The  mode  of  cure  is  one  about  which  there  may  be  differences  of 
opinion.  You  have  suggested  that  in  an  army — our  army — drunk* 
enuess  is  a  great  evil,  and  one  which,  while  it  exists  to  a  very  great 
extent^  we  cannot  expect  to  overcome  so  entirely  as  to  have  such 
successes  in  our  arras  as  we  might  have  without  it  This  undoubt^ 
edly  is  true,  aod  while  it  is  perhaps  rather  a  bad  source  to  derive  com- 
fort from,  nevertheless,  in  a  hara  struggle,  I  do  not  know  but  what 
it  is  some  consolation  to  be  aware  that  there  is  some  intemperance  ou 
the  other  side^  too  j  and  that  they  have  no  right  to  beat  us  in  physi* 
cal  combat  on  that  ground. 

But  I  have  already  said  more  than  I  expected  to  be  able  to  say 
when  I  began,  and  if  you  please  to  hand  me  a  co|)V  of  your  addre^ 
it  shall  be  considered,  I  thank  you  very  heartily,  gentlemen^  for 
this  call,  and  for  bringing  with  you  these  very  many  pretty  ladies. 


October  1,  1863. — Letter  to  General  J.  M.  Schofield. 

Executive  Mansion,  WAsmNQTON,  D,  C,  October  1,  1863. 
General  John  M.  Schofield: 

There  is  no  organized  miHtarv  force  in  avowed  opposition  to  the 
General  Government  now  in  Missouri,  and  if  any  such  shall  reap- 
pear^ vour  duty  in  regard  to  it  will  be  too  plain  to  require  any 
special  instruction.  Still,  the  condition  of  things  both  there  aud 
elsewhere  is  such  as  to  render  it  indispensable  to  maintain  for  n 
time  the  United  States  military  establishment  in  that  State,  as  well 
as  to  rely  upon  it  for  a  fair  contribution  of  support  to  that  estab- 
lishment generally.  Your  immediate  duty  in  regard  to  Missouri  now 
is  to  advance  the  efficiency  of  that  establishment,  and  to  so  use  it  a* 
far  as  practicable  to  compel  the  excited  people  there  to  leave  one 
another  alone.  Under  your  recent  order,  which  I  have  approved, 
you  will  onlv  arrest  individuals  and  suppress  assemblies  or  news]>a* 
pers  when  they  may  be  working  palpable  injury  to  the  military  ia 
your  charge,  and  in  no  other  case  will  you  inteiifere  with  the  expres- 
sion of  opinion  in  any  form  or  allow  it  to  be  intertered  with  vio- 
lently by  others.  In  this  you  have  a  discretion  to  exercise  with 
great  caution,  calmness,  and  forbearance.  With  the  matters  of 
removing  the  inhal>itant8  of  certain  counties  en  masst,  and  of  re- 
moving certain  individual  from  time  to  time  who  are  supposed  to 
be  mischievous^  I  am  not  now  int4^rfering,  but  am  leaving  to  j'our 
own  discretion.    Nor  am  I  interfering  with  what  may  still  seem  t 
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you  to  be  necessary  restrictions  upon  trade  and  intercourse.    I  think 
proper,  however,  to  enjoin  upon  you  the  follomng: 

Allow  no  part  of  the  military  under  your  command  to  be  engaged 
in  either  returning  fugitive  slaves  or  in  forcing  or  enticing  slaves 
from  their  homes^  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  enforce  the  same 
forbearance  upon  the  people. 

Report  to  me  your  opinion  upon  the  availability  for  good  of  the 
enrolled  militia  of  the  State* 

Allow  no  one  to  enlist  colored  troops  except  upon  orders  from  you 
or  from  here,  through  you. 

^Vllow  no  one  to  assume  the  functions  of  confiscating  property 
under  the  law  of  Congress,  or  otherwise,  except  upon  orders  from 
here. 

At  elections  see  that  those,  and  only  those,  are  allowed  to  vote 
who  are  entitled  to  do  so  by  the  laws  of  Missouri,  including,  as  of 
those  laws,  the  restriction  laid  by  the  Missouri  convention  upon 
those  who  may  have  participated  in  the  rebellion. 

So  far  as  practicable,  you  will,  by  means  of  your  military  force, 
expel  guerrillas,  marauders,  and  murderers,  and  all  who  are  known 
to  harbor,  aid,  or  abet  them.  But  in  like  manner  you  will  repress 
assumptions  of  unauthorized  individuals  to  perform  the  same  service 
because,  under  pretense  of  doing  this,  they  become  marauders  and 
murderers  themselves. 

To  now  restore  peace,  let  the  military  obey  orders,  and  those  not 
of  the  military  leave  each  other  alone,  thus  not  breaking  the  peace 
themselves. 

II  giving  the  above  directions,  it  is  not  intended  to  restrain  vou 
other  expedient  and  necessary  matters  not  failing  within  tneir 
Tour  obedient  servant,

The  year  that  is  drawing  toward  its  close  has  been  filled  with  the 
blessings  of  f niitful  fields  and  healthful  skies.    To  these  bounties, 
Vou  IL— 27. 
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whicli  are  so  constantly  enjoyed  that  we  are  prone  to  forget  the 
source  from  which  they  come,  others  have  been  added,  which  are  of 
so  extraordinary  a  nature  that  they  cannot  tsSl  to  penetrate  and 
soften  the  heart  which  is  habitually  insensible  to  the  ever-watchful 
providence  of  almighty  Ood. 

In  the  midst  of  a  civil  war  of  une^ualed  magnitude  and  severity, 
which  has  sometimes  seemed  to  foreign  states  to  invite  and  provoke 
their  aggressions,  -peaiae  has  been  preserved  with  all  nations,  order 
has  been  maintain^,  the  laws  have  been  respected  and  obeyed,  and 
harmony  has  prevailed  everywhere,  except  in  the  theater  of  militair 
conflict ;  while  that  theater  has  been  greatly  contracted  by  the  ad- 
vancing armies  and  navies  of  the  Union. 

NeeSul  diversions  of  wealth  and  of  strength  from  the  fields  of 
peaceful  industry  to  the  national  defense  have  not  arrested  the 
plow,  the  shuttle,  or  the  8hij>;  the  ax  has  enlarged  the  borders 
of  our  settlements,  and  the  mmes,  as  well  of  iron  and  coal  as  of  die 

Jrecious  metals,  have  yielded  even  more  abundantly  than  heretofore; 
Population  has  steadily  increased^  notwithstanding  the  waste  thflt 
has  been  made  in  the  camp,  the  siege,  and  the  baUle-field,  and  the 
countTj^,  rejoicing  in  the  consciousness  of  augmented  strength  and 
vigor,  is  permitted  to  expect  continuance  of  years  with  large  in- 
crease of  freedom. 

No  human  counsel  hath  devised,  nor  hath  any  mortal  hand  worked 
out  these  great  things.  They  are  the  gracious  gifts  of  the  most 
high  Grod,  who,  while  dealing  with  us  in  anger  for  our  sins,  hath 
nevertiieless  remembered  mercy. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  fit  and  proper  that  they  should  be  solemnly, 
reverently,  and  gratefully  acknowledged  as  with  one  heart  and  one 
voice  by  the  whole  American  people.  I  do,  therefore,  invite  my  fel- 
low-citizens in  every  part  of  the  United  States,  and  also  tiiose  who 
are  at  sea  and  those  who  are  sojourning  in  loreign  lands,  to  set 
apart  and  observe  the  last  Thursday  of  November  next  as  a  day  of 
thanksgiving  and  praise  to  our  beneficent  Father  who  dwellet^  in 
the  heavens.  And  I  recommend  to  them  that,  while  offering  up  the 
ascriptions  justly  due  to  him  for  such  singular  deliverances  and 
blessings,  they  do  also,  with  humble  penitence  for  our  national  per- 
verseuess  and  disobedience,  commend  to  his  tender  care  all  those  who 
have  become  widows,  orphans,  mourners,  or  sufferers  in  the  lament- 
able civil  strife  in  which  we  are  unavoidably  engaged,  and  fer\'ently 
implore  the  interposition  of  the  almighty  hand  to  heal  the  woun^ 
of  the  nation,  and  to  restore  it,  as  soon  as  may  be  consistent  with 
the  Divine  purposes,  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace,  harmony,  tran- 
quillity, and  union.

October  5, 1863* —  Letter  to  C.  D.  Drake  and  Others. 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  D,  C,  October  5, 1863. 
Hon.  Charles  D-  Drake  and  Others,  Committee. 

QmiUmen :  Your  original  address  presented  on  the  30th  ultimo, 
and  the  ftiur  supplementary  ones  presented  on  the  3d  instant,  have 
been  carefully  considered.  I  hope  you  will  regard  the  other  duties 
claiming  myattention,  together  with  the  great  length  and  impor- 
tance of  these  documents,  as  constituting  a  sufficient  apology  for 
my  not  having  responded  sooner.  These  papers,  framed  for  a  com- 
mon object,  consist  of  the  things  demanded  and  the  reasons  for  de* 
manding  them.    The  things  demanded  are : 

First.  That  General  Schofleld  shall  be  relieved,  and  General 
Butler  be  appointed,  as  commander  of  the  military  department  of 
Missouri. 

Second.  That  the  system  of  enrolled  militia  in  Missouri  may  be 
broken  up,  and  national  forces  be  substituted  for  it;  and 

Third.  That  at  elections  persons  may  not  be  allowed  to  vote  who 
are  not  entitled  by  law  to  do  so. 

Among  the  reasons  given,  enough  of  suffering  and  wrong  to 
Union  men  is  certainly,  and  I  suppose  truly,  stated.    Yet  the  whole 
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case;  as  presented,  fails  to  convince  me  that  General  Schofield  ar 
the  enrolled  militia  is  responsible  for  that  suffering  and  lirrong.  The 
whole  can  be  explained  on  a  more  charitable  and,  as  I  think,  a  more 
rational  hypothesis.  We  are  in  civil  war.  In  such  cases  there  always 
is  a  main  question ;  but  in  this  case  that  question  is  a  perplexing  com* 
pound  —  Union  and  slaver}\  It  thus  becomes  a  question  not  of  two 
Bides  merely,  but  of  at  least  four  sides,  even  among  those  who  are  for 
the  Union,  saving  nothing  of  those  who  are  against  it.  Thus,  those 
who  are  for  the  Union  with,  but  not  without,  slaver^^  —  those  for  it 
without,  but  not  with  —  those  for  it  with  or  without,  but  prefer  it 
with  —  and  those  for  it  with  or  without,  but  prefer   it  without 

Among  these  again  is  a  suMiWsion  of  those  who  are  for  gradual, 
but  not  for  immediate,  and  those  who  ai'e  for  immediate,  but  not 
for  gradual,  extinction  of  slavery.  It  is  easy  to  conceive  that  aJl 
these  shades  of  opinion,  and  even  more,  may  be  sincerely  enter- 
tained by  honest  and  ti'uthful  men*  Yet.  all  being  for  the'UnioOi 
by  reason  of  these  differences  each  will  prefer  a  different  way  of 
sustaining  the  Union.  At  once  sincerity  is  questioned,  and  motives 
ai'e  assaUed.  Actual  war  coming,  blood  grows  hot,  and  blood  is 
spilled.  Thought  is  forced  from  old  channels  into  confusion.  De- 
ception breeds  and  thrives.  Confidence  dies  and  universal  suspi- 
cion reigns.  Each  man  feels  an  impulse  to  kill  his  neighbor,  lest 
he  be  first  killed  by  him.  Revenge  and  retaliation  follow.  And  all 
this,  as  before  said,  may  be  among  honest  men  only;  but  this  is  not 
all.  Every  foul  bird  comes  abroad  and  every  dirty  reptile  rises  up. 
These  add  crime  to  confusion.  Strong  meiisures  deemed  indispen- 
sable, but  harsh  at  best,  such  men  make  worse  by  maladministra- 
tion.  Murdei's  for  old  grudges,  and  murders  for  pelf,  proceed 
under  any  cloak  that  will  best  cover  for  the  occasion.  These  causes 
amply  account  for  what  has  occurred  in  Missouri,  without  ascribiDg 
it  to  the  weakness  or  wickedness  of  any  general.  The  newspaper 
files,  those  chroniclers  of  current  events,  will  show  that  the  ev^Us  now 
complained  of  were  quite  as  prevalent  under  Fremont,  Hunter, 
Halleck,  and  Curtis,  as  under  Schofield,  If  the  former  had  sreater 
force  opposed  to  them,  they  also  had  greater  force  with  which  to 
meet  it.  When  the  organized  rebel  army  left  the  State,  the  main 
Federal  force  had  to  go  also,  leaving  the  department  cx^mmaader  at 
home  relatively  no  stronger  than  befoiT.  Without  disparaging 
any,  I  affirm  with  confidence  that  no  commander  of  that  department 
has,  in  proportion  to  his  means^  done  better  thim  General  Schofield. 

The  m-st  specific  charge  against  General  Schofield  is  that  the  en- 
roUed  militia  was  placed  under  his  command,  whereas  it  had  not 
been  placed  under  the  command  of  General  Curtis.  The  fact,  I  be- 
lieve, IS  true ;  but  you  do  not  point  out,  nor  can  I  conceive  how  that 
did  or  cotdd  injure  loyal  men  or  the  Union  cause. 

You  charge  that,  uwn  General  Curtis  being  superseded  by  Gen- 
eral Schofield,  FrankBn  A.  Dick  was  superseded  by  Jamea  O.  Broad- 
head  as  Provost-Marshal'Qeneral,  No  very  specific  showing  is 
made  as  to  how  this  did  or  could  injure  the  Union  cause.  It  re- 
calls, however,  the  condition  of  things,  as  presented  to  me,  which 
led  to  a  change  of  commander  for  that  department 
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To  restrain  contraband  mtelligence  and  trade,  a  system  of  searches, 
8eiziii*es,  permits,  and  passes  had  been  introdnced,  T  think,  by  Gen- 
eral Fr^raont.  When  General  Halleck  came,  he  found  and  con- 
tinued this  system,  and  added  an  order,  applicable  to  some  parts  of 
the  State,  to  levy  and  colleet  contributions  from  noted  rebels,  to 
compensate  losses  and  relieve  destitution  caused  by  the  rebellion. 
The  action  of  General  Fremont  and  General  Halleck,  as  stated, 
constituted  a  sort  of  system,  which  General  Curtis  found  in  full 
operation  when  he  took  command  of  the  department*  That  there 
was  a  necessity  for  something  of  the  sort  was  clear,  but  that  it  could 
only  be  justified  by  stern  necessity,  and  that  it  was  hable  to  great 
abuse  in  administration,  was  equally  clear.  Agents  to  execute  it, 
contrary  to  the  great  prayer,  were*  led  into  temptation.  Some 
might,  while  othei-s  would  not,  resist  that  temptation.  It  was  not  pos- 
sible to  hold  any  to  a  very  strict  accountability,  and  those  yielding 
to  the  temptation  would  sell  permits  and  passes  to  those  who  would 
pay  most  and  most  readily  for  them ;  and  would  seize  property  and 
collect  levies  in  the  aptest  way  to  fill  their  own  pocKets.  Money 
being  the  object,  the  man  having  money,  whether  loyal  or  disloyal, 
would  be  a  victim.  This  practice  doubtless  existed  to  some  extent, 
and  it  was  a  real  additional  e\al  that  it  could  be  and  was  plausibly 
charged  to  exist  in  greater  extent  than  it  did, 

when  General  Curtis  took  command  of  the  department,  Mr.  Dick, 
against  whom  I  never  knew  anything  to  allege,  nad  ^neral  charge 
of  this  system,  A  controversy  in  regard  to  it  rapidly  grew  into 
almoat  unmanageable  proportions.  One  side  ignored  tne  necessity 
and  magnifie«l  me  evils  of  the  system,  while  the  other  ignored  the 
evils  and  magnified  the  necessity,  and  each  bitterly  assailed  the  mo- 
tives of  the  other,  I  could  not  fail  to  see  that  the  controversy  en- 
larged in  the  same  proportion  as  the  professed  Union  men  there 
distinctly  took  sides  in  two  opposing  political  parties,  I  exhausted 
my  wits,  and  very  nearly  ray  patience  also,  in  efforts  to  con\ince 
both  that  the  evils  they  cliargea  on  each  other  were  inherent  in  the 
case,  and  could  not  be  cured  by  giving  either  party  a  victory  over 
the  other. 

Plainly  the  irritating  system  was  not  to  be  perpetual,  and  it  was 
nlausibly  urged  that  it  could  be  modified  at  once  with  advantage. 
The  case  could  scai-cely  be  wonse,  and  whether  it  could  be  made  l>et- 
ter  could  only  be  determined  by  a  trial.  In  this  view,  and  not  to 
ban  or  brand  General  CMrtis,  or  to  give  a  victory  to  any  party,  I 
made  the  change  of  commander  for  the  department, 

I  now  learn  that  soon  after  this  change  Mr*  Dick  was  removed, 
and  that  Mr  Broadhead^  a  gentleman  of  no  less  good  character,  was 
put  in  the  place.  The  mere  fact  of  this  change  is  more  distinctly 
complained  of  than  is  any  conduct  of  the  new  officer  or  other  conse- 
quences of  the  change, 

I  gave  the  new  commander  no  instmctions  as  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  system  mentioned  beyond  what  is  contained  in  the  pri* 
vate  letter  afterward  surreptitiously  published,  in  which  I  directed 
him  to  act  solely  ff»r  the  public  good  and  independently  of  both  par- 
ties.   Neither  anything  you  have  presented  me  nor  anything  I  have

otherwise  learned  has  oonvinoed  me  that  he  has  been  nnfaithfnl  to 
this  charae. 

Imbecility  is  nrged  as  one  canse  for  removing  General  Schofidd, 
and  the  late  massacre  at  Lawrence,  Kansas^  is  pressed  as  evidenee 
of  that  imbecility.  To  my  mind  that  &ct  scarcelv  tends  to  nroTe 
the  proposition.  That  massacre  is  only  an  example  of  what  Or]fi^ 
son,  Jonn  [EL]  Morgan,  and  many  otners  might  have  repeatedly 
done  on  their  respective  raids  had  they  chosen  to  incur  the  pereond 
hazard  and  possessed  the  fiendish  hearts  to  do  it. 

The  charge  is  made  that  General  Schofield,  on  purpose  to  protect 
the  Lawrence  murderers,  would  not  allow  them  to  be  pursued  into 
Missouri.  While  no  punishment  could  be  too  sudden  or  too  severe 
for  those  murderers.  1  am  well  satisfied  that  the  preventing  of  the 
threatened  remedial  raid  into  Missouri  was  the  only  safe  way  to 
avoid  an  indiscriminate  massacre  there,  including  probably  more 
innocent  than  guilty.  Instead  of  condemning  I  th^^ore  approve 
what  I  understand  General  Schofteld  did  in  that  respect 

The  charges  that  General  Schofteld  has  purposely  withheld  pro- 
tection from  loyal  people  and  purposely  facilitated  the  objects  of  the 
disloyal  are  altogether  beyond  my  power  of  belief.  I  do  not  ar- 
raign the  veracity  of  gentlemen  as  to  the  &cts  complained  of,  but  I 
do  more  than  question  the  judgment  which  would  infer  that  those 
facts  occurred  m  accordance  with  the  purposes  of  Gteneral  Schoftdd. 

With  my  present  views,  I  must  decline  to  remove  General  Sdio- 
field.  In  this  I  decide  nothing  against  (General  Butler.  I  sincerely 
wish  it  were  convenient  to  assign  him  a  suitable  command.  In  or- 
der to  meet  some  existing  evils  I  have  addressed,  a  letter  of  instmo- 
tions  to  General  Schofteld,  a  copy  of  which  I  inclose  to  you. 

As  to  the  enrolled  militia,  I  shall  endeavor  to  ascertain  better 
than  I  now  know  what  is  its  exact  value.  Let  me  sav  now,  however, 
that  your  proposal  to  substitute  national  forces  for  the  enrolled 
militia  implies  that  in  your  jud^ent  the  latter  is  doing  something 
which  needs  to  be  done ;  and  if  so,  the  i)ro^8ition  to  throw  that 
force  away  and  to  supply  its  place  by  bringing  other  forces  from 
the  field  where  they  are  urgently  needed  seems  to  me  very  extra- 
ordinary. Whence  shall  they  comet  Shall  they  be  withdrawn 
from  Banks,  or  Grant,  or  Steele,  or  Rosecransf  Pew  things  have 
been  so  grateful  to  my  anxious  feelings  as  when,  in  June  last,  the 
local  force  in  Missouri  aided  General  Schofield  to  so  promptly  send 
a  large  general  force  to  the  relief  of  General  Grant,  then  investing 
Vicksburg,  and  menaced  from  without  by  Gteneral  Johnston.  Was 
this  all  wrong!  Should  the  enrolled  mifitia  then  have  been  broken 
up  and  General  Herron  kept  from  Grant  to  police  Missouri  T  So  far 
from  finding  cause  to  object.  I  confess  to  a  sympathy  for  whatever  re- 
lieves our  general  force  in  Missouri  and  allows  it  to  serve  elsewhere. 
I  therefore,  as  at  present  advised,  cannot  attempt  the  destruction  of 
the  enrolled  militia  of  Missouri.  I  mav  add  that  the  force  being 
under  the  national  military  control,  it  is  also  within  the  proclamation 
in  regard  to  the  habeas  corpus. 

I  concur  in  the  propriety  of  your  request  in  regard  to  elections, 
and  have,  as  you  see,  directed  General  Schofield  accordingly.    I  do 
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t  feel  justified  to  ent^r  upon  the  broad  field  you  present  in  re^rd

By  the  President  op  the  United  States  op  America  : 

A  Proclamation. 


Whereas  the  term  of  service  of  a  part  of  the  volunteer  forces  of 
the  United  States  will  expire  during  the  coming  year,  and  whereas, 
in  addition  to  the  men  raised  by  the  present  draft,  it  is  deemed  ex- 
pedient to  call  out  three  hundred  thousand  volunteers  to  serve  for 
three  years  or  the  war,  not,  however,  exceeding  three  years: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  thereof,  and 
of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  when  called  into  actual  service, 
do  issue  this,  my  proclamation,  calling  upon  the  governors  of  the 
different  States  to  raise  and  have  enlisted  into  the  United  Statres 
service,  for  the  various  companies  and  regiments  in  the  field  from 
their  respective  8t*itos,  their  guotasof  three  hundred  thousand  men. 

I  further  proclaim  that  all  volunteers  thus  called  out  and  duly 
enlisted  shall  receive  advance  pay,  premium,  and  bountv*  as  hereto- 
fore communicated  to  the  governors  of  States  by  the  War  Depart^- 
rnent,  through  the  Provost-Marshal-General's  office,  by  special  letters. 

I  further  proclaim  that  all  volunteers  received  under  this  call,  as 
well  as  all  others  not  heretofore  credited,  shall  be  duly  credited  on^ 
and  deducted  from,  the  quotas  established  for  the  next  draft. 
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I  further  proclaim  that  if  any  State  shall  fail  to  raise  the  quota 
assigned  to  it  by  the  War  Department  under  this  calL  then  a  draft 
for  the  deficiency  in  said  quota  shall  be  made  on  saia  State,  or  on 
the  districts  of  said  State,  for  their  due  proportion  of  said  quota; 
and  the  said  draft  shall  commence  on  the  nfth  day  of  January,  1861 

And  I  further  proclaim  that  nothing  in  this  proclamation  shall 
inteifere  with  existing  orders,  or  those  which  maybe  issued,  for  the 

E resent  draft  in  the  States  where  it  is  now  in  progress,  or  where  it 
as  not  yet  commenced. 

The  quotas  of  the  States  and  districts  will  be  assigned  by  the 
War  Department,  through  the  Provost-Marshal-Generars  office,  due 
regard  being  had  for  the  men  heretofore  furnished,  whether  by  vol- 
unteering or  drafting,  and  the  recruiting  will  be  conducted  m  ac- 
cordance with  such  instructions  as  have  been  or  may  be  issued  hj 
that  department. 

In  issuing  this  proclamation,  I  address  myself  not  only  to  the 
governors  of  the  sevei^  States,  but  also  to  the  good  and  loyal  peo- 
ple thereof,  invoking  them  to  lend  their  willing,  cheerful^  and  effec- 
tive aid  to  the  measures  thus  adopted,  with  a  view  to  reinforce  our 
victorious  armies  now  in  the  field,  and  bring  our  needful  military 
operations  to  a  prosperous  end,  thus  closing  forever  the  fountains 
of  sedition  and  civil  war. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

Executi\t:  IMansion,  Washington,  D.  C,  October  19, 1863. 
His  Excellency  Hamilton  R.  Gamble,  Governor  of  Missouri: 

Yours  of  tlie  1st  instant  was  duly  received;  and  I  have  delaved  so 
long  to  answer  it  because  of  other  pressing  duties ;  because  it  did  not 
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pear  to  me  that  the  domestic  violence  you  apprehend  was  very 
minent;  and  because,  if  it  were  8o  imminent,  my  direc>tion  to  Gen- 
d  Sehofield  embraces  very  nearly  the  extent  of  my  power  to 
press  it.   Being  instructed  to  repress  all  violence,  of  course  he  will^ 
so  far  as  in  his  power,  repress  any  which  may  be  offered  to  the  State 
government.    At  the  beginning  of  our  present  troubles^  the  regu- 
larly installed  State  oflSeers  uf  Missouri,  taking  sides  with  the 
bellion,  were  forced  to  ^ve  way  to  the  provisional  State  govern- 
ent,  at  the  head  of  which  you  stand,  and  which  was  placed  in 
authority,  as  I  understood,  by  the  unanimous  action  and  acq^ui- 
esceuee  of  the  Union  people  of  the  State.    I  have  seen  no  occasion 
to  make  a  distinction  against  the  provisional  government  because  of 
its  not  having  been  chosen  and  inaugurated  in  the  usual  way.    Nor 
ve  I  seen  any  cause  to  suspect  it  of  unfaithfulness  to  the  Union, 
far  as  I  have  yet  considered,  I  am  as  ready,  on  a  proper  case 
nia<:le,  to  give  the  btate  the  constitutional  protection  against  inva- 
sion and  domestic  violence,  under  the  provisional  government,  as  I 
would  be  if  it  were  under  a  government  installed  in  the  ordinary 
manner,    I  have  not  thought  of  making  a  distinction. 

In  your  proclamation  of  the  12th  instant  you  state  the  proposition 
^mbsUintially,  that  no  objection  can  be  made  to  any  change  in  the 
^Btate  government  which  the  people  may  desire  to  make  so  far  as 
^Bie  end  can  be  effected  by  means  conforming  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  through  the  expression  of  the  popular  will,  but  that 
such  change  should  not  be  effected  by  violence*  1  concur  in  this, 
and  I  may  add  that  it  makes  precisely  the  distinction  I  wish  to  keep 
in  \new.  In  the  absence  of  such  violence,  or  imminent  danger 
thereof,  it  is  not  proper  for  the  national  executive  to  interfere,  and 
I  am  unwilling  by  sjiy  formal  action  to  show  an  appearance  of  be- 
lief that  there  is  such  imminent  danger  before  I  really  believe  there 
is,  I  might  thereby  to  some  eit^ent  bear  false  witness.  You  tell  me 
*'  a  party  has  sprung  up  in  Missouri  which  openly  and  loudly  pro- 
claims the  purpose  to  overturn  the  provisional  government  by  vio- 
lence.^  Does  tlie  party  so  proclaim,  or  is  it  only  that  some  members 
of  the  party  so  proclaim  f  If  I  mistake  not,  the  party  alluded  to  re- 
cently held' a  State  convention  and  adopted  resolutions.

October  27, 1863.— Opinion  on  the  loss  op  General  R.  H. 
Milroy's  Division. 

October  27,  1863. 

In  June  last  a  division  was  substantially  lost  at  or  near  Win- 
chester, Va.  At  the  time,  it  was  under  General  Milroy  as  immediate 
commander  in  the  field.  General  Schenck  as  department  com- 
mander at  Baltimore,  and  General  Halleck  as  general-in-ehief  at 
Washington. 

General  Milroy,  as  immediate  commander,  was  put  in  arrest,  and 
subsequently  a  court  of  inquiry  examined  chiefly  with  reference  to 
disobedience  of  orders,  and  reported  the  evidence. 

The  foregoing  is  a  synoptical  statement  of  the  evidence,  together 
with  the  judge-advocate-general's  conclusions.  The  disaster,  when 
it  came,  was  a  surprise  to  all.  It  was  very  well  known  to  Genends 
Schenck  and  Milroy  for  some  time  before,  that  General  Halleck 
thought  the  division  was  in  great  danger  of  a  surprise  at  Winches- 
ter ;  that  it  was  of  no  service  commensurate  with  the  risk  it  in- 
curred, and  that  it  ought  to  be  withdrawn ;  but,  although  he  more 
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than  once  advised  its  withdrawal,  he  never  positively  ordered  it. 
Oeneral  Scheuck,  on  the  contrai'v,  believed  the  service  of  the  force 
at  Winchester  was  worth  the  Iiazard,  and  so  did  not  positively 
order  its  withdrawal  until  it  was  so  late  that  the  enemy  cut  the  wire 
and  prevented  the  order  reaching  General  Milroy. 

General  Milroy  seems  to  have  concutTed  with  General  Schenck 
in  the  opinion  that  the  force  should  be  kept  at  Winchester  at  least 
until  the  approach  of  danger,  but  he  disobeyed  no  order  upon  the 
subject. 

Some  question  can  be  made  whether  some  of  (Jeneral  Halleck^s 
.  despatches  to  Oeneml  Schenck  should  not  have  been  construed  to 
H^  orders  to  withdraw  the  force,  and  obeyed  accordingly:  but  no 
Hpuch  question  can  be  made  against  General  Milrov.  hi  laet^  the 
F'  lirt  order  he  received  was  to  be  prepared  to  withclraw,  but  not  to 
,  ftofeaally  withdraw  until  f nrther  oi*der,  which  farther  order  never 
reached  him. 

Serious  blame  is  not  necessarily  due  to  any  serious  disaster,  and 
I  cannot  say  that  in  this  case  any  of  the  officers  are  deserving  of 
serious  blame.  No  court-martial  is  deemed  necessary  or  proper  in 
the  case,

There  have  recently  reached  the  War  Department,  and  thence 
been  laid  before  me,  from  MiKsonri,  three  communications,  all  simi- 
lar in  import  and  identical  in  object.  One  of  them,  addressed  to 
nobody,  and  without  j>hicc  or  dut«^,but  having  the  signature  of  (ap- 
parently) the  writer,  is  a  letter  of  eight  clo»ely  written  foolscap 
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pages.  The  other  two  are  written  by  a  different  persony  at  St  Jo- 
seph, Mo.^  and  of  the  dates,  respectively^  October  12  and  13, 1863, 
and  each  inclosing  a  large  nnmber  of  amdavits.  The  general  state- 
ments of  the  whole  are  that  the  Federal  and  State  aathorities  are 
arming  the  disloyal  and  disarming  the  loyal,  and  that  the  latter 
wUl  aU  be  killed  or  driven  out  of  the  State  unless  there  shall  be  a 
change.  In  particular^  no  loyal  man  who  has  been  disarmed  is 
named,  but  the  afi^davits  show  by  name  forty-two  pecBonB  as  dis- 
loyal who  have  been  armed.  They  are  as  follows :  [Hie  names  are 
omitted.] 

A  majority  of  these  are  shown  to  have  been  in  the  rebel  service. 
I  believe  it  could  be  shown  that  the  government  here  has  deliber 
ately  armed  more  than  ten  times  as  manv  captured  at  Gettrsburg, 
to  say  nothing  of  similar  operations  in  East  Tennessee.  These  pa- 
pers contain  ^together  thirty-one  manuscript  pages,  and  one  news- 
paper in  extenso,  and  yet  I  do  not  And  it  anywhere  cnarged  in  them 
that  any  loyal  man  has  been  harmed  by  reason  of  being  disarmed, 
or  that  any  disloyal  one  has  harmed  anybody  by  reason  of  being 
armed  by  the  Federal  or  State  Gtovemment.  Of  course,  I  have  not 
had  time  to  carefully  examine  all ;  but  I  have  had  most  of  them 
examined  and  briefed  by  others,  and  the  result  is  as  stated.  The  re- 
markable fact  that  the  actual  evil  is  yet  only  anticipated — in- 
ferred— induces  me  to  suppose  I  understand  the  case:  but  I  do  not 
state  my  impression,  because  I  might  be  misti&en,  and  because  your 
duty  and  mine  is  plain  in  any  event  The  locality  of  nearly  iJl  this 
seems  to  be  St.  Joseph  and  Buchanan  County.  I  wish  you  to  give 
special  attention  to  tnis  region,  particularly  on  election  day.  Prevent 
violence  from  whatever  quarter,  and  see  that  the  soldiers  themselves 
do  no  wrong.

It 
has  not  been  announced  or  decided  in  any  form  by  the  Provost- 
Marshal-General,  or  any  one  else  in  authority  of  the  government,  that 
every  citizen  who  has  paid  his  three  hundred  dollars  commutation 
is  liable  to  be  immediately  drafted  again,  or  that  towns  that  have 
lust  raLsed  the  money  to  pay  tlieir  quotas  will  have  again  to  be  sub- 
feet  to  similar  t-axation  or  suffer  the  operations  of  the  new  conscrip- 
ion,  nor  is  it  probable  that  the  Uke  of  them  ever  will  be  auBOUuoed 
decided. 


November  2, 1863,— Letter  to  Postmasteb-Oeneral  Blair.

Mu  dear  Sir :  Some  days  ago  I  undergtood  you  to  miy  that  your 
P^rother.  General  Frank  Blair,  desires  to  be  goided  by  my  wishes  as 
to  whether  he  will  occupy  his  seat  in  Congress  or  remain  in  the  field. 
Vol.  11.-28. 
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My  wish,  then,  is  compounded  of  what  I  believe  will  be  best  for  the 
country  and  best  for  him,  and  it  is  that  he  will  come  here,  put  his  mUi* 
tary  commission  in  my  hands,  take  his  seat,  go  into  caucus  with  our 
friends,  abide  the  nominations,  help  elect  tiie  nominees,  and  thus 
aid  to  organize  a  House  of  Representatives  which  will  really  sop- 
port  the  government  in  the  war.  If  the  result  shall  be  the  election 
of  himself  as  Speaker,  let  him  serve  in  that  position:  if  not^  let hhn 
retake  his  commission  and  return  to  the  army.  Ix>r  the  oountiy 
this  will  heal  a  dangerous  schism ;  for  him  it  will  relieve  from  a  dan- 
gerous position.  Bv  a  misunderstanding,  as  I  think,  he  is  in  danger 
of  being  permanently  separated  from  those  with  whom  only  he  can 
ever  have  a  real  sympatny  —  the  sincere  opponents  of  slavery.  It 
will  be  a  mistake  if  he  shall  allow  the  provocations  offered  him  by 
insincere  time-servers  to  drive  him  out  of  the  house  of  his  own 
building.  He  is  young  ^et.  He  has  abundant  talent — quite  enouf^ 
to  occupy  all  his  time  without  devoting  any  to  temper.  He  is  rising 
in  military  skill  and  usefulness.  His  recent  api>ointment  to  the  com- 
mand of  a  corps  by  one  so  competent  to  jud^  as  General  Sherman 
proves  this.  In  that  line  he  can  serve  both  the  country  and  himself 
more  profitably  than  he  could  as  a  member  of  Congress  on  the  floor. 
The  foregoing  is  what  I  would  say  if  Frank  Blair  were  my  brother 
instead  of  yours.

November  2,  1863.— Letter  to  Governor  Bradford. 

ExECUTiTO  Mansion,  Washington,  November  2,  1863. 
His  Excellency  A.  W.  Bradford,  Governor  of  Maryland. 

Sir :  Yours  of  the  31st  ult.  was  received  yesterday  about  noon, 
and  since  then  I  have  been  ^ving  most  earnest  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  it.  At  my  call  General  Schenck  has  attended,  and  he 
assures  me  it  is  almost  certain  that  violence  will  be  used  at  some  of 
the  votingplaces  on  election  dav  unless  prevented  by  his  provost- 
guards.  He  says  that  at  some  of  those  places  Union  voters  will  not 
attend  at  all,  or  run  a  ticket,  unless  they  have  some  assurance  of 
protection.  This  makes  the  Missouri  case,  of  my  action  in  regard 
to  which  you  express  your  approval. 

The  remaining  point  of  your  letter  is  a  protest  against  any  person 
offering  to  vote  oeing  put  to  any  test  not  found  m  the  laws  of 
Maryland.  This  brings  us  to  a  difference  between  Missouri  and 
Maryland.  With  the  same  reason  in  both  States,  Missouri  has,  by 
law,  provided  a  test  for  the  voter  with  reference  to  the  present  re- 
bellion, while  Maryland  has  not.  For  example,  General  Trimble, 
captured  fighting  lis  at  Gettysburg,  is,  without  recanting  his  treason, 
a  legal  voter  by  the  laws  of'Maryland.  Even  General  Schenck's  or- 
der admits  him  to  vote,  if  he  recants  upon  oath.  I  think  that  is 
cheap  enough.  My  order  in  Missouri,  which  you  approve,  and  Gen- 
eral Schenck's  order  here,  reach  nreeisely  the  same  end.  Each  as- 
sures the  right  of  voting  to  all  loyal  men,  and  whether  a  man  is 
loyal,  each  allows  that  man  to  fix  by'his  own  oath.    Your  suggestion 
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nearly  all  the  candidates  are  loyal,  I  do  not  think  quite  meets 
the  case.  In  this  struggle  for  the  uation^s  life,  I  cannot  so  confi- 
dently rely  on  those  whose  elections  may  have  depended  upon  dis- 
loyal votes.  Such  men,  when  elected,  may  prove  true ;  but  such 
votes  are  given  them  in  the  expeetatlon  that  thev  will  prove  false. 

Nor  do  I  think  that  to  keep  tne  peace  at  the  polls,  and  to  prevent 
the  persistently  disloyal  from  voting,  constitutes  just  cause  of  offense 
to  Marj^land,  '  I  think  she  has  her  own  example  for  it.  If  I  mistake 
not,  it  IS  precisely  what  General  Dix  did  when  your  Excellency  was 
elected  governor. 

I  revoke  the  first  of  the  three  propositions  in  General  Schenck's 
General  Order  No*  53 ;  not  that  it  is  wrong  in  principle,  but  be- 
cause the  military^  being  of  necessity  exclusive  judges  as  to  who 
ghall  be  arrested,  the  pro\ision  is  too  liable  to  abuse.  For  the 
revoked  part  I  substitute  the  following: 

That  all  provoat-marshala  and  other  military  oMcers  do  prevent  all  dis- 
turbanee  and  violence  at  or  about  tbe  potb^  whether  offered  by  such 
persons  as  above  described,  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  whomsoever. 

The  other  two  propositions  of  the  order  I  allow  to  stand.    General 
Schenck  is  fully  determined,  and  has  my  strict  orders  besides,  that 
all  loyal  men  may  vote,  and  vote  for  whom  they  please.

'Major-General  Banks: 

Three  months  ago  to-dav  I  wrote  vou  about  Louisiana  affairs, 
stating,  on  the  word  of  Governor  Snepley,  as  I  understx^>od  him, 
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that  Mr.  Durant  was  taking  a  registry  of  eitizens  preparatory  to 
the  election  of  a  constitutional  oonvention  for  that  State.  I  sent  i 
copy  of  the  letter  to  Mr.  Durant,  and  I  now  have  his  letter,  written 
two  months  after,  acknowledging  receipt,  and  saying  he  is  not  tak- 
ing such  registry ;  and  he  does  not  let  me  know  that  he  personally 
is  expecting  to  do  so.  Mr.  Flanders,  to  whom  I  also  sent  a  copy,  is 
now  here,  and  he  says  nothing  has  yet  been  done.  This  disappoints 
me  bitterly ;  yet  I  do  not  throw  blame  on  yon  or  on  them. 

I  do,  however,  urge  both  you  and  them  to  lose  no  more  time. 

Governor  Sheoley  has  special  instructions  from  4he  War  Depart- 
ment. I  wish  him — those  gentlemen  and  others  cooperating— 
without  waiting  for  more  territory,  to  go  to  work  and  eive  me  i 
tangible  nucleus  which  the  remainaer  of  the  State  may  raUy  around 
as  fast  as  it  can,  and  which  I  can  at  once  recognize  and  sustain  as 
the  true  State  government.  And  in  that  worE  I  wish  yon  and  all 
under  ^our  command  to  give  them  a  hearty  sympathy  and  support 

The  instruction  to  Governor  Shepley  bases  the  movement  (and 
rightfully,  too)  upon  the  loyal  element.  Time  is  imi>ortant.  There 
is  danger,  even  now,  that  the  adverse  element  seeks  insidiously  to 
preoccupy  the  ground.  If  a  few  professedly  loyal  men  shaJl  draw 
the  disloyal  about  them,  and  colorably  set  up  a  State  govemment, 
repudiating  the  Emancipation  Proclamation,  and  reestablishing 
slavery,  I  cannot  recognize  or  sustain  their  work.  I  should  fafi 
powerless  in  the  attempt.  This  government  in  such  an  attitude 
would  be  a  house  divided  against  itself. 

I  have  said,  and  say  again,  that  if  a  new  State  government^  actiue 
in  harmony  with  this  government,  and  consistently  with  genenu 
freedom,  shall  think  best  to  adopt  a  reasonable  temporary  arrange- 
ment in  relation  to  the  landless  and  homeless  freed  people,  I  do  not 
object ;  but  my  word  is  out  to  be  for  and  not  against  them  on  the 
question  of  their  permauent  freedom.  I  do  not  insist  upon  such 
temporary  arrangement,  but  only  say  such  would  not  be  objection- 
able to  me.

Whereas  a  rebellion  now  exists  wherebjr  the  loyal  State  govern- 
nu»uts  of  several  States  have  for  a  long  time  been  subverted,  vdA 
tiwiny  persons  have  committed,  and  are  now  guiltv  of,  treason  against 
I  ho  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  with  reference  to  said  rebellion  and  treason,  laws  have 
^H^o^l  t»nacted  by  Congress,  declaring  forfeitures  and  confiscation  of 
fe^i%»|iorty  and  liberation  of  slaves,  all  upon  terms  and  conditions 
cLwvivm  stated,  and  also  declaring  that  the  President  was  thereby 
tatLvui^tnl  at  any  time  thereafter,  by  proclamation,  to  extend  to 
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I

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persons  who  may  have  participated  in  the  existing  rebellion,  in  any 
State  or  part  thereof,  pardon  and  amnesty,  with  such  exceptions  and 
at  such  times  and  on  such  conditions  as  ne  may  deem  expedient  for 
thepublie  welfare ;  and 

Whereas  the  congressional  declaration  for  limited  and  conditional 
pardon  accords  with  well-established  judicial  exposition  of  the  par* 
Qouing  power  j  and 

Wliereas,  with  reference  to  sfdd  rebellion,  the  President  of  the 
United  States  has  issued  several  proclamations^  with  provisions  in 
regard  to  the  liberation  of  slaves ;  and 

Whereas  it  is  now  desired  by  some  persons  heretofore  engaged 
in  said  rebellion  to  resume  their  allegiance  to  the  United  States, 
and  to  reinaugnrate  loyal  State  governments  within  and  for  their 
respective  States ;  therefore 

I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States^  do  proclaim, 
declare,  and  make  known  to  all  persons  who  have,  directly  or  by 
implication,  participated  in  the  existing  rebellion,  except  as' herein- 
after excepted,  that  a  full  pardon  is  hereby  granted  to  them  and 
each  of  them,  with  restoration  of  all  rights  of  property,  except  as  to 
slaves,  and  in  property  cases  where  rights  of  third  parties  shall  have 
intervened,  and  upon  the  condition  that  every  such  person  shall  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath,  and  thenceforward  keep  and  maiDtain  said 
oath  inviolate ;  and  which  oath  shall  be  registered  for  permanent 
preservation,  and  shall  be  of  the  tenor  and  effect  following,  to  wit :

,  do  solemnly  swear^  in  presence  of  almighty  God,  that  I  will 

henceforth  faithfully  support,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  union  of  the  States  thereunder ;  and  that  I  wiU,  in 
like  manner,  abide  by  and  faithfully  sujiport  all  acts  of  Congress  passed  dur- 
ing the  existinj^  rebellion  witli  reference  to  slaves,  so  long  and  so  far  as  not 
repealed,  modified,  or  held  void  by  Congress,  or  by  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court ;  and  that  I  will,  in  like  manner,  ubide  by  and  faithfully  support  all 
proclamations  of  the  President  made  during  tHe  existing  rebeUion  having 
reference  to  slavee.  so  long  and  so  far  aa  not  modified  or  declared  void 
by  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.    80  help  me  God« 

The  persons  exempted  from  the  benefits  of  the  foregoing  m^vi- 
Bions  are  all  who  are,  or  shall  have  been,  civil  or  diplomatic  officers 
or  a^nts  of  the  so-called  Confederate  (rovernment;  all  who  have 
left  judicial  stations  under  the  United  States  to  aid  the  rebellion ; 
all  who  are  or  shall  have  been  military  or  naval  officers  of  said  so- 
(Milled  Confederate  Government  above  the  rank  of  colonel  in  the 
army  or  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  j  all  who  left  seats  in  the  United 
States  Congress  to  aid  the  rebellion  :  all  who  resigned  commissions 
in  the  array  or  navy  of  the  United  States  and  afSarward  aided  the 
rebellion ;  and  all  who  have  engaged  in  any  way  in  treating  colored 
persons,  or  white  persons  in  charge  of  such,  otherwise  than  lawfully 
as  prisoners  of  war,  and  which  persons  may  have  been  found  in  the 
United  States  ser\nce  as  soldiers,  fieamen,  or  in  any  other  capacity. 

And  I  do  further  proclaim,  declare,  and  make  known  that  when- 
ever, in  twiy  of  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Texas,  Louisiana,  Mi>isift- 
sippi,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Ueorgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina,  and 


Ufa 
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North  Garolinay  a  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  one  tenth  in 
number  of  the  votes  east  in  suen  State  at  the  presidential  election  of 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  each 
having  taken  the  oath  aforesaid  and  not  havine  since  violated  it, 
and  being  a  qualifted  voter  bv  the  election  law  of  the  State  existiDg 
immediatolv  before  the  so-caaed  act  of  secession,  and  excluding  afi 
others,  shall  reestablish  a  State*govemment  which  shall  be  repnUi- 
can,  and  in  no  wise  contravening  said  oath,  such  shall  be  recogniEed 
as  the  true  government  of  the  State,  and  the  State  shidl  receive 
thereunder  me  benefits  of  the  constitutional  provision  which  de- 
ckures  that  '^  the  United  States  shall  guaranty  to  every  State  in  thiB 
Union  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of 
them  against  invasion ;  and,  on  application  of  the  legislature,  or  the 
executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened),  against  domes- 
tic violence." 

And  I  do  further  nroclaim,  declare,  and  make  known,  that  any 
provision  which  may  be  adopted  by  such  State  TOvemment  in  rela- 
tion to  the  freed  people  of  such  State,  which  shaU  recognize  and  de- 
clare  their  permanent  freedom,  provide  for  their  education,  and 
which  may  yet  be  consistent  as  a  temporary  arrangement  with  their 
present  condition  as  a  laboring,  lanoless,  and  homeless  class,  w^ 
not  be  objected  to  by  the  national  executive. 

And  it  IS  suggested  as  not  improper  that,  in  constmcting  a  loyal 
State  government  in  any  State^  the  name  of  the  State,  the  boundary, 
the  subdivisions,  the  constitution,  and  the  general  code  of  laws,  as 
before  the  rebellion,  be  maintained,  subject  only  to  the  modifications 
made  necessary  by  the  conditions  hereinbefore  stated,  and  such 
others,  if  any,  not  contravening  said  conditions,  and  which  may 
be  deemed  expedient  by  those  framing  the  new  State  government 

To  avoid  misunderstanding,  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  this  proc- 
lamation, so  far  as  it  relates  to  State  governments,  has  no  reference 
to  States  wherein  loyal  State  governments  have  all  the  while  been 
maintained. 

And,  for  the  same  reason,  it  may  be  proper  to  further  say,  that 
whether  members  sent  to  Congress  from  any  State  shall  be  admitted 
to  seats,  constitutionally  rests  exclusively  with  the  respective  houses, 
and  not  to  any  extent  with  the  executive.  And  still  further,  that  this 
proclamation  is  intended  to  present  the  people  of  the  States  wherein 
the  national  authority  has  been  suspended,  and  loyal  State  g^>vem- 
ments  have  been  subverted,  a  mode  in  and  by  which  the  national 
authority  and  loyal  State  governments  may  be  reestablished  within 
said  States,  or  in  any  of  them;  and  while  the  mode  presented 
is  the  best  the  executive  can  suggest,  with  his  present  impressions, 
it  must  not  be  understood  that  no  other  possible  mode  would  be 
acceptable.

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December  8,  1863. —  Annual  MESSAaE  to  Congress. 

FeUow-citieens  of  the  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Sepresetitatives :  Another 
lar  of  health,  and  of  sufficiently  abundant  harvests,  has  passed, 
"or  these,  and  especially  for  the  improved  condition  of  our  national 
iairs^  our  renewed  and  profouudest  gratitude  to  God  is  due. 
We  remain  in  peace  and  friendship  with  foreign  powers. 
The  efforts  of  oisloyal  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  involve  us 
in  foreign  wars,  to  aid  an  inexcusable  insorrection,  have  been  un- 
availing. Her  Britannic  Majesty's  government,  as  was  justly  ex- 
pected, have  exercised  their  authority  to  prevent  the  departure  of 
new  hostile  expeditions  from  British  ports.  The  Emperor  of  France 
has,  by  a  like  proceeding,  promptly  vindicated  the  neutrality  which 
he  proclaimed  at  the  beginning  of  the  contest.  Questions  of  great 
intricacy  and  importance  have  arisen  out  of  the  blockade,  and  other 
lielligereut  operations,  between  the  government  and  several  of  the 
maritime  powers,  but  they  have  been  discussed,  and,  as  far  as  was 
possible,  accommodated,  in  a  spirit  of  frankness,  justice,  and  mutual 
poo<l-wiiL  It  is  especially  gratifying  that  our  prize  courts,  by  the 
impartiality  of  their  adjudications,  hav^e  commanded  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  maritime  powers. 

The  supplemental  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  for  the  suppression  of  the  African  slave*trade,  made  on  the 
17th  day  of  February  last,  has  been  duly  ratified  and  carried  into 
execution.  It  is  believed  that,  so  far  as  American  ports  and  Ameri- 
n  citizens  are  concerned,  that  inhuman  and  odious  traffic  has  been 
rought  to  an  end. 
I  ahall  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  a  convention 
r  the  adjustment  of  possessory  claims  in  Washington  Territory, 
ising  out  of  the  treaty  of  the  15th  of  June,  1846,  between  the 
nited  States  and  Great  Britain,  and  which  have  been  the  source  of 
ji»ome  disquiet  among  the  citizens  of  that  now  rapidly  improving  part 
of  the  country. 

A  novel  and  important  question,  involving  the  extent  of  tbe  mari- 
time iurisdiction  of  Spain  in  the  waters  which  surround  the  island 
of  Cuba,  has  been  debated  without  reaching  an  agreement,  and  it  is 
proposed,  in  an  amicable  spirit,  to  refer  it  to  the  arbitrament  of  a 
friendly  power.  A  convention  for  that  purpose  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Senat^e. 

I  have  thought  it  proper,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  to 
concur  with  the  interested  commercial  powers  in  an  arrangement  for 
the  liquidation  of  the  Scheldt  dues  upon  the  principles  which  have 
been  heretofore  adopttxl  in  regard  to  the  imposts  upon  navigation 
in  the  waters  of  Denmark, 

The  long-pending  controversy  between  this  government  and  that 
of  Chile,  touching  the  seizure  at  Sitana^  in  Peru*  by  Chilian  offieersj 
of  a  large  amount  in  treasure  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  has  been  brought  to  a  close  by  the  award  of  his  Majesty  the 
Kiri^  of  the  Belgians,  to  whose  arbitration  the  question  vroB  referred 
by  the  parties.    The  subject  was  thoroughly  and  patiently  examined 
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by  that  justly  respected  magistrate,  and  althonglL  the  snin  awarded 
to  the  claimants  may  not  have  been  as  laree  as  they  expected,  there 
is  no  reason  to  distrust  the  wisdom  of  his  Majesty's  decisioiL  That 
decision  was  promptly  complied  with  by  Chile,  when  intelligenoe  ii 
re^u-d  to  it  reacheid  tnat  country. 

The  joint  commission,  under  the  act  of  the  last  session,  for  canj- 
ing  into  effect  the  convention  with  Peru,  on  the  subject  of  claim 
has  been  organized  at  Lima,  and  is  engaged  in  the  business  introsm 
to  it. 

Difficulties  conceminff  inter-oceanio  transit  through  Nicaragua  are 
in  course  of  amicable  adjustment 

In  conformity  with  principles  set  forth  in  my  last  annual  messa^ 
I  have  received  a  representative  from  the  United  States  of  CQlonibi% 
and  have  accredited  a  minister  to  that  republic. 

Incidents  occurring  in  the  progress  of  our  civil  war  have  foreed 
upon  my  attention  the  uncertain  state  of  international  questioof 
touching  the  rights  of  foreigners  in  this  country  and  of  United 
States  citizens  abroad.  In  regard  to  some  governments,  these  li^a 
are  at  least  partiallv  defined  d^  treaties.  In  no  instance,  however, 
is  it  expresshr  stipulated  that,  in  the  event  of  civil  war,  a  foreigiMr 
residing  in  this  country,  within  the  lines  of  the  insurgents^  is  to  he 
exempted  from  the  rule  which  classes  him  as  a  belligerent^  in  whose 
behalf  the  ^vomment  of  his  country  cannot  expect  any  privjUegei 
or  immunities  distinct  from  that  diaracter.  I  regret  to  say,  how- 
ever, that  such  claims  have  been  put  forward^  and,  in  some  iTigi-jmft«i^ 
in  behalf  of  foreigners  who  have  hved  in  the  United  States  the  greater 
part  of  their  lives. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  many  persons  bom  in  foreign 
countries,  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens,  or 
who  have  been  fully  naturalized,  have  evaded  the  military  duty  r^ 
quired  of  them  by  denying  the  fact^and  thereby  throwing  upon  the 
government  the  burden  of  proof.  It  has  been  found  difficult  w 
impracticable  to  obtain  this  proof,  from  the  want  of  guides  to 
the  proper  sources  of  information.  These  might  be  supplied  by 
requiring  clerks  of  courts,  where  declarations  of  intention  may 
be  made,  or  naturalizations  effected,  te  send,  periodically,  lists 
of  the  names  of  the  persons  naturalized,  or  declaring  their  inten- 
tion to  become  citizens,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  whose 
department  those  names  might  be  arranged  and  printed  for  general 
information. 

There  is  also  reason  te  believe  that  foreigners  frequently  become 
citizens  of  the  United  States  for  the  sole  purpose  of  evading  duties 
imposed  by  the  laws  of  their  native  countries,  te  which,  on  becom- 
ing  naturalized  here,  they  at  once  repair,  and,  though  never  retum- 
in^i:  to  the  United  Stetes,  they  still  claim  the  interposition  of  this 
goveniment  as  citizens.  Man^r  altercations  and  great  prejudices 
liave  heretofore  arisen  out  of  this  abuse.  It  is,  therefore,  submitted 
to  your  serious  consideration.  It  might  be  advisable  to  fix  a  limit, 
beyond  which  no  citizen  of  the  United  States  residing  abroad  may 
claim  the  interposition  of  his  government. 

The  right  of  suffrage  has  often  been  assumed  and  exercised  by 
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ienSi  tinder  pretenses  of  naturalization,  whieli  they  have  disavowed 
hen  drafted  into  the  militarv  ser^dce.  I  submit  the  expediency  of 
ich  an  amendment  of  the  law  as  wLO  make  the  fact  of  voting  an 
toppel  against  any  plea  of  exemption  from  military  service,  or 
other  civil  obligation,  on  the  gronnd  of  alienage. 

In  common  with  other  Western  powers,  our  relations  with  Japan 
,ve  been  brought  into  serioas  jeopardy,  through  the  perverse  op- 
sition  of  the  hereditary  aristocracy  or  the  empire  to  the  enlight- 
ed  and  liberal  policy  of' the  Tycoon,  designed  to  bring  the  country 
to  the  society  of  nations.  It  is  hoped,  although  not  with  entire 
ofidence,  that  these  difficulties  mav  be  peacefully  overcome,  I 
ik  vour  attention  to  the  claim  of  tlie  minister  residing  there  for 
[6  damages  he  sustained  in  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  residence 
the  legation  at  Yeddo. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Emperor  of 
^UBsia^  which,  it  is  believed,  wiH  result  in  effecting  a  continuous  line 
'  telegraph  through  that  empire  from  our  Pacific  coast. 
I  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration  the  subject  of  an 

ternattonal  telegraph  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean ;  and  also  of  a 

telegraph  between  this  capital  and  the  national  forts  along  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Such  communications. 
established  with  any  reasonable  outlay,  would  be  economical  as  well 
as  effective  aids  to  the  diolomatic,  military,  and  naval  service. 

The  consular  system  of  the  United  States,  under  the  enactments 
of  the  last  Congress,  begins  to  be  self-sustaining  j  and  there  is  reason 
to  hope  that  it  may  become  entirely  so,  with  the  increase  of  trade 
which  will  ensue  whenever  peace  is  restored.  Oar  ministers  abroad 
have  been  faithful  in  defending  American  rights.  In  protecting 
commercial  interests,  our  consuls  have  necessarily  had  to  encounter 
increased  labors  and  responsibilities,  growing  out  of  the  war.  These 
they  have,  for  the  most  part,  met  and  discharged  with  zeal  and  efii- 
ciency.  This  acknowledgment  justly  includes  those  consuls  who, 
residing  in  Morocco,  Egypt,  Turkey,  Japan,  China,  and  other  Ori- 
ental countries,  are  charged  with  complex  functions  and  extraordi- 
naiT  powers. 

'nie  condition  of  the  several  organized  Territories  is  ^nerally 
satisfactory,  although  Indian  disturbances  in  New  Mexico  have 
not  been  entirely  suppressed.    The  mineral  resources  of  Coloi'ado, 
Nevada,  Idaho,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona  are  proving  far  ricJier 
^kban  has  been  heretofore  understood.     I  lay  before  vou  a  commuui- 
^Kktion  on  this  subject  from  the  governor  of  New  Mexico     I  again 
^Kibmit  to  your  consideration  the  expediency  of  estal»lishing  a  sys- 
^B^m  for  the  encouragement  of  immigration.    Although  this  source 
of  national  wealth  and  strength  is  again  flowing  li^^th  greater  free- 
dom than  for  several  years  before  the  insurrection  occun-ed,  there  is 
gtilt  a  great  deficiency  of  lalK^rers  in  every  field  of  industry,  espe- 
cially in  agriculture,  and  in  our  mines,  as  well  of  iron  and  coal  as  of 
the  precious  metals.     While  the  demand  for  labor  is  thus  increased 
here,  tens  of  thousands  of  persons,  destitut<e  of  remunerative  occu- 
pation, are  thronging  our  foreign  consulates,  and  offering  to  emi- 
inite  to  the  United  States  if  essentiaj,  but  very  cheap,  assistance 


^^ 
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can  be  afforded  them.  It  is  easy  to  see  that^  under  the  sharp  din- 
pline  of  civil  war,  the  nation  is  beginning  a  new  life.  This  ndtb 
effort  demands  the  aid,  and  onght  to  receive  the  attention  and  n|- 
port  of  the  government 

Injuries,  unforeseen  by  the  goyemment  and  unintended,  mjifa 
some  cases,  have  been  inflicted  on  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  fonn 
countries,  DOth  at  sea  and  on  land,  by  persons  in  the  service  dm 
United  States.  As  this  gpvemment  expects  redress  ht>m  otfar 
powers  when  similar  injuries  are  inflicted  by  persons  in  their » 
vice  upon  citizens  of  the  United  States,  we  must  be  prepared  todi 
justice  to  foreigners.  If  the  existing  judicial  tribunals  are  imdB- 
quate  to  this  purpose,  a  special  court  may  be  authorized,  with  pom 
to  hear  and  decide  such  claims  of  the  character  referred  to  as  nif 
have  arisen  under  treaties  and  the  public  law.  Conventions  forifr 
justing  the  claims  by  joint  commission  have  been  proposed  to  mm 
governments,  but  no  definitive  answer  to  the  proposition  has  jck 
been  received  from  any. 

In  the  course  of  the  session  I  shall  probably  have  occasion  to  n- 
quest  you  to  provide  indemnification  to  daimants  where  decrees  it 
restitution  have  been  rendered,  and  damages  awarded  by  adminh; 
courts ;  and  in  other  cases^  where  this  government  mav  oe  acknow- 
ledged to  be  liable  in  princi[)le,  and  where  the  amount  of  that  liaUUtr 
has  been  ascertained  by  an  informal  arbitration. 

The  proper  officers  of  the  treasury  have  deemed  themselves  R- 
quired  by  the  law  of  the  United  States  unon  the  subject  to  denumd 
a  tax  upon  the  incomes  of  foreign  consuls  in  this  country.  While 
such  a  demand  may  not,  in  strictness,  be  in  derogation  of  public  bw, 
or  perhaps  of  any  existing  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  i 
foreign  country,  the  expediency  of  so  far  modifying  the  act  as  to 
exempt  from  tax  the  income  of  such  consuls  as  are  not  citizens  d 
the  United  States,  derived  from  the  emoluments  of  their  office,  or 
from  property  not  situated  in  the  United  States,  is  submittea  to 
your  serious  consideration.  I  make  this  suggestion  upon  the 
ground  that  a  comity  which  ought  to  be  reciprocated  exempts  our 
consuls,  in  all  other  countries,  trom  taxation  to  the  extent  thus  in- 
dicated. The  United  States.  I  think,  ought  not  to  be  exceptionallj 
illiberal  to  international  traae  and  commerce. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  during  the  last  year  have  been  s^^ 
(rcHsf  ully  conducted.  The  enactment  by  Congress  of  a  national  bank- 
ing law  has  proved  a  valuable  support  of  the  public  credit;  and  the 
general  legislation  in  relation  to  loans  has  fully  answered  the  ex- 
pectations of  its  favorers.  Some  amendments  maybe  required  to 
perfect  existing  laws,  but  no  change  in  their  principles  or  general 
scope  is  believed  to  be  needed. 

Since  these  measures  have  been  in  operation,  all  demands  on  the 
treasury,  including  the  pay  of  the  army  and  navy,  have  been 
promptly  met  and  fully  satisfied.  No  considerable  body  of  troops, 
it  is  believed,  were  ever  more  amply  provided,  and  more  liberally 
and  punctually  paid ;  and  it  may  be  added,  that  by  no  people  were 
the  burdens  incident  to  a  great  war  ever  more  cheerfully  borne. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  from  all  sources,  including  loans  and 
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d  balance  in  the  treasury  at  its  commencement,  were  $901,125,674.- 
,  and  the  aggregate  disbursements  $895,796,630.65,  leaving  a  balauoe 
the  li^t  of  July,  1863,  of  $5,329,044.21.  Of  the  receipts  there  werf* 
ived  from  customs  $69,059,642.40;  from  internal  revenue,  $37,- 
0,787,95;  from  direct  t^,  $1,485,103.61;  from  lands,  $167,617.17; 
[)m  miscellaneous  sources^  $^3,046,615,35;  and  from  loans,  $776,* 
2,361.57;  making  the  aggregate^  $901,125,674.86.  Of  Ihe  disburse- 
ents  there  were  for  the  civil  service,  $23,253,922,08 :  for  pensions 
1  Indians, $4,216,520.79:  forinterest  on  public  debt, $24,729,846.51; 
•  the  War  Department,  $599,298,600.83;  for  the  Navy  Department, 
3,211,105.27;  for  payment  of  funded  and  temporary  debt,  $181,* 
'35.07;  making  the  aggregate,  $895,796,630.65,  and  leaving  the 
dee  of  $5,329,044.21.  But  the  payments  of  funded  and  temporarj^ 
I,  havnng  been  made  from  moneys  borrowed  during  the  year, 
just  l)e  regarded  as  merely  nominal  payments,  and  the  moneys  bor- 
fwed  to  make  them  as  merely  norainarreceipts ;  and  their  amount, 
11,086,635.07,  should  therefore  be  deducted  both  from  receipts  and 
emeuts.  This  being  done,  there  remain  as  actual  receipts, 
9,039.79,  and  the  actual  disbursements,  $714,709,995.58,  leav- 
be  balance  as  already  stated. 
Phe  actual  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  first  quarter,  and 
lie  estimated  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  remaining  three 
ters,  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  1864,  will  be  shown  in  detail  by 
ke  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  which  I  invite  your 
ntention.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  here  that  it  is  not  believed  that  ac- 
fil  results  will  exhibit  a  state  of  the  finances  less  favorable  to  the 
iiintry  than  the  estimates  of  that  officer  heretofore  submitted; 
while  it  is  confidently  expected  that  at  tlie  close  of  the  year  both  dis- 
burseraents  and  debt  will  be  found  very  considerably  less  than  has 
been  anticipated.

It  has  appeared  impossinle  to  make  a  valuable  summary  of  this 
>ort  except  such  as  would  be  too  extended  for  this  place,  and 
ice  I  content  myself  by  asking  your  careful  attention  to  the  re- 
port itself. 

The  duties  devolving  on  the  naval  branch  of  the  service  during 
the  year,  and  throughout  the  whole  of  this  unhappy  contest,  have 
been  discharged  with  fidelity  and  eminent  success*    The  extensive 
Vol,  n,— 29. 
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blockade  has  been  constantly  increasing  in  effloiencyy  as  the  ntiy 
has  expanded ;  yet  on  so  long  a  line  it  has  so  tar  been  impossibkto 
entirely  suppress  illicit  trade.  From  returns  received  at  the  Naiy 
Department,  it  appears  that  more  than  one  thousand  vessels  itsn 
been  captured  since  the  blockade  was  instituted,  and  that  the  vihB 
of  prizes  idready  sent  in  for  adjudication  amoimts  to  over  thiitMi 
miUious  of  dollars. 

The  naval  force  of  the  United  States  consists  at  this  time  of  life 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  vessels,  completed  and  in  the  coone  of 
completion,  and  of  these,  seventy-nve  are  iron-dad  or  armored  steia- 
ers.  The  events  of  the  war  give  an  increased  interest  and  impor 
tance  to  the  navy  which  will  probably  extend  beyond  the  war  itadL 

The  armored  vessels  in  our  navy,  completed  and  in  service,  or 
which  are  under  contract  and  approaching  completion,  are  believel 
to  exceed  in  number  those  of  any  other  power.  But  while  tbeae 
may  be  relied  upon  for  harbor  defense  and  coast  service,  othen  d 
greater  strength  and  capacity  will  be  necessary  for  croising  jm- 
poses,  and  to  maintain  our  rightful  position  on  the  ocean. 

The  change  that  has  taken  place  in  naval  vessels  and  naval  war 
fare  since  the  introduction  of  steam  as  a  motive  power  for  ships  of 
war  demands  either  a  corresponding  change  in  some  of  our  existing 
navy-yards,  or  the  establishment  or  new  ones,  for  the  constmetioa 
and  necessary  repair  of  modem  naval  vessels.  No  inconsiderabk 
embarrassment,  delay,  and  public  injury  have  been  experienced  from 
the  want  of  such  governmental  establishments.  The  necessity  d 
such  a  navy-yard,  so  furnished,  at  some  suitable  place  upon  the  At- 
lantic seaboard,  has  on  repeated  occasions  been  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  Congress  by  the  J»Iavy  Department,  and  is  a^ain  presented 
in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  whicn  accompanies  this  communica- 
tion. I  think  it  ray  duty  to  in\'ite  your  special  attention  to  this 
subject,  and  also  to  that  of  establishing  a  yard  and  depot  for  navsl 
purposes  upon  one  of  the  western  rivers.  A  naval  force  has  been 
created  on  those  interior  waters,  and  under  many  disadvantages, 
within  little  more  than  two  years,  exceeding  in  numbers  the  whole 
naval  force  of  the  country  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration. Satisfactory  and  important  as  have  been  the  per- 
formances of  the  heroic  men  of  the  navv  at  this  interesting  penod. 
they  are  scarcely  more  wonderful  than  tLe  success  of  our  me^anies 
and  artisans  in  the  production  of  war  vessels  which  has  created  a 
new  form  of  naval  power. 

Our  country  has  advantages  superior  to  any  other  nation  in  our 
resources  of  iron  and  timber,  with  inexhaustible  quantities  of  fuel 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  both,  all  available,  and  in  close  proxim- 
ity to  navigable  waters.  "Without  the  advantage  of  public  works 
the  resources  of  the  nation  have  been  developed,  and  its  power  dis- 
played, in  the  construction  of  a  navy  of  such  magnitude,  which  has, 
at  the  very  period  of  its  creation,  rendered  signal  service  to  the 
Union. 

The  increase  of  the  number  of  seamen  in  the  public  service,  from 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  men,  in  the  spring  of  1861,  to  about 
thirty-four  thousand  at  the  present  time,  has  been  accomplished 
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ithout  special  legislation,  or  extraorflinary  bounties  to  promote 

kt  increase.    It  lias  been  found,  however,  that  the  operation  of  the 

with  the  hisfh  bounties  paid  for  army  recruits,  is  beginning 

^ct  injuriously  the  naval  service,  and  will,  if  not  corrected,  b© 

to  impair  its  efficiency,  by  detaching  seamen  from  their  proper 

tion  and   inthiciug  them  to  enter  tlae  army.     I  therefore  re- 

tfulJv  suggest  that  Con^*ess  might  aid  both  the  army  and  naval 

*ces  by  a  definite  provision  on  this  subject,  which  would  at  the 

time  be  equitable  to  the  communities  more  especially  interested, 

^©ommend  to  your  consideration  the  suggestions  of  the  Secretary 

of  the  Navy  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  fostering  and  training  sea- 

euj  and  also  the  education  of  officers  and  engineers  for  the  naval 

[TVice.    The  Naval  Academy  is  rendering  signal  service  in  prepar* 

g  midshipmen  for  the  highly  responsible  duties  which  in  after 

'e  they  will  be  required  to  perform.     In  order  that  the  country 

iould  not  be  deprived  of  the  proper  quota  of  educated  officers,  for 

hich  legal  provision  has  been  made  at  the  naval  school,  the  vacau- 

Ws  caused  by  the  neglect  or  omission  to  make  nominations  from 

the  States  in  insurrection  have  been  filled  by  the  Secretary  of  the 

Navy.    The  school  is  now  more  full  and  complete  than  at  any  former 

period,  and  in  every  respect  entitled  to  the  favorable  consideration 

of  Congress. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  financial  condition  of  the  Post 
Office  Department  has  been  one  of  incivjLsing  prosperity,  and  I  am 
gratified  m  being  able  to  state  that  the  actual  postal  revenue  has 
nearly  equaled  tlie  entire  expenditures;  the  latter  amouoting  to 
$11,314,206.84,  and  the  former  to  $11,163,789.59,  leaving  a  deficiency 
of  but  $1:30,417,25,  In  1860,  the  year  immediately  preceding  the 
rebellion,  thedeficiencv  amounted  to  $5,656,705.49,  the  postal  recekits 
of  that  year  being  $2,645,722.19  less  than  those  of  1863.  The 
decrease  since  1860  in  the  anniiaJ  amount  of  transportation  has  been 
only  about  25  per  cent.,  but  the  annual  expenditure  on  account  of 
the  same  has  r>een  reduced  35  per  cent*  It  is  manifest,  therefore, 
that  the  Post  Office  Department  mav  become  self-sustaining  in  a  few 
years  even  with  the  restoration  of  tlie  whole  service. 

The  international  conference  of  postal  delegates  from  the  princi- 
pal countries  of  Europe  and  America,  which  was  called  at  the  sug* 
^ffestion  of  the  Po*;t  master-General,  met  at  Paris  on  the  11th  of  May 
^Kkst^  and  concluded  its  deliberations  on  the  8th  of  June,  The  prin- 
^^pples  established  by  the  conference  a^  best  adapted  to  facilitate 
^Bostal  intercourse  between  nations,  and  as  the  basis  of  future  postal 
^^>nventions,  inaugurate  a  general  system  of  uniform  international 
charges,  at  reduced  rates  of  postage,  and  cannot  fail  to  produce 
beneficial  results. 

I  refer  vou  to  the  report,  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  is 
re  with  laid  before  you»  for  useful  and  varied  information  in  rela* 
n  to  the  public  lands,  Indian  affairs,  patents,  pensions,  and  other 
tatters  of  public  concern  Dertaioing  to  his  dcnartnient. 
The  quantity  of  land  disposed  of  during  tbe  last  and  the  first 
quarter  of  the^present  llsc^  years  was  three  million  eight  hundn^d 
d  forty-one  tnousand  five  hundred  and  forty-nine  acres,  of  which 
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one  hundred  and  sixty-one  thotxBand  wme  hundred  and  eleven  aera 
were  sold  for  cash,  one  million  four  hundred  and  flfty-six  thoiuiiid 
five  hundred  and  fourteen  acres  were  taken  up  under  the  homesteid 
law,  and  the  residue  disposed  of  under  la¥r8  granting  lands  for  mil- 
itary bounties,  for  railroad  and  other  purposes.  It  a&o  appears  that 
the  sale  of  the  public  lands  is  lar^j  on  the  increase. 

It  has  lon^  been  a  cherished  opinion  of  some  of  our  wisest  state- 
men  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  had  a  higher  and  more  en- 
during interest  in  the  early  settlement  and  substantial  cultivatum  of 
the  public  Iwids  than  in  the  amount  of  direct  revenue  to  be  deiived 
from  the  sale  of  them.  This  opinion  has  had  a  oontrollinfi^  influenee 
in  shaping  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  our  national  domain.  I 
may  cite,  as  evidence  of  this,  the  liberal  measures  adopted  in  reto- 
ence  to  actual  settlers;  the  grant  to  the  States  of  the  overflowed 
lands  within  their  limits  in  order  to  their  being  reclaimed  and 
rendered  fit  for  cultivation;  the  grants  to  railway  companies  of  al- 
ternate sections  of  land  upon  the  contemplated  lines  of  tiieir  roadi) 
which,  when  completed,  will  so  lar^ly  multiply  the  facilities  for 
reaching  our  distant  possessions.  This  policy  has  received  its  moat 
signal  and  beneficent  illustration  in  the  recent  enactment  granting 
homesteads  to  actual  settlers.  Since  the  first  day  of  Januarv  last 
the  before-mentioned  quantity  of  one  million  four  hundred  and 
fifty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  fourteen  acres  of  land  have  been 
taken  up  under  its  provisions.  This  fact,  and  the  amount  of  saln^ 
furnish  gratifying  evidence  of  increasing  settlement  upon  the  j^uUio 
lands  notwithstanding  the  great  struff^le  in  which  tne  energies  of 
the  nation  have  been  engaged,  and  vnnch  has  required  so  large  a 
withdrawal  of  our  citizens  &om  their  accustomed  pursuits.  I  cordi- 
ally concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
suggesting  a  modification  of  the  act  in  favor  of  those  engi^eed  in 
the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States.  I  doubt  not 
that  Congress  will  cheerfully  adopt  such  measures  as  will,  witiiont 
essentially  changing  the  general  features  of  the  system,  secure,  to 
the  greatest  practicable  extent,  its  benefits  to  those  who  have  Idft 
their  homes  in  defeose  of  the  country  in  this  arduous  crisis. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  views  of  the  Secretary  aa  to  the 
propriety  of  raising,  by  appropriate  legislation,  a  revenue  from  the 
mineral  lands  of  the  United  States. 

The  measures  provided  at  your  last  session  for  the  removal  of  cer- 
tain Indian  tribes  have  been  carried  into  effect.  Sundry  treaties  have 
been  negotiated,  which  will,  in  due  time,  be  submitted  for  the  con- 
stitutional action  of  the  Senate.  They  contain  stipulations  for 
extinguishing  the  possessory  rights  of  the  Indians  to  large  and 
valuable  tracts  of  land.  It  is  hoped  that  the  effect  of  these  treaties 
will  result  in  the  establishment  of  permanent  friendly  relations 
with  such  of  these  tribes  as  have  been  brought  into  frequent  and 
bloody  collision  with  our  outlying  settlements  and  emigrants. 
Sound  policy,  and  our  imperative  duty  to  these  wards  of  the  gov- 
ernment, demand  our  anxious  and  constant  attention  to  their  mate- 
rial well-being,  to  their  progress  in  the  arts  of  civilization^  and,  above 
all,  to  that  moral  training  which,  under  the  blessing  of  Divine  Provi- 
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lence,  will  confer  upon  them  tlie  elevated  and  sanctifying  influences, 
\e  hopes  and  consolations^  of  the  Christian  faith. 

I  suggested  in  my  last  annual  message  the  propriety  of  remodel- 
ing our  Indian  system.  8ubse<joent  event^s  have  satisfied  me  of  its 
necessity.  The  details  set  forth  m  the  report  of  the  Secretai'}'  evince 
the  urgent  need  for  immediate  legislative  action* 

I  commend  the  benevolent  institutions  established  or  patron- 
ized by  the  government  in  this  District  to  your  generous  and  fos- 
tering care. 

The  attention  of  Congress,  during  the  last  session,  was  engaged 
to  some  extent  with  a  prop<.isition  for  enlarging  the  water  communi- 
cation between  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  northeastern  seaboard^ 
which  proposition,  however,  failed  for  the  time.  Since  then,  upon 
a  call  of  the  greatest  respectability,  a  convention  has  been  held  at 
Chicago  upon  the  same  subject,  a  summary  of  whose  riews  is  con- 
taiueain  a  memorial  addressed  to  the  President  and  Congress,  and 
which  I  now  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you.  That  tliis  iut/erest 
is  one  whit^h,  ere  long,  will  force  its  own  way,  I  do  not  entertain  a 
doubt,  while  it  is  submitted  entirely  to  your  wisdom  as  t^  what  can 
be  done  now.  Augmented  interest  is  given  to  this  subject  by  the 
actual  commencement  of  work  upon  the  Pacific  railroad,  uoder  aus- 
pices so  favorable  to  rapid  progress  and  completion.  The  enlarged 
navigation  becomes  a  pali)alile  need  to  the  ^-eat  road. 

I  transmit  the  second  annual  rep<yrt  of  tbe  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  asking  your  attention  to  the  develop- 
ments in  that  vitfid  interest  of  the  nation. 

When  Congress  assembled  a  year  ago  the  war  had  already  lasted 
nearly  twenty  months,  and  there  had  been  manv  confiicts  on  both  land 
and  sea  with  varying  results.  The  rebellion  Lad  been  pressed  back 
into  reduced  limits ;  yet  the  tone  of  public  feeling  and  opinion,  at 
home  and  abroa<l,  was  not  satisfactory.  With  other  signs,  the  pop- 
ular elections,  then  just  past,  indicated  uneasiness  among  ourselves, 
while,  amid  much  that  was  cold  and  menacing,  the  kindest  words 
coming  from  Europe  were  uttered  in  accents  of  pity  that  we  were 
too  blind  to  surrender  a  hopeless  cause.  Our  commerce  was  suffer- 
ing ^eatly  by  a  few  armed  vessels  built  upon,  and  furnished  from, 
foreign  shores,  and  we  were  threatened  with  such  additions  from 
the  same  quarter  as  would  sweep  our  trade  from  the  sea  and  raise 
our  blockade.  We  had  failed  to  elicit  from  European  governments 
anythliig  hopeful  upon  this  subject.  The  preliminary  emancipation 
proclamation,  issued  in  September,  was  running  it^  assigned  period 
to  the  beginning  of  the  new  year.  A  month  kter  the  final  procla- 
mation came,  including  the  announcement  that  colored  men  of  suit- 
able condition  would  be  received  into  the  war  service,  The  policy 
of  emancipation,  and  of  employing  black  soldiers,  gave  to  the  future 
a  new  aspect,  about  which  nope,  and  fear,  and  doubt  contended  in 
uncertain  conflict.  According  to  our  jKilitifal  system,  as  a  matter 
of  civil  a<l ministration,  the  General  Uovernn»ent  had  no  lawful 
power  to  effect  emancipation  in  any  iState,  and  for  a  long  time  it 
£ad  been  hoped  that  tbe  rebellion  could  be  supprt?ssed  witnout  re- 
Korting  to  it  as  a  military  measure.    It  was  all  the  while  deemed 
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possible  that  the  necessity  for  it  miffht  come,  and  that  if  it  should, 
the  crisis  of  the  contest  would  then  be  presented.  It  came,  and,  u 
was  anticipated,  it  was  followed  by  dark  and  doubtful  dava.  Eleven 
months  having  now  passed,  we  are  permitted  to  take  another  review. 
The  rebel  borders  are  pressed  stiil  further  back,  and,  by  the  com- 
plete opening  of  the  Mississippi,  the  country  dominated  by  the 
rebellion  is  oivided  into  distinct  parts,  with  no  practical  commmu- 
cation  between  them.  Tennessee  and  Arkansas  have  been  sab- 
stantially  cleared  of  insurgent  control,  and  influential  citizens  in 
each,  owners  of  slaves  aud  advocates  of  slavery  at  the  beginning  d 
the  rebellion,  now  declare  openly  for  emancipation  in  their  re8pe^ 
tive  States.  Of  those  States  not  included  in  the  Emancipation  Pm- 
lamation,  Maryland  and  Missouri,  neither  of  which  three  years  ago 
would  tolerate  any  restraint  upon  the  extension  of  slavery  into  neir 
Territories,  only  dispute  now  as  to  the  best  mode  of  removing  it 
within  their  own  limits. 

Of  those  who  were  slaves  at  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion,  full 
one  hundred  thousand  are  now  in  the  United  States  military  ser- 
vice, about  one  half  of  which  number  actually  bear  arms  in  tbe 
ranks ;  thus  giving  the  double  advantage  of  taking  so  much  labor 
from  the  insurgent  cause,  and  supplying  the  places  which  otherwise 
must  be  filled  with  so  many  white  men.  So  far  as  tested,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  say  thev  are  not  as  good  soldiers  as  any.  No  servile  insnr- 
rection,  or  tendency  to  violence  or  cruelty,  has  marked  the  measures 
of  emancipation  and  arming  the  blacks.  These  measures  have  been 
much  discussed  in  foreign  countries,  and  contemporary  with  such 
discussion  the  tone  of  public  sentiment  there  is  much  improved. 
At  home  the  same  measures  have  been  fully  discussed,  supj)orted, 
criticized,  and  denounced,  and  the  annual  elections  following  are 
highly  eucouraeinff  to  those  whose  official  duty  it  is  to  bear  the 
country  through  this  great  trial.  Thus  we  have  the  new  reckon- 
ing. The  crisis  which  threatened  to  divide  the  friends  of  the 
Union  is  past. 

Looking  now  to  the  present  and  future,  and  with  reference  to  a 
resumption  of  the  national  authority  within  the  States  wherein  that 
authority  has  been  suspended,  I  have  thought  fit  to  issue  a  procla- 
mation, a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted.  On  examination 
of  this  proclamation  it  will  appear,  as  is  believed,  that  nothing  is 
attempted  beyond  what  is  amply  justified  by  the  Constitution.  True, 
the  form  of  an  oath  is  given,  but  no  man  is  coerced  to  take  it  The 
man  is  only  promised  a  pardon  in  case  he  voluntarily  takes  the  oatL 
The  Constitution  authorizes  the  executive  to  ^rant  or  withhold  the 
pardon  at  his  own  absolute  discretion ;  and  this  includes  the  power 
to  grant  on  terms,  as  is  fully  established  by  judicial  and  other 
authorities. 

It  is  also  proffered  that  if,  in  any  of  the  States  named,  a  State 
government  shall  be,  in  the  mode  prescribed,  set  up,  such  govern- 
ment shall  be  recognized  and  guaranteed  by  tne  United  States,  and 
that  under  it  the  State  shall,  on  the  constitutional  conditions,  be 
protected  against  invasion  and  domestic  violence.  The  constitution^ 
oitligiition  of  the  United  States  to  guarantee  to  every  State  in  the 
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Bnioa  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  to  protect  the  Stat^ 
^  the  cases  stated,  is  explicit  and  full.  But  why  tender  the  benefits 
of  this  provision  only  to  a  State  government^set  up  in  this  par- 
ticular way  T  This  section  of  the  Constitution  contemplates  a  case 
wherein  the  element  \^nthin  a  State  favorable  to  republican  govern- 
ment in  the  Union  may  be  too  feeble  for  an  opposite  and  hostile 
element  external  to,  or  even  within,  the  State ;  and  such  are  precisely 
the  ca^es  with  which  we  are  now  dealing. 

An  attempt  to  guarantee  and  protect  a  revived  State  government, 
constructed  in  whole,  or  in  preponderating  part,  from  the  very  element 
against  whose  hostility  and  violence  it  is  to  be  protected,  is  simply 
absurd.  There  must  be  a  test  by  which  to  separate  the  opposing 
elements,  so  as  to  build  only  from  the  sound  j  and  that  test  is  a  suf- 
|fciently  liberal  one  which  accepts  as  sound  whoever  will  make  a 
^rorn  recantation  of  his  former  unsoundness. 

But  if  it  be  proper  to  recjuire,  as  a  test  of  admission  to  the  politi- 
^d  body,  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Constitutiou  of  the  United 
^  ites,  and  to  the  Union  under  it,  why  also  to  the  laws  and  proc- 
aations  in  regard  to  slavery  ?  Those  laws  and  proclamations 
?re  enacted  and  put  forth  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  sup- 
ession  of  the  rebellion*  To  give  them  their  fullest  effect,  there 
to  be  a  pledge  for  their  maintenance.  In  my  judgment  they 
ive  aided,  and  will  further  aid^  the  cause  for  which  they  were  in- 
jnded.  To  now  abandon  them  would  be  not  only  to  relinquish  a 
Bver  of  power,  but  would  also  be  a  cruel  and  an  astounding  breach 
of  faith.  I  may  add,  at  this  point,  that  while  I  remain  in  my  pres* 
ent  position  1  snail  not  attempt  to  retract  or  modify  the  Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation ;  nor  shall  I  return  to  slavery  any  person  who  is 
free  by  the  terms  of  that  proclamation,  or  by  anv  of  the  acts  of 
Congress.     For  these  and  other  reasons  it  is  thouglit  best  that  sup- 

krt  of  these  measures  shall  be  included  in  the  oath ;  and  it  is  be- 
ved  the  executive  may  lawfiUly  claim  it  in  return  for  pardon  and 
restoration  of  forfeited  rights^  which  he  has  clear  constitutional 
power  to  withhold  altogether,  or  grant  upon  the  terms  which  he 
shall  deem  wisest  for  the  public  interest.  It  should  be  observed, 
also,  that  this  part  of  the  oath  is  subject  to  the  modifying  and  abro- 
gating power  of  legislation  and  supreme  judicial  decision. 

The  proposed  acquiescence  of  the  national  executive  in  any  rea- 
sonable temporary  State  arrangement  for  the  freed  people  is  made 
with  the  view  of  possibly  modifying  the  confusion  and  destitution 
which  must  at  best  attend  all  classes  by  a  total  revolution  of  labor 
throughout  whole  States.  It  is  hoped  that  the  already  deeply  af- 
flicted people  in  those  States  may  be  somewhat  more  ready  to  give 
up  the  cause  of  their  affliction,  if,  to  this  extent,  this  vital  matter  be 
left  to  themselves;  while  no  power  of  the  national  executive  to  pre- 
vent an  abuse  is  abridged  by  the  proposition. 

The  suggestion  in  the  proclamation  as  to  maintaining  the  political 
framework  of  the  States  on  what  is  called  reconstruction  is  made 
in  the  hope  that  it  may  do  good  without  danger  of  harm.  It  will 
aave  labor,  and  avoid  great  confusion. 

But  why  any  proclamation  now  upon  this  subject  f    Thia  ques- 
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tion  is  beset  with  the  oonfliotiiig  vie¥r8  that  the  step  might  be  d^ 
layed  too  long  or  be  taken  too  soon.  In  some  States  the  etementi 
for  resumption  seem  ready  for  action,  but  remain  inactive  qw^ 
ently  for  want  of  a  rallying-point— a  plan  of  action.  Why  boiD 
A  adopt  the  plan  of  B,  rather  than  B  that  of  A  t  And  if  A  and  B 
shoula  agree^  how  can  they  know  bnt  that  the  Oeneral  Ooyemmnt 
here  will  reject  their  plan  f  By  the  proclamation  a  plui  is  presented 
which  may  DC  accepted  bjr  them  as  a  rallving-point^  and  wmdi  fl? 
are  assur^  in  advance  will  not  be  rejected  nere.  This  may  briB| 
them  to  act  sooner  than  they  otherwise  would. 

The  objection  to  a  premature  presentation  of  a  plan  by  the  ni- 
tional  executive  consists  in  the  danger  of  committals  on  pointi 
which  could  be  more  safely  left  to  furaier  developments.  Care  has 
been  taken  to  so  shape  the  document  as  to  avoid  embarrassmenti 
from  this  source.  Saying  that,  on  certain  terms,  certain  classes  wiU 
be  pardoned,  with  rights  restored,  it  is  not  said  that  other  claeseB, 
or  other  terms,  will  never  be  included.  Saying  that  reconstruction 
will  be  accepted  if  presented  in  a  specified  way,  it  is  not  said  it  will 
never  be  accepted  in  anv  other  way. 

The  movements,  by  State  action,  for  emancipation  in  several  d 
the  States  not  included  in  the  Emancipation  Proclamation,  are  mat- 
ters of  profound  gratulation.  And  while  I  do  not  repeat  in  detail 
what  I  have  heretofore  so  earnestly  urged  upon  this  subject,  my 
general  views  and  feelings  remain  unchanged ;  and  I  trost  that  Con- 
gress will  omit  no  fair  opportunity  of  aidmg  these  important  steps 
to  a  great  consummation. 

In  the  midst  of  other  cares,  however  important^  we  must  not  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  the  war  i)ower  is  still  our  main  reliance.  To 
that  power  alone  can  we  look,  yet  for  a  time,  to  give  confidence  to 
the  people  in  the  contested  regions  that  the  insurant  power  will 
not  again  overrun  them.  Until  that  confidence  shall  be  establishcNJ, 
little  can  be  done  anywhere  for  what  is  called  reconstruction.  Hence 
our  chief  est  care  must  still  be  directed  to  the  army  and  navy,  who 
have  thus  far  borne  their  harder  part  so  nobly  and  well.  And  it 
may  be  esteemed  fortunate  that  in  ^ving  the  greatest  efficiencv  to 
these  indispensable  arms,  we  do  also  nonorably  recognize  the  g^ant 
men,  from  commander  to  sentinel,  who  compose  them,  and  to  whom, 
more  than  to  others,  the  world  must  stand  indebted  for  the  home  of 
freedom  disenthralled,  regenerated,  enlarged,  and  perpetuated.

Mr.  Banney's  letter  says :  ''  Dr.  Samuel  S.  lb 
Pheeters  is  enjoying  all  the  rimts  of  a  civilian,  bnt  cannot  preiek 
the  Gospel ! ! !  '^  Mr.  Coalter,  in  liis  letter,  asks :  ''  Is  it  not  a  stranff 
illustration  of  the  condition  of  things,  that  the  question  of  who  du 
be  allowed  to  preach  in  a  church  in  St.  Louis  shall  be  decided  bvtbe 
President  of  the  United  States  t  ^ 

Now,  all  this  sounds  very  strangely ;  and,  withal,  a  little  as  if  yon 
gentlemen  making  the  application  do  not  understaiid  the  case  alike; 
one  affirming  that  the  doctor  is  enjoying  all  the  rijghts  of  a  civilian, 
and  another  poiutiug  out  to  me  what  wifi  secure  his  release!  On  tke 
second  day  of  January  last,  I  wrote  to  General  Curtis  in  rdation  to 
Mr.  Dick's  order  upon  Dr.  McPheeters;  and,  as  I  suppose  the  doetor 
is  enjoying  all  the  rights  of  a  civilian,  I  only  quote  wat  part  of  my 
letter  which  relates  to  the  church.  It  is  as  follows :  ''  But  I  mnsi 
add  that  the  United  States  Government  must  nol^  as  by  fhia  order, 
undertake  to  run  the  churches.  When  an  individual,  in  a  chnreli 
or  out  of  it,  becomes  dangerous  to  the  public  interest  he  must  be 
checked ;  but  the  churches,  as  such,  must  take  care  of  themselves. 
It  will  not  do  for  the  United  States  to  appoint  trustees,  supervisors, 
or  other  agents  for  the  churches.'' 

This  letter  going  to  General  Curtis^  then  in  command  there,  I  sup- 
posed, of  course,  it  was  obeyed,  especially  as  I  heard  no  further  com- 
Flaint  from  Dr.  McPheeters  or  his  friends  for  nearly  an  entire  year, 
have  never  interfered,  nor  thought  of  interfering,  as  to  who  shall 
or  shall  not  preach  in  any  churchy  nor  have  I  knowingly  or  behev- 
ingly  tolerated  any  one  else  to  so  interfere  by  my  authority.  If  any 
one  is  so  interfering  by  color  of  my  authority,  1  would  like  to  have 
it  specificallv  made  Known  to  me. 

If,  after  fill,  what  is  now  sought  is  to  have  me  put  Dr.  McPhee- 
ters back  over  the  heads  of  a  majority  of  his  own  congregation,  that, 
too,  will  be  declined.  I  will  not  have  control  of  any  church  on  any 
side.

The  true  rule  for  the  miUtary  is  to  seize  such  property  as  is 
needed  for  military  uses  and  reasons,  and  let  the  rest  alone.    Cot- 
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ton  and  other  staple  articles  of  oommerce  are  seizable  for  xnilituj 
reasons.  Dwelling-houses  and  fomitore  are  seldom  so.  If  Mi& 
Morton  is  playing  traitor  to  the  extent  of  praotical  injury,  seise  her, 
but  leave  ner  house  to  the  courts.  Please  revise  and  luljust  thii 
case  upon  these  principles.

their  present  condition  as  a  laboring,  landless,  and  homeless  class"; 
and  also  except  that  all  now  existing  laws  in  relation  to  slaves  aiv 
inoperative  and  void;  that  said  election  be  held  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  March  next  at  all  the  usual  voting  places  of  the  State,

Mtj  dear  Sir :  You  have  inouired  how  the  government  would  re- 
gard and  treat  eases  wherein  tne  owners  of  plantations,  in  Arkansas, 
for  instance,  mi^ht  fully  recognize  the  freedom  of  those  formerly 
rfaveg,  and  by  fair  contracts  of  hire  with  them,  recommence  the  cul- 
tivation of  tlieir  plantations.  I  answer,  I  should  regard  such  cases 
with  preat  favor,  and  should  as  a  principle  treat  them  precisely  as  I 
would  treat  the  same  number  of  free  white  people  in  the  same  rela- 
tion and  condition.  Whether  white  or  black,  reasonable  effort  shouhl 
be  made  to  eive  ^vemment  protection,  In  neither  case  shoidd  the 
jLjiving  of  aid  and  comfort  to  the  rebellion,  or  other  practices  injuri- 
ou«  to  the  government,  be  allowed  on  such  plantations;  and  in  either, 
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• 
the  government  would  claim  the  riffht  to  take,  if  necessarVy  those  of 
proper  ages  and  conditions  into  tne  military  service.  Such  plan 
must  not  be  used  to  break  up  existing  leases  or  arrangements  of 
abandoned  plantations  which  the  government  may  have  made  togire 
employment  and  sustenance  to  the  idle  and  destitute  people.  Widi 
the  foregoing  qualifications,  and  explanations,  and  in  view  of  its 
tendency  to  advance  freedom,  and  restore  peace  and  prosperity,  sndi 
hiring  and  employment  of  the  freed  people,  would  be  regarded  ij 
me  with  rather  especial  favor. 

To  be  more  specific,  I  add  that  all  the  military,  and  others  acting 
by  authority  of  the  United  States,  are  to  favor  and  facilitate  the  in- 
troduction and  carrying  forward,  in  good  faith,  the  free-labor  sys- 
tem as  above  indicated,  oy  allowing  the  necessary  supplies  therrfor 
to  be  procured  and  taken  to  the  proper  points,  ana  by  doing  and  for- 
bearing whatever  will  advance  it,  providing  that  existing  mihtair 
and  trade  regulations  be  not  transcended  thereby.  I  shall  be  gla^ 
to  learn  that  planters  adopting  this  system  shall  have  employed  one 
so  zealous  and  active  as  yourself  to  act  as  an  agent  in  relation 
thereto.

.  .  AU  were  present  excepting  Mr.  Blair,  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
ral,  who  was  absent  at  the  opening  of  the  discussion,  but  came  in 
ibsequently.    I  said  to  the  Cabinet  that  I  had  resolved  upon  thi&

Various  sugges- 
tioDS  were  offereti     Secretary  Hase  wished  the  language  stronger 
in  reference  to  the  arming  of  the  blacks. 

"  Mr.  Blair,  after  he  came  in,  deprecated  the  policy  on  the  ground 
that  it  would  cost  the  administration  the  fall  elections.  Nothing, 
however,  was  offered  that  I  had  not  already  fully  antieiimted  and  set- 
tled in  mv  own  mind,  until  Secretary  Seward  spoke.  He  said  in  sub- 
stance^ '  iMr.  President.  I  afjprove  of  the  proclamation,  but  I  ques- 
tion the  expediency  of  it«  issue  at  this  juncture.  The  depression 
of  the  public  mind,  consequent  upon  our  repeated  reverses,  is  so 
great  tnat  1  fear  the  effect  of  so  important  a  step.

[)ntinued  Mr,  Seward,  'while  I  approve  the  measure,  I  suggest,  sir,

me  with  very  great  force.  It  was  an  aspect  of  the  case  thatin  all 
my  thought  upon  the  subject,  I  had  entirely  overiooked.  The  re- 
sult was  that  1  put  the  draft  of  the  proclamation  aside,  as  yon  io 
your  sketch  for  a  picture,  waiting  for  a  victoiy. 

"  From  time  to  time  I  aidded  or  changed  a  line,  touchixig  it  m  hen 
and  there,  anxiously  watching  the  progress  of  events.  WeD,  the 
next  news  we  had  was  of  Pope's  aisaster  at  Bull  Ban.  Things 
looked  darker  than  ever.  Finally  came  the  week  of  the  battle  of 
Antietam.  I  determined  to  wait  no  longer.  The  news  came,  I 
think,  on  Wednesday,  that  the  advantage  was  on  onr  side.  I  was 
then  stavinff  at  the  Soldier's  Home  [three  miles  out  of  WashingtoBje 
Here  I  nnisned  writing  the  second  draft  of  the  preliminaiy  procla- 
mation j  came  up  on  Saturday;  called  the  Cabinet  together  to  heir 
it,  and  it  was  published  on  the  following  Monday.''

'*The  United  States  Government  must  not^  as  by  this  order,  un- 
dertake to  run  the  churches.  When  an  individual  in  a  church  or 
out  of  it  becomes  dangerous  to  the  public  interest,  he  must  be 
checked;  but  the  churches,  as  such,  must  take  care  of  themselves. 
It  will  not  do  for  the  United  States  to  appoint  trustees,  supervisors, 
or  other  agents  for  the  churches.'^ 

Some  trouble  remaining  in  this  same  case,  I,  on  the  twenty-second 
of  December,  1863,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  O.  D.  Filley,  repeated  the 
above  language,  and  among  other  things  added,  ^' I  have  never  in- 
terfered nor  thought  of  interferfhg  as  to  who  shall  or  shall  not 
l)reach  in  any  church;  nor  have  I  knowingly  or  believingly  tolerated 
any  one  else  to  so  interfere  by  my  authority.  If  any  one  is  so  inter- 
fering by  color  of  my  authority,  I  would  like  to  have  it  specifically

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  Febroary  18, 1861 
His  Exgellenct  John  A.  Andrew,  Gfovemor  of  Maseachnsetts: 
Yours  of  the  12th  was  received  yesterday.  If  I  were  to  judge 
from  the  letter,  without  any  external  knowledge,  I  should  suppose 
that  all  the  colored  people  south  of  Washington  were  stmgghng  to 
get  to  Massachusetts;  that  Massachusetts  was  aiudons  to  reeeiTe 
and  retain  the  whole  of  them  as  permanent  citizens,  and  that  the 
United  States  Government  here  was  interposing  and  preventing 
this.  But  I  suppose  these  are  neither  really  the  uets  nor  meant  to 
be  asserted  as  true  by  you.  Coming  down  to  what  I  suppose  to  be 
the  real  facts,  you  are  engaged  in  tiding  to  raise  colorea  troops  for 
the  United  States,  and  w^  to  take  recruits  from  Virmiia  through 
Washington  to  Massachusetts  for  that  object^  and  tiie  loyal  gov- 
ernor of  Virginia,  also  trying  to  raise  troops  for  us,  objects  to  your 
taking  his  material  away,  while  we,  having  to  care  for  all  and  beinc 
responsible  alike  to  all,  have  to  do  as  much  for  him  as  we  would 
have  to  do  for  you  if  he  was  by  our  authority  taking  men  from 
Massachusetts  to  fill  up  Virginia  regiments.  No  more  than  this 
has  been  intended  by  me,  nor,  as  I  think,  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 
There  may  have  been  some  abuses  of  this,  as  a  rule,  which,  if 
known,  should  be  prevented  in  future.  If,  however,  it  be  really 
true  that  Massachusetts  wishes  to  afford  a  permanent  home  within 
her  borders  for  all  or  even  a  large  number  of  colored  persons  who 
will  come  to  her,  I  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  know  it.  It  would  gire 
relief  in  a  very  difScult  point,  and  I  would  not  for  a  moment  hindff 
from  going  any  person  who  is  free  by  the  terms  of  the  proclamation, 
or  any  of  the  acts  of  Congress. 


February  18, 1864.— Proclamation  concerning  Blockade. 

By  the  President  op  the  United  States  op  America: 

A  Proclamation. 

Whereas,  by  my  proclamation  of  the  nineteenth  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hunared  and  sixty-one,  the  ports  of  the  States  of 
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South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Louisiana, 
and  Texas  were,  for  reasons  therein  set  forth,  placed  under  blockade ; 
and  whereas,  the  port  of  Brownsville,  in  the  district  of  Brazos  San- 
tiago, in  the  State  of  Texas,  has  sinc^  been  blockaded^  but  as  tbe 
blockade  of  said  port  may  now  be  safely  relaxed  with  advantage  to 
tbe  interests  of  commerce : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President 
of  the  Umted  States,  pursuant  to  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  the 
fifth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  13th  of  July, 
1861,  entitled  **  An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  duties 
on  imports,  and  for  other  purposes,^*  do  hereby  declare  that  the  block- 
ade or  the  said  port  of  Brownsville  shall  so  far  cease  and  determine 
from  and  after  this  date,  that  commercial  intercourse  with  said  port, 
except  as  to  jpersons.  things,  and  information  hereinafter  specified. 
may,  from  this  date,  oe  carried  on,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  SecretM*y  of  the  Trea- 
sury, and,  until  the  rebellion  shall  have  been  suppressed,  tosueh  orders 
as  may  be  promulgated  by  the  g^meral  commanding  the  department, 
or  by  an  officer  duly  authorised  by  him  and  coraniauding  at  said  port. 
This  proclamationdoes  not  authorize  or  allow  the  shipment  or  con- 
veyance of  persons  in,  or  intending  to  enter,  the  service  of  the  insur- 
gents, or  of  things  or  information  intended  for  their  use^  or  for  their 
aid  or  comfort,  nor.  except  upon  the  permission  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  or  of  some  omcer  duly  authorized  by  him,  of  the  following  pro- 
hibited articles,  namely:  cannon,  mortars,  firearms,  pistols,  bombs, 
{^renades^  powder,  saltpeter,  sulphur,  balls,  bullets,  pikes,  swords, 
>oarding-cap8  (always  excepting  the  quantitv  of  the  said  articles 
which  may  oe  necessary  for  the  defense  of  the  ship  and  those  who 
compose  the  crew),  saddles,  bridles,  cartridge-bag  material,  percus- 
sion and  other  caps,  clothing  adapted  for  uniforms,  »ail-cloth  of  all 
kinds,  hemp  and  cordage,  intoxicating  drinks  other  than  beer  and 
light  native  wines. 

To  vessels  clearing  from  foreign  ports  and  destined  to  the  port  of 
Brownsville,  opened  by  this  proclamation,  licenses  will  1^  granted  by 
consuls  of  the  Unitecl  States  upon  satisfactoiy  evidence  that  the 
vessel  so  licensed  will  convey  no  persons,  property,  or  information 
excepted  or  prohibited  above,  either  to  or  from  the  said  port ;  which 
licenses  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  collector  of  said  port  immediately 
on  arrival,  and,  if  required,  to  any  officer  in  charge  of  the  blockade, 
and  on  lea\ing  said  port  every  vessel  will  be  required  to  have  a 
clearance  from  the  collector  of  the  customs,  according  to  laWj  show- 
ing no  violation  of  the  conditions  of  the  license.  Any  violations  of 
said  conditions  will  involve  tbe  forfeiture  and  condemnation  of  the 
vessel  and  cargo,  and  the  exclusion  of  all  parties  concerned  from  any 
farther  privilege  of  entering  the  United  States  during  the  war  for 
anv  purpose  whatever* 

tn  all  respects,  except  as  herein  sj>ecified,  the  existing  blockade 
remains  in  rull  force  and  effect  as  hitherto  established  and  main- 
tained, nor  is  it  relaxed  by  this  proclamation  except  in  regard  to  the 
port  to  which  relaxation  is  or  has  been  expressly  applied. 
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In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

Hon.  Secretary  of  War. 

Sir :  Tou  ask  some  instructions  from  me  in  relation  to  the  Beport 
of  Special  Commission  constituted  by  an  order  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, dated  December  5, 1863,  ''to  revise  the  enrolment  and  quotas 
of  the  City  and  State  of  New  York,  and  report  whether  there  be  any. 
and  what,  errors  or  irregularities  therein,  and  what  corrections,  n 
any,  should  be  made.** 

In  the  correspondence  between  the  governor  of  New  York  and 
myself  last  summer,  I  understood  him  to  complain  that  the  enrol- 
ments in  several  of  the  districts  of  that  State  nad  been  neither  a^ 
curately  nor  honestly  made ;  and  in  view  of  this,  I,  for  the  draft 
then  immediately  ensuing,  ordered  an  arbitrary  reduction  of  the 
quotas  in  several  of  the  districts  wherein  they  seemed  too  large,  and 
said :  "After  this  drawing,  these  four  districts,  and  idso  the  seven- 
teenth and  twenty-ninth,  shall  be  carefully  reenroUed,  and,  if  von 
please,  agents  of  yours  may  witness  every  step  of  the  process.'*  In  a 
subsequent  letter  I  believe  some  additional  districts  were  put  into 
the  list  of  those  to  be  reenroUed.  My  idea  was  to  do  the  work  over 
according  to  the  law,  in  presence  of  the  complaining  party,  and 
thereby  to  correct  anything  which  might  be  found  amiss.  The  com- 
mission, whose  work  I  am  considering,  seem  to  have  proceeded  upon 
a  totallv  different  idea.  Not  going  forth  to  find  men  at  all,  they  have 
proceeded  altogether  upon  paper  examinations  and  mental  processes. 
One  of  their  conclusions,  as  1  understand,  is  that,  as  the  law  stands^ 
and  attempting  to  follow  it,  the  enrolling  officers  could  not  have  made 
the  enrolments  much  more  accurately  than  they  did.  The  report 
on  this  point  might  be  useful  to  Congress.  The  commission  con- 
clude that  the  quotas  for  the  draft  should  be  based  upon  entire  popu- 
lation, and  they  proceed  upon  this  basis  to  give  a  table  for  the  State 
of  New  York,  in  which  some  districts  are  reduced  and  some  increased. 
For  the  now  ensuinff  draft,  let  the  quotas  stand  as  made  by  the  en- 
rolling officers,  in  tne  districts  wherein  this  table  requires  them  to 
be  increased ;  and  let  them  be  reduced  according  to  the  table  in  the 
others :  this  to  be  no  precedent  for  subsequent  action.  But,  as  I  think 
this  report  may,  on  full  consideration,  be  shown  to  have  much  that 
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is  valuable  in  it,  I  suggest  that  such  consideration  be  given  it,  and 
that  it  be  esj^eoially  considered  whether  its  suggestions  can  be  con- 
formed to  without  an  alteration  of  the  law.

be  large  enough  to  do  any  considerable  mischief  in  any  event, 

relieve  distress  in  at  least  some  meritorious  cases,  and  would 

ive  me  some  relief  from  an  intolerable  pressure,    I  shall  be  glad, 

iierefore,  to  have  your  cheerful  assent  to  the  discharge  of  those 

Fhose  names  I  may'send,  which  I  wiU  only  do  with  circumspection. 

In  using  the  strong  hand,  as  now  compelled  to  do,  the  government 

lias  a  difficult  duty  to  perform.    At  the  very  best  it  will  by  turns 

lo  both  too  little  and  too  much.    It  can  properly  have  no  motive  of 

svenge,  no  pm'pose  to  punish  merely  for  punishment's  sake.    While 

re  must  by  all  available  means  prevent  tlie  overthrow  of  the  gov- 

ament,  we  should  avoid  planting  and  cultivating  too  many  thorns 

'in  the  bosom  of  society.    These  general  remarks  apply  to  several 

classes  of  eases,  on  eacli  of  which  I  wish  to  Bay  a  word. 

PHrst  The  dismissal  of  officers  when  neither  incompetency,  nor  in- 
tentional wrong,  nor  real  injury  to  the  service,  is  imputed.  In  such 
cases  it  is  both  cruel  and  impolitic  to  crush  the  man  and  make  him 
and  his  friends  permaneut  enemies  to  the  administratiou  if  not  to 
the  government  itself,  I  think  of  two  instances:  one  wherein  a 
surgeon,  for  the  benefit  of  patients  in  his  charge,  needed  some  lum- 
ber, and  could  only  get  it  by  making  a  false  certificate  wherein  the 
Inmber  was  denominated  *'  butter  and  eggs,^  and  he  was  dismissed 
for  the  false  certificate^ ;  the  other  a  surgeon  b^^  the  name  of  Owen, 
who  served  from  the  beginning  of  the  war  till  recently  with  two 
servants,  and  without  onjection,  when  upon  discovery  that  the 
servants  were  bis  own  sons  he  was  dismissed* 

Another  class  consists  of  those  who  are  known  or  strongly  sus- 
pect-ed  to  be  in  sympathy  with  the  rebellion.  An  instance  of  this  is 
the  family  of  8outhern/who  killed  a  recruiting  officer  last  autumn 
in  Maryland.  He  fied,  and  his  family  are  driven  from  their  home 
without  a  shelter  or  cmmb,  except  when  got  by  burdening  our 
friends  more  than  our  enemies.  Southern  had  no  justification  to 
kill  the  officer,  an«l  yet  he  would  not  have  been  killed  if  he  had  pro- 
c*^ed  in  the  temper  and  manner  agreed  upon  by  your^^elf  and 
Governor  Bradford ;  but  this  is  past.  What  is  to  1)6  done  with  the 
imilyt  Why  can  they  not  occupy  the  old  home  and  excite  much 
r  opposition  to  the  government  than  the  manifestation  of  their 
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distress  is  now  doing  f  If  the  house  is  really  needed  for  the  pnUie 
service,  or  if  it  has  been  regolarly  oonfiscated  and  the  title  transfored, 
the  ease  is  different. 

Again,  the  eases  of  persons^  mostl]^  women,  wishing  to  pass  onr 
lines  one  way^  or  the  other.  We  have  in  some  cases  been  apparendy, 
if  not  really,  inconsistent  npon  this  sabject — that  is,  we  have  forced 
some  to  go  who  wished  to  stav,  and  forced  others  to  stay  who  wished 
to  go.  Suppose  we  allow  all  females  with  nngrown  children  of  either 
sex  to  go  »onth,  if  they  desire,  upon  absolute  prohibition  agaiut 
returning  during  the  war;  and  all  to  come  North  upon  the  same 
condition  of  not  returning  during  the  war,  and  the  additional  ooih 
dition  of  taking  the  oath. 

I  wish  to  mention  two  special  cases,  both  of  which  you  well  n- 
member.  The  first  is  that  of  Yocum.  He  was  unquestionibh' 
guilty.  No  one  asking  for  his  pardon  pretends  the  contrary.  What 
he  did,  however,  was  perfectly  lawful  only  a  short  while  bef ore,  and 
the  change  making  it  unla^mil  had  not,  even  then,  been  fullv  a^ 
cepted  in  t^e  pubhc  mind.  It  is  doubtful  whether  Yocum  did  not 
suppose  it  was  really  lawful  to  return  a  slave  to  a  loyal  owner,  thon^ 
it  IS  certain  he  did  the  thing  secretly,  in  the  belief  that  his  superiors 
would  not  allow  it  if  known  to  them.  But  the  great  point  with  me 
is  that  the  severe  punishment  of  five  years  at  hard  labor  in  the  peni- 
tentiary' is  not  at  all  necessary  to  prevent  the  repetition  of  the  crime 
by  himself  or  by  others.  If  the  offense  was  one  of  frequent  recur- 
rence, the  case  would  be  different;  but  the  case  of  Yocum  is  the 
single  instance  which  has  come  to  my  knowledge.  I  think  that  for 
all  public  purposes,  and  for  all  proper  purposes,  he  has  suffered 
enough. 

The  case  of  Sraithson  is  troublesome.  His  wife  and  children  are 
quartered  mostly  on  our  friends,  and  exciting  a  ^reat  deal  of  sympa- 
tliy,  which  will  soon  tell  against  us.  What  thmk  you  of  sending 
him  and  his  family  South,  holding  the  sentence  over  him  to  be  re- 
enforced  if  he  return  during  the  wart 


March  18, 1864.— Remarks  on  CLOsma  a  Santtaby  Pair  in 
Washington. 

Ladies  and  Oentlemen :  I  appear  to  say  but  a  word.  This  extrao^ 
dinary  war  in  which  we  are  engaged  falls  heavUy  upon  all  classes  of 
people,  but  the  most  heavily  upon  the  soldier.  For  it  has  been  said 
all  that  a  man  hath  will  he  give  for  his  lifej  and  while  all  ex>ntri- 
bute  of  their  substance,  the  soldier  puts  his  life  at  stake,  and  often 
yields  it  up  in  his  country's  cause.  The  highest  merit,  then,  is  due 
to  the  soldier. 

In  this  extraordinarv  war,  extraordiuarj'  developments  have  mani- 
fested themselves,  sucli  as  have  not  been  seen  in  former  wars :  and 
amount  these  manifestations  nothing  has  l)een  more  remarkable 
than  tliese  fairs  for  the  relief  of  sufferinfr  soldiers  and  their  families. 
And  the  chief  agents  in  these  fairs  are  the  women  of  America. 

I  am  not  accustomed  to  the  use  of  language  of  eulogy ;  I  have 
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lever  studied  the  art  of  paying  eompliments  to  women ;  but  I  must 
fBj,  that  if  all  that  has  been  said  by  orators  and  poets  since  the  cre- 
Ition  of  the  world  in  praise  of  women  were  applied  to  the  women 
If  America,  it  wonld  not  do  them  justice  for  their  conduct  during 
^iB  war.    I  will  close  by  saying,  (iod  bless  the  women  of  America.

lion  means  more,  and  tends  to  more,  than  the  perpetuation  of  African

[»ple.    Partly  to  ahow  that  this  view  has  not  escaped  my  atteu- 
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tion,  and  partly  that  I  cannot  better  express  myself,  I  rettda  psAgv 
from  the  message  to  Congress  in  December,  lS61 ; 

It  contmuea  to  develop  that  the  insrurrection  is  largely,  if  not  excliuj^t 
a  war  upon  the  first  principle  of  jKipnlar  government* —  the  rights  of  (W 
people.  Conclusive  evidence  of  this  is  found  in  the  most  grave  and  mt 
turely  considered  pnblie  documents^  as  well  as  in  the  g^eneral  tone  of  tlBift* 
Burgents.  In  those  documents  we  find  the  abridgment  of  the  exis^tin^nirtii 
of  suffrage,  aud  the  denial  to  the  people  of  all  right  to  pai-ticipat<»  m  lU 
selection  of  public  officers,  except  the  legislative,  boldly  advoeated,  viti 
labored  arguments  to  prove  that  lar^e  control  of  the  people  in  govennDtci 
is  the  source  of  all  political  evil.  Monarchy  itself  is  sometimes^  hinted  «i 
as  a  possible  refuge  from  the  power  of  the  people. 

In  my  present  position  I  could  scarcely  be  justified  were  I  to  omit  mm 
a  warning  voice  against  this  approach  of  returning  despotism. 

It  is  not  needed,  nor  fitting  here,  that  a  general  argument  ahould  be 
made  in  favor  of  popular  kuatitutions ;  but  there  is  one  point,  with  itso«- 
nections,  not  so  hackneyed  as  m.ost  others,  t-o  which  I  ask  a  brief  atteotei 
It  is  the  effort  to  place  capital  on  an  equal  footing  with,  if  not  AboriLlitar, 
in  the  stnictnre  of  government.  It  is  assumed  that  labor  is  availi^e  <Nzif 
in  connection  with  capital ;  tlmt  nobody  labors  unless  some  bod  v  elae,  o«i" 
in|^  capital,  somehow  by  the  use  of  it  induces  him  to  labor.  This  bs$qwA^ 
it  IB  neKt  considered  whether  it  is  best  that  capital  shall  hire  labor^rBTin 
thus  induce  them  to  work  by  their  own  consent,  or  ba^  them,  and  dn"»«* 
them  to  it  without  their  consent.  Having  proceeded  so  far*  it  is  natumJly 
concluded  that  all  laborers  are  either  AiVeS  laborers*  or  what  we  call  dares. 
And,  further,  it  is  assumed  that  whoever  is  once  a  hired  laborer^  is  filed  in 
that  condition  for  life. 

Now,  there  is  no  such  relation  between  capital  and  labor  as  assoxnedi 
nor  is  there  anv  such  thing  as  a  free  man  being  fixed  for  life  in  the  condi 
tion  of  a  hired  laborer.  Both  these  assumptions  are  false^  and  all  infer- 
ences from  them  are  gi'oundless. 

Labor  is  prior  to,  and  independent  of,  capital.  Capital  is  only  the  frmt 
of  labor,  and  could  never  have  existed  if  labor  had  not  first  existed.  Labor 
is  the  superior  of  capital^  and  deserves  much  the  higher  consideration.  Capi- 
tal has  its  rights,  which  are  as  worthy  of  protection  as  any  other  rights 
Nor  is  it  denied  that  there  is,  and  probably  always  will  be,  a  relation  be- 
tween capital  and  labor,  producing  mutual  benefits.  The  error  is  in  assnm- 
ing  that  the  whole  Libor  of  community  exists  within  that  relation.  A  frv 
men  own  capital,  and  that  few  avoid  labor  themselves,  and,  with  their  C8|ii- 
tal,  liii'e  or  buy  another  few  to  labor  for  them.  A  large  majority  belong  to 
neither  class  —  neither  work  for  others,  nor  have  others  working  for  them. 
In  most  of  the  Southern  States,  a  majority  of  the  whole  people,  of  all  colonv 
are  neither  slaves  nor  masters ;  wliile  in  the  Northern,  a  large  majority  an 
neither  hirers  nor  hired.  Men  with  their  famihes  —  wives,  sons,  and  daugb* 
ters  —  work  for  themselves,  on  their  farms,  in  their  houses,  and  in  their 
shops,  taking  the  whole  product  to  themselves,  and  asking  no  favors  U 
capital  on  the  one  hand,  nor  of  hired  laborers  or  slaves  on  the  other.  It  if 
not  forgotten  that  a  considerable  number  of  persons  mingle  their  own  labor 
with  capital ;  that  is,  they  labor  with  their  own  hands,  and  also  buy  or  hiii 
others  to  labor  for  them,  but  this  is  only  a  mixed  and  not  a  distmet  daaa 
No  principle  stated  is  di^urbed  by  the  eiistence  of  this  muted  cl 


Again,  as  has  already  been  said,  there  is  not,  of  necessity,  any  such  Iht^ 

as  the  free  hired  laborer  being  fixed  to  that  condition  for  hf e.     Many  ind#- 

nendent  men  everywhere  in  these  States,  a  few  years  back  in  their  liv<?«,  w«*rv

The  views  then  expressed  remain  unchanged,  nor  have  I  much  to 
add.  None  are  so  deeply  interested  to  resist  the  present  rebellion  as 
the  working  people.  Let  thera  beware  of  prejudice^  working  division 
and  hostility  among  themselves.  The  most  notable  feature  of  a  dis- 
turbance in  voui'  city  last  summer  was  the  hanging  of  some  working 
people  by  other  working  people.  It  should  never  be  so.  The  strong- 
est  bond  of  human  sympathy,  outride  of  the  family  relation,  should 
Ae  one  uniting  all  working  people,  of  all  nations,  and  tongues,  and 
^pndreds.  Nor  should  this  lead  to  a  war  upon  property,  or  the  own- 
ers of  property.  Property  is  the  fruit  of  labor ;  property  is  desirable ; 
is  a  positive  good  in  the  world.  That  some  should  be  rich  shows  that 
others  may  become  rich,  and  hence  is  iust  eucoura|jement  to  indus- 
trv  and  enterjirise.  Let  not  him  who  is  houseless  pull  down  the  house 
of  another,  but  let  him  work  diligently  and  build  one  for  himself, 
thus  by  example  assuring  that  his  own  shall  be  safe  from  violence 
wheu  built.

By  the  President  op  the  United  States  op  America: 

A  Proclamation. 

Whereas  it  has  become  necessary  to  define  the  cases  in  which 
insurgent  enemies  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  proclamation  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  which  was  made  on  the  eighth 
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my  of  December,  1863,  and  the  manoer  in  which  they  shall  proceed 
i  avail  themselves  of  those  benefits; 

I  And  whereas  the  objects  of  that  proclamation  were  t^o  suppress 
be  insurrection  and  to  restore  the  authority  of  the  United  States; 
pd  whereas  the  amnesty  therein  proposed  by  the  President  was  of- 
■red  with  reference  to  these  objects  alone : 

[Now^  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lbicoln,  President  of  the  United 
tates  of  America,  do  hereby  proclaim  and  declare  that  the  said 
fcoclamatioo  does  not  apply  to  the  cases  of  persons  who,  at  the  tiniu 
men  they  seek  to  obtain  the  benefits  thereof  by  taking  the  oath 
pereby  prescribed,  are  in  military,  naval,  or  civil  confinement  or 
nstody,  or  under  bonds,  or  on  parole  of  the  civil,  military,  or  naval 
pthonties,  or  agents  of  the  United  States^  as  prisonei*s  of  war,  or 
fersons  detained  for  offenses  of  any  kind,  either  before  or  after  con- 
Iction ;  and  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  does  apply  only  to  those  persons 
rbo,  beiuff  yet  at  large  and  free  from  any  arrest,  confinement,  or 
nress,  shdl  voluntarily  come  forward  and  take  the  said  oath,  with  the 
brpose  of  restoring  peace  and  establishing  the  national  authority, 
pisoners  excluded  from  the  amnesty  offered  in  the  said  proclama- 
lon  may  apply  to  the  President  for  clemency,  like  all  other  offen- 
fers,  and  their  applications  will  receive  due  consideration. 

I  do  further  declare  and  proclaim  that  the  oath  presented  in  the 
foresaid  proclamation  of  the  eighth  of  December,  1863,  may  be 
^ken  and  subscribed  before  any  commissioned  officer,  civil,  military, 
naval,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  any  civil  or  military 
ieer  of  a  State  or  Territory  not  in  insurrection,  who,  by  the  laws 
liereof,  may  be  qualified  for  administering  oaths.  All  officers  who 
oeive  such  oaths  are  hereby  authorized  to  give  certificates  thereon 
the  persons  respectively  by  whom  they  are  made,  and  8u**h  offi- 
l^rs  are  hereby  required  to  transmit  the  original  records  of  such 
Hths  at  as  early  a  day  as  may  be  convenient,  to  the  Department  of 
ite,  where  they  will  be  deposited  and  remain  in  the  archives  of 
the  government.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  keep  a  register  thereof, 
and  will,  on  application,  in  proper  eases,  issue  certificates  of  such 
records  in  the  customary  form  of  official  certificates.

Jtfy  dear  Sir:  This  is  rather  more  social  than  official;  containing 
suggestions  rather  than  orders.  I  somewhat  dread  the  effect  of  your 
Special  Order  No.  61,  dated  March  7,  1864.  I  have  found  that^men 
who  have  not  even  been  suspected  of  disloyalty  are  very  averse  to 
taking  an  oath  of  any  sort  as  a  condition  to  exercising  an  ordinary 
right  of  citcienship.  *  The  point  will  probably  be  made  that  whOe 
men  may,  without  an  oath,  assemble  in  a  noisy  political  meeting, 
thev  must  take  the  oath  to  assemble  in  a  religious  meeting.  It  is 
said,  I  know  not  whether  truly,  that  in  some  parts  of  Missouri 
as&assiuations  are  systematically  committed  upon  returned  rebels 
who  wiflh  to  ground  arms  and  behave  themselves.  This  should  not 
be.

My  dear  Sir:  You  ask  me  to  put  in  writing  the  substance  of  whit 
I  verbally  said  the  other  day  in  your  presence,  to  Governor  Bruo- 
lette  and  Senator  Dixon.    It  was  about  as  follows : 

^'  I  am  naturally  antislavery.  If  slavery  is  not  wrong,  noiliiiigii 
wrone.  I  cannot  remember  when  I  did  not  so  think  and  fed,  and 
yet  I  have  never  understood  that  the  presidency  conferred  upon  me 
an  unrestricted  right  to  act  officially  upon  this  judgment  and  feeluig. 
It  was  in  the  oath  I  took  that  I  -would,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  pie- 
serve,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Statttw  I 
could  not  take  the  office  without  taking  the  oath.  Nor  was  it  my 
view  that  I  might  take  an  oath  to  get  power,  and  break  the  oath  in 
usiu^  the  power.  I  understood,  t(K>,  tnat  in  ordinary  civil  admini- 
stration this  oath  even  forbade  me  to  practically  indolee  my  primaiy 
abstract  judgment  on  the  moral  question  of  slavery.  I  had  publicly 
declared  this  many  times,  and  in  many  ways.  And  I  aver  that,  to 
this  day,  I  have  done  no  official  act  in  mere  deference  to  my  abstract 
judgment  and  feeling  on  slavery.  I  did  understand,  however,  that 
my  oath  to  preserve  the  Constitution  to  the  best  of  my  ability  im- 
posed upon  me  the  duty  of  preserving,  by  every  indispensable  means, 
that  government  —  that  nation,  of  which  that  Constitution  was  the 
organic  law.  Was  it  possible  to  lose  the  nation  and  yet  preserve  the 
Constitution  T  By  general  law,  life  and  limb  must  be  protected,  yet 
often  a  limb  must  be  amputated  to  save  a  life ;  but  a  life  is  never 
wisely  given  to  save  a  limb.  I  felt  that  measures  otherwise  uncon- 
stitutional might  become  lawful  by  becoming  indispensable  to  the 
preservation  of  the  Constitution  through  the  preservation  of  the  na- 
tion. Right  or  wrong,  I  assumed  this  grouno,  and  now  avow  it.  I 
could  not  feel  that,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  had  even  tried  to  pre^ 
serve  the  Constitution,  if,  to  save  slavery  or  any  minor  matter,  I 
should  permit  the  wreck  of  government,  country,  and  Constitution 
all  together.  When,  earlv  in  the  war.  General  Fremont  attempted 
military  emancipation,  I  forbade  it,  because  I  did  not  then  think  it 
an  indispensable  necessity.  When,  a  little  later.  General  Cameron, 
then  Secretary  of  War,  suggested  the  arming  of  the  blacks,  I  ob- 
jtM't-ed  because  I  did  not  vet  think  it  an  indispensable  necessity. 
When,  still  later,  Greneral  Hunter  attempted  military  emancinatioi). 
I  again  forbade  it,  because  I  did  not  yet  think  the  indispensaole  ne- 
cessity had  come.  When  in  March  and  Mav  and  July,  1862, 1  made 
earnest  and  successive  appeals  to  the  border  States'  to  favor  eom- 
j>ensated  emancipation,  I  l>elieved  the  indispensable  necessity  for 
militar\'  emaneii>ation  and  arming  the  blacks  would  come  unless 
avorteit  by  that  measure.  They  declined  the  propjosition,  and  I  was. 
in  inv  Wst  judgment,  driven  to'the  alternative  of  either  surrendering 
tho  I'nion,  and  with  it  the  Constitution,  or  of  laying  strong  hand 
upon  the  colored  element.  I  chose  the  latter.  In  choosing  it,  I 
hoped  for  greater  gain  than  loss :  but  of  this,  I  was  not  entirefv  con- 
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JIdent.  More  than  a  year  of  trial  now  shows  no  loss  by  it  in  oar  for- 
■i%iffn  relations,  none  in  our  home  popolar  sentiment^  none  in  our 
^jrmte  military  force  —  no  loss  by  it  anyhow  or  anywhere.  On  the 
Contrary  it  shows  a  gain  of  quite  a  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
*  ioldiers,  seamen,  and  laborers.  These  are  palpable  facts,  about  which. 
» facts,  there  can  be  no  cayiling.  We  haye  the  men  i  and  we  could 
it  haye  had  them  without  the  measure.

April  5,  1864.— Unfinished  Draft  of  Letter  to 
General  N.  P.  Banks. 

EJxECUTiyE  Mansion,  Washington,  April  5, 1864. 
Major-General  Banks: 

I  haye  receiyed  a  letter  from  General  Charles  P.  Stone,  indorsed  by 
yourself,  asking  that  "  some  act,  some  word,  some  order  may  issue 
from  the  executiye  which  shall  place  my  name  clear  of  reproach^^ 
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etc.  Nothing  more  definite  than  this  is  indicated  as  to  what  GteDenl 
Stone  desires  me  to  do,  or  supposes  I  can  do  in  the  case.  I  can  only 
state  the  facts  of  the  case  rrom  memory,  and  of  coarse  not  witb 
ffreat  minuteness  or  accuracy.  (General  Stone  was  arrested,  as  I  now 
thinky  early  in  February,  1862.  Owin^  to  sickness  in  my  family, 
the  SecretiU7  of  War  made  the  arrest  without  notifying  me  that  he 
had  it  in  contemplation.  (General  McClellan  was  then  general-in- 
chief,  with  headquarters  at  Washington,  and  General  otoue  was 
commanding  a  division  twenty-five  or  thirty  miles  above  on  tbe 
Potomac,  laming  of  the  arrest  I  inquired  for  the  cause,  and  fomid 
it  or  the  evidence  constituting  it  to  consist  of  three  classes:  Fint, 
the  evidence  taken  in  writing  by  the  Committee  of  Congress  on  the 
Conduct  of  the  War.  The  point  supposed  to  be  made  by  this  against 
General  Stone  was  that  when  before  the  committee  at  one  time  and 
excusing  himself  for  not  having  sent  a  force  from  one  point  to 
another  during  the  battle  in  which  Colonel  Baker  was  killed,  he 
stated  that  the  enemy  had  a  redoubt  or  dirt  fort  on  the  route  which 
could  not  be  passed.  Afterward,  the  committee  conceiving  that 
General  Stone  could  have  prevented  the  erection  of  that  fort,  and 
ought  to  have  done  so,  called  him  before  them  again  to  inquire  wlgr 
he  did  not,  and  he  then  denied  that  there  ever  nad  been  a  fort  at 
that  place.  I  did  not  think  the  evidence,  as  read  to  me,  made  the 
point  conclusively  against  the  general;  but  that  evidence,  whatever 
it  is,  I  suppose  is  stiU  accessible.

But  here  we 
j;  the  war  lias  not  ended,  and  slavery  has  been  mueh  affected — 
low  much  needs  not  now  to  be  recounted-     So  true  is  it  that  man 
proposes  and  Ciod  disposes. 
But  we  can  see  the  past,  though  we  may  not  claim  to  have  directed 
i;  and  seeing  it,  in  this  case,  we  feel  more  hopeful  and  confident 
>r  the  future- 

The  world  has  never  had  a  good  definition  of  the  word  liberty, 
id  the  American  people,  just  now,  are  much  in  want  of  one.     Vfe 
declare  for  liberty;  but  iu  using  the  same  word  we  do  not  idl 
lean  the  same  thing.     With  some  the  word  liberty  may  mean  for 
ea^'h  man  to  do  as  he  pleases  with  himself,  and  the  product  of  his 
labor ;  while  with  others  the  same  word  may  mean  for  some  men  to 
^lo  as  they  please  with  other  men,  and  the  product  of  other  men's 
*^bor.     riere  are  two,  not  only  different,  but  incompatible  things, 
aUed  by  the  same  name,  liberty.    And  it  follows  that  each  of  tne 
'things  is,  by  the  respective  parties,  called  by  two  different  and  in- 
compatible names  — ^liberty  and  tyranny. 

The  shepherd  drives  the  wolf  from  the  sheep's  throat,  for  w*hieh 
le  sheep  thanks  the  shepherd  as  his  liberator,  while  the  woK  de- 
nounces him  for  the  same  act,  as  the  destroyer  of  libei-ty,  especially 
as  the  sheep  was  a  black  one.  Plainly,  the  sheep  and  the  wolf  are 
not  agreed  upon  a  definition  <tt  the  word  liberty ;  and  precisely  the 
same  difference  prevails  to-day  amone:  us  human  creatures,  even  in 
the  North,  and  all  professing  to  love  Uberty.  Heue^  we  behold  the 
process  by  which  tnousands  are  daily  passing  from  under  the  yoke 
of  bondage  hailed  by  some  as  the  advance  of  libert>%  and  bewailed 
by  others  as  the  destruction  of  all  liberty.  Recently,  as  it  seems, 
the  people  of  Maryland  have  been  doiog  something  to  define  liberty, 
and  thanks  to  them  that,  in  what  they  have  done,  the  wolfs  dic- 
tionary has  been  repudiated. 

It  is  not  very  becoming  for  one  in  my  position  to  make  speeches 
at  great  length  ;  but  there  is  another  subject  upon  which  I  feel  that 
I  ought  to  say  a  word. 

A  painful  rumor — true,  I  fear — has  reached  us  of  the  massacre  by 
the  rebel  forces  at  Fort  Pillow,  in  the  west  end  of  Tennessee,  on  the 
Mississippi  River,  of  some  three  hundred  colored  soldiei^  and  white 
officers,  who  had  just  been  overpowered  by  their  assailants.  There 
seems  to  be  some  anxiety  in  the  public  mind  whether  the  government 
is  doing  its  duty  to  the  colored  soldier,  and  to  the  service,  at  this 
point.  At  the  begiuning  of  the  war,  and  for  some  time,  the  use  of 
colored  troops  was  not  contemplated ;  and  how  the  change  of  pur- 
pose was  wrought  I  will  not  now  take  time  to  explain.  Upon  a  clear 
conviction  of  duty  I  resolved  to  turn  that  element  of  strength  to  ac- 
count; and  I  am  responsible  for  it  to  the  American  people,  to  the 
Christiau  world,  to  history,  and  in  mv  final  account  to  God,  Having 
determined  to  use  the  negro  as  a  soldier,  there  is  no  way  but  to  give 
him  all  the  protection  given  to  any  other  soldier.  The  difficultv  is 
not  in  stating  the  principle,  but  in  practically  applyiug  it.  It  is  a

To  the  House  of  Represef^tatives :  In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of 
your  honorable  Dodv,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  returned,  I  have 
the  honor  to  make  the  followinff  brief  statement^  which  is  believed 
to  contain  the  information  sougnt : 

Prior  to  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  present  Congress,  Robert  C. 
Schenck,  of  Ohio,  and  Prank  P.  Blair,  Jr.,  of  Missouri,  members 
elect  thereto,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate  held  commis- 
sions from  the  executive  as  major-generals  in  the  volunteer  army. 
General  Schenck  tendered  the  resignation  of  his  said  commission, 
and  took  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  at  the  assembling 
thereof,  upon  the  distinct  verbal  understanding  with  the  Secreta^ 
of  War  and  the  executive  that  he  might,  at  any  time  during  the 
session,  at  his  own  pleasure,  withdraw  said  resignation  and  return 
to  the  field. 

General  Blair  was,  by  temporary  assignment  of  General  Sherman, 
in  command  of  a  corps  through  the  battles  in  front  of  Chattanooea, 
and  in  the  march  to  the  relief  of  Knoxville,  which  occurred  in  the 
latter  days  of  November  and  early  davs  of  December  la&L  and  of 
course  was  not  ijresent  at  the  asserabfing  of  Congress.  When  he 
subsequently  arrived  here,  he  sought,  and  was  allowed  by  the  See- 
retary  of  War  and  the  executive,  Sie  same  conditions  and  promise 
as  allowed  and  made  to  General  Schenck. 

General  Schenck  has  not  applied  to  withdraw  his  resignation ;  but 
when  General  Grant  was  made  lieutenant-general,  producing  some 
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;e  of  commanders.  General  Blair  sought  to  be  assigned  to  the 
land  of  a  corps.    This  was  made  known  to  Generals  Grant  and 
nan,  and  assented  to  by  them,  and  the  particular  corps  for 
designated.    This  was  all  arranged  and  understood,  as  now 
p«»u6mbered,  so  much  as  a  month  ago :  but  the  formal  withdrawal 
of  General  Blair^s  resignation,  and  making  the  order  assigning  him 
to  the  command  of  the  corps,  were  not  consummated  at  the  War 
Department  until  last  week,  perhaps  on  the  23d  of  April  instant. 
As  a  summary  of  the  whole,  it  may  be  stated  that  General  Blair 
holds  no  military  commission  or  appointment  other  than  as  herein 
r     stated,  and  that  it  is  believed  he  is  iiciw  acting  as  major-general 
upon  the  assumed  validity  of  the  commission  herein  stated,  m  con- 
nection with  the  facts  herein  stated,  and  not  otherwise.

gi\dng  to  the  country  and  to  liberty.  Indeed,  it  is  difficult  to  con- 
ceive now  it  could  be  otherwise  with  any  one  professing  Christian- 
ity, or  even  having  ordinary  perceptions  of  ri^ht  and  wrong.  To 
read  in  the  Bible,  as  the  word  of  God  himself,  that  "  In  the  sweat  of 
thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread  "  and  to  preach  tnerefrom  that,  *'  In  the 
sweat  of  other  men's  faces  shalt  thou  eat  bread,"  to  my  mind  can 
scarcely  be  reconciled  with  honest  sincerity.  When  brought  to  mr 
final  reckoning,  mav  I  have  to  answer  for  robbing  no  man  of  his 
goods ;  yet  more  tolerable  even  this,  than  for  robbing  one  of  him- 
self and*  all  that  was  his.

Cook  wants  to  know  confidentially  whether  Swett  is  all  right ;  whether 
in  lu'ginp  Holt  for  Vice-President  he  reflects  the  President's  wishes;  whether 
the  President  ha^  any  preference,  either  personally  or  on  the  score  of  poUcy, 
or  whether  he  wishes  not  even  to  interfere  by  a  confidential  indication.

I  suppose  that  this  toast  was  intended  to  open  the  way  for  me  to 
say  something. 

War,  at  the  best,  is  terrible,  and  this  war  of  ours,  in  its  magnitude 
and  in  its  duration,  is  one  of  the  most  terrible.  It  has  deranged 
business,  totally  in  many  localities,  and  partially  in  all  localities.  It 
has  destroyed  property  and  ruined  homes;  it  has  produced  a  na- 

Paul  debt  and  taxation  unprecedented,  at  least  in  this  country ;  it

has  carried  moaming  to  almost  every  home,  until  it  can  almost  be 
said  that  the  "  heavens  are  hung  in  black." 

Yet  the  war  continues,  and  several  relieving  coincidents  have  m- 
companied  it  from  the  very  beginning  which  nave  not  been  known, 
as  I  understand,  or  have  anv  knowledge  of,  in  any  former  wars  in 
the  history  of  the  world.  The  Sanit-ary  Couimissioii,  with  all  its 
benevolent  labors ;  the  Christian  Commission,  with  all  its  Christiw 
and  benevolent  labors ;  and  the  various  places,  arrangemeDts,  so 
to  speak,  and  institutions,  have  contributed  to  the  comfort 
and  relief  of  the  soldiers.  You  have  two  of  these  places  in 
this  city  —  the  Cooper  Shop  and  Union  Volunteer  Refreshment 
Salt>ons.  And  lastly,  these  fairs,  which,  I  believe,  began  only 
last  Auffust,  if  I  mistake  not,  in  Chice^o,  then  at  Boston,  at  Cin- 
cinnati,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  Baltimore,  and  those  at  present 
held  at  St.  Louis,  Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia.  The  motive  and  ob- 
ject that  lie  at  the  bottom  of  all  these  are  most  worthy;  for,  say 
what  you  wiU,  after  all,  the  most  is  due  to  the  soldier  who  takes  his 
life  in  his  hands  and  goes  to  fight  the  battles  of  his  country.  In 
what  is  contributed  to  his  comfort  when  he  passes  to  and  fro,  and 
in  what  is  contributed  to  him  when  he  is  sick  and  wounded,  in  what- 
ever shape  it  comes,  whether  from  the  fair  and  tender  hand  of 
woman,  or  from  anv  other  source,  it  is  much,  verj'  much.  But  I  think 
that  there  is  still  that  which  is  of  as  much  value  to  him  in  the  con- 
tinual reminders  he  sees  in  the  newspapers  that  while  he  is  absent 
he  is  yet  remembered  by  the  loved  ones  at  home.  Another  view  of 
these  various  institutions,  if  I  may  so  call  them,  is  worthj^  of  eonsid- 
enition,  I  think.  They  are  voluntary  contributions,  given  zealously 
and  earnestly,  on  top  of  all  the  disturbances  of  business,  of  all  the 
disorders,  ot  all  the  taxation,  and  of  all  the  burdens  that  the  war 
has  imposed  upon  us,  giving  proof  that  the  national  resoun-es  art 
not  at  all  exhausted,  and  that  the  national  spirit  of  patriotism  i> 
even  firmer  and  stronger  than  at  the  commencement  of  tlie  war. 

It  is  a  pertinent  question,  often  asked  in  the  mind  privately,  and 
from  one  to  the  other,  when  is  the  war  to  end!  Surelv  I  feel  as 
deep  an  interest  in  this  question  as  any  other  can ;  but  I  do  not  wi.sh 
to  name  a  day,  a  month,  or  a  year,  wlien  it  is  to  end.  I  do  not  wish 
to  run  any  risk  of  seeing  the  time  come  without  our  beinjj:  ready  for 
the  end,  for  fear  of  disaj)pointment  because  the  time  had  come  and 
not  the  end.  We  aeeepted  this  war  for  an  objeet,  a  worthy  object,  and 
the  war  will  end  when  that  objeet  is  attained.  Under'troil,  I  hoji- 
it  never  will  end  until  that  time.  Speaking  of  the  present  eanipaiirn. 
General  Grant  is  reported  to  have  said,  **  I  am  going  thi-ou^h  on  tTii> 
line  if  it  takes  all  summer."  This  war  has  taken  three  years;  it  wa> 
be«run  or  aece])te<l  upon  the  line  of  restoring  the  national  aiithority 
over  the  whole  national  domain,  and  for  the  American  people,  as  far 
as  my  knowledge  enables  me  to  speak,  I  say  we  are  going  through 
on  this  line  if  it  takes  three  years  more. 

^ly  friends,  I  did  not  know  but  that  I  might  be  called  upon  to  say 
a  few  words  before  I  got  away  IVoni  here,  but  I  did  not  know  it  was 
coming  just  here.  I  have  never  been  in  tlie  habit  of  making  predic- 
tions in  regard  to  the  war,  but  I  am  almost  tempted  to  make  one.   If

And  whereas  the  GonjgTess  of  the  United  States,  by  an  act  ap- 
proved on  the  third  day  of  March,  1863,  did  enact  that  during  the  said

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  known  to  the  President  of  tlie

The  martial  law  herein  proclaimed,  and  the  things  in  that  respect 
lerein  ordered,  will  not  be  deemed  or  taken  to  interfere  with  the 
Lolding  of  lawful  elections,  or  with  the  proceedings  of  the  consti- 
tutiond  legislature  of  Kentucky,  or  with  the  administration  of  jus- 
tice in  the  courts  of  law  existing  therein  between  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  in  suits  or  proceedings  which  do  not  affect  the  military 
aerations  or  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  government  of  the 
nited  States.

And  whereas  the  said  bill  was  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  for  his  approval  less  than  one  hour  before  the  sine  die 
adjournment  of  said  session,  and  was  not  signed  by  him ; 

And  whereas  the  said  bill  contains^  among  other  things,  a  plan  for 
restoring  the  States  in  rebellion  to  their  proper  pracitical  relation  in 
the  Union,  which  plan  expresses  the  sense  of  Congress  npon  that 
sabject,  and  which  plan  it  is  now  thought  fit  to  lay  before  the  peo- 
ple for  their  consideration :

He  declines  giving  his  consent  to  the  publication  of  his  let- 
ters unless  these  parts  be  published  with  the  rest.  I  have  concluded 
that  it  is  better  for  me  to  submit  for  the  time  to  the  consequences 
of  the  false  position  in  which  I  consider  he  has  placed  me  than  to 
subject  the  country  to  the  consequences  of  publishing  their  dis- 
couraging and  injurious  paints.  I  send  you  this  and  the  accompany- 
ing copy,  not  for  publication ,  but  merely  to  explain  to  you,  and  that 
you  nmy  preserve  them  until  their  proper  time  shall  come.

My  dear  Sir :  Your  letter  of  the  seventh  was  placed  in  my  band 
yesterday  by  Governor  Randall    To  me  it  seems  plain  that  saying 
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reunion  and  abandonment  of  sLaTeoy  wonid  be  considered,  if  offered, 
is  not  saving  that  nothing  else  or  len  would  be  considered^  if  offered. 
But  I  will  not  stand  npon  the  mere  eonstraetion  of  langoage.  It  is 
true,  as  yon  remind  me,  that  in  the  Ghreeley  letter  of  ISS  I  said: 
''  If  1  eonld  save  the  Union  without  freeing  any  slave  I  would  do 
it;  and  if  I  coidd  save  it  by  freeing  all  the  slaves  I  would  do  it: 
and  if  I  could  save  it  by  freeing  some  and  leaving  others  alone  I 
would  also  do  that"  I  continued  in  the  same  letter  as  follows: 
''  What  I  do  about  slavery  and  the  colored  race,  I  do  because  I  be* 
lieve  it  helps  to  save  the  Union ;  and  what  I  forbear,  I  forbear  be- 
cause I  do  not  believe  it  would  help  to  save  the  Union.  I  shall  do 
less  whenever  I  shall  believe  what  1  am  doin^  hurts  tiie  cause ;  and 
I  shall  do  more  whenever  I  shall  believe  doing  more  will  help  ^ 
cause." 

All  this  I  said  in  the  utmost  sincerity ;  and  I  am  as  true  to  the 
whole  of  it  now  as  when  I  first  said  it  When  I  afterward  pro- 
claimed emancipation,  and  employed  colored  soldiers,  I  only  followed 
the  declaration  just  Quoted  from  the  Greeley  letter  that ''  I  shall  do 
more  whenever  I  shali  believe  doing  more  will  help  the  cause."  The 
way  these  measures  were  to  help  the  cause  was  not  to  be  by  magie 
or  miracles,  but  by  inducing  the  colored  people  to  come  bodily  over 
from  the  rebel  side  to  ours.  On  this  point,  nearly  a  vear  ago,  in  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Conkling,  made  public  at  once,  I  wrote  as  loUows:  *'  Bnt 
negroes,  like  other  people,  act  upon  motives.  Whv  should  they  do 
anything  for  us  if  we  will  do  nothing  for  them  t  If  they  stake  their 
lives  for  us  thev  must  be  prompted!)^  the  strongest  motive— : even 
the  promise  of  freedom.  And  the  promise  being  made,  must  be  kept."* 
I  am  sure  you  will  not^  on  due  reflection,  say  that  the  promise 
beiug  made  must  be  broken  at  the  first  opportunity.  I  am  sure 
you  would  not  desire  me  to  say,  or  to  leave  an  inference,  that 
1  am  ready,  whenever  convenient,  to  join  in  reenslaving  those  who 
shall  have  served  us  in  consideration  of  our  promise.  As  matter  of 
morals,  could  such  treachery  by  any  possibihty  escape  the  curses  of 
heaven,  or  of  any  good  man  ?  As  matter  of  policy,  to  announce  such 
a  purpose  would  ruin  the  Union  cause  itself.  All  recruiting  of  col- 
ored men  would  instantly  cease,  and  all  colored  men  now  in  our  ser- 
vice would  instantly  desert  us.  And  rightfully,  too.  Why  should 
they  give  their  lives  for  us,  with  full  notice  of  our  purpose  to  betray 
them  ?  Drive  back  to  the  support  of  the  rebellion  the  physical  force 
which  the  colored  people  now  give  and  promise  us,  and  neither  the 

!)rosent,  nor  any  coming,  administration  can  save  the  Union.  Take 
roin  us  and  give  to  the  enemy  the  hundred  and  thirty,  forty,  or  fiftv 
thousand  colored  persons  now  serving  us  as  soldiers,  seamen,  and 
laborers,  and  we  cannot  longer  maintain  the  contest.  The  party  who 
rould  elect  a  President  on  a  War  and  Slavery  .Restoration  platform 
would,  of  necessity,  lose  the  colored  force;  and  that  force  being  lost, 
would  be  as  powerless  to  save  the  Union  as  to  do  any  other  impossi- 
Mo  thing. 

It.  is  not  a  question  of  sentiment  or  taste,  but  one  of  physical  force, 
nhioli  may  be  measured  and  estimated,  as  horse-power' and  steam- 
Y^\\XKvv  are  measured  and  estimated.    And,  by  measurement,  it  is 
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iDre  than  we  can  lose  and  live.  Nor  can  we,  by  discarding  it,  get 
a  white  force  in  place  of  it.  There  is  a  witness  in  every  white  man's 
bosom  that  he  would  rather  go  to  the  war  having  the  negro  to  help 
him  than  to  help  the  eneray  against  him<  It  is  not  the  ffiving  of 
one  class  for  another — it  is  simply  giving  a  large  force  to  the  enemy 
for  nothing  in  return.  In  addition  to  what  I  have  said^  allow  me 
remind  you  that  no  one,  having  control  of  the  rebel  armies,  or, 
fact^  having  any  influence  whatever  in  the  rebellion,  has  offered, 
intimated,  a  willingness  to  a  restoration  of  the  Union,  in  any 
fcrent,  or  on  any  condition  whatever.  Let  it  be  eonstantlv  borne  in 
lind  that  no  such  offer  has  been  made  or  intimated.  Shall  we  be 
reak  enough  to  allow  the  enemy  to  distract  us  with  an  abstract 
lestion  which  he  himself  refuses  to  present  as  apractical  one!  In 
le  Conkling  letter  before  meatioued,  I  said :  **  Wiienever  you  shall 
Jiave  conquered  all  resistance  to  the  Union,  if  I  shall  urge  yon  to 
continue  fighting,  it  will  be  an  apt  time  then  to  declare  that  you  will 
not  fight  to  free  negroes,"  I  repeat  this  now.  If  Jefferson  Davis 
wifihes  for  himself,  or  for  the  benefit  of  his  friends  at  the  North,  to 
know  what  I  would  do  if  he  were  to  offer  peace  and  reunion,  saying 
nothing  about  slavery,  let  him  try  me.

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States,  which  are  extended  to  the  ports  enumerated  in  the  seveitUi 
section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  3d  of  March,  1845,  aforesaid, 
from  and  after  the  date  of  this  proclamation.

Soldiers :  You  are  about  to  return  to  your  homes  and  your  frieadi, 
after  having,  as  I  learn,  performed  in  camp  a  comparatively  short 
term  of  duty  in  this  great  contest.  I  am  greatly  obhged  to  yon,  and 
to  all  who  have  come  forward  at  the  call  of  their  country.  1  wish  it 
might  be  more  generally  and  universally  understood  wHat  the  oonii- 
try  is  now  engaged  in.  We  have,  as  all  will  a^ee,  a  free  gorwn- 
ment^  where  every  man  has  a  right  to  be  eqiuil  with  every  other  maiL 
In  this  great  struggle,  this  form  of  government  and  every  fonn  erf 
human  right  is  endangered  if  our  enemies  succeed.  There  is  moiu 
involved  in  this  contest  than  is  realized  by  every  one.  There  I**  in- 
volved in  this  struggle  the  question  whether  your  children  and  my 
children  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  we  have  enjoyed.  I  say  this  in 
order  to  impress  upon  you,  if  you  are  not  abeady  so  impressed,  thit 
no  small  matter  shoiild  divert  us  from  our  great  purpose. 

There  may  be  some  inequalities  in  the  practical  application  of  our 
system.  It  is  fair  that  each  man  shall  pay  taxes  in  exact  proportioa 
to  the  value  of  his  property;  but  if  we  should  wait,  before  cofiecHnff 
a  tax,  to  adjust  the  taxes' upon  each  man  in  exact  proportion  with 
every  other  man,  we  should  never  collect  any  tax  at  alL  There  may 
be  mistakes  made  sometimes ;  things  may  iJe  done  wrong,  while  the 
officers  of  the  government  do  all  they  can  to  prevent  mistakes.  But 
I  beg  of  you,  as  citizens  of  this  great  republic,  not  to  let  your  minds 
be  cai'ried  oft  from  the  great  work  we  nave  before  us.  This  strog* 
gle  is  too  large  for  you  to  be  diverted  from  it  bv  anv  small  matter. 
When  you  return  to  your  homes,  rise  up  to  the  height  of  a  genera* 
tion  of  men  worthy  of  a  free  government,  and  we  will  carry  out  the 
great  work  we  have  commenced.

Soldiers  of  the  148th  Omo: 

I  am  most  happy  to  meet  yon  on  this  occasion.  I  nnderstaod  flHl 
it  has  been  your  nonorable  privilege  to  stand,  for  a  brief  period,  ii 
the  defense  of  your  country,  and  tnat  now  yon  are  on  jronr  irajto 
your  homes.  I  congratulate  you,  and  those  who  are  waiting  to  bid 
you  welcome  home  from  the  war ;  and  permit  me  in  the  name  of 
the  people  to  thank  you  for  the  part  you  have  taken  in  this  stmgi^ 
for  the  life  of  the  nation.  You  are  soldiers  of  the  republic,  eyerr- 
where  honored  and  respected.  Whenever  I  appear  before  a  bo^r 
of  soldiers,  I  feel  tempted  to  talk  to  them  of  the  nature  of  tlie 
struggle  in  which  we  are  engaged.  I  look  upon  it  as  an  attempt 
on  the  one  hand  to  overwhelm  and  destroy  the  national  existeooe, 
while  on  our  part  we  are  striving  to  maintain  the  government  and 
institutions  of  our  fathers,  to  enjoy  them  ourselves,  and  tnuismit 
them  to  our  children  and  our  children's  children  forever. 

To  do  this  the  constitutional  administration  of  onr  government 
must  be  sustained,  and  I  beg  of  you  not  to  allow  your  minds  or 
your  hearts  to  be  diverted  from  the  support  of  all  necessary  met- 
sures  for  that  purpose,  by  anv  miserable  picayune  arguments  ad- 
dressed to  your  pockets,  or  inflammatory  appeals  made  to  your  pas- 
sions and  your  prejudices. 

It  is  vain  and  foolish  to  arraign  this  man  or  that  for  the  part  he 
has  taken  or  has  not  taken,  and  to  hold  the  government  responsible 
for  bis  acts.  In  no  administration  can  there  be  perfect  equality  of 
action  and  uniform  satisfaction  rendered  by  all.

Jfy  dear  Sir :  Yours  inviting  me  to  attend  a  Union  mass-meeting 
at  Buffalo  is  received*  Much  is  being  said  about  peace,  and  no  man 
desires  peace  more  ardently  than  I.  StiU,  I  am  yet  unprepared  to 
give  up  the  Union  for  a  peace  which,  so  achieved,  could  not  be  of 
much  duration.  The  preservation  of  our  Union  was  not  the  sole 
avowed  object  for  whicn  the  war  was  com  menced.  It  was  com menced 
for  precisely  the  rcvei'se  object — to  destroy  our  Union.  The  in- 
surgents com  menced  it  by  ftrii»g  upon  the  Star  of  the  West  and  on 
Port  Sumter,  and  by  other  similar  acts.  It  is  true,  however,  that  the 
administration  accepted  the  war  thus  commenced  for  the  sole  avowed 
object  of  preservnng  our  Union ;  and  it  is  not  true  that  it  has  since 
*^  ^n,  or  will  be,  prosecuted  by  this  administration  for  any  other  ob- 


^^ 
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ject.  In  declaring  this  I  only  declare  what  I  can  know  and  do  koov 
to  be  true,  and  wnat  no  other  man  can  know  to  be  false. 

In  taking  the  various  steps  which  have  led  to  my  present  positioa 
in  relation  to  the  war,  the  public  interest  and  my  private  mtenrt 
have  been  perfectly  parallel,  because  in  no  other  way  could  I  sem 
myself  so  well  as  by  truly  serving  the  Union.  The  whole  field  kai 
been  open  to  me  where  to  choose.  No  place-hunting  necessity  kai 
been  upon  me  urging  me  to  seek  a  posibon  of  antagonism  to  some 
other  man,  irrespective  of  whether  such  position  might  be  f  avmUe 
or  unfavorable  to  the  Union. 

Of  course  I  may  err  in  judgment,  but  my  present  position  in  ref- 
erence to  the  rebellion  is  the  result  of  my  best  judgment,  simL 
according  to  that  best  judgment,  it  is  the  only  position  upon  whidi 
any  executive  can  or  could  save  the  Union.  Any  substantial  d^ 
parture  from  it  insures  the  success  of  the  rebellion.  An  armistiee 
—  a  cessation  of  hostilities  —  is  the  end  of  the  struggle,  and  the  in- 
surgents would  be  in  peaceable  jKxssession  of  all  that  has  been  stnig' 
gled  for.  Any  different  policy  m  regard  to  the  colored  man  deprim 
us  of  his  help,  and  this  is  more  than  we  can  bear.  We  cannot  8|iin 
the  hundred  and  forty  or  fiftj^  thousand  now  serving  us  as  soldien^ 
seamen,  and  laborers.  This  is  not  a  question  of  sentiment  or  tistei 
but  one  of  physical  force,  which  may  be  measured  and  estimated  « 
horse-power  and  steam-power  are  measured  and  estimated.  Keep  it. 
and  you  can  save  the  Union.  Throw  it  away,  and  the  Union  goes 
with  it.  Nor  is  it  possible  for  any  administration  to  retain  the  ser- 
vice of  these  people  with  the  exp^ress  or  implied  understanding  thai, 
upon  the  first  convenient  occasion,  they  are  to  be  reenslaved.  It 
cannot  be,  and  it  ought  not  to  be.

I  am  struggling  to  maintain  the  government,  not  to  overthrow  it. 
I  am  struggling,  especially,  to  prevent  others  from  overthrowing  it. 
I  therefore  say  that  if  I  shall  live  I  shall  remain  President  until  the 
4th  of  next  March ;  and  that  whoever  shall  be  constitutionally  elected 
therefor,  in  November,  shall  be  duly  installed  as  President  on  the  4th 
of  March ;  and  that,  in  the  interval,  I  shall  do  my  utmost  that  who- 
ever is  to  hold  the  helm  for  the  next  voyage  shall  start  with  the  best 
X)0ssible  chance  to  save  the  ship. 

This  is  due  to  the  people  botn  on  principle  and  under  the  Consti- 
tution. Their  will,  constitutionally  expressed,  is  the  ultimate  law 
for  all.  If  they  should  deliberately  resolve  to  have  immediate  peace, 
even  at  the  loss  of  their  country  and  their  liberty,  I  know  not  the 
power  or  the  right  to  resist  them.  It  is  their  own  business,  and 
they  must  do  as  they  please  with  their  own.  I  believe,  however,  they 
are  still  resolved  to*  preserve  their  country  and  their  liberty  j  and  in 
this,  in  office  or  out  of  it,  I  am  resolved  to  stand  by  them.* 
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I  may  add  that  in  this  purpose  —  to  save  the  country  and  its  lib- 

fllies — no  classes  of  people  seem  so  nearly  imauimous  as  the  sol- 
"diers  in  the  field  and  the  sailors  afloat.    Do  they  not  have  the  hardest

A  Proclamation. 


It  has  pleased  almighty  God  to  prolong  our  national  life  another 
jeBX^  defending  us  wiUi  his  guardian  care  against  unfriendly  designs 
from  abroad,  and  vouchsafing  to  us  in  his  mercy  many  and  signal 
victories  over  tlie  enemv,  who  is  of  our  own  household.  It  has  also 
pleased  our  heavenly  feather  to  favor  as  well  our  citizeua  in  their 
tomes  as  our  soldiers  in  their  c^mps,  and  our  sailors  ou  the  rivers 
aud  setis^  with  unusual  health.  He  has  largely  augmented  our  fi'ee 
population  by  emancipation  and  by  immigration,  while  he  has 
opened  to  us  new  sources  of  wealth,  and  has  crowned  the  labor  of 
our  working-men  in  every  department  fvf  industry  with  abundant  re- 
wards. Moreover,  he  has  been  pleased  to  animate  and  inspire  our 
minds  and  hearts  with  fortitude,  courage,  and  resolution  suflicient 
for  the  great  trial  of  civil  war  into  which  we  have  been  brought  by 
our  adherence  as  a  nation  to  the  cause  of  freedom  and  humanity, 
and  to  affoi'd  to  us  reasonable  hopes  of  an  ultimate  and  happy 
deliverance  from  all  our  dangers  and  afflictions. 

Now,   therefore,  I,  Abraham   Lincoln,  President  of  the  United 
States,  do  hereby  appoint  and  set  apart  the  last  Thursday  of  Novem- 
ber next  as  a  day  wnich  I  desire  to  be  observed  by  all  ray  fellow- 
citizens,  wherever  they  mav  then  be,  as  a  day  of  tHanksgivijig  and 
I      praise  to  almighty  (lod,  the  beneficent  Creator  aud  Ruler  of  the 
■nniverse.    And  I  do  further  recommend  to  my  fellow-citizens  afore- 
^Kaid,  that  on  that  occasion  they  do  reverently* humble  themselves  in 
^Kbe  dust,  and  from  thence  offer  up  penitent  and  fervent  prayers  and 
^^^"  supplications  to  the  great  Disposer  of  events  for  a  return  of  the 
inestimable  blessings  of  peace,  union,  and  harmony  throughout  the 
land  which  it  has  pleased  him  to  assign  as  a  dwelling-place  for  our- 
selves and  for  our  posteri^  throughout  all  generations.

[The  protest  is  here  recited,  and  also  the  proclamation  of  Governor 
Johnson,  dated  Septembei*  30,  to  which  it  refers,  together  with  a  lis!* 
of  the  counties  in  East,  Middle,  and  West  Tennessee ;  also  an  ei- 
tract  from  the  Code  of  Tennessee,  in  relation  to  electors  of  Pl^deot 
and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  the  qualifications  of  vot«n 
for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  places  of  holding 
elections  of  officers  of  popular  elections.] 

At  the  time  these  papers  were  presented,  as  before  stated,  I  had 
never  seen  either  of  them,  nor  heard  of  the  subject  to  which  tht?v^ 
I'elate,  except  in  a  general  way,  only  one  day  previously.    Up  to  the 

S resent  moment  nothing  whatever  has  passed  between  Governor 
ohnsoUj  or  auy  one  else  connected  with  the  proclamation,  and  my- 
self* Since  receiving  the  papers,  as  stated,  I  have  given  the  subject 
such  brief  consideration  as  I  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  midst  ot  so 
many  pressing  public  duties* 

My  conclusion  is  that  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter,  either 
to  sustain  the  plan  as  the  convention  and  Governor  Johnson  have 
initiated  it,  or  to  revoke  or  modify  it  as  you  demand.  By  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws,  the  President  is  charged  with  no  duty  in  the 
conduct  of  a  presidential  election  in  any  State;  nor  do  I,  in  this 
case,  perceive  any  military  reason  for  his  interference  in  the  matter* 
The  movement  set  on  foot  by  the  convention  and  Governor  Joh«- 
eon  does  not,  as  seems  to  be  assumed  by  you,  emanate  from  tbe 
national  executive*  In  no  proper  sense  can  it  be  considered  other 
than  as  an  independent  movement  of  at  least  a  portion  of  the  loyal 
people  of  Tennessee. 
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I  do  not  perceive  in  the  plan  any  menace  of  violence  or  coercion 

^ward  any  one.    Governor  Johnson,  like  any  other  loyal  citizen  of 

Tennessee,  has  the  right  to  favor  any  political  plan  he  chooses,  and, 

a  military  governor^  it  is  his  dnty  to  keep  the  peace  among  and  for 

le  loyal  people  of  the  Stfite.    I  cannot  discera  that  by  this  plan  he 

purposes  any  more. 

But  you  object  to  the  plan.    Leaving  it  alone  will  be  your  perfect 

enrity  against  it.    Do  as  you  please  on  your  own  acconot,  peace- 

"  J  and  loyally,  and  Governor  Johnson  will  not  molest  you,  but 

protect  you  against  \iolenee  so  far  as  in  his  power* 
I  presume  that  the  conductiDg  of  a  presidential  election  in  Ten- 
'nessee  in  strict  accordance  with  the  old  code  of  the  State  is  not 
now  a  possibility. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add  that  if  any  election  shall  be  held, 
and  any  votes* shall  be  cast  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  for  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  it  will  belong,  not  to  the 
military  agents,  nor  yet  to  the  executive  department^  but  exclu- 
sively to  another  department  of  the  government^  to  determine 
whetner  they  are  entitled  to  be  count-ed  in  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Except  it  be  to  give  orotection  against  violence,  I  decline  to 
interfere  in  any  way  with  any  presidential  election.

I  cannot  at 
lie  hour  say  what  has  been  the  result  of  the  election*  But,  what* 
srer  it  may  be,  I  have  no  desire  to  modify  this  opmiou:  that  all  who 
ftve  labored  to-day  in  behalf  of  the  Union  have  wrought  for  the 
est  interest-s  of  the  country  and  the  world;  not  only  for  tlie  present, 
at  for  all  future  ages. 

I  am  thankful  to  God  for  this  approval  of  the  people ;  but,  while 

9ply  grateful  for  this  mark  of  their  confidence  in  me,  if  I  know  my 

t,  niy  gratitude  is  free  from  any  taint  of  personal  triumph.     J 

not  impugn  the  motives  of  any  one  opposed  to  me.    It  is  no 

leasure  to  me  to  triumph  over  any  one,  but  I  ^ve  thanks  to  the 

lighty  for  this  evidence  of  the  people*s  resolution  to  stand  by  free 

>vemment  and  the  rights  of  humanity. 


November  10, 1864.—  Response  to  a  Serenade. 

It  has  long  been  a  grave  question  whether  any  government,  not 
DO  strong  for  the  liberties  of  its  people,  can  be  strong  enough  to 
laintain  its  existence  in  great  emergencies.  On  this  point  the  pres- 
ent rebellion  brought  our  republic  to  a  severe  test,  and  a  presi- 
dential  election  occurring  in  regular  course  daring  the  rebellion, 
added  not  a  little  to  the  strain. 

If  the  loyal  people  united  were  put  to  the  utmost  of  their  strength 
by  the  rebellion,  must  they  not  fail  when  divided  and  partially  par- 
jyzed  hy  a  political  war  among  themselves  I  But  the  election  was 
^necessity.  We  cannot  have  free  government  without  elections: 
Ind  if  the  rebellion  could  force  us  to  forego  or  postpone  a  national 
_  ilection,  it  might  fairly  claim  to  have  already  conquered  and  ruined 
us.  The  strife  of  the  election  is  but  human  nature  practically  ap- 
plied to  the  facts  of  the  c^se.  What  has  occurred  in  this  case  must 
fr'er  recur  in  similar  cases.  Human  nature  will  not  change.  In 
tny  future  great  national  trial,  compared  with  the  men  of  this,  we 
ihall  have  as  weak  and  as  strong,  as  silly  and  as  wise,  as  bad  and  as 
r^od.  Let  us,  therefore,  study  the  incidents  of  this  as  philosophy 
U\  learn  wisdom  from,  and  none  of  them  as  wrongs  to  be  rcvrngeu. 
But  the  election,  along  with  its  incident4il  and  undesirable  strife,  lias 
done  good  too.  It  has  demonstrated  that  a  peophys  government 
can  sustain  a  national  election  in  the  midst  of  a  great  civil  wiy*. 
Until  now,  it  has  not  been  known  to  the  world  that  this  was  a  pos- 
i^ibiUty.  It  shows,  also,  how  sound  and  how  strong  we  still  are.  It 
shows  that.,  even  among  candidates  of  the  same  party,  he  who  is 
mast  devoted  to  the  Union  and  most  opposed  tt>  treason  can  receive 
most  of  the  people^s  votes.  It  shows,  also,  to  the  extent  yet  known, 
that  we  have  more  men  now  than  we  bad  when  the  war  began. 
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Gold  is  good  in  its  place,  but  living,  brave,  patriotio  men  are  bet- 
ter than  gold. 

Bat  the  rebellion  continues,  and  now  that  the  election  is  ovor, 
may  not  all  having  a  common  interest  reunite  in  a  common  effort 
to  save  our  common  country  t  For  my  own  part,  I  have  striTen 
and  shall  strive  to  avoid  placing  any  obstacle  in  the  way.  So  bng 
as  I  have  been  here  I  have  not  willingly  planted  a  thorn  in  any 
man's  bosom.  While  I  am  deeply  sensible  to  the  hi^h  complimeiit 
of  a  reelection,  and  duly  gratenu,  as  I  trust,  to  almighty  Ood  for 
having  directed  my  countrymen  to  a  right  conclusion,  as  I  think, 
for  their  own  ^ood,  it  adds  nothing  to  my  satisfaction  that  any  other 
man  may  be  disappointed  or  pain^  by  £he  result. 

May  I  ask  those  who  have  not  differed  with  me  to  join  with  me 
in  this  same  spirit  toward  those  who  havet  And  now  let  me  dose 
by  asking  three  hearty  cheers  for  our  brave  soldiers  and  seamoi 
and  their  gallant  and  skilful  commanders.

3w  things  since  I  have  been  here  have  impressed  me  more  jjain- 
/  than  what,  for  four  or  five  months  past,  has  appeared  a  bitter 
military  opposition  to  the  new  State  government  of  Louisiana,  I 
still  indulged  some  hope  that  I  was  mistaken  in  the  fact ;  but  copies 
of  a  correspondence  on  the  subject  between  General  Canby  and 
yourself,  and  shown  me  to-day,  dispel  that  hope.  A  very  fair  pro- 
portion of  the  people  of  Louisiana  have  inaugurated  a  new  State 
government^  making  an  excellent  new  constitution — better  for  the 
poor  black  man  than  we  have  in  Illinois.  This  was  done  under 
military  protection,  directed  by  me,  in  the  belief,  still  sincerely  en- 
tertained, that  with  such  a  nucleus  around  which  to  build  we  could 
get  the  State  into  position  again  sooner  than  otherwise*  In  this 
belief  a  general  promise  of  protection  and  support.,  applicable  alike 
to  Louisiana  and  other  States,  was  given  in  the  last  annual  mes- 
sage. During  the  formation  of  the  new  government  and  consti* 
tution  they  were  supported  By  nearly  every  loyal  person,  and  op- 
TOsed  by  every  secessionist.  And  this  support  and  this  opposition, 
TTom  the  respective  standpoiutn  of  the  parties,  was  perfectly  con- 
sistent and  logical.  Every  Unionist  ought  to  wish  the  new  gov- 
ernment to  succeed:  and  every  disunionist  must  desire  it  to  fail. 
Its  failure  would  gladden  the  heai't  of  SlideU  in  Europe,  and  of 
every  enemv  of  the  old  flag  in  the  world.  Every  advocate  of  slav- 
ery naturally  desires  to  see  blasted  and  cmshed  the  liberty  prom- 
ised the  black  man  by  the  new  Constitution.  But  why  General 
Canby  and  General  Hurlbut  should  join  on  the  same  side  is  to 
me  incomprehensible. 

Of  conrse,  in  the  condition  of  things  at  New  Orleans,  the  military 
must  not  be  thwarted  by  the  ci\il  authority;  but  when  the  Consti- 
tional  Convention,  for  what  it  deems  a  breach  of  privilege,  arrests 
,n  editor  in  no  way  connected  with  the  military,  the  military  neces- 
"ty  for  insulting  tne  Convention  and  forcibly  discharging  the  editor 
ifi  difficidt  to  perceive.  Neither  is  the  military  necessity  for  pro- 
teoting  the  peopk^  against  paying  large  salaries  fixed  by  a  legisla- 
ture of  their  own  choosing  veiT  apparent  Equally  difflcult  to 
perceive  is  the  military'  necessity  Jor  forcibly  interposing  to  prevent 
a  bank  from  loaning  its  own  money  to  the  "State.  These  things^  if 
they  have  occurred,  are,  at  the  best,  no  better  than  gratuitous  hog- 
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tility.  I  wish  I  could  hope  that  they  may  be  shown  to  not  have 
occurred.  To  make  assurance  against  misunderstandinj^,  I  repeit 
that  in  the  existing  condition  of  things  in  LoniRJana,  the  mihtair 
must  not  be  thwarted  by  the  civil  authority ;  and  I  add  that  <m 
points  of  difference  the  commanding  general  most  be  jadge  and 
master.  But  I  also  add  that  in  the  exercise  of  this  judgment  and 
control,  a  purpose,  obvious,  and  scarcely  unavowcd,  to  transcend  all 
military  necessity,  in  order  to  crush  out  the  civil  government^  will 
not  be  overlook^.

a  set  speech;  but  he  had  not  prepared  one,  being  too  busy  for  that 
purpose.  He  would  say,  however,  that  he  was  gratified  with  the 
result  of  the  presidential  election.  He  had  kei)t  as  near  as  he  could 
to  the  exercise  of  his  best  judgment  for  the  interest  of  the  whole 
country,  and  to  have  the  seal  of  approbation  stamped  on  the  course 
he  had  pursued  was  exceedingly  grateful  to  his  feelings.  He  thonght 
he  could  say,  in  as  large  a  sense  as  any  other  man,  that  his  pleasunt" 
consisted  in  belief  that  the  policy  he  had  pursued  was  the  best^  if  not 
the  only  one,  for  the  safety  of  the  country. 

He  had  said  before,  and  now  repeated,  that  he  indulged  in  no  feel- 
ing of  triumph  over  any  man  who  thought  or  acted  differently  from 
himself.  He  had  no  such  feeling  toward  any  living  man.  ''When 
he  thought  of  Maryland,  in  particular,  he  was  of  the  opinion  that 
she  had  more  than  double  her  share  in  what  had  occurred  in  the 
recent  elections.    The  adoption  of  a  free-State  constitution  was  a 
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greater  thiDg  than  the  part  taken  by  the  people  of  the  State  in  the 
:>resideiitial  election.  He  would  any  day  have  stipulated  to  lose 
ryland  in  the  presidential  election  to  save  it  bv  the  adoption  of  a 
ee-'St4ite  constitution^  because  the  presidential  election  comes  every 
four  years,  while  that  is  a  thing  wnich,  being  done,  cannot  be  un- 
done.

whereas  the  said  ports  were  subsequently  blockaded  accoi*dingly, 
but  having  for  some  time  past  been  in  the  military  possession  of  tfie 
United  States^  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  they  should  be  opened  to 
liomestic  and  foreign  commerce :

much  of  a  judge  of  religion,  but  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  religion 
that  sets  men  to  rebel  and  fight  against  their  government,  because, 
as  they  think,  that  government  does  not  sufficiently  help  some  men 
to  eat  their  bread  in  the  sweat  of  other  men^s  faces,  is  not  the  sort 
of  religion  upon  which  people  can  get  to  heaven.''

December  6, 1864.— Annual  Message  to  Congress. 

FeUoie-citizem  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiit'^s  :  Affnn 
the  blessings  of  health  and  abundant  harvests  claim  our  profouDoeft 

gratitude  to  almighty  Crod, 

The  condition  of  our  foreign  affairs  is  reasonablv  satisfactorr. 

Mexico  continues  to  be  a  theater  of  civil  war.  While  our  political 
relations  with  that  country  have  undergone  no  change,  we  nave,  at 
the  same  time,  strictly  maintained  neutrality  between  the  lH*llif- 
erents.  At  the  request  of  the  States  of  Costa  Rica  and  Nicaragua, 
a  competent  engineer  has  been  authorized  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
River  San  Juan  and  the  port  of  San  Jnan*  It  is  a  soorce  of  mndi 
satisfaction  that  the  difficulties  which  for  a  moment  excited  some 
political  apprehensions  and  caused  a  closing  of  the  interooeaiiie 
transit  route,  have  been  amicably  adjusted,  and  that  there  is  a  good 
prospect  that  the  route  will  soon  be  reopened  with  an  increase  of 
capacity  and  adaptation.  We  could  not  exaggerate  either  the  ecwn- 
mercial  or  the  political  importance  of  that  great  improvement  It 
would  be  doing  injustice  to  an  important  South  American  State  not 
to  acknowledge  the  directness,  frankness,  and  cordiality  with  which 
the  United  States  of  Colombia  have  entered  into  intimate  relatioDt 
with  this  government  A  claims  convention  has  been  coustitntedtA 
complete  the  unflnished  work  of  the  one  which  dosed  its  seesicn  ii 
1861. 

The  new  liberal  constitution  of  Venezuela  having  gone  into  eff^ 
with  the  universal  acquiescence  of  the  people,  the  government  under 
it  has  been  recognized,  and  diplomatic  intercourse  with  it  has  been 
(opened  in  a  cordial  and  friendly  spirit  The  long-deferred  Ave* 
iHland  claim  has  been  satii^factonly  paid  and  discharged. 

Mutual  payments  have  been  made  of  the  claims  awarded  by  tbe 
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*te  joint  commission  for  the  settlement  of  elaims  between  the  United 
States  and  Peru.  An  earnest  and  cordial  friendsliip  continues  to 
exist  between  the  two  countries,  and  such  efforts  as  were  in  my  power 
have  been  used  to  remove  misuuderstauding,  and  avert  a  threatened 
war  between  Peru  and  Spain. 

Our  relations  are  of  the  most  friendly  nature  with  Chili,  the  Argen- 
tine Republic,  Bolivia,  Costa  Rica,  Paraguay,  San  Salvador,  and 

Daring  the  past  year  no  differences  of  any  kind  have  arisen  with 
my  of  these  repubfies,  and  on  the  other  hand,  their  sympathies  with 
the  United  States  are  constantly  expressed  with  cordiality  and 
earnestness. 

The  claim  arising  from  the  seizure  of  the  cargo  of  the  brig  Mace- 
donian  in  1821  has  been  paid  in  full  by  the  Government  of  Chilt, 

Civil  war  continues  in  the  Spanish  part  of  San  Domingo,  appa* 
rently  without  prospect  of  an  early  close, 

OfKcial  correspondence  has  been  freely  opened  with  Liberia,  and 

gives  us  a  pleasing  view  of  sociiil  and  political  progress  in  that 
^public.  It  may  be  expected  to  derive  new  vigor  from  American 
influence,  improved  by  the  rapid  disappearance  of  slavery  in  the 
United  States. 

I  solicit  your  authority  to  furnish  to  the  republic  a  gunboat,  at 
moderate  cost,  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  United  States  by  instal- 
ments. Such  a  vessel  is  needed  for  the  safety  of  that  State  against 
the  native  African  races,  and  in  Liberian  hands  it  would  be  more 
effective  in  arresting  the  iVfriean  slave-trade  than  a  squadron  in  our 
own  hands.  The  possession  of  the  least  organized  naval  force  would 
stimulate  a  generous  ambition  in  the  republic,  and  the  confidence 
which  we  should  manifest  by  furnishing  it  would  win  forbearance 
and  favor  toward  the  colony  from  all  civilized  nations. 

The  proposed  overland  telegraph  between  America  and  Europe, 
by  the  way  of  Behring's  Straits  and  Asiatic  Russia,  which  was 
sanctioned  by  Congress  at  the  last  session,  has  been  undertaken,  un- 
der very  favorable  circumstances,  by  an  association  of  American 
citiscens^  with  the  cordial  good-will  and  support  as  well  of  this  gov* 
eniment  as  of  those  of  Great  Britain  and  liussia.  Assurances  have 
been  received  from  most  of  the  South  American  States  of  their  high 
^appreciation  of  the  enterprise  and  their  readiness  to  cooperate  in 
Hbonstnicting  lines  tributar^rto  that  world-encircling  communication. 
Ht  learn  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  noble  design  of  a  telegi'aphic 
fbommunication  between  the  etistern  coast  of  America  and  Great 
Britain  has  been  renewed,  with  full  expectation  of  its  early  accom- 
plihhment 

Thus  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  return  of  domestic  peace  the 
country  will  be  able  to  resume  with  energy  and  advantage  its  former 
high  career  of  commerce  and  civilization. 

Our  very  popular  and  estimable  representative  in  Egj'pt  died  in 

April  laat.     An  unpleasant  altercation  which  arose  between   the 

,   tt»rai>orary  incumbent  of  the  office  and  the  government  of  the  Pasha, 

fcTesulted  in  a  Buspension  of  intercourse.    The  evil  was  promptly*  cor- 

■^rected  on  the  arrival  of  the  successor  in  the  consulate,  and  our  rela- 
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tions  with  Egypt,  as  well  as  our  relations  with  the  Barbary  Powers, 
are  entirely  satisfactorv. 

The  rebellion  which  has  so  lon^been  flagrant  in  China  has  at  last 
been  suppressed  with  the  cooperating  good  offices  of  this  ^vemment 
and  of  the  other  western  commercial  States.  Hie  judicial  consular 
establishment  there  has  become  very  difficult  and  onerous,  and  it 
will  need  legislative  revision  to  adapt  it  to  the  extension  of  our  com- 
merce and  to  the  more  intimate  intercourse  which  has  been  insti- 
tuted with  the  government  and  people  of  that  vast  empire.  China 
seems  to  be  accepting  with  hearty  ^ood-wUl  the  conventional  laws 
which  regulate  commercial  and  social  intercourse  among  the  west- 
ern nations.  Owing  to  the  peculiar  situation  of  Japan  and  the 
anomalous  form  of  its  government,  the  action  of  that  empire  in 
performing  treaty  stipulations  is  inconstant  and  capricious.  Never- 
theless, good  progress  has  been  effected  by  the  western  powers  mov- 
ing with  enlightened  concert.  Our  own  pecuniary  daimB  have  been 
allowed  or  put  in  course  of  settlement,  and  the  inland  sea  has  been 
reopened  to  commerce.  There  is  reason  also  to  believe  that  these 
proceedings  have  increased  rather  than  diminished  the  friendship 
of  Japan  toward  the  United  States. 

The  ports  of  Norfolk,  Femandina,  and  Pensacola  have  been 
opened  by  proclamation.  It  is  hoped  that  foreign  merchants  will 
now  consider  whether  it  is  not  safer  and  more  profitable  to  them- 
selves, as  well  as  just  to  the  United  States,  to  resort  to  these  and 
other  open  ports,  than  it  is  to  pursue,  through  many  hazards,  and 
at  vast  cost,  a  contraband  trade  with  other  ports  which  are  closed, 
if  not  by  actual  military  occupation,  at  least  by  a  lawful  and  effective 
blockade. 

For  myself,  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  power  and  duty  of  the  execu- 
tive, under  the  law  of  nations,  to  exclude  enemies  of  the  human  race 
from  an  asylum  in  the  United  States.  If  Congress  should  think  that 
proceedings  in  such  cases  lack  the  authority  of  law,  or  ought  to  be 
further  regulated  by  it,  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for 
effectually  preventing  foreign  slave-traders  from  acquiring  domicile 
and  facilities  for  their  criminal  occupation  in  our  country. 

It  is  possible  that  if  it  were  a  new  and  open  question,  the  mari- 
time powers,  with  the  lights  they  now  enjoy,  would  not  concede  the 
privileges  of  a  naval  belligerent  to  the  insurgents  of  the  United 
States,  d(»8titute  as  they  are,  and  always  have  been,  equallv  of  ships- 
of-war  and  of  ports  and  harbors.  Disloyal  emissaries  have  been 
neither  less  assiduous  nor  more  successful  during  the  last  vear  than 
they  were  before  that  time  in  their  efforts,  under  favor  of  tliat  privi- 
lege,  to  embroil  our  eountry  in  foreign  wars.  The  desire  and  de- 
termination of  the  povemments  of  the  maritime  States  to  defeat  that 
design  are  believed  to  be  as  sincere  as,  and  cannot  be  more  earnest 
than,  our  own.  Nevertheless,  unforeseen  political  difficulties  have 
arisen,  especially  in  Brazilian  and  British  ports,  and  on  the  north- 
ern boundarjr  of  the  United  States,  which  have  required,  and  are 
likely  to  continue  to  require,  the  practice  of  constant  vi^lance  and 
a  just  and  conciliatory  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  as 
well  as  of  the  nations  concerned  and  their  governments. 
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Commissioners  have  b^en  appointed^  under  the  treaty  with  Great 
Britain,  on  the  adjustment  of  the  claimij  of  the  Hudson*s  Bay  and 
Puget's  Bound  Agricultural  Corapanies  in  Oregon,  and  are  now 
proceeding  to  the  execution  of  the  trust  assigned  to  them. 

In  view  of  the  insecurity  of  life  and  property  in  the  region  adja- 
cent  to  the  Canadian  border,  by  reason  of  recent  assaults  and  dep- 
redations committed  by  inimical  and  desperate  persons  who  are 
harbored  there,  it  has  been  thought  proper  to  give  notice  that  after 
the  expiration  of  six  months,  the  period  conditionally  stipulated  in 
the  existing  arrangement  with  Clreat  Britain,  the  United  States 
must  hold  themselves  at  liberty  to  increase  their  naval  armament 
upon  the  lakes  if  they  shall  find  that  proceeding  necessary.  The 
condition  of  the  border  will  necessarily  come  into  consideration  in 
connection  with  the  question  of  continuing  or  modifying  the  right^s 
of  transit  from  Canada  through  the  United  States/ as  well  as  the 
regulation  of  imposts,  which  were  temporarily  established  by  the 
Eeciprocity  Treaty  of  the  5th  of  June,  1854/ 

I  desire,  however,  to  be  understood  while  making  this  statement* 
that  the  colonial  authorities  of  Canada  ai'c  not  deemed  to  be  inten- 
tionally  unjust  or  unfriendly  toward  the  United  States ;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  tnere  is  every  reason  t-o  expect  that,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Imperial  Government,  they  will  take  the  necessary  measures  to 
prevent  new  incursions  across  the  border. 

The  act  passed  at  the  last  session  for  the  encouragement  of  immi- 
gration has,  so  far  as  was  possible,  been  put  in  operation.  It  seems 
to  need  amendmeut  which  will  enable  the  officers  of  the  government 
to  prevent  the  practice  of  fi*auds  against  the  immigrants  while  on 
their  way  and  on  their  arrival  in  the  ports,  so  as  t^  secure  them 
here  a  free  choice  of  avocations  and  places  of  settlement.  A  liberal 
d]J»positi6n  toward  this  great  national  policy  is  manifested  by  most 
of  the  European  States,  and  ought  to  be  reciprocated  ou  oui'  part 
by  gi^an^  the  immigrants  effective  national  protection.  I  regard 
our  immigrants  as  one  of  the  principal  replenishing  streams  which 
are  appointed  by  Providence  to  repair  the  ravages  of  int/ernal  war, 
and  its  wastes  of  national  strength  and  health.  All  that  is  neces- 
sary is  to  secure  the  flow  of  that  stream  in  its  present  fullness,  and 
to  that  end  the  government  must,  in  every  way,  make  it  manifest. 
that  it  neither  needs  nor  designs  to  impoRc  involuntary  military 
service  upon  those  who  come  from  other  lands  to  cast  tfieir  lot  in 
our  country* 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  government  have  been  successfuUy 
administered  during  the  last  p'ar.  The  legislation  of  the  last  ses- 
sion of  Congress  has  beneficially  affected  the  reveuueti,  although  suf- 
ficient time  has  not  yet  elapsed  to  experience  the  full  effect  of  several 
of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress  imposing  increased  taxation. 

The  receipts  during  the  year,  from  all  sources,  upon  the  basis  of 
warrants  sig'ued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  including  loans 
and  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  clay  of  July,  1863,  were

ceipts,  ^84,076.646.57;  disbursements,  $865,234,087,86,  which  liii^ 
a  cash  balance  m  the  treasury  of  $18,842,558.71, 

Of  the  receipts,  there  were  derived  from  customs^  $102,316,15iW; 
from  lands,  $588,333.29;  from  direct  taxes,  $475,648,96 ;  from  iQt-!r 
nal  revenue,  $109,741,134,10 ;  from  miscellaneous  sources^  $il^lV 
448.10;  and  from  loans  applied  to  actual  expenditnreSy  indading 
foi-mer  balance,  $623,443,929.13, 

There  were  disbui-sed  for  the  civil  service,  $27,505,599.46;  for 
pensions  and  Indians,  $7,517,930.97;  for  the  War  Dcpartmcfit. 
$690,791,842.97  J  for  the  Kavy  Department,  $85,733,292.77;  for  ift- 
terest  on  the  public  debt^  $53,685,421.69, — making  an  a^srtaU  of 
$865,234,087.86,  and  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasory  of  $l6j61if' 
558.71,  as  l3efore  stated. 

For  the  actual  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  first  qtwrUr, 
and  the  estimated  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  three  remiio* 
ii)^  quarters  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the  general  cmenliOQS 
of  the  treasury  in  detail,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  SecretKX 
of  the  Treasury.  I  concur  with  him  in  the  opinion  that  the  pro 
portion  of  moneys  required  t/o  meet  the  expenses  consequent 
upon  the  war  derived  from  taxation  should  be  still  further  in- 
creased ;  and  I  earnestly  in\ite  your  attention  to  this  subieet,  to  tbf 
end  that  there  may  be  such  additional  legislation  a8  shall  be 
quired  to  meet  the  just  expectations  of  the  Secretary. 

The  public  debt  on  the  first  day  of  July  last,  as  appears  by 
books  of  the  treasury,  amounted  to  $1,740,690,489,49.  ProlibJ 
shoidd  the  war  continue  for  another  year,  that  amount  may  "* 
increased  by  not  far  from  $500,000,000,  Held  as  it  is,  for  the 
most  |>art,  by  our  own  people,  it  has  become  a  substantial  braoob 
of  national  though  private  pi^perty.  For  obvious  reasons^  tin 
more  nearly  this  property  can  be  distributed  among  all  the  peopli, 
the  better.  To  favor  such  general  distribution,  great-er  induce- 
menta  to  become  owners  might,  perhaps,  with  good  effe(.*t, 
without  injur}%  be  pi*esented  to  persons  of  limited  means,  \\  .li. 
this  view,  I  suggest  whethejr  it  might  not  be  both  compet-ent  and 
pedient  for  Congress  to  provide  that  a  limited  amount  of  soi 
ruture  issue  of  public  securities  might  be  held  by  any  bonarfide  p 
chaser  exempt  from  taxation,  and  from  seizure  for  debt  ander  suA 
restrictions  and  limitations  as  might  be  necessary  t^  guard  againfS 
abuse  of  so  important  a  privilege.  This  would  enable  every  pm* 
dent  person  to  set  aside  a  small  annuity  against  a  possibfe  d«t 
of  want. 

Privileges  like  these  would  render  the  possession  of  such  mcaT- 
ities.  to  the  amount  limited,  most  desirable  to  everv  persOB  «l 
small  means  who  might  be  able  to  save  enough  for  tlie  purpcat. 
The  great  advantage  of  citizens  being  creditors  as  well  a.s  dcbtoi^ 
with  relation  to  the  public  debt,  is  obvious.  Men  readily  pcrcei 
that  they  cannot  be  much  oppressed  by  a  debt  which  they  owt 
themselves. 
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I  The  public  debt  on  the  first  day  of  July  last,  although  somewhat 
I  exceeding  the  estimate  of  the  Secretary  of  tfie  Treasury  made  to 
L^ongress  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  sesmon,  falls  short  of  the 
HBstioiate  of  that  officer  made  io  the  preceding  December,  as  to 
^^ts  probable  amount  at  the  be^nning  of  this  year,  by  the  sum  of 
$3,995,097.31.  This  fact  exhibits  a  satisfactory  condition  and  con- 
duct of  the  operations  of  the  treasury- 

The  national  banking  system  is  proving  to  be  acceptable  to 
capitalists  and  to  the  people.  On  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Novem- 
ber 584  national  banks  had  been  organized,  a  considerable  number 
of  which  were  conversions  from  State  banks.  Changes  from  State 
syst-ems  to  the  national  system  are  rapidly  taking  place,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  very  soon  there  will  be  in  tbe  United  States  no  banks  of 
issue  not  authorized  by  Congress^  and  no  bank-note  circulation  not 
secured  by  the  government.  That  the  government  and  the  people 
will  derive  great  benefit  from  this  change  in  the  banking  systems  of 
the  country,  can  hardly  be  questioned.  The  national  system  will 
create  a  reliable  and  permanent  influence  in  support  of  tfie  national 
credit,  and  protect  tne  people  against  losses  m  the  use  of  paper 
money.  Whether  or  not  any  furtrxer  legislation  is  advisable  for  the 
suppression  of  State  bank  issues,  it  wifl  be  for  Congress  to  deter- 
mine. It  seems  quite  clear  that  the  treasury  cannot  be  satisfac- 
torily conducted  unless  the  government  can  exercise  a  restraining 

wer  over  the  bank-note  cii'culation  of  the  country. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and   the    accompanying 

documents  will  detail  the  campaigns  of  the  armies  in  the  field  since 

the  date  of  the  last  annual  message,  and  also  the  operations  of 

the  several  administrative  bureaus  of  the  War  Department  during  the 

year.    It  will  also  specify  the  measures  deemed  essential  for  the 

tional  defense,  and  to  keep  up  and  supply  the  requisite  military 
orce. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  presents  a  comprehensive 
and  satisiactory  exhibit  of  the  affairs  of  that  department  and  of  the 
naval  service.  It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  and  laudable  pride 
to  our  countrymen  that  a  navy  of  such  vast  proportions  has  been 
organized  in  so  brief  a  period,  and  conducted  with  so  much  eflBcieney 
and  success.    The  general  exhibit  of  the  navy,  including  vessels 

der  construction  on  the  Ist  of  December,  1864,  shows  a  tot^l  of 

1  vessels,  carrying  4610  guns,  and  510,396  tons,  being  an  actual 
.  jcrease  during  the  year,  over  and  above  all  losses  by  shipwreck  or 
in  battle,  of  83  vessels,  167  guns,  and  42,427  tons. 

The  total  number  of  men  at  this  time  in  the  naval  service,  includ- 
ing officers,  is  about  51,000. 

There  have  been  captured  by  the  navy  during  the  year,  324  ves- 

k,  and  the  whole  number  of  naval  captures  since  hostilities  com- 

enced  is  1379,  of  which  267  are  steamers. 

The  gross  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  condemned  prize 
roperty  thus  far  reported  amounts  to  $14,396,250.51.  A  large 
.mount  of  such  proceeds  is  still  under  adjudication  and  yet  to  Be 
reported*

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tion,  including  the  cost  of  the  immenfle  sqnadroiis  that  have  been 
called  into  existence  from  the  4th  of  Mareh,  1861,  to  the  Ist  ot 
November,  1864,  is  $238,647,262.35. 

Your  favorable  consideration  is  invited  to  the  various  recom- 
mendations of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  especially  in  regard  to  t 
navy-yard  and  suitable  establishment  for  the  constmction  and  ^^ 
pair  of  iron  vessels,  and  the  machinery  and  armature  for  our  dupi^ 
to  which  reference  was  made  in  my  last  annual  message. 

Your  attention  is  also  invited  to  the  views  expressed  in  the  re- 
port in  relation  to  the  legislation  of  Congress,  at  its  last  session,  in 
respect  to  prize  on  our  inland  waters. 

I  cordially  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  SoCTOtary  as  to 
the  propriety  of  creating  the  new  rank  of  vice-admiral  in  our  navil 
service. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  report  of  the  Postmaster-Genenl 
for  a  detailed  account  of  tlie  operations  and  financial  oondition  of 
the  Post-offlce  Department. 

The  postal  revenues  for  the  year  ending  June  30. 1864.  amounted 
to  $12,438,253.78,  and  the  expenditures  to  $12,644,786.20;  the  ex- 
cess of  expenditures  over  receipts  being  $206,532.42. 

The  views  presented  by  the  Postmaster-Gteneral  on  the  subject  ot 
special  grants  by  the  government,  in  aid  of  the  establishment  of 
new  lines  of  ocean  mail  steamships,  and  the  policy  he  recommends 
for  the  development  of  increased  commercial  intercourse  with  ad- 
jacent and  neighboring  countries,  should  receive  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  Congress. 

It  is  of  noteworthy  interest  that  the  steady  expansion  of  popula- 
tion, improvement,  and  governmental  institutions  over  the  new  and 
unoccupied  portions  of  our  country  have  scarcely  been  checked, 
much  less  impeded  or  destroyed,  by  our  great  civil  war,  which  at 
first  glance  would  seem  to  have  absorbed  almost  the  entire  energies 
of  the  nation. 

The  organization  and  admission  of  the  State  of  Nevada  has  been 
completed  in  conformity  with  law,  and  thus  our  excellent  system 
is  firmly  established  in  the  mountains  which  once  seemed  a  barren 
and  uninhabitable  waste  between  the  Atlantic  States  and  those 
which  have  grown  up  on  the  coast  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

The  Territories  of  the  Union  are  generally  in  a  condition  of 
prosperity  and  rapid  growth.  Idaho  and  Montana,  by  reason  of 
their  ^eat  distance  and  the  interruption  of  communication  with 
them  by  Indian  hostilities,  have  been  only  partially  organized ;  but 
it  is  understood  that  these  difficulties  are  about  to  disapi>ear,  which 
will  permit  their  governments,  like  those  of  the  others,  to  go  into 
speeajr  and  full  operation. 

As  intimately  connected  with  and  promotive  of  this  material 
^owth  of  the  nation,  I  nsk  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  valuable 
information  and  important  recommendations  relating  to  the  publie 
lands,  Indian  affairs,  the  Pacific  Railroad,  and  mineral  discoveries 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  is 
herewith  transmitted,  and  which  report  also  embraces  the  subjects 
of  patents,  pensions,  and  other  topics  of  public  interest  pertaining 
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to  his  department.  The  quantity  of  public  land  disposed  of  during 
the  five  quarters  ending  on  the  30th  vt  8eptemlH3r  last  was  4,221,- 
342  aoresy  of  which  1^538^614  acres  were  entered  under  the  home- 
stead law.  The  remainder  was  located  with  military  land  warrants, 
agricultural  serip  certified  to  States  for  railroads,  and  sold  for  cash. 
The  cash  received  from  sales  and  location  fees  was  $1,019,446, 

The  income  from  sales  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1864,  was  $678,007.21,  against  $136,077.95  received  during  the  pre- 
ceding yean  The  aggregate  number  of  acres  surveyed  daring  the 
year  has  been  equal  to  the  quantity  disposed  of,  and  there  is  open  to 
settlement  about  133,<X)0,000  acres  of  surveyed  land. 

The  great  enterprise  of  connecting  the  Atlantic  with  the  Pacific 
States  by  railways  and  telegraph  lines  has  been  entered  upon  with  a 
vigor  that  gives  assurance  of  sticcess,  notwithstanding  the  embar- 
rassDieuts  arising  from  the  prevailing  high  prices  of  materials  and 
labor.  The  route  of  the  main  line  of  the  road  has  been  definitely 
located  for  one  hundred  miles  westward  from  the  initial  point  at 
Omaha  City,  Nebraska,  and  a  preliminary  location  of  the  Pacific 
Railroad  of  California  has  been  made  from  Sacramento,  eastward,  to 
the  great  bend  of  Truckee  River,  in  Nevada. 

Numerous  discoverieB  of  gold,  silver,  and  cinnabar  mines  have 
been  added  to  the  many  heretofore  known,  and  the  countrj'  occn- 
pied  by  the  Sierra  Nevada  and  Rocky  Mountains  and  the  subordi- 
nate ranges  now  teems  with  enterprising  labor  which  is  richly 
remunerative.  It  is  believed  that  the  product  of  the  mines  of  pro-' 
cioQS  metals  in  that  region  has,  during  the  year,  reached,  if  not  ex* 

ided,  $100,000,000  in  value* 

It  was  recommended  in  my  last  annual  message  that  our  Indian 
^'stem  be  remodeled.  Congress,  at  its  last  session,  acting  upon  the 
jreoommendation,  did  provide  for  reorganizing  the  system  m  Cali- 
fornia, and  it  is  believed  that  under  tne  present  or^nization  the 
management  of  the  Indians  there  will  be  attended  with  reasonable 
saccesB.  Much  yet  remains  to  be  done  to  provide  for  the  proper 
^ijvemment  of  tfee  Indians  in  other  parts  of  the  countr>%  to  render 
it  secure  for  the  advancing  settler  and  to  provide  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Indian.  The  Secretary  reiterates  his  recommendations,  and  to 
them  the  attention  of  Congress  is  invited. 

The  liberal  provisions  made  by  Congress  for  paying  pensions  to 

valid  8oldi€*rs  and  sailors  of  the  Republic,  and  to  the  widows,  or- 
hans,  and  dependent  mothers  of  those  who  have  fallen  in  battle,  or 
led  of  disease  contrtR»ted,  or  of  wounds  received,  in  the  8er\ice  of 
their  countiy,  have  been  diligently  administered. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  pens  ion -r<:>lls,  during  the  year  end- 

iig  the  thii'tieth  dav  of  June  last,  the  names  of  16,^70  invalid  sol- 

^dicrs,  an<l  of  271  disaViled  8eam»*n;  making  the  present  number  of 

army  invalid  jjcnsioners,  22,767,  and  of  navy  invalid  pensioners,  712. 

Of  widows,  orphans,  and  mothers,  22,198  have  been  placed  on  the 
army  pension-rolls,  and  248  on  the  navj^-rolls.  The  present  numl)er 
of  armT  pensioners  of  this  class  is  25,433,  and  of  navj-  pension* 
ters,  793.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  number  of  Revolu- 
tionary pensioners  was  1430  j  only  twelve  of  them  were  soldiers,  of 
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whom  seven  have  since  died.  The  remainder  are  those  who  nnder 
the  law  receive  pensions  because  of  relationship  to  Bevolntionaiy 
soldiers.  During  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  June,  1864^  $4,504,- 
616.92  have  been  paid  to  pensioners  of  all  classes. 

I  cheerfully  commend  to  your  continued  patronage  the  benevolent 
institutions  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  have  hitherto  been 
established  or  fostered  by  Con^press,  and  respectfolly  refer  for  infor- 
mation concerning  them,  and  in  relation  to  the  Washington  aque- 
duct, the  Capitol,  and  otner  matters  of  local  interest^  to  the  report 
of  the  Secretary. 

The  Agricultural  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  its  present 
energetic  and  faithful  bead,  is  rapidlv  commending  itself  to  the  great 
and  vital  interest  it  was  created  to  advance.  It  is  peculiarly  the  peo- 
ple's department,  in  which  they  feel  more  directly  concerned  than  in 
any  other.  I  commend  it  to  the  continued  attention  and  fostering 
care  of  Congress. 

The  war  continues.  Since  the  last  annual  message,  all  the  impor- 
tant lines  and  positions  then  occupied  by  our  forces  have  been  main- 
tained, and  our  arms  have  steaail^  advanced,  thus  liberating  tbo 
regions  left  in  rear ;  so  that  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  parti 
of  other  States  have  asain  produced  reasonably  fair  crofNS. 

The  most  remarkable  feature  in  the  military  operations  of  the 
year  is  Genieral  Sherman's  attempted  march  of  tnree  hundred  mites, 
directly  through  the  insurgent  region.  It  tends  to  show  a  great  in- 
crease of  our  relative  strength,  tbt  our  general-in-ehief  should  fed 
able  to  confront  and  hold  in  cneck  every  active  force  of  the  enemy, 
and  yet  to  detach  a  well-appointed  larse  army  to  move  on  such  an 
expedition.  The  result  not  yet  being  known,  conjecture  in  regard 
to  it  is  not  here  indulged. 

Important  movements  have  also  occurred  durine  the  year  to  the 
effect  of  molding  society  for  durability  in  the  Union.  Although 
short  of  complete  success,  it  is  much  in  the  right  direction  that 
12,000  citizens  in  each  of  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Louisiana  have 
organized  loyal  State  governments,  with  free  constitutions  and  are 
earnestly  struggling  to  maintain  and  administer  them.  The  move- 
ments in  the  same  direction,  more  extensive  though  less  definite,  in 
Missouri,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee,  should  not  be  overlooked.  But 
Maryland  presents  the  example  of  complete  success.  Maryland  is 
secure  to  lioerty  and  Union  for  all  the  future.  The  genius  of  rebd- 
lion  will  no  more  claim  Maryland.  Like  another  foul  spirit,  being 
driven  out,  it  may  seek  to  tear  her,  but  it  will  woo  her  no  more. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  proposed  amendment  of  the 
Constitution,  abolishing  slavery  througnout  the  United  States,  passed 
the  Senate,  but  failed  for  lack  of  the  requisite  two-thirds  vote  in  the 
House  of  kepresentatives.  Although  the  present  is  the  same  Con- 
gress, and  nearly  the  same  members,  and  without  questioning  tiie 
wisdom  or  patriotism  of  those  who  stood  in  opposition,  I  venture  to 
recommend  the  reconsideration  and  passage  of  the  measure  at  the 
present  session.  Of  course  the  abstract  question  is  not  changed,  bnt 
an  intervening  election  shows,  almost  certainly,  that  the  next  Con- 
gress will  pass  the  measure  if  this  does  not    Hence  there  is  only  a 
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question  of  time  as  to  when  the  proposed  ameDdment  will  go  to  the 
»tate8  for  theii-  action.  And  as  it  is  to  so  ^o,  at  all  events,  may  we 
not  agree  that  the  sooner  the  better!  It  is  not  claimed  that  the 
election  has  imposed  a  dut^'  on  members  to  change  their  views  or 
their  votes  any  further  than  as  an  additional  element  to  be  con- 
sidered, their  judgment  may  be  affected  by  it.  It  is  the  voice  of  the 
people  now  for  the  first  time  heard  upon  the  question.  In  a  great 
national  crisis  like  ours,  unanimity  or  action  among  those  seeking 
a  common  end  is  very  demrable — almost  indispensaWe.  And  yet  no 
approach  to  such  unanimity  is  attainable  unless  some  deference  shall 
TO  paid  to  the  will  of  the  majority,  simply  becanse  it  is  the  will  of 
the  majority.  In  this  case  the  common  end  is  the  maintenance  of  the 
Union,  and  among  the  means  to  secure  that  end,  such  will,  through 
the  election,  is  most  clearly  declared  in  favor  of  such  constitutional 
amendment. 

The  most  reliable  indication  of  public  purpose  in  this  country  is 
derived  through  our  popular  elections.  Judging  by  the  recent  can- 
vass and  its  result,  the  purpose  of  the  people  within  the  loyal  States 
to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Union,  was  never  more  firm  nor  more 
nearly  unanimous  than  now.  The  extraordinary  calmness  and  good 
order  with  which  the  millions  of  vot^^rs  met  and  mingled  at  the  polls 
give  strong  assurance  of  this*  Not  only  all  those  who  supfjorted  the 
Union  ticket,  so  caUed^  but  a  great  majority  of  the  opposing  party 
also,  may  be  fairly  claimed  to  entertain,  and  to  be  actuated  oy,  the 
same  purpose.  It  is  an  unanswerable  argument  to  this  effect,  that 
no  candidate  for  any  oflBce  whatever,  liigh  or  low,  has  ventured  to 
seek  votes  on  the  avowal  that  he  was  for  giving  up  the  Union. 
There  has  been  much  impugning  of  motives,  and  much  heated  con- 
troversy as  to  the  proper  means  and  best  mode  of  advancing  the 
Unif>n  cause ;  but  on  the  distinct  issue  of  Union  or  no  Union  the 
]  tis  have  shown  their  instinctive  knowledge  that  there  is  no 

n  V  amouf  the  people.     In  affordmg  the  |>eople  the  fair  oppor- 

tunity of  showing  one  to  another  and  t-o  the  world  this  firmness  and 
unanimity  of  purpose,  the  election  has  been  of  vast  value  to  the 
national  cause* 

The  election  has  exhibited  another  fact,  not  less  valuable  to  be 
known — the  fact  that  we  do  not  approach  exhaustion  in  the  most 
important  branch  of  national  resources  —  that  of  living  men* 
Wnile  it  is  melancholy  to  reflect  that  the  war  has  filled  so  many 

eives,  and  carried  mourning  to  so  many  hearts,  it  is  some  relief  to 
ow  that  compared  with  the  surviving,  the  fallen  have  been  so  few. 
While  corps, and  divisions, and  brigades,  and  regiments  have  formed, 
and  fought,  and  dwindled,  and  gone  out  of  existerice,  a  groat  majority 
of  the  men  who  comf)08ed  them  are  still  living.  Tlie  same  is  true  of 
the  naval  service.  The  election  returns  prove  this,  fto  many  voters 
could  not  else  be  found.  The  States  regularly  holding  elections, 
both  nf»w  and  four  years  ago — to  wit:  Calif oniia,  Connecticut,  Dela- 
ware, Illinois,  Indiana,  Iow%  Kentucky,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massa* 
chusetts,  Michigiin,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  New  Hampshire,  New 
♦Irrsey,  New  York,  Ohio,  On*gon,  Pennsylvania*  Rhode  Island, 
Vt^rmont,  West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin ^ — cast  3,982,011  votes  now,

against  3,870,222  cast  then;  showing  an  aggregate  now  of  3,982,011 
1%  this  is  to  be  added  33,762  cast  now  in  tke  new  States  of  Eaoiai 
and  Nevada,  which  States  did  not  vote  in  1860;  thns  swelling  tbe 
aggregate  to  4,015,773,  and  the  net  increase  during  the  three  yean 
and  a  half  of  war,  to  145,551.  A  table  is  appended,  showing  par. 
ticnlars.  To  this  asain  should  be  added  the  number  of  all  sddien 
in  the  field  from  Massachnsetts,  Bhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  D«ds. 
ware,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  California^  who  by  the  laws  of  those 
States  could  not  vote  awav  from  their  homes,  and  which  number  can- 
not be  less  than  90,000.  Nor  yet  is  this  alL  The  number  in  orsan. 
ized  Territories  is  triple  now  what  it  was  four  years  ago,  woib 
thousands,  white  and  black,  join  us  as  the  national  arms  press  back 
the  insurgent  lines.  So  much  is  shown,  affirmatively  and  negativdj, 
by  the  election. 

It  is  not  material  to  inquire  how  the  increase  has  been  produced, 
or  to  show  that  it  would  have  been  greater  but  for  the  war,  which  is 
probably  true.  The  important  fact  remains  demonstrated  that  we 
nave  more  men  now  than  we  had  when  the  war  began;  that  we  are 
not  exhausted,  nor  in  process  of  exhaustion;  that  we  are  gauQing 
strength,  and  may,  if  need  be,  maintain  the  contest  indefinitely. 
This  as  to  men.  Material  resources  are  now  more  complete  and 
abundant  than  ever. 

The  national  resources,  then,  are  unexhausted,  and,  as  we  believe, 
inexhaustible.  The  public  purpose  to  reestabliui  and  maintain  the 
national  authority  is  unchanged,  and,  as  we  believe,  unchangeable. 
The  manner  of  continuing  the  effort  remains  to  choose.  On  care^ 
ful  consideration  of  all  the  evidence  accessible,  it  seems  to  me  that 
no  attempt  at  negotiation  with  the  insurgent  leader  could  result  in 
anjr  gooa.  He  would  accept  nothing  short  of  severance  of  the 
Union — precisely  what  we  will  not  and  cannot  give.  His  decUu«- 
tions  to  tnis  effect  are  explicit  and  oft  repeated.  He  does  not  at- 
tempt to  deceive  us.  He  affords  us  no  excuse  to  deceive  ourselves. 
He  cannot  voluntarily  re-accept  the  Union ;  we  cannot  voluntarily 
yield  it. 

Between  him  and  us  the  issue  is  distinct,  simple,  and  inflexible. 
It  is  an  issue  which  can  only  be  tried  by  war,  and  decided  hj  victory. 
If  we  jield^  we  are  beaten ;  if  the  Southern  people  fail  him,  he  is 
beaten.  Either  way  it  would  be  the  victory  ana  defeat  following 
war.  What  is  true,  however,  of  him  who  heads  the  insurgent  cause, 
is  not  necessarily  true  of  those  who  follow.  Although  he  cannot  re- 
accept  the  Union,  thev  can.  Some  of  them,  we  know,  already  desire 
peace  and  reunion.    The  number  of  such  may  increase. 

They  can  at  any  moment  have  peace  simply  by  layiufi:  down  their 
arms  and  submittine  to  the  national  authority  under  the  Constitu- 
tion. After  so  much  the  government  could  not,  if  it  would,  main- 
tain war  against  them.  The  loyal  people  would  not  sustain  or 
allow  it.  If  questions  should  remain,  we  would  adjust  them  by  the 
peaceful  means  of  le^slation,  conference,  courts,  and  votes,  ope^a^ 
mg  only  in  constitutional  and  lawful  channels.  Some  certain,  and 
other  possible,  questions  are,  and  would  be,  beyond  the  executive 
power  to  adjust ;  as,  for  instance,  the  admission  of  members  into 
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f_:ongress,  and  whatever  might  require  the  appropriatioti  of  money. 
The  executive  power  itself  would  be  gTeatly  oimioiBhed  by  the 
eessatioa  of  actual  war*  Pardons  and  remissions  of  forfeitures, 
however,  would  still  be  within  executive  control.  In  what  spirit 
and  temper  this  control  would  be  exercised,  can  be  fairly  judged 
of  by  the  past. 

A  year  ago  general  pardon  and  amnesty,  upon  specified  terms, 
were  offered  to  all  except  certain  designated  cmsses,  and  it  was  at 
the  same  time  made  known  that  the  excepted  classes  were  still 
within  contemplation  of  special  clemency.  Duriug  the  year  many 
availed  themselves  of  the  general  provision,  and  many  jnore  would, 
only  that  the  signs  of  bad  faith  in  some  led  to  such  precautionary 
measures  as  rendered  the  practical  process  less  easy  and  certain. 
Dnring  the  same  time»  also,  special  pardons  have  been  granted  to 
individuals  of  the  excepted  classes,  and  no  voluntary  application 
has  been  denied. 

Thus,  practically,  the  door  has  been  for  a  full  year  open  to  all, 

cept  such  as  were  not  in  condition  to  make  free^choice — that  is, 

ch  as  were  in  custody  or  under  constraint.  It  is  still  so  open  to 
all;  but  the  time  may  come — probably  will  come — when  public 
duty  shall  demand  that  it  be  closed;  and  that  in  lien  more  rigorous 
measures  than  heretofore  shall  be  adopted. 

In  presenting  the  abandonment  of  armed  resistance  to  the  national 
authority  on  the  part  of  the  insurgents  as  the  only  indispensable 
condition  to  ending  the  war  on  the  part  of  the  government,  I  retract 
nothing  heretofore  said  as  to  slavery.  I  repeat  the  declaration 
made  a  year  ago,  that  *' while  I  remain  in  my  present  position  I 
shall  not^ittempt  to  retract  or  modify  the  Bma*ncipati<m  rrodama- 
tion,  nor  shall  I  return  t*>  slavery  auy  person  who  is  free  by  the 
terms  of  that  proclamation,  or  by  any  or  the  acts  of  Congress." 

If  the  people  should,  by  whatever  mode  or  means,  make  it  an 
executive  duty  to  reenslave  such  persons,  another^  and  not  I,  must 
be  their  instrument  to  pei-form  it. 

In  stating  a  single  condition  of  peace,  I  mean  simply  to  say,  that 
the  war  wifl  cease  on  the  part  of  tne  government  whenever  it  shall 
have  ceased  on  the  part  or  those  who  oegan  it.

Major-Ceneral  Canby  : 

I  think  it  is  probable  that  you  are  laboring  under  some  misapppe- 
hension  as  to  tne  purpose,  or  rather  the  motive,  of  the  government 
on  two  points  —  cotton,  and  the  new  Louisiana  State  government 

It  is  conceded  that  the  military  operations  are  the  first  in  im- 

Sortance ;  and  as  to  what  is  indispensable  to  these  operations,  the 
epartment  commander  must  be  judge  and  master. 
But  the  other  matters  mentioned  I  supijose  to  be  of  public  im- 
portance also ;  and  what  I  have  attemptea  in  regard  to  them  is  not 
merely  a  concession  to  private  interest  and  pecuniary  greed. 

As  to  cotton.  By  the  external  blockade,  the  price  is  made  ce^ 
tainly  six  times  as  great  as  it.  was.  And  yet  the  enemy  gets  through 
at  least  one-sixth  part  as  much  in  a  given  period,  say  a  year,  as  if 
there  were  no  blocKade,  and  receives  as  much  for  it  as  he  would  for 
a  full  crop  in  time  of  peace.    The  effect,  in  substance,  is,  that  we 

give  him  six  ordinary  crops  without  the  trouble  of  producing  any 
ut  the  first ;  and  at  the  same  time  leave  his  fields  and  his  laborers 
free  to  produce  provisions.  You  know  how  this  keeps  up  his  armies 
at  home  and  procures  supplies  from  abroad.  For  other  reasons  we 
cannot  give  up  the  blockade,  and  hence  it  becomes  immensely  im- 
portant to  us  to  get  the  cotton  away  from  him.  Better  ^ye  bim 
guns  for  it  than  let  him,  as  now,  get  both  guns  and  ammunition  for 
it.  But  even  this  only  presente  part  of  the  public  interest  to  pet 
out  cotton.  Our  finances  are  greatly  involved  in  the  matter.  The 
way  cotton  goes  now  carries  so  much  gold  out  of  the  couutrv  as  to 
leave  us  paper  currency  only,  and  that  so  far  depreciated  as  tliat  for 
every  hard  dollar's  worth  or  supplies  we  obtain,  we  contract  to  pay 
two  and  a  half  hard  dollars  hereafter.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted-, 
and,  while  I  believe  we  can  live  through  it,  at  all  events  it  demands 
an  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  all  to  correct  it.  And  if  i)ecuniary 
greed  can  be  made  to  aid  us  in  such  effort,  let  us  be  thankful  that 
so  much  ffood  can  be  got  out  of  pecuniary  greed. 

As  to  the  new  State  government  of  Louisiana.  Most  certainly 
there  is  no  worthy  object  in  getting  up  a  piece  of  machinery  merely 
to  pay  salaries  and  give  political  consideration  to  certain  men.  But 
it  is  a  woi-thy  object  to  again  get  Louisiana  into  proper  practical  re- 
lations with  the  nation,  and  we  can  never  finish  this  if  we  never  be- 
gin it.  Much  good  work  is  already  done^  and  surely  nothing  can  be 
gained  by  throwing  it  away. 
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I  do  not  wish  either  cotton  or  the  new  Btate  government  to  take 
precedence  of  the  military  while  the  necessity  for  the  military  re- 
mains; but  there  is  a  strong  public  reason  for  treating  each  with  so 
much  favor  an  may  not  be  substantially  detrimental  to  the  military. 

Allow  me  a  word  of  explanation  in  regard  to  the  telegram  which 
you  kindlv  forwarded  to  Admiral  Farragiit  for  me* 

That  telegram  was  prompted  by  a  piece  of  secret  information  in- 
ducing me  to  sBBpect  that  the  use  of  a  forged  paper  might  be  at- 
tempted on  the  ainiral,  in  order  to  base  a  claim  that  we  had  raised 
our  own  blockade. 

I  am  happy  in  the  hope  thatyou  are  almost  weU  of  your  late  and 
severe  wound.

so  subdivided,  shall  not  be  filled  within  the  space  of  fifW  days  after 
sudi  calL  then  the  President  shall  immediately  order  a  <fraft  for  one 
year  to  nil  such  quota,  or  any  nart  thereof  which  may  be  unfilled." 

And  whereas,  by  the  credits  allowed  in  accordance  with  the  aet  of 
Congress,  on  the  call  for  500,000  men,  made  July  18, 1864,  tiie  num- 
ber of  men  to  be  obtained  under  that  call  was  reduced  to  280,000;

rendered  it  impracticable  to  procure  from  them  their  full  quotas  of

The  quotas  of  the  States,  districts, 
and  subdistncts,  under  this  call,  will  be  assigned  by  the  War  De- 
partment, through  the  Bureau  of  the  Provost-Marshal-Gteneral  of 
the  United  Stat^^  and  '4n  case  the  quota,  or  any  part  thereof,  of 
any  town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or  election  district,  or 
of  any  countv  not  so  subdivided,  shall  Qot  be  filled  "  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  February,  1865,  then  a  draft  shall  be  made  to  fill  sudi 
quota,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  this  call,  which  may  be  unfilled  on 
said  fifteenth  day  of  February,  1865.

Your  paper  of  the about  Norfolk  matters,  is  received,  as 

also  was  your  other,  on  the  same  general  subject,  dated,  I  bdieve, 
some  time  in  February  last.  This  subject  has  caused  considerable 
trouble,  forcing  me  to  give  a  good  deal  of  time  and  reflection  to  it 
I  re^et  that  crimination  and  recrimination  are  mingled  in  it.  1 
surelv  need  not  to  assure  you  that  I  have  no  doubt  of  vour  loyalty 
and  devoted  patriotism ;  and  I  must  tell  you  that  I  have  no  less 
confidence  in  those  of  Gtovemor  Pierpoint  and  the  Attomey-GreneraL 
The  former — at  first  as  the  loyal  governor  of  all  Virginia,  including 
that  which  is  now  West  Virginia,  in  organizing  and  furnishing 
troops^  and  in  all  other  proper  matters — was  as  earnest,  honest,  and 
efficient  to  the  extent  of  his  means  as  any  other  loyal  governor. 

The  inauguration  of  West  Virginia  as  a  new  State  left  to  him,  as 
he  assumed,  the  remainder  of  the  old  State ;  and  tbe  insignificance 
of  the  parts  which  are  outside  of  the  rebel  lines,  and  conseouently 
within  his  reach,  certainly  gives  a  somewhat  farcic^d  air  to  nis  do- 
minion, and  I  suppose  he,  as  well  as  I,  has  considered  that  it  could 
be  useful  for  little  else  than  as  a  nucleus  to  add  to.  The  Attorney- 
General  only  needs  to  be  known  to  be  relieved  from  all  question  as 
to  loyalty  and  thorough  devotion  to  the  national  cause,  constantly 
restraining  as  he  does  my  tendency  to  clemency  for  rebels  and  rebel 
sympathizers.  But  he  is  the  law-officer  of  the  government,  and  a 
believer  in  the  virtue  of  adhering  to  law. 

Coming  to  the  question  itself,  the  military  occupancy  of  Norfolk 
is  a  necessity  with  us.  If  you,  as  department  commander,  find  the 
cleansing  of*  the  city  necessary  to  prevent  pestilence  in  your  amiy; 
street-lights  and  a  fire-department  necessary  to  prevent  assassina- 
tions and  incendiarism  among  your  men  and  stores;  wharfage 
necessary  to  land  and  ship  men  and  supplies;  a  large  pauperism, 
badly  conducted  at  a  needlessly  large  expense  to  the  government ; 
and  find  also  that  these  things,  or  any  of  them,  are  not  reasonably 
well  attended  to  by  the  civil  government,  you  rightfully  may  and 
must  take  them  into  your  own  hands.  But  you  should  do  so  on  your 
own  avowed  judgment  of  a  military  necessity,  and  not  seem  to  ad- 
mit that  there  is  no  such  necessity  by  taking  a  vote  of  the  people  on 
the  question. 

Nothing  justifies  the  suspending  of  the  civil  by  the  military 
authority,  but  military  necessity;  and  of  the  existence  of  that  neces- 
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ity,  the  military  commander,  and  not  a  popular  vote,  is  to  de<!ide,

Now,  the  undertaking  beine  a  success,  the  honor 
is  all  yours ;  for  I  believe  none  of  us  went  further  than  to  acquiesce.

tion of  an  official  copy  procured  from  the  State  Department  a  few 
hours  only  before  the  aajournment.  It  passed  the  House  and  went 
to  the  Senate,  where  a  vote  was  taken  upon  it,  but  by  some  accident 
it  was  not  presented  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  for  his  signature. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  oUier 
errors  of  a  kind  similar  to  those  which  this  resolution  was  designed 
to  correct,  have  been  discovered  in  the  law,  and  it  is  now  thongfat 
most  expedient  to  include  all  the  necessary  corrections  in  one  act 
or  resolution.

I         He  supposed  the  passage  through  Congress  of  the  constitutional 
'      amendment  for  the  abolishment  of  slavery  throughout  the  United 
States  was  the  occasion  to  which  he  was  indebted  for  the  honor  of 
this  ealL 

The  occasion  was  one  of  congratulation  to  the  country,  and  to 
the  whole  world.  But  there  is  a  task  yet  before  us  —  to  go  forward 
and  have  consummated  by  the  votes  of  the  States  that  which  Con- 
gress had  so  nobly  begun  yesterday.  [Applause  and  cries,  "  They 
will  do  ity"  etc.]  He  had  the  honor  to  inform  those  present  that 
Illinois  had  already  to-day  done  the  work.  Maryland  was  about 
half  through,  but  he  felt  proud  that  Illinois  was  a  little  ahead. 

He  thought  this  measure  was  a  very  fitting  if  not  an  indispen- 
sable adjunct  to  the  winding  up  of  the  great  difficulty.  He  wished 
the  reunion  of  all  the  States  perfected,  and  so  eflfected  as  to  remove 
all  causes  of  disturbance  in  the  future ;  and,  to  attmn  this  end, 
it  was  necessary  that  the  original  disturbing  cause  should,  if  pos- 
sible, be  rooted"  out.  He  thought  all  would  bear  him  witness  that 
ho  had  never  shrunk  from  doing  all  that  he  could  to  eradicate 
slavery,  by  issuing  an  emancipation  proclamation.

Complaint  is  made  to  me  by  Vermont  that  the  assignment  of  her 

rta  for  the  draft  on  the  pending  call  is  intrinsicaUy  unjust,  and 
in  bad  faith  of  the  government's  promise  to  fairly  allow  crodits 
for  men  previously  furnished.  To  illustrate,  a  supposed  case  i& 
stated  as  follows : 

Vermont  and  New  Hampshire  must,  between  them,  furnish  six 
thousand  (6,000)  men  on  the  pendine  call,  and  being  equals  each 
must  furnish  as  many  as  the  other  in  the  long  run.  But  the  govern- 
ment finds  that  on  former  calls  Vermont  furnished  a  surplus  of  five 
hundred  (500),  and  New  Hampshire  a  surplus  of  fifteen  hundred 
(1,500).  These  two  surpluses  making  two  thousand  (2,000),  and 
added  to  the  six  thousand  (6,000),  makmg  eight  thousand  (8,000)  to 
be  furnished  by  the  two  States,  or  four  thousand  (4,000)  each,  less 
by  fair  credits.    Then  subtract  Vermont's  surplus  of  five  hundred 

iSOO)  from  her  four  thousand  (4,000),  leaves  three  thousand  five 
Lundred  (3^500)  as  her  quota  on  the  pending  call ;  and  likewise  sub- 
tract New  Hampshire's  surplus  of  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  from  her 
four  thousand  (4,000).  leaves  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  as 
her  quota  on  the  penaing  calL  These  three  thousand  five  hundred 
(3,500)  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)*  make  precisely  the 
six  thousand  (6^000)  which  the  supposed  case  requires  m>m  the  two 
States,  and  it  is  just  equid  for  Vermont  to  furnish  one  thousand 
(1,000)  more  now  than  New  Hampshire,  because  New  Hampshire 
has  heretofore  furnished  one  thousand  (1,000)  more  than  Vermont, 
which  equalizes  the  burdens  of  the  two  in  the  lon^  run ;  and  this 
result,  so  far  from  beinff  bad  faith  to  Vermont,  is  mdispensable  to 
keeping  ^ood  faith  with  New  Hampshire.  By  no  other  result  can 
the  six  tnousand  (6,000)  men  be  obtained  from  the  two  States,  and 
at  the  same  time  deal  justly  and  keep  faith  with  both,  and  we  do 
but  confuse  ourselves  in  questioning  uie  process  by  which  the  right 
result  is  reached.    The  supposed  case  is  perfect  as  an  illustration. 

The  pending  call  is  not  for  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  men 
subject  to  fair  credits^  but  is  for  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
remaining  after  all  fair  credits  have  been  deducted,  and  it  is  impos- 
sible to  concede  what  Vermont  asks  without  coming  out  short  of  the 
three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  men,  or  making  other  localities 
pay  for  the  partiality  shown  her.

That  at  the  time  I  was  informed  that  Mr.  Blair  sought  the  card 
as  a  means  of  getting  to  Richmond,  Virginia ;  but  he  was  ^ven  no 
authority  to  speak  or  act  for  the  government,  nor  was  I  informed 
of  anything  he  would  sav  or  do  on  his  own  account  or  otherwise. 
Afterward  Mr.  Blair  told  me  that  he  had  been  to  Richmond,  and 
had  seen  Mr.  Jefferson  Davis ;  and  he  (Mr.  Blair)  at  the  same  time 
left  with  me  a  manuscript  letter,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

BiOHMOND,  Virginia,  January  12, 1865. 
F.  P.  Blaib,  Esq. 

Sir:  1  have  deemed  it  proper,  and  probably  desirable  to  you,  to  ffive 
you,  in  thb  form,  the  substance  of  remarks  made  by  me,  to  be  repeated  by 
you  to  President  Lincoln,  etc..  etc. 

I  have  no  disposition  to  find  obstacles  in  forms,  and  am  willing,  now  as 
heretofore,  to  enter  into  negotiations  for  the  restoration  of  peace;  am 
ready  to  send  a  commission  whenever  I  have  reason  to  suppose  it  wul  be 
received,  or  to  receive  a  commission,  if  the  United  States  Qovemment 
shall  choose  to  send  one.  That,  notwithstanding  the  rejection  of  our 
former  offers,  I  would,  if  you  could  promise  that  a  commissioner,  minister, 
or  other  agent  would  be  received,  appoint  one  immediately,  and  renew  the 
effort  to  enter  into  conference,  with  a  view  to  secure  peace  to  the  two 
coimtries.

On  the  niffht  of  tho  2d,  I  reached  Hampton  R^ads,  found  the 
Secretary  of  Stiite  and  Major  Eckert  on  a  steamer  anchored  off* 
shore,  and  learned  of  them  that  the  Richmond  gentlemen  were  on 
another  steamer  also  anchored  oflFshore,  in  the  Roails;  and  that  the 
HeeretAry  of  State  had  not  yet  seen  or  communicated  with  them. 
Here  I  ascertained  that  Major  Eckert  had  literally  ooraplied  with  his 
instructions,  and  I  saw,  for  the  first  time,  the  answer  of  the  Rich- 
mond gentlemen  to  him,  which,  in  his  despatch  to  me  of  the  1st,  he 
characterizes  as  **not  satisfactory.''     That  anawer  is  as  follows,

Lincoln  and  ourselves  at  Washing^n  city,  but  with  this  explanation  we 
are  ready  to  meet  any  person  or  persons  that  President  Lincoln  mav  ap- 
point, at  such  place  as  he  may  oesignate.  Our  earnest  desire  is  that  a 
just  and  honorable  peace  may  be  agnr^Bd  upon,  and  we  are  prepared  to  re- 
ceive or  to  submit  propositions  which  may,  possibly,  lead  to  the  attainment 
of  that  end.

Major :  In  reply  to  your  verbal  statement  that  your  instructions  did  not 
allow  you  to  alter  the  conditions  upon  which  a  passport  could  be  given  to 
us,  we  sa^^  that  we  are  willing  to  proceed  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  there  to 
have  an  informal  conference  with  any  person  or  persons  that  President 
Lincoln  may  appoint,  on  the  basis  of  his  letter  to  Francis  P.  Blair  of  the 
18th  of  January,  ultimo,  or  upon  any  other  terms  or  conditions  that  he  mav 
hereafter  propose,  not  inconsistent  with  the  essential  principles  of  self- 
government  and  popular  rights  upon  which  our  institutions  are  founded. 

It  \s  our  earnest  wish  to  ascertain,  after  a  free  interchange  of  ideas  and 
information,  upon  what  principles  and  terms,  if  any,  a  iust  and  honorable 
peace  can  be  established  without  the  further  effusion  of  blood,  and  to  con- 
tribute our  utmost  efforts  to  accomplish  such  a  result. 

We  think  it  better  to  add,  t^t,  in  accepting  your  passport,  we  are  not  to 
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be  understood  as  cotiimitting  ourselves  to  anj^ing,  but  to  carry  to  this 
informal  conference  the  views  and  feelings  above  expressed.

On  the  morning  of  the  3d,  the  three  gentlemen,  Messrs.  Stephens, 
Hunter,  and  Campbell,  came  aboard  uf  our  steamer,  and  had  an 
interview  wnth  the  Secretary  of  State  aud  myself^  of  several  honrs' 
duration.  No  question  of  preliminaries  to  the  meeting  was  then 
and  there  made  or  mentioned.  No  other  person  was  present;  no 
papers  were  exchanged  or  produced ;  and  it  was»  in  advance,  agreed 
that  the  conversation  was  to  be  informal  and  verbal  merely. 

On  our  part  the  whole  substance  of  the  instructions  to  the  Sec* 
retarj*  of  State,  hereinbefore  recited^  was  stated  and  iusist^^d  n|>on, 
and  nothing  was  said  inconsistent  therewith  ^  while,  by  the  other 
party,  it  was  not  said  that  in  any  event  or  on  any  condition,  they 
ever  would  consent  to  reunion ;  and  yet  they  equally  omitted  to  de- 
clare that  they  never  would  so  consent.  They  seemed  to  desire  a 
post:ponement  of  that  question,  and  the  adoption  of  some  other 
course  first  which,  as  some  of  them  seemed  to  argue,  might  or  might 
not  lend  to  reunion ;  but  which  coui-se,  we  thought,  would  amount 
to  an  indeflnite  postponement.  The  conference  ended  without  re- 
sult. 

The  foregoing,  containing  as  is  believed  all  the  information 
sought,  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  the  morning  of  the  3d,  the  President,  attended  by  the  Secretary,  re- 
ceived Messrs.  Stephens,  Hunter,  and  Campbell  on  board  the  United  States 
steam  transport  Siver  Queen  in  Hampton  Boads.  The  conference  wu 
altogether  informal.  There  was  no  attendance  of  secretaries,  clerks,  or 
other  witnesses.  Nothing  was  written  or  read.  The  conversation^  al- 
though earnest  and  free,  was  calm,  and  courteous,  and  kind  on  both  sides. 
The  Kichmond  party  approached  the  discussion  rather  indirectly,  and  at 
no  time  did  they  either  make  categorical  demands,  or  tender  formal  stimu- 
lations or  absolute  refusals.  Neyertheless,  during  the  conference,  wbch 
lasted  four  hours,  the  several  x>oints  at  issue  between  the  government  and 
the  insurants  were  distinctly  raised,  and  discussed  fully,  intelluwntly,  and 
in  an  amicable  spirit.  What  the  insurgent  party  seemed  chiefly  to  favor 
was  a  postponement  of  the  question  of  separation,  upon  which*  the  war  is 
waged,  and  a  mutual  direction  of  efforts  of  the  government,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  insuigents,  to  some  extrinsic  policy  or  scheme  for  a  season 
during  which  passions  might  be  expected  to  subside,  and  the  armies  be  re- 
duced^ and  trade  and  intercourse  between  the  people  of  both  sections  re- 
sumed. It  was  suggested  by  them  that  through  such  postponement  we 
might  now  have  immediate  peace,  with  some  not  very  certain  prospect  of 
an  ultimate  satisfactory  adjustment  of  political  relations  between  this  gov- 
ernment and  the  States,  section,  or  people  now  engaged  in  conflict  wiUi  it. 

This  suggestion,  though  deliberately  considered,  was  nevertheless  re- 
j^ded  by  tne  President  as  one  of  armistice  or  truce,  and  he  announced 
that  we  can  agree  to  no  cessation  or  suspension  of  hostihties,  except  on  the 
basis  of  the  disbandment  of  the  insurgent  forces,  and  the  restoration  of  the 
national  authority  throughout  all  the  States  in  the  Union.  CollateraUy, 
and  in  subordination  to  the  proposition  which  was  thus  announced^  the 
antislavery  pohcy  of  the  United  States  was  reviewed  in  all  its  beanngs, 
and  the  President  announced  that  he  must  not  be  expected  to  depart  from 
the  positions  he  had  heretofore  assumed  in  his  proclamation  of  emancipa- 
tion and  other  documents,  as  these  positions  were  reiterated  in  his  last  an- 
nual message.  It  was  further  declared  by  the  President  that  the  complete 
restoration  of  the  national  authority  was  an  indispensable  condition  of 
any  assent  on  our  part  to  whatever  form  of  peace  might  be  proposed. 
The  President  assured  the  other  party  that,  while  he  must  adhere  to  these 
positions,  he  would  be  preparea,  so  far  as  power  is  lod^ped  with  the 
executive^  to  exercise  lioerality.  His  power,  however,  is  limited  by  the 
Constitution;  and  when  peace  should  be  niade,  Congress  must  neces- 
sarily act  in  regard  to  appropriations  of  money  and  to  the  admission  of 
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entatives  from  the  insurrectionary  States.      The  Richmond  party 
then  inforraed  that  Congrress  had,  on  the  Slst  nJtimo,  adopted  b,v  a 
Snstitudonal  majority  a  joint  resokition  submitting  to  the  several  States 
be  proposition  to  abolish  slavery  tJiroughimt  the  L  nion,  and  that  there  La 
rerv  reaBou  to  expect  that  it  will  be  soon  aociepted  by  three -fourths  of 
tie  States^  6o  as  to  oecome  a  part  of  the  national  orgauie  law. 
The  conference  came  to  an  end  by  mutual  acquiescence,  witliout  produ- 
cing  an  agreement  of  views  upon  tlie  several  matters  disouased,  or  any  of 
\em.     Nevertheless,  it  is  perhaps  of  some  importance  that  we  have  been 
:Ae  to  submit  oiir  opinions  and  \iews  direetly  to  prominent  insurgents, 
t^o  hear  thera  in  answer  in  a  courteous  and  not  unfriendly  manner, 
I  am,  sir,  your  obedient  servant,  Willlaji  H»  Seward.

March  4, 1865.— Second  Inaugural  Address. 

Fellow-countrymen :  At  this  second  appearing  to  take  the  oath  of 
the  presidential  office,  there  is  less  occasion  for  an  extended  address 
than  there  was  at  the  first.  Then  a  statement,  somewhat  in  detail, 
of  a  course  to  be  pursued,  seemed  fitting  and  proper.  Now,  at  the 
expiration  of  four  years,  during  which  public  declarations  have 
been  constantly  called  forth  on  every  point  and  phase  of  the  great 
contest  which  still  absorbs  the  attention  and  engrosses  the  energies 
of  the  nation,  little  that  is  new  could  be  presented.  The  progress 
of  our  arms,  upon  which  all  else  chiefly  depends,  is  as  well  known  to 
the  public  as  to  myself ;  and  it  is,  I  trust,  reasonably  satisfactory 
and  encouraging  to  all.  With  high  hope  for  the  future,  no  predic- 
tion in  regard  to  it  is  ventured. 
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On  the  occasion  corresponding:  to  this  four  years  ago,  all  thoughts 
were  anxiously  directed  to  an  impending  civil  war.  All  dreaded  it 
— all  sought  to  avert  it.  While  the  inaugural  address  was  being 
delivered  troni  this  place,  devoted  altogether  to  saving  the  Union 
without  war,  insurgent  agents  were  in  tne  city  seeking  to  destroy  it 
without  war — seeking  to  dissolve  the  Union,  and  divide  effects,  by 
egotiation.  Both  pai'ties  deprecated  war;  but  one  of  them  would 
"  e  war  leather  than  let  the  nation  survive;  and  the  other  would 

lept  war  rather  than  let  it  perish.    And  the  war  came. 

One-eighth  of  the  whole  population  were  colored  slaves^  not  dis- 

ibuted  generally  over  the  Union,  but  localized  in  the  Southern 
of  it.  These  slaves  constituted  a  peculiar  and  jKiwerf ul  interest. 
knew  that  this  interest  was,  somehow,  the  cause  of  the  war. 
To  strengthen,  perpetuate,  and  extend  this  interest  was  the  object 
for  which  the  insurgents  would  rend  the  Union,  even  by  warj 
while  the  government  claimed  no  right  to  do  more  than  to  restrict 
the  territorial  enlargement  of  it 

Neither  party  expect^^l  for  the  war  the  magnitude  or  the  duration 
which  it  has  already  attained.  Neither  anticipated  that  the  cause 
of  the  conflict  might  cease  with,  or  even  before^  the  conflict  itself 
should  cease.  Each  looked  for  an  easier  triumphj  and  a  result 
less  fundamental  and  astounding.  Both  read  the  same  Bible, 
and  pray  to  the  same  God ;  and  each  invokes  his  aid  against  the 
other.  *It  may  seem  strange  that  any  men  should  dare  to  ask  a 
just  Uod^s  assistance  in  wringing  their  bread  from  the  sweat  of 
other  men's  faces;  but  let  us  judge  not,  that  we  be  not  iudged. 
The  jirayers  of  both  could  not  be  answered — that  of  neither  lias 
been  answered  fully. 

The  Almighty  has  his  own  purposes.  **Woe  unto  the  world  be- 
cause of  offenses !  for  it  must  needs  be  that  offenses  come ;  but  woe 
to  that  man  by  whom  the  offense  cometh."  If  we  shall  suppose 
that  American  slavery  is  one  of  those  offenses  which,  in  the  provi- 
dence of  Ood,  must  needs  come^  but  which,  having  continued  through 
jis  appointed  time,  he  now  wills  to  remove,  and  that  he  gives  to 
both  North  and  South  this  temble  war,  as  the  woe  due  to  those 
by  whom  the  offense  came,  shall  we  discern  therein  any  departure 
from  those  divine  attributes  which  the  believers  in  a  living  God  al- 
ways ascribe  to  him  f  Fondly  do  we  hope^ — fervently  do  we  pray — 
that  this  raightj?'  scourge  of  "^ war  may  speedily  pass  away.  Yet,  if 
God  wills  that  it  continue  until  all  the  wealth  piled  by' the  bond- 
man's twn  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  unrequited  toil  shall  be  sunk, 
and  until  every  drop  of  blood  drawn  with  the  lash  shall  Ijc  paid 
by  another  drawn  with  the  sword,  as  was  said  three  thousand  years 
ago,  so  still  it  must  be  said,  ^*  The  judgments  of  the  Lord  axe  true 
and  right^^ous  altogether.'* 

Witb  malice  toward  none;  with  charity  for  all;  with  firmness  in 
the  right,  as  Ood  gives  us  to  see  the  right,  let  us  strive  on  to  finish 
the  work  we  are  in ;  to  bind  up  the  nation's  wounds :  to  care  fop 
him  who  shall  have  Imrne  the  battle,  and  for  his  wiaow,  and  hia 
orphan — to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cherish  a  just  and  last* 
ing  peace  among  ourselves,  and  with  all  nations.

What  bus  biH'u  done  is  that 
members  of  Cc>ngn?ss  conie:  Ut  me,  from  time  to  time,  with  IL^ts  of 
names,  alleging  that  from  personal  knowledge*  and  evidence  of  re- 
liable persons,  they  are  satisfied  that  it  is  safe  to  discharge  the  par- 
ticular persons  named  on  the  lists,  and  I  have  onlered  their  dis- 
charge. These  members  arc  chiefly  from  the  l>order  States,  and 
those  they  get  discharged  are  their  neighbors  and  neighbors'  sons. 
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which  are  brought  to  them,  bringiDK  only  such  as  their  knowled{;e 
or  the  proof  satisfies  them  about  I  nave,  on  the  same  principle^  dis- 
charged some  on  the  representations  of  others  than  memWs  of 
Con^ss :  as,  for  instance,  Governor  Johnson,  of  Tennessee.  The 
number  I  have  discharged  has  been  rather  larger  than  I  liked, 
reaching,  I  should  think,  an  average  of  fifty  a  day  since  the  recent 

Seneral  exchange  commenced.  On  the  same  grounds,  last  year,  I 
ischarged  ouite  a  number  at  different  times,  agere^ting  perhaps 
a  thousand  Missourians  and  Eentuckians  -,  and  tneir  members,  re- 
turning here  since  the  prisoners'  return  to  their  homes,  report  tome 
only  two  cases  of  proving  false.  Doubtless  some  more  have  proved 
false;  but,  on  the  whole,  I  believe  what  I  have  done  in  this  way  has 
done  good  rather  than  hiarm.

By  the  President  of  the  UNrrBD  States  of  America: 

A  Proelamatian, 

Whereas  the  twenty-first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
on  the  third  instant,  entitled  ^' An  act  to  amend  tne  several  ads 
heretofore  passed  to  provide  for  the  enroUiujOf  and  calling  out  Ae 
national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  requires : 

That  in  addition  to  the  other  lawful  penalties  of  the  crime  of  desertion 
from  the  military  or  naval  service,  all  persons  who  have  deserted  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  who  shall  not  return  to  said  ser- 
^dce,  or  report  themselves  to  a  Provost  Marshal  within  sixty  days  after  the 
proclamation  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  have 
voluntarily  relinquished  and  forfeited  their  rights  of  citizenship  and  their 
rights  to  become  citizens,  and  such  deserters  shall  be  forever  incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  of  exercis- 
ing any  rights  of  citizens  thereof ;  and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  desert 
the  military  or  naval  service,  and  all  persons  who,  being  duly  enrolled, 
shall  depart  the  jurisdiction  of  the  district  in  which  he  is  enrolled,  or  go 
beyond  the  Umits  of  the  United  States  with  intent  to  avoid  any  draft  into 
the  military  or  the  naval  service,  duly  ordered,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penal- 
ties of  this  section.  And  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
forthwith,  on  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  issue  his  proclamation  setting  forth 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  in  which  proclamation  the  President  is  re- 
Qucst^d  to  notify  all  deserters  returning  within  sixty  days  as  aforesaid,  thi^ 
tney  shall  be  pardoned  on  condition  of  returning  to  their  regriments  and 
companies,  or  to  such  other  organizations  as  they  may  be  assigned  to,  until 
they  shall  nave  served  for  a  period  of  time  equal  to  their  original  tenn  of 
enlistment. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President 
of  the  United  States,  do  issue  this  my  proclamation,  as  required 
by  said  act,  ordering  and  requiring  all  deserters  to  return  to  their 
proper  posts ;  and  I  do  hereby  notify  them  that  all  deserters  who 
shall  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  this  proclamation — viz.,  on 
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or  before  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1865 — return  to  service,  or  report 
themBelves  to  a  Provost  Marshal^  shall  be  pardoned,  on  eonditioa 
that  they  return  to  their  regiments  and  companies,  or  to  such  other 
organizations  m  they  may  be  assigned  to,  and  serve  the  remainder 
of  their  origiaal  terms  of  enlistment,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  a 
period  e^ual  to  the  time  lost  by  desertion.

March  17, 1865. — Addrb68  to  an  Indiana  Regiment. 

Felhw-citkens :  A  few  words  only*    I  was  born  in  Kentucky, 
~  in  Indiana^  roside  in  Illinois,  and  now,  here,  it  is  my  duty  to 
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'Care  equally  for  the  good  people  of  all  the  States.  I  am  to-day  glad 
of  seeing  it  in  the  power  of  an  Indiana  re^ment  to  present  this 
•captnred  flag  to  the  good  governor  of  their  State ;  and  yet  I  would 
not  wish  to  compliment  Indiana  above  other  States,  remembering 
that  all  have  done  so  well. 

There  are  but  few  aspects  of  this  great  war  on  which  I  have  not 
already  expressed  my  views  by  speaking  or  writing.  There  is  one— 
the  recent  effort  of  "  our  emn^  brethren,''  sometimes  so  called^  to 
employ  the  slaves  in  their  armies.  The  great  question  with  them 
has  been,  "Will  the  negro  fight  for  themt"  Tney  ought  to  know 
better  than  we,  and  doubtless  do  know  better  than  we.  I  may 
incidentally  remark,  that  having  in  my  life  heard  many  arguments— 
or  strings  of  words  meant  to  pass  for  arguments — intended  to  show 
that  the  negro  ought  to  be  a  slave  —  if  he  shall  now  reaUy  fi^ht  to 
keep  himself  a  slave,  it  will  be  a  far  better  argument  whv  he  should 
remain  a  slave  than  I  have  ever  before  heard.  He,  perhape^  ought 
to  be  a  slave  if  he  desires  it  ardently  enough  to  fl^t  for  it  Or, 
if  one  out  of  four  will,  for  his  own  freedom,  fi^ht  to  keep  the  other 
three  in  slavery,  he  ought  to  be  a  slave  for  nis  selfish  meanness. 
I  have  always  thought  that  all  men  should  be  free;  but  if  any 
should  be  slaves,  it  should  be  first  those  who  desire  it  for  them- 
selves, and  secondly  those  who  desire  it  for  others.  Whenever 
I  hear  any  one  arguing  for  slavery,  I  fed  a  strong  impulse  to  see 
it  tried  on  him  personally. 

There  is  one  thin^  about  the  negro's  fighting  for  the  rebels  which 
we  can  know  as  weU  as  they  can,  and  that  is  that  they  cannot  at  the 
same  time  fight  in  their  armies  and  stay  at  home  and  make  br^ 
for  them.  And  this  being  known  and  remembered,  we  can  have  but 
little  concern  whether  they  become  soldiers  or  not.  I  am  rather  in 
favor  of  the  measure,  and  would  at  any  time,  if  I  could,  have  loaned 
them  a  vote  to  carry  it.  We  have  to  reach  the  bottom  of  the  insur- 
gent resources ;  and  that  they  emplov,  or  seriously  think  of  employ- 
ing, the  slaves  as  soldiers,  gives  us  glimpses  of  the  bottom.  Tnere- 
fore  I  am  glad  of  what  we  learn  on  this  subject. 


March  17, 1865.— Proclamation  concerning  Indians. 

By  the  President  op  the  United  States  op  America: 

A  Proclamation. 

Whereas  reliable  information  has  been  received  that  hostile 
Indians,  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  have  been  furnished 
with  arms  and  munitions  of  war  by  persons  dwelling  in  conter- 
minous foreign  territory,  and  are  thereby  enabled  to  prosecute  their 
savage  warfare  upon  the  exposed  and  sparse  settlements  of  the 
frontier ; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  do  hereby  proclaim  and  direct  that 
all  persons  detected  in  that  nefarious  traffic  shall  be  arrested  and 
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tried  by  court- martial  at  tlie  nearest  military  post,  and  if  convicted, 
shall  receive  the  punishment  due  to  their  deserts. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

I  am  unwilling  for  the  sentence  to  stand,  and  be  executed,  to  any 
extent  in  this  case.  In  the  absence  of  a  more  adeqnate  motive  than 
the  evidence  discloses,  I  am  wholly  unable  to  believe  in  the  exis- 
tence of  criminal  or  fraudulent  intent  on  the  part  of  men  of 
such  well  established  good  character.  If  the  e\idence  went  as  far 
to  establish  a  guilty  profit  of  one  or  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
as  it  does  of  one  or  two  hundred  dollars,  the  case  would,  on  the 
question  of  guilt,  bear  a  far  different  aspe<U.  That  on  this  contract, 
involving  some  twelve  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  contractors 
would  plan,  and  attempt  to  execute  a  fraud,  which,  at  the  most,  could 
profit  them  only  one  or  two  hundred,  or  even  one  tliousand  dollars, 
IS  to  my  mind  beyond  the  power  of  rational  belief.  That  they  did 
not,  in  such  a  case,  make  far  greater  gains,  proves  that  they  did 
not^  with  guilty  or  fraudulent  intent,  make  at  all.  The  judgment 
and  sentence  are  disapproved,  and  declared  null,  and  the  defendants 
are  fully  discharged.

Last  night  General  Grant  telegraphed  that  General  Sheridan, 
with  his  cavalry  and  the  Fifth  Corps,  had  captured  three  brigades 
of  infantry,  a  train  of  wagons,  and  several  batteries;  the  prisoners 
amounting  to  several  thousand. 

This  morning  General  Grant,  having  ordered  an  attack  along  the 
whole  line,  telegraphs  as  follows : 
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On  the  occasion  corresponding  to  this  four  years  ago,  all  thoughts 
were  anxiously  dii'ected  to  an  impending  civil  war.  All  dreaded  it 
—  all  sought  to  avert  it.  While  the  inaugural  address  was  being 
delivered  from  this  place,  devoted  altogether  to  saving  the  Union 
without  war,  insurgent  agents  were  in  the  city  seeking  to  destroy  it 
without  war — seeking  to  dissolve  the  Union,  and  divide  effects^  by 
negotiation.  Both  parties  deprecated  war;  but  one  of  them  would 
make  war  rather  than  let  the  nation  survive  j  and  the  other  would 
accept  war  rather  than  let  it  perish.    And  the  war  came. 

One-eighth  of  the  whole  population  were  colored  slaves,  not  dis- 
tributed geueraUy  over  the  Union,  but  localized  in  the  Southern 
part  of  it.  These  slaves  constituted  a  peculiar  and  powerful  interest. 
All  knew  that  this  interest  was,  somehow,  the  cause  of  the  war. 
To  strengthen,  perpetuate,  and  extend  this  interest  was  the  object 
for  which  the  insurgents  would  rend  the  Union,  even  by  war; 
while  the  government  claimed  no  right  to  do  more  than  to  restrict 
the  territorial  enhirgement  of  it 

Neither  party  expected  for  the  war  the  magnitude  or  the  duration 
which  it  has  alreadv  attained.  Neither  anticipated  that  the  cause 
of  the  conflict  might  cease  with,  or  even  before,  the  conflict  itself 
should  cease.  Each  looked  for  an  easier  triumph,  and  a  result 
less  fundamental  and  astounding.  Both  read  the  same  Bible, 
and  pray  to  the  same  Grod  j  and  each  invokes  his  aid  against  the 
other,  "it  may  seem  strange  that  any  men  should  dare  to  ask  a 
just  God's  assistance  in  wringing  their  bread  from  the  sweat  of 
other  meu'S  faces;  but  let  us  judge  not^  that  we  be  not  judged. 
The  prayers  of  both  could  not  be  answered — that  of  neitner  nas 
been  answered  fully. 

The  Almighty  has  his  own  purnoses,  ^*  Woe  unto  the  world  be- 
cause of  offenses !  for  it  must  neeos  be  that  offenses  come:  but  woe 
to  that  man  by  whom  the  offense  cometh,"  If  we  shall  suppose 
that  American  slavery  is  one  of  those  offenses  which,  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  nmst  needs  come,  but  which,  having  continued  through 
his  appointed  time,  he  now  wills  to  remove,  and  that  he  gives  to 
both  North  and  South  this  terrible  war,  as  the  woe  due  to  those 
by  whom  the  offense  came,  shall  we  discern  therein  any  departure 
from  those  di\dne  attributes  which  the  believers  in  a  li\nng  God  al 
ways  ascribe  to  him  T  Fondly  do  we  hope — ^ fervently  do  we  pray  — 
that  this  mighty  scourge  of  war  may  speedilv  pass  away.  Yet,  if 
Qod  wills  that  it  continue  until  all  the  wealtn  piled  by  tie  bond- 
man's two  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  unrequited  toil  shall  be  sunk, 
and  until  eveiy  drop  of  bfood  drawn  with  the  lash  shall  be  paid 
by  anotlier  Orawn  with  the  sword,  as  was  said  three  thousand  years 
ago,  so  still  it  must  Ije  said,  **The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true 
and  righte<^us  altogether."

As  to  peace,  I  have  said  before,  and  now  rei)eat,  that  three  things 
are  iodispensable: 

1.  The  restoration  of  the  national  authority  throughout  the  United 
States. 

2.  No  receding  by  the  executive  of  the  United  States  on  the  sla- 
very question  from  the  position  assumed  thereon  in  the  late  annuid 
messi^,  and  in  preceding  documents. 

3.  No  cessation  of  hostilities  short  of  an  end  of  the  war,  and  the 
disbanding  of  idl  forces  hostile  to  the  government.  That  all  propo- 
sitions coming  from  those  now  in  hostility  to  the  government,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  foregoing,  will  be  respectfully  considered  and 
passed  upon  in  a  spirit  of  sincere  liberality. 

I  now  add  that  it  seems  useless  for  me  to  be  more  specific  with 
those  who  will  not  say  that  they  are  readv  for  the  indispensable 
terms,  even  on  conditions  to  be  named  by  tnemselves.  If  there  be 
any  who  are  ready  for  these  indispensable  terms,  on  any  conditions 
whatever,  let  them  say  so,  and  state  their  conditions,  so  that  the 
conditions  can  be  known  and  considered.  It  is  further  added,  that 
the  remission  of  confiscation  being  within  the  executive  power,  if 
the  war  be  now  further  persisted  in  by  those  opposing  the  govern- 
ment, the  making  of  confiscated  property  at  the  least  to  bear  the 
additional  cost  will  be  insisted  on^  but  that  confiscations  (except  in 
case  of  third  party  interveninff  interests)  will  be  remitted  to  the 
people  of  any  State  which  shall  now  jjromptly  and  in  good  faith 
withdraw  its  troops  from  further  resistance  to  the  government 
What  is  now  said  as  to  the  remission  of  confiscation  has  no  refer- 
ence to  supposed  property  in  slaves.

Whereas,  by  my  proclamations  of  the  nineteenth  and  twenty- 
seventh  days  of  April,  1861,  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
States  of  Virginia,  North  Garolma,  South  Carolina,  Gteoi^^  Flor- 
ida, Alabama,  Mississippi,  LouisianiL  and  Texas,  were  ded^^  to  be 
subject  to  blockade ;  but  whereas  the  said  blockade  has,  in  cons^ 
quence  of  actual  military  occupation  by  this  government,  since  been 
conditionally  set  aside  or  relaxed  in  respect  to  the  ports  of  Norfolk 
and  Alexandria,  in  the  State  of  Virginia;  Beaufort,  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina;  Port  Boyal,  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina;  Pen- 
sacola  and  Femandina,  in  the  State  of  Florida;  and  New  Orleans, 
in  the  State  of  Louisiana ; 

And  whereas,  by  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved on  the  13th  of  July,  1861,  entitled  "  An  act  further  to  pro- 
vide for  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports,  and  for  other  purposes," 
the  President,  for  the  reasons  therein  set  forth,  is  authorized  to  close 
certain  ports  of  entry ; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President 
of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  proclaim  that  the  ports  of  Rich- 
mond, Tappahannock,  Cherrystone,  Yorktown,  and  Petersburg,  in 
Virginia ;  of  Camden  (Elizabeth  Cuy),  Edenton,  Plymouth,  Wash- 
ington, Newbern,  Ocracoke,  and  Wilmington,  in  North  Carolina; 
of  Charleston,  Georgetown,  and  Beaufort,  in  South  Carolina;  of 
Savannah,  St.  Mary^s,  and  Brunswick  (Darien),  in  Georgia;  of 
Mobile,  in  Alabama ;  of  Pearl  River  (Shieldsborough),  Natchez^  and 
Vicksburg,  in  Mississippi ;  of  St.  Augustine,  Key  West,  St.  Mark's 
(Port  Leon),  St.  John's  (Jacksonville),  and  Appalachicola,  in  Flor- 
ida; of  Teche  (Franklin),  in  Louisiana:  of  Galveston,  La  Salle, 
Brazos  de  Santiago  fPoint  Isabel),  and  Brownsville,  in  Texas,  are 
hereby  closed,  and  all  right  of  importation,  warehousing,  and  other 
privileges  shall,  in  respect  to  the  ports  aforesaid,  cease  until  they 
shall  have  again  been  opened  by  order  of  the  President;  and  ii, 
while  said  ports  are  so  closed,  any  ship  or  vessel  from  beyond  the 
United  States,  or  having  on  board  any  articles  subject  to  duties. 
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before  the  tentli  day  of  May,  1865 — return  to  service,  or  report 
iemselves  to  a  Provost  Marshal,  shall  be  pardoned,  on  eonditiou 
that  they  return  to  their  regiments  and  companies,  or  to  Bueh  other 
organiisutious  as  they  may  be  assigned  to,  and  serve  the  remainder 
of  their  original  terms  of  enlistment,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  a 
period  et^ual  to  the  time  lost  by  desertion.

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States,  no  condition  any  longer  exists  which  can  be  claimed  to 
justtfy  the  denial  to  them,  by  any  one  of  snch  nations,  of  customary 
naval  rights,  as  has  t^retofore  been  so  unnecessarily  persisted  in : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  oi  the  Unitea

ties shall  be  refused  to  the  vessels  of  war  of  that  country  in  the 
ports  of  the  United  States,  and  tliis  refusal  shall  continue  until  war- 
vessels  of  the  United  States  shidl  have  been  placed  ui>on  an  entire 
equality  in  the  foreign  ports  aforesaid  with  similar  vessels  of  other 
countries.  The  United  States,  whatever  claim  or  pretense  may  have 
existed  heretofore,  are  now,  at  least,  entitled  to  claim  and  concede 
an  entire  and  friendly  equality  of  rights  and  hospitalities  with  iJl 
maritime  nations.

We  meet  this  evening  not  in  sorrow,  but  in  ffladness  of  heart 
The  evacuation  of  Petersburg  and  Richmond,  ana  the  surrender  of 
the  principal  insurgent  army,  give  hope  of  a  righteous  and  speedy 
peace,  whose  joyous  expression  cannot  be  restrained.  In  the  midst 
of  this,  however.  He  from  whom  all  blessings  flow  must  not  be  for- 
gotten. A  call  for  a  national  thanksgiving  is  being  prepared,  and 
will  be  duly  promulgated.  Nor  must  those  whose  harder  part  give 
us  the  cause  of  rejoicing  be  overlooked.    Their  honors  must  not  be 

Earceled  out  with  others.  I  myself  was  near  the  front,  and  had  the 
igh  pleasure  of  transmitting  much  of  the  good  news  to  you ;  bat 
no  part  of  the  honor  for  plan  or  execution  is  mine.  To  Gteneral 
Grant,  his  skilful  officers  and  brave  men,  all  belongs.  The  pdlant 
navy  stood  ready,  but  was  not  in  reach  to  take  active  part. 

By  these  recent  successes  the  reinauguration  of  the  national 
authority — reconstruction  —  which  has  had  a  large  share  of  thought 
from  the  first,  is  pressed  much  more  closely  upon  our  attention.  It 
is  fraught  with  great  difficulty.  Unlike  a  case  of  war  between  in- 
dependent nations,  there  is  no  authorized  organ  for  us  to  treat 
with  —  no  one  man  has  authority  to  give  up  the  rebellion  for  any 
other  man.  We  simply  must  begin  with  and  mold  from  disor- 
ganized and  discordant  elements.  Nor  is  it  a  small  additional 
embarrassment  that  we,  the  loyal  people,  diflfer  among  ourselves  as 
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ext  to  receive  and  act  npon  such  communie^tionfi  as  may  be  made 
it  on  the  part  of  the  executive j

'    His  Excellency  Governor  Fletcher: 

It  Keems  that  there  is  now  no  orpfanized  military  force  of  the 
enemy  in  Missouri,  and  yet  that  destruction  of  property  and  life  is 
rampant  everywhere.  Is  not  the  cure  for  this  within  easy  reach  of 
the  people  themselves  T    It  cannot  but  be  that  every  man  not  nat- 
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seceded  States,  so  called,  are  in  the  Union  or  out  of  it.  It  would 
perhaps  add  astonishment  to  his  regret  were  he  to  learn  that  ftiuc*? 
1  have  found  professed  Union  men  endeavoring:  to  make  that  qnes- 
tion^  I  have  purposely  forborne  any  public  expression  upon  it  A* 
appeai^s  to  me,  that  question  has  not  been,  nor  yet  is,  a  practiciUy 
material  one,  and  that  any  discussion  of  it,  while  it  thus  remiinK 
practically  immaterial,  could  have  no  effect  other  than  the  misebier- 
ous  one  of  dividing  our  friends.  As  yet,  whatever  it  may  hereafter 
beeome,  that  question  is  bad  as  the  basis  of  a  controversy,  and  good 
for  nothing  at  all  —  a  merely  pernicious  abstraetion. 

We  all  agree  that  the  seceded  States,  so  called,  are  out  of  their 
proper  practical  relation  with  the  Union,  and  that  the  sole  objet^tof 
the  government,  ei\il  and  militar^%  in  regard  to  those  States  is  to 
again  get  them  into  that  proper  practical  relation.  I  believe  that  it  is 
not  only  possible,  but  in  fact  easier,  to  do  this  without  deciding  or 
even  eonsiderinff  whether  these  States  have  ever  been  out  of  the 
Union,  than  with  it.  Finding  themselves  safely  at  home,  it  would 
be  utterly  immaterial  whether  they  had  ever  been  abroad.  Let  us  aU 
ioin  in  doing  the  acts  neeessary  t-o  restoring  the  proper  practical  re- 
lations between  these  States  and  the  Union,  and  each  forever  after 
innocently  indulge  his  own  opinion  whether  in  doing  the  acts  he 
brought  the  States  from  without  into  the  Union,  or  omy  gave  them 
proper  assistance,  they  never  having  been  out  of  it.  ^The  amotmt 
of  constituency,  so  to  speak,  on  which  the  new  Louisiana  govern- 
ment rests,  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  all  if  it  contained  50,0^ 
or  30,000,  or  even  20,000,  instead  of  only  about  12,000,  as  it  d< 
It  is  also  unsatisfactory  to  some  that  the  elective  franchise  is  i 
given  to  the  colored  man.  I  would  myself  prefer  that  it  were  now 
conferred  on  the  very  intelligent,  and  on  those  who  serve  our  cau&e 
as  soldiers. 

Still,  the  question  is  not  whether  the  Ifouisiana  ^vernment,  as  it 
stands,  is  quite  all  that  is  desirable.  The  question  is,  will  it  be 
wiser  to  take  it  as  it  is  and  help  to  improve  it,  or  to  reject  and  dis* 
perse  it!  Can  Louisiana  be  brought  into  proper  practical  relatioii 
with  the  Union  sooner  by  sustainmgor  by  discarding  her  new  State 
government t  Some  twelve  thousand  voters  in  the  heretofore  slave 
State  of  Louisiana  have  sworn  allegiance  to  the  Union,  assumed  to 
be  the  rightful  political  power  of  the  State,  held  elections,  organixed 
a  State  government,  adopted  a  free-State  constitution,  griving  the 
benefit  of  {Dublic  schools  equally  to  black  and  white,  and  empower- 
ing the  legislature  to  confer  the  elective  franchise  upon  the  colored 
man.  Their  legislature  has  already  voted  to  mtifv  the  constitn- 
tioual  amendment  recentlv  passed  by  Congress,  abolishing  slavery 
throughout  the  nation.  These  12,000  persons  are  thus  fully  com- 
mitted to  the  Union  and  to  perpetual  freedom  in  the  State  — com- 
mitted to  the  very  things,  and  nearly  aU  the  things,  the  nation  WMitft 
—  and  they  ask  the  nation*s  recognition  and  its  assistance  to  mito 
good  their  committal. 

Now,  if  we  reject  and  spurn  them,  we  do  our  uimofit  to        

finize  and  disperse  them.    We,  in  effect,  say  to  the  white  man? 
ou  are  worthless  or  worse ;  we  will  neither  help  you,  nor  be  helped 
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^  you*  To  the  blacks  we  say :  This  cup  of  liberty  which  these, 
our  old  niaBters,  hold  to  your  lips  we  will  dash  from  you,  aud  leave 
you  to  the  chances  of  ffatherinff  the  spilled  and  scattered  contents 
in  some  vague  and  undefined  wnen,  where,  and  how.  If  this  course, 
discouraging  and  paralyzing  both  white  and  black,  has  any  tendency 
to  bniig  Louisiana  into  proper  practical  relations  with  the  Union, 
I  have  so  far  been  unable  to  perceive  it.  If^  on  the  contrary,  we 
recognize  and  sustain  the  new  government  of  Louisiana^  the  eon- 
*rerse  nf  all  this  is  made  true.  We  encourage  the  hearts  and  nerve 
be  arras  of  the  12,000  to  adhere  to  their  work,  and  argue  for  it,  and 
»roselyte  for  it,  and  fight  for  it,  and  feed  it,  aud  grow  it,  and  ripen 
'  U>  a  complete  success.  The  colored  man,  too,  in  seeing  all  united 
r  him,  is  inspired  with  vigilance*  and  t^uergy,  and  daring,  to  the 
lame  end*  Grant  that  he  desires  the  elective  franchise,  will  he 
not  attain  it  sooner  by  saving  the  alreadv  advanced  steps  toward 
than  by  running  backwai^  over  theraf  Concede  that  the  new 
verninent  of  Louisiana  is  only  to  what  it  should  be  as  the  egg  is 
the  fowl,  we  shall  sooner  have  the  fowl  by  hatching  the  egg  than 
>y  smashing  it. 
Again,  if  we  reject  Louisiana  we  also  reject  one  vote  in  favor  of 
e  proposed  amendment  to  the  national  Constitution,  To  meet 
this  proposition  it  has  been  argued  that  no  more  than  three- fourths 
of  those  States  which  have  not  attempted  secession  are  necessary' 
to  validly  ratify  the  amendment.  I  do  not  commit  myself  against 
this  further  than  to  say  that  such  a  ratification  would  be  question- 
able, and  sure  to  be  persistently  questioned,  while  a  ratification  by 
three-fourths  of  all  the  States  would  be  uncjuestioned  and  unques* 
tionable.  I  reoeat  the  question:  Can  Louisiana  be  brought  into 
proper  practical  relation  with  the  Union  sooner  by  sustaining  or  by 
discarding  her  new  8tate  government?  What  has  been  said  of 
Louisiana  will  apply  gener<3ly  to  other  States.  And  yet  so  great 
peculiarities  pertain  to  each  Stat-e,  and  such  important' and  sudden 
changes  ot*eur  in  the  same  State,  and  withal  so  new  and  unprece- 
dented is  the  whole  case  that  no  exclusive  and  infiexible  plan  can 
I  safelv  be  prescribed  as  t<i  details  and  collaterals.  Such  exclusive 
^and  Inflexible  plan  would  surely  become  a  new  entanglement.  Im- 
^Kortant  principles  may  and  must  be  inflexible.  In  the  present  situ- 
^Htion,  as  the  phrase  goes,  it  may  be  my  duty  to  make  some  new 
^Hbnouncement  to  the  people  of  the  South.  I  am  considering,  and 
^^mall  not  fail  to  act  when  satisfied  that  action  will  be  proper.

Washington,  D.  C,  April  12, 1865. 
Majob-General  Weitzel,  Richmond,  Virginia: 

I  have  just  seen  Judge  Campbell's  letter  to  you  of  the  7th.  He 
assumes,  as  appears  to  me,  that  I  have  called  tne  insurgent  legisla- 
ture of  Virginia  together,  as  the  rightful  legislature  of  the  State, 
to  settle  aU  differences  with  the  United  States.  I  have  done  no 
such  thing.  I  spoke  of  them,  not  as  a  legislature^  but  as  '*  the  gen- 
tlemen who  have  acted  as  the  legislature  of  Virginia  in  support  of 
the  rebellion."  I  did  this  on  purpose  to  exclude  the  assumption 
that  I  was  recognizing  them  as  a  rightful  body.  I  dealt  with  them 
as  men  having  power  de  facto  to  do  a  specific  thing,  to  wit :  "  To 
withdraw  the  Virginia  troops  and  other  support  from  resistance  to 
the  General  Govemment,"  for  which,  in  tne  paper  handed  Judge 
Campbell,  I  promised  a  specific  equivalent,  to  wit :  a  remission  to 
the  people  of  the  State,  except  in  certain  cases,  of  the  confiscation 
of  their  propertv.  I  meant  this,  and  no  more.  Inasmuch,  however, 
as  Jud^e  Campbell  misconstrues  this,  and  is  still  pressing  for  an 
armistice,  contrary  to  the  explicit  statement  of  the  paper  I  gave 
him,  and  particularly  as  General  Grant  has  since  captur^  the  Vir- 
ginia troops,  so  that  giving  a  consideration  for  their  withdrawal  is 
no  longer  applicable,  let  my  letter  to  you  and  tiie  paper  to  Judge 
Campbell  botn  be  withdrawn,  or  countermanded^  and  he  be  notified 
of  it.  Do  not  now  allow  them  to  assemble,  but  if  any  have  come, 
allow  them  safe  return  to  their  homes.
